HIS  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor  having  come  to  the  Council 
Chamber,  and  being  seated,  the  Gentleman  Usher  of  the  Black  Bod 
received  His  Excellency's  commands  to  inform  the  House  of  Assembly,  that 
it  is  His  Excellency's  pleasure  that  tbey  do  attend  him  in  the  Council  Cham- 
ber instanter — and  the  Members  present  having  appeared  at  the  Bar,  the 
President  of  His  Majesty's  Council  addressed  them  as  folloirs,  viz: — 
Gentlemen. 

I  am  conmuuided  by  His  Excellency  Ae  lieutenant  Governor  to  acquaint 
you,  that  His  Excellency  does  not  intend  to  declare  the  cause  of  calling  this 
General  Assembly,  until  there  be  a  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Assembly ;  and 
therefore  you,  Gentlemen  of  the  House  of  Assembly,  are  to  repair  to  the  place 
^ere  the  House  of  Assembly  usually  meet,  and  there  to  proceed  to  the 
election  of  a  fit  person  to  be  your  Speaker,  whom  you  are  to  present  to  His 
Excellency  here  immediately  for  his  approbation. 

The  House  of  Assembly  then  withdrew,  and,  in  a  shtwt  time,  the  Gentle- 
man Usher  of  the  Black  Rod  rec^ved  His  Excellency's  commands  to  deliver 
this  Message  to  the  House  of  AssemUy: 

'  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor  commands  the  immediate  attend- 
ance of  the  House  of  Assembly  in  the  Cotmcil  Chamber.' 
S 
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The  House  accordingly  attended  His  Excellency  in  the  Council  Chamber, 
when  George  Dalrymple,  Esquire,  addreased  His  Excellency,  and  stated,  that 
agreeably  to  His  Excellency's  Commands,  the  House  of  Assembly  had  pro- 
ceeded to  the  election  of  a  Speaker,  and  that  their  choice  had  fallen  upon  him. 

The  President  of  his  Majesty's  Council  then  addressed  the  House  of 
Assembly,  as  follows: 

'  Gentlemen, 

*  I  am  commanded  by  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor  to  acquaint 
you,  that  His  Excellency  is  satisfied  with  the  choice  you  hare  made  of  George 
Dalrymple,  Esquire,  to  be  your  Speaker,  and  therefore  His  Excelleocy  doth 
allow  of,  and  confirm  George  Dalrymple,  Esquire,  to  be  Speaker  of  the  House 
of  Assembly.' 

The  Speaker  then  addressed  His  Excellency  ps  follows: — 

"  Your  gracious  approbation  of  the  Speaker  chosea  b^  the  Houaa  of  Aaaemblj  demands 
from  me  my  moat  grateful  acknowledgment  a,  which  I  most  reapectfully  solicit  ^our  ExcelleDcjr 
DOW  to  accept;  at  the  samo  time  I  moat  aolemnly  assure  jour  Excellency,  that  I  ver/ 
lenaibly  feel  the  weight  and  importance  of  those  obligations  which  devolve  on  me  in  con- 
sequence of  this  appointment.  JVevertheleaa,  your  Excellency  may  fully  rely;  that  in  the 
situation  in  which  I  am  now  placed,  every  exertion  in  my  power  shall  be  used  in  order  lo 
promote  the  best  interests  and  prosperity  of  this  Province,  the  honour  of  His  Majesty's 
Government,  and  the  harmony  of  your  Excellency's  administration. 

"  I  begfurther  to  observe  to  your  Excellency,  that  this  being  the  firat  meeting  of  the  present 
House  of  Assembly,  a  duty  devolves  on  me,  in  their  name,  and  on  behalf  of  His  Majssty'a 
faithful  Commons  of  thia  Province,  most  respectfully  (a  request  your  Excellency  to  grant, 
that  the  Members  of  the  present  Colonial  Parliament,  when  in  Session,  may  be  free  from 
molestation — that  they  may  enjoy  the  freedom  of  speech  in  alt  their  debates — that  they 
may  possess  the  exclusive  right  of  judging  of  the  conduct  and  qualifications  of  their  own 
members,  and,  if  necessary,  of  prescribing  such  penalties  as  may  be  in  accordance  with 
the  established  rules  and  practice  of  Parliament — and  likewise  that  they  may  have  free  access 
to  your  Excellency  whenever  their  duty  and  the  public  welfare  requires  it.  These  and  all 
other  rights  and  privileges,  whether  ancient  or  modern,  which  the  British  Constitution 
happily  secures  to  the  popular  branch  of  the  Legislature,  I  have  humbly  to  beg  of  your 
Excellency  that  the  same  may  b«  continued  and  confirmed  to  the  present  House  of 
Assembly." 

Then  the  President  of  His  Majesty's  Council  replied  in  the  foUowing  words: , 

JIfr.  Speaker, 
I  am  oommanded  by  His  Excellency  the  lieutenant  Governor  to  say,  that  His  Excel- 
lency, being  fully  assured  of  the  prudence,  loyalty  and  good  affection  of  the  House  of  Assem- 
bly, does  meat  willingly  grant  to  them  all  their  privileges,  in  as  full  a  manner  aa  they  have 
been  at  any  time  granted  by  His  Excellency,  or  any  former  Governor  of  this  Island." 

His  Excellency  was  then  pleased  to  open  the  Session  with  the  following 
Speech,  viz: — 

Mr.  Presidtnt,  and  Gentlemen  of  Hit  Majesty' t  Covneil; 
Mr.  Speaker,  and  QentUmen  of  the  Home  of  JUiembly; 
His  Majesty  having  been  graciously  pleased  to  signify  His  Royal  assent  to  the 
Bill,  limiting  the  duration  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  this  Island  to  Four  years,  I 
caused  the  late  Colonial  Parliament  to  be  dissolved,  directing  Writa  to  be  issued  for  the 
election  of  a  new  General  Assembly,  and  I  have  now  much  satisfaction  in  meeting  you  in 
your  Legislative  capacity.  !.-> 

In  a  retrospect  of  the  past  year,  I  have  reason  to  congratulate  yon  upon  the  cheering 
prospect  afforded   by  the  increased  developemeut  of  our  internal  resources. 
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De«pl7  ioteraited  in  the  agricultural  prosperity  of  the  Colony,  I  refer  with  pleaaura  to 
the  progressive  improvement  which  this  essential  branch  of  oar  national  adraoeament 
eontinuea  to  exhibit. 

Under  the  blessing  of  Providence,  the  late  Harvest  has  proved  most  productive ;  and  whilst 
the  labour  of  the  husbandman  has  been  thus  rewarded  with  ao  abundant  increase,  it  will 
afford  a  powerful  stimulus  to  a  perseverance  in  those  habits  of  active  iodustrj,  which  cannot 
fail  in  producing  the  happiest  results. 

It  ia  with  00  less  satisfaction  that  I  am  enabled  to  state,  (hat  the  Revenue  of  the  last 
jrear  shews  aa  increase  over  tbst  of  the  preceding  one;  and  although  the  expenditure  for  the 
same  period  has  been  considerable,  arising  principally  from  the  large  sums  required  for 
the  completion  of  the  Public  Buildings  and  Wharves,  and  in  the  establishment  of  an 
imperfect  system  of  Quarantine,  incident  to  our  local  situiUton,  at  a  time  when  our  sister 
Provinces  were  visited  with  that  awful  disease,  the  Asiatic  Cholera,  I  have  DOvertheless 
every  confidsnce  that,  by  a  due  regard  to  economy  in  the  estimates  of  the  curront  year,  the 
temporary  inconvenience  which  has  been  consequently  occasioned  will  he  speedily  remedied. 
Mr.  Speaker,  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Hoxue  ofAaembly; 

I  shall  take  an  early  opportunity  of  directing  the  Public  Accounts  to  be  laid  before  yon; 
and  I  rely  upon  your  liberality  and  discretion  to  make  such  proTistoa  for  the  services  of  the 
year  as  the  exigencies  of  the  Government  may  require. 

Mr.  Preitdent,  and  Gentlemen  of  Hit  Majesty's  Coimeil; 
Mr.  Speaker,  and    Gentlemen  if  the  Some  of  JMembly; 

I  shall  submit  to  your  consideration,  by  Message,  such  matters  of  public  interest  as  I 
may  conceive  , necessary  to  the  general  welfare  of  the  Colony. 

In  leaving  you  to  the  discharge  of  your  important  duties,  I  have  full  confidence  that 
your  deliberations  will  be  peculiarly  directed  to  such  measures  as  have  for  their  object 
the  public  good;  and  you  may  depend  on  my  ready  co-operation  in  those  views  which  may 
tend  to  promote  the  prosperity  of  the  Colony  and  the  comfort  and  happiness  of  the  people. 

The  Speech  being  ended,  His  Excellency  was  pleased  to  retire,  and  the 
House  of  Assembly  having  withdrawn,  the  President  reported  His  Excellency's 
Speech,  which  being  read  by  the  Clerk. 

Resolved — That  an  humble  Address  be  presented  to  His  Excellency  the 
Lieutenant  Gorernor,  to  return  the  than^  of  this  House  for  his  Speech,  deli- 
vered this  day —

and  J.  Spencer  Smith,  be  a  Committee  to  prepare  a  Draft  pursuant  to  the 
above  Resolution. 

On  motion,  Ordered,  that  the  Honourables  the  Attorney  General,  Ambrose 
Lajte  and  Charles  Worrell  be  a  Committee  to  revise  the  Journals  of  this 
House  each  day. 

On  motion.  Ordered,  that  the  Honourables  George  Wright  and  John 
BrecTcen  be  a  Committee  to  examine  into  and  report  upon  such  Laws  as  are 
near  expiring. 

On  motion,  Ordered;  that  the  Reverend  Louis  C.  Jenkins  be  appointed 
Chaplain,  and  that  he  be  requested  to  attend  His  Majesty's  Council  to-morrow 
at  Twelve  o'clock,  and  each  succeeding  day  during  the  Session,  for  the  purpose 
of  reading  Prayers. 

His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor  requiring  the  personal  attendance 
of  J.  P.  Collins,  Esq.,  the  Clerk  of  the  Council,  Mr.  Charles  Deshriaay  was 
appointed  to  act  as  Clerk  during  the  present  Session,  and  having  taken  the  Oath 
of  Allegiance,  and  also  the  Oath  of  Office,  took  his  Seat  accordingly. 

On  motion,  Ordered,  that  John  Rider  be  appointed  Messenger  to  this 
House.  <.'

Sir, 
I  have   the   honour  to  scknovledga  the  receipt  of  your  Despatch,  No.  44,  of  the  27th 
April  last,  accompanied  br  an  Act,  having  for  iu  object  the  support  of  the  Civil  Establisbnient 
at  Prince  Edward  Island. 
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The  Earl  of  Ripon  hariag  expreaaed  his  readineM,  wheaever  the  financisl  eircumitancea 
of  the  Colony  ahouM  bo  such  aa  to  allow  of  a  moderate  and  permaoeat  provitioQ  being  made 
for  the  necessary  expences  of  its  Government,,  to  advise  Hia  Majeaty  to  make  over  to  the 
Legislature  the  whole  of  the  Revenuei  of  the  laUod,  the  Leeislature  admit  the  justice  of 
the  Civil  List  being  in  future  borne  hy  the  Colony,  whenever  tney  shall  have  the  disposal  of 
their  own  Revenue,   and  proceed  to  enact  that  after  September,    1&S7,  the  two  permanent 
Acts  shall  be  repealed,  and  that  in  lieu  of  them  and  of  Quit  Rents,  which  shall  no  longer  be 
collected,  a  tax  shall  be  imposed  of  4».  6d.  per  100  Acres  on  Township  Land  of  every 
description,  and  Sa.   and  la.  4d.  raapectively  on  Town  Lots,  &c.  within  the  Royalties  of 
Charlotte  Town  and  Georgetown.     Jt  is  calculated,  but  as  it  appears  to  me,  not  upon  suffi- 
cient data,  that  such  an  assessment  would  produce  JE2400. 

The  Legislature  state  that  they  conceive  the  Bum  of  £2400  to  be  sofficient  to  pay  the 
Governor    and    the  Chief  Justice  (with  the    addition  of  a  salaried  Puisne  Judge,  whose 
aervicea  they  think  may  be  required),  the  Colonial  Secretary  and  the  Attorney  General. 
The  present  Salaries  of  these  officers  are

— leaving  a  balance  of  £350,  which  appears  manifeally  insufficient  for  a  Puisne  Judge. 
I  merely  indicate  this  defect,  without  wishing  to  insist  on  it,  for  I  doubt  not  that  if  hereauer 
the  Colony  should  require  the  services  of  an  additional  Judge,  the  Assemblywill  make  the 
necessary  permanent  prevision. 

But  it  is  to  be  observed,  that  the  permanence  and  seeuritr  of  these  payments  depend 
entirely  upon'the  full  realization  of  the  expectations  of  the  Legislature  as  to  the  produce 
of  the  Tax;  that  they  are  to  be  made  "  out  of  the  monies  raised  under  and  by  virtue  of 
this  Act"  only,  and  that  no  provision  is  made  for  a  deficiency.  Therefore,  if  there  were  no 
peeoliarities  attending  the  Tax  to  be  collected;  and  though  I  might  agree  with  the  Legisla- 
ture, that  the  officers  enumerated  were  all  for  which  it  was  necessary  permanently  to  provide; 
and  though  there  were  no  objection  to  the  adequacy  of  the  proviaion,  1  should  not  be  juatified 
in  attributing  to  it  such  a  character  of  permanence  as  would  warrant  me  in  advising  to 
accept  it  as  securing  the  independence  of  those  officers.  In  this  particular  case,  there  is 
more  than  ordinary  ground  to  doubt  the  productiveness  of  the  Tax.  Independently  of  the 
difficulties  and  expence  of  collection,  the  avowed  intention  and  expected  effect  is,  to  bring 
large  masses  of  land  under  escheat  for  non-paymeot.  But,  although  provision  is  made  for 
selling  so  much  of  the  Land  aa  may  be  necessary  to  cover  the  assessment,  the  effect  of 
pouring  so  large  a  portion  of  land  into  a  market  already  overstocked,  may  be  so  far  to 
reduce  the  price  as  to  render  it  impossible  to  find  purchasers  willing  to  take  it  at  any  price, 
subject  to  the  amount  of  the  duty;  and  in  that  case  the  Civil  Government  is  left  unpro- 
vided for, 

I  admit  the  policy  and  the  justice  of  making  the  owners  of  the  Land  contribute  largely 
to  the  internal  expences  and  improvements  of  the  Colony;  and  white  I  concur  in  the  reasona 
which  led  my  predeceasor  to  object  to  eacheating  for  non-perfiirmance  of  impracticable 
conditions  of  settlement,  I  am  decidedly  of  opinion  that  «  Tax,  in  the  nature  of  a  penal  aasess- 
ment  upon  non-cultivation  ia,  under  the  circumstances  of  Prince  Edward  Island,  a  measure  at 
ooce  juat  and  politic.  But  the  amount  of  the  penalty  ought  to  be  fairly  considered,  and 
if  possible  adjusted  according  to  the  practicability  of  fulfilling  the  intentions  of  the  Grant. 
On  Land  of  a  good  quality,  which  probably  would  sell  at  SOs.  per  acre,  a  tax  of  4s.  6d. 
per  100  acres,  or  4|  per  cent,  on  the  interest  of  the  purchase  money,  can  hardly  be  said 
to  be  exorbitant]  but  if  upon  a  Grant  of  10,000  acres,  one  half  be  altogether  irreclaimable 
and  valueleas,  the  tax  is  then  doubled  in  effect,  and  becomes  absolutely  ruinoua.  I  am  aware 
■f  the  difficulty,  ifnotimpoiaibility,  of  putting  different  assessments  according  to  the  supposed 
quality  of  wilderness  land;  but  if  this  be  impossible,  it  is  the  more  necessary  to  see  that  the 
assessments  are  on  the  whole  moderate  and  not  unreasonable. 

On  a  review  of  the  whole  case,  £  cannot  advise  that  the  salaries  of  the  officers  of  the 
Civil  Government  should  be  made  dependent  upon  this  source  of  Revenue.  I  see  no  sufficient 
ground  for  the  repeat  of  the  two  permanent  Revenue  Acts;  but  I  should  be  willing  on  the  part 
of  the  Crown  to  accept  for  the  support  of  the  Civil  Government,  a  fixed  sum,  to  the  amount 
offered  by  the  Legislature,  secured  upon  the  produce  of  those  Acts,  and  to  place  the  whole 
of  the  remainder  of  the  Revenue,  including  the  Quit  Renta,  at  the  diaposal  of  the  Legisla- 
ture; and  I  should  not  object  to  a  Bill  commuting  those  Quit  Renta  for  a  fair  and  moderate 
Tax  on  all  Land,  including  wilderness,  the  produce  to  be  applied  to  local  objects,  such  as 
those  to  which  the  permanent  Revenue  Acts  are  now  applied— guarding,  however,  the  inte- 
rests of  those  persons  who  may  at  the  time  of  the  Act,  have  availed  themoelvesof  Lord 
Ripon'a  terms  for  commutation,  by  a  proportionate  reduction  of  assessment,

The  issue  of  Government  Notes  in  the  year  1833,  amounting  to  Five  Thousand  Pounds, 
was  made  upon  the  secnrityof  an  Assessment  on  land,  imposed  only  for  Five  years,  and  not 
expected  to  produce  much  more  than  One  Thousand  Pounds  in  eac'h  year  of  its  duration. 
And  it  is  therefore  evident  that  any  diversion  of  that  Revenue  from  its  proper  object  would 
eventually  leave  unprovided  for,  enefiflh  part  of  the  Notes  for  which  it  was  pledged.  It  would 
add  One  Thousand  Pounds  permanently  to  the  amount  of  the  paper  to  remain  in  circulation

The  Lieutenant  Governor  Wye  before  the  Legislative  Council,  tbe  copjr  of  a  Despolch  from 
Mr.  Secretary  Spring  Rice,  traDsmitting  an  Act  of  tbe  Imperial  Parliament,  repealing  so  much 
of  the  Statute,  dth  Geo.  3d,  cap.  25,  as  authorizes  the  taking  of  certain  Rates  of  Inland 
Postage  within  His  Majesty's  Dominions  in  North  America,  from  the  time  when  His  Ma- 
jesty's consent  shall  be  signified  to  Acts  of  the  Provincial  Legislatures  imposing  tbe  same,  or 
other  Rates  of  Postage,  and  making  such  regulations  for  the  management  of  the  Post  Office, 
by  the  Postmaster  General  or  his  Deputies,  as  to  tbe  Legislatures  may  seem  expedient. 

In  order  to  establish  a  practicable  system,  it  is  essential  that  a  uniformity  of  view  should 
pervade  the  Bills  to  be  passed  by  the  Provincial  Legislatures,  and  Hia  Majesty's  Govern- 
ment has,  therefore,  thought  it  best  to  direct  tbe  preparation  of  one  common  Bill,  to  be 
submitted  to  them,  tbe  draught  of  which  the  Lie uteiiant  Governor  now  lays  before  the  Council 
fur  their  information  and  guidance.

CIRCULAR. 

DowKiNO  SiKEBT,  6lh  October,  1834. 

Sir, 

The  representations  which  have  from  time  to  time  been  received  from  the  Legislatures  and 
Inhabitants  of  several  of  tbe  Colonies  in  North  America,  respecting  the  Internal  Postage  in 
that  part  of  the  British  Dominions,  have  not  failed  to  attract  the  serious  attention  of  His 
M^esty's  Gevemment;  and  I  have  now  tbe  gratification  to  send  you  an  Act  passed  in  the 
late  Session  of  Parliament,  which  I  hope  will  prove  the  means  of  settling  this  important 
question  to  tbe  satisfaction  of  all  parties. 

The  Act  provides,  that  so  much  of  the  Statute  Sth  Geo,  3,  cap.  35,  as  authorizes  the 
taking  of  certain  rates  of  Inland  Postage  within  His  Majesty's  Dominions  in  North  America 
shall  be  repealed,  from  the  time  when  His  Majesty's  consent  shall  be  signified  to  Acta  of 
the  Provincial  Legislatures,  imposing  the  same  or  other  rates  of  Postage,  and  making  such 
regulations  for  the  management  of  tbe  Post  Office,  by  the  Postmaster  General,  or  bis 
Deputies,  as  to  the  Legislatures  may  seem  expedient. 

You  will  observe,  that  in  order  to  give  eSect  to  this  Act,  certain  Bills  must  be  passed  by  the 
Provincial  Legislatures,  and  receive  the  Royal  Assent;  and  I  need  scarcely  add,  that  to 
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Mtabliib  R  practicable  ■Tatsm,  it  is  CBBential  that  a  uniformity  of  viaw  should  pervadft  tbeir 
Bills.  HiaMajeitjr'a  GoTerament,  therefore,  in  order  to  secure  tbflM  impertant  conditiona, 
has  thought  it  best  to  direct  the  preparatioa  of  one  commoaBUI,  to  be  snbmittedto  the  Legis- 
lative Council  and  Asaembl;  of  each  Colony  affected  b;  the  preaent  measure. 

I  have  the  honour  to  enclose  the  draft  thua  prepared,  which  jou  will  cause  to  be  brought 
before  the  Assembly^ 

You  will  at  the  same  time  assure  the  Assembly,  that  the  Bill  has  been  framed  with  the  most 
anxious  deliberation  on  the  part  of  the  Postmaster  General  and  roj  predecessor,  and  with 
the  most  minute  attention  to  every  detail  which  it  embraces. 

It  was  found  impossible  to  devise  any  practicable  plan  for  keeping  separate  the  accounts 
of  the  Post  OSice  Revenue  and  Expenditure  in  each  pessession  in  North  America;  and  when 
the  accounts  were  blended,  no  mode  of  distributing  the  surplus  Revenue  appeared  to  be  free 
from  serious  objection,  except  to  apportion  it  according  to  the  gross  amount  of  Postage  col- 
lected within  each  Colony;  a  provision,  therefore,  to  this  effect,  baa  been  made  in  the  Imperial 
Act  of  Parliament.  In  order,  however,  to  admit  of  any  other  plan  which  might  be  preferred 
by  the  Provincial  Legislatures,  a  power  has  been  left  to  them  to  altar  this  clause  by  local  enact- 
ments. I  should  scarcely  anticipate  that  at  the  present  lime  any  more  eligible  expedient  ie 
likely  to  be  suggested  than  the  one  adopted  by  the  Imperial  Act,  and  as  any  alteration  of  it 
could  not  be  carried  into  effect  until  agreed  to  by  each  separate  Legislature,  it  is  perhaps  to  be 
wished,  that  at  any  rate  for  a  period  sufficient  to  try  the  remainder  of  the  proposed  measures, 
the  provision  made  by  Parliament  on  this  point  should  remain  untouched, 

I  shall  now  proceed  to  offer  a  few  explanatory  remarks  on  the  Bill  proposed  to  the  accept- 
ance of  the  Legislative  Council  and  Assembly  of  Prince  Edward  Island. 

The  projected  Tariff  of  Postage  effects  a  considerable  reduction  upon  the  existing  rates, 
more  especially  in  the  longer  distances. 

The  tendency  of  this  arrangement  to  encourage  intercourse  between  the  more  widely 
separated  portionsof  His  Majesty's  extensive  territory  in  North  America,  will  not  fail,  I  feel 
assured,  to  meet  the  approbation  of  the  Legislative  Council  and  Assembly.  In  settling  the 
scale  of  Postage,  His  Majesty's  Government  has  been  guided  in  a  great  measure  by  the 
Report  of  a  Committee  of  the  House  of  Assembly  in  Upper  Canada,  which  sat  about  three 
years  ago,  and  which  is  understood  to  have  founded  its  recommendation  chiefly  on  the  rates 
of  charge  in  the  United  States. 

In  the  important  matter  of  the  charges  on  the  conveyance  of  Newspapers  and  printed 
periodical  works,  His  M^esty's  Government  has  not  been  unmindful  of  the  representations 
which  it  has  from  time  to  time  received  of  the  wishes  of  the  people  in  British  North 
America.  A  rate  of  PoMage  is  proposed  in  the  present  Bill,  which  is  little  more  than  one  half 
of  the  rate  charged  in  the  United  Slates,  and  which  is  as  low  as  it  could  be,  unless  the 
papers  were  conveyed  for  nothing,  a  course  which  might  render  the  amount  of  business  in 
the  Post  Office  perfectly  unmanageable. 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  Bill  confers  on  the  Deputy  Postmaster  General  the  power  of 
determining,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  Government  and  the  Executive  Council,  what  shall 
bo  deemed  a  Newspaper,  Printed  Vote,  &c.  within  the  meaning  of  the  Act.  This  power  ia 
designed  to  spare  the  necessity  of  tsdious  actions  at  law  to  ascertain  doubtful  points,  and  is 
conformable  with  a  power  which  has  been  given  to  the  Postmaster  General  in  this  country, 
in  concurrence  with  the  Lords  Commissioners  of  the  Treasury,  by  the  late  Act  4th  and  5th 
Will.  4th,  cap.  44. 

I  have  now  to  draw  your  attention  to  a  very  important  part  of  the  Bill.  Should  the  Post 
Office  Revenue  prove  unequal  to  the  expenditure,  it  is  obvious  that  there  must  be  some 
immediate  means  of  supplying  the  want.  A  temporary  deficiency  in  the  Post  Office  Revenue, 
however  short,  must  be  attended  with  the  most  serious  inconvenience,  as  affecting  a  service 
which  could  not  stop  for  a  day  without  injuring  the  commerce  and  confounding  the  general 
transactions  of  the  whole  country.  Impressed  by  this  view.  His  Majesty's  Government 
has  determined,  with  a  full  sense  of  the  discretionary  authority  which  the  measure  will  place 
in  the  Governor,  to  propose  a  clause,  authorizing  him  to  grant  a  warrant  for  any  sum  within 
certain  specified  limits,  which  may  he  shewn  to  his  satisfaction  to  be  necessary  for  the  conduct 
of  the  Post  Office  department. 
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In  conaideriag  the  limiU  to  be  assigned  to  this  authority  in  each  Colony,  the  Governaent 
hu  been  guided  by  the  followiag  portions  of  a  Report  from  the  Deputy  Postmaster  General 
at  Quebec: 

"  The  Deputy  Postmaster  General  of  British  North  America  supposes,  on  a  rough 
'  estimate,  that  the  deficiency  in  receipts  to  meet  the  current  expenditure  in  the  manage- 
'  ment  of  the  Post  Office  Department,  may  amount  to  even  as  much  as  JECOOO  per  annum- 
'  And  he  states  that  without  some  certain  means  of  obtaining  that  or  any  less  deficiency,  the 
'  business  of  the  department  would  come  to  a  stand  still,  and  the  framera  of  the  law  would  be 
'  upbraided  for  not  having  provided  against  such  a  contingency.  Calculating  the  supposed 
•  deficiency  at  the  maximum  of  JC6000,  be  proceeds  to  state  that  the  foUowing  sums  corres- 
'  pond  pretty  nearly  with  the  proportionate  amount  of  Postage  business  transacted  within  the 
'  Provinces:"

It  is  Contemplalecl  to  attach  the  priril^e  of  franking  to  eettsin  the  Council  and  Assembly, 
in  imitation  of  the  rigbt  enjoyed  by  the  Members  of  the  two  Houses  of  Parliament  in  this 
country.  I  hope  that  this  provision  will  be  deemed  just  in  principle,  and  conducive  to  that 
distinction  which  it  neat  be  desirable  to  confer  on  individDals  who  fbris  part  of  the  Lagisla- 
ture  of  the  country. 

Before  I  conclude  this  Despatch,  I  wish  to  of^r  a  few  reaiarkt  with  reference  to  the  mode 
in  which  it  is  desirable  that  the  proposed  Kll  sboutd  be  introdaeed  for  the  consideration  of  the 
Colonial  Legislature.  On  this  point  I  m«t  coaAn  that  I  feel  COWsidtfrable  difficulty  in  fur- 
nishing you  with  any  definite  instructioiis.  In  carrying  inl«  ClTeCl  the  kmendments  in  the  old 
law  of  5ih  Geo.  3,  cttp.  S5,  His  Majesty's  Government  woeld  h«v«  preferred,  aAer  having 
passed  the  necessary  Imperial  Statute,  to  have  left  the  AMdiary  PrMintial  re-enactments  to 
the  discretion  of  the  difierent  Legislatures.  Bat  it  was  lelt  that  Ite  efficiency  of  the  measure 
depended  almost  entirely  on  an  unifonnity  of  Legislation  ia  the  Mreral  Provinces,  and  this 
could  only  be  acconqilisbed  by  preparing  itt  thjs  comtry  a  dAft  «f  the  Dill  which  the  Imperial 
Act  Vould  render  necessary.  The  only  objeotioB  to  this  «»arse  baa  h«en,  that  it  might  be 
construed  into  an  ioterfereRce  wM  the  deliberationa  of  the  Proriatsiel  Legislatures,  which  it 
is  desirable  to  leave,  o«  all  oocasions,  free  aad  washackled.  I  Aoald  bbpe,  however,  that  in 
a  qiKstiim  of  this  nature,  there  is  no  reason  to  fear  sntih'Mi  i^eetiM.  Under  any  circum- 
stances, however,  I  dwA  it  will  be  desirable  (bat  yea  should  IMideKt^wr  to  impress  upon  the 
Assembly  the  necessity  of  their  abstaiotng,  as  much  as  possible,  A-om  amendmeiits  destructive 
of  the  uniformity  of  the  Bill.  There  are  eotne  clauses,  nevertheless,  w^ich  are  left  wholly 
Ibr  (he  decision  of  the  Ocd^onla)  LegialKtmes.  I  ellode  to  the  pania^ntents  to  be  inflicted 
under  the  Act.  His  Mqest)''B  Government  have  felt  great  delicacy  hi  oaring  any  suggestion 
on  these  points ;  and  it  is,  perhaps,  the  most  satisfactory  course  to  leave  them  to  the  conside- 
ration ofthe  Assemblies  tbraiselves,  who  wiH,  I  donbt  not,  devote  to  the  subject  that  mature 
deliberation  which  its  importance  demands.  It  is,  of  course,  necessary  that  all  the  Acta 
passed  by  the  several  Legislatures  on  the  present  subject  slionld  take  effect  from  the  same 
day.  The  1st  of  Januai^,  IS56,  is  named  in  the  accompanying  draft,  in  order  to  secure 
ample  time  for  the  due  consideration  of  the  Acts.

X^HEREAS  by  an  Act  prased  in  the  Fifth  Year  ofthe  Reign  of  HistateMajeely  King 
Oeorgtf  the  Thiid,  intituled  "  An  Act  to  alter  certain  Rates  of  Postage,  and  to  amend, 
eiplain  and  enlarge  sereral  Provisions  in  an  Act  made  in  the  Ninth  Year  of  the  Reign  of 
Queen  Anne,  and  in  other  Acts  relating  to  the  Revenue  of  the  Post  Office,  His  Majesty's 
Post  Master  General  was  authorized  to  take  and  receive  certain  Rates  of  Postage  in  the  said 
Act  specified  for  the  Postage  and  Conveyance  of  Letters  and  Packets  within  the  Britiah  Domi- 
nions in  .fintema:  And  whereas  the  said  Rates  havebeen  collected  in  the  BnftsA  Colonies  and 
Provinces  in  ^orthAmerica,  by  His  Majesty's  Post  Master  General  or  his  Deputies,  and  the 
Surplus  thereof,  after  payment  of  the  Charges  of  Collection  and  Management,  have  been  remitted 
to  the  General  Post  Office  in  ixmdon,  as  part  of  the  General  Revenue  of  the  Post  Office:  And 
whereas  it  is  expedient  that  henceforward  the  BrUiih  Colonies  and  Provinces  in  His  Majesty's 
Dominions  in  JVortfc  .America,  having  local  and  independent  Legislatures,  should  be  enabled

tion of  such  Rates  should  be  applied  and  appropriated  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  such 
respective  Colonies  and  Provinces:  Be  it  therefore  enacted,  by  the  Kings  most  Excellent 
Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Lords  Spiritual  and  Temporal,  and  Com- 
iBOOB,  in  this  present  Parliament  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same.  That  from  and 
*  after  His  Majesty's  consent  shall  in  the  usual  form  he  signified  by  the  Governors  or  Deputy 
Governors  of  His  Majesty's  Colonies  or  Provinces  in  J^orlh  America  to  Bills  or  Acts  of  the 
Legislatures  of  such  respective  Colonies  or  Provinces,  authorizing  the  demanding  and  taking 
within  such  respective  Colonies  or  Provinces,  by  His  Majesty's  Fostmaster  General  or  his 
Deputy  or  Deputies,  the  like  Rates  of  Postage  as  are  authorized  to  be  received  and  taken  by 
the  said  recited  Act  of  the  Fifth  Year  of  the  Reign  of  His  late  Majesty  King  George  the 
Third,  or  such  other  Kates  of  Postage  as  in  and  by  such  Bills  or  Acts  respectively  may  he 
mentioned  and  authorized  to  be  received  and  taken,  and  for  making  such  Regulations  for  the 
management  of  the  Post  Office  within  such  Colonies  and  Provinces,  by  His  Majesty's  Post- 
master General  or  his  Deputies,  as  shall  be  therein  directed,  then  the  said  Act  passed  in  the 
Fifth  Tear  ofthe  Reign  of  His  late  Majesty  King  George  the  Third,  so  far  as  the  said  Act 
authorizes  the  demand  and  receipt  of  any  Rates  for  the  Inland  Carriage  and  Conveyance  of 
Letters  and  Packets  within  such  Colonies  or  Provinces  respectively,  shall  thenceforth  be 
absolutely  repealed,  and  be  no  longer  of  any  effect. 

II.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  from  and  after  His  Majesty's  Consent  shall  be  so  signified

distributed  to  and  among  the  said  respective  Colonies  and  Provinces  in  proportion  to  the  gross 
Amount  of  the  Kates  and  Duties  of  Posiuge  which  shall  be  raised,  collected  and  received 
within  each  and  every  such  respective  Colonics  or  Provinces,  unless  and  until  the  said 
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Coloniea  or  Provinces  shall,  by  Bills  or  Acts  of  their  reapectiTa  Legislatures,  to  which  His 
Majesty's  Consent  shall  in  the  usual  form  be  signified,  unite  and  agree  ia  dlrMttng  aor  other 
mode  in  which  such  Surplus  shall  be  applied  and  disposed  of. 

III.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  this  Act  may  be  altered,  raried,  or  repealed  by  any 
Act  or  Acts  to  be  passed  in  this  present  Session  of  Parliament.

of  those  American  Loyalists;  who  had  applied  for  and  obtained  orders  for 
locations  of  Land,- but  who  had  not  settled  upon  the.  same,  had  then  under- 
gone full  consideration ;  and  as  it  further  appears  by  reference  to  the  Records 
of  the  Kxecutive  Council,  that  nearly  fifty  years  have  elapsed  since  any  appli-

Office,  we  lament  to  state  that  no  ofiicial  information  has  yst  been  received  regarding  them. 
We  humbly  beg  leave  particularly  to  refer  to  the  Act  for  ascertainitig  and  establishing  the 
Boundary  Lines  of  Counties  and  Townships,  and  for  regulating  the  duty  of  Surveyors,  and 
to  repeal  a  certain  Act  therein  mentioned;  an  Act,  as  we  humbly  conceive,  of  tbe  utmost 
importance  to  the  growing  interests  of  this  Colony,  the  uncertainty  which  at  present  etists,'.with 
respect  to  boundary  lines,  arising  chieHy  from  the  inaccnracio^  of  the  original  Survey  of  the 
several  Townships,  causing  much  dis|>iile  and  litigution,  and  preventing  many  industrious 
and  deserving  Settlers  I'rom  making  improvements,  fearing  that  they  may  afterwards  be  de- 
prived of  them,  by  an  alteration  in  the  Boundaries  of  the  T^nds  upon  which  tbey  may  have 
been  located,  as  has  heretofore  not  unfrenuently  occurred: — ns  also  an  Act  passed  in 
183S,  to  contirm  and  rendA*  valid  certain  Marriages  heretofore  celebrated  in  this  Island, 
■ad  also  (o  declare  by  whom  and  in  what  manner  Marriages  shall  be  celebrated  in  future,  and 
to  provide  for  the  Public  Registry  of  the  same.  The  delay  of  the  signification  of  your 
Majesty's  pleasure  upon  ameasure  involving  in  so  eminent  a  degree  the  present  and  future 
isterests  of  the  Colony,  and  the  happiness  of  a  large  body  of  its  Inhabitants,  has  induced 
the  Legislature,  in  its  present  Session,  to  pass  another  Act  of  similar  import,  nhich  repeals 
the  former  Act — and  we  humbly  trust  that  this  Act  may  be  found  free  from  any  objection 
which  might  possibly  have  prevented  a  favourable  decision  being  signified  to  the  Act  of  I8S2. 

From  the  assurances  made,  and  communicated  in  a  Despatch  received  from  tbe  Right 
Honourable  the  Earl  of  Bipon,  your  rtlajesty'a  then  Principal  Secretary  of  Stats  for  (he 
Colonies,  bearing  date  the  4th  day  of  July,  1832,  in  reply  to  a  former  Address  of  the  Council 
and  Assembly  to  your  Majesty,  complaining  of  the  embarrassmeiit  caused  bj  tbe  delay  of 
the  signification  of  your  Majesty's  pleasure  oa  certain  Acts  previously  transmitted  for  your 
Miyesty's  consideration,  we  were  led  to  hope,  that  the  "  moat  prompt  attention  would  be 
given  to  the  Legislative  Acts  of  Prince  Edward  Island  in  future."

Thereupon  the  Committee  went  to  the  Conference — and  having  returned, 
reported,  that  they  had  met  the  Committee  of  the  House  of  Assembly,  and 
tiiat  that  Committee  had  handed  them  the  following  Reasons  for  pursuing  the 
course  the  House  of  Assembly  had  adopted  relative  to  the  Revenue  Bills, 
which  are  as  follows,  viz: — 

That  the  House  of  Aisembly,  in  flUBctiog  only  one  Revenue  Bill  in  the  present  Session, 
intended  therebj  to  obviate  the  confusion  and  embarrassmedt  itbioh  eomelimes  Krose,  occa- 
Aoned  by  the  difference  of  credit  given  for  the  pajment  of  duties  under  the  separate  Revenue 
Acts  passed  in  former  Sessions . 

The  Hosse  are  at  a  loss  to  account  for  what  is  termed  "  the  insuperable  objections"  of  the 
Council,  to  then£«eiyof  themods  adopted  by  the  House  of  Assembly  in  the  present  instance. 
They  do  not  find  tiiat  any  objection  was  made  by  the  Council  to  an  Act  passed  by  the  Legisla- 
ture ofthis  Colony  in  1785,  in  which  the  whole  of  die  Revenue  Acts  were  embodied  into  one 
Act,  and  the  proceeds  thereof  appropriated  lo  specific  purposes. 

Were  other  precedents  necessary,  your  Committee  are  prepared  to  adduce  several,  from 
the  practice  ofthe  Imperial  Parliamont,  as  well  as  from  lhis]and  other  of  the  British  Colonies- 

Ilie  Revenue  Acts  of  last  Session  were  all  in  their  nature  tempermry,  and  limited  in  their 
operation  to  the  services  of  the  year  in  whicli  they  were  passed. 

These  Acts  being  on  the  point  of  exptrin',  it  became  the  duty  of  the  J^euse  to  consider, 
whether  it  would  be  more  conducive  to  the  public  service  to  continue  the  former  Revenue 
Acts,  or  to  adopt  some  other  course;  and  the  result  of  their  detiberatioBs  ia  embodied  in  the 
Revenue  Bill  now  under  discussion.  '^' 
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Tbo  House  would  coneid^  it  a  departure  from  the  established  parliunentary  pnetiee, 
were  the;  to  coDsuIt  any  other  branch  of  the  Legklature  om  to  the  mode  in  which  the  Tasaa 
imposed  oo  the  people  were  to  be  raised,  or  the  proceeds  thereof  cppropriated;  and  thei^ 
forethej  canuot,  without  a  sacrifice  of  principle,  concur  in  thesuggeatlensortfaeCouDciL 

The  Honourable  Thomas  H.  HavUand  submitted  the  following  Resola- 

tion,  Tiz: — 

Resolved,  That  tbe  novel  node  adopted  by  the  House  of  Assemblj,  in  this 
present  Session,  of  embodying  in  one  and  the  same  Bill  three  distinct  and 
separate  Revenue  Laws  now  in  force,  together  with  the  whole  of  the  appro- 
priations for  the  service  of  the  current  year,  without  previously  affording  the 
Council  an  opportunity  of  deliberating  upon  and  signifying  their  assent  or 
otherwise  to  each  separate  measure,  as  heretofore,  is  contrary  to  the  usage  of 
the  British  Parliament,  unprecedented  in-  any  of  His  Majesty's  North  Ame- 
rican Colonies,  and  an  encroachment  upon  the  constitutional  rights  and 
privileges  of  this  House.

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Order  the  same  day  it  U  made,  oor  before  the  Members  of  this  House  m 
Town  shall  be  summoned  to  consider  of  the  same  motion. 
TwENTf-FiFTH — That  Bills  brought  up  from  the  House  of  Assembly,  when 
reported  by  the  President  and  handed  to  the  Clerk,  shall  be  carefully  read 
over  by  him,  and  all  verbal  mistakes,  if  any,  noticed  by  him  to  the  Speaker 
in  writing. 

TwKRTY-sixTH — The  President,  when  he  speaks  to  the  House,  is  always  to 
speak  uncovered,  and  is  not  to  adjourn  the  House,  or  do  any  thing 
else  as  mouth  of  the  House,  without  consent  of  the  Members  first  had — 
except  such  things  as  are  of  course,  wherein  the  Meinbers  may  likewise 
overrule,  and  ia  case  of  difference  amongst  the  Members,  it  is  to  be  put 
to  the  question ;  and  if  the  President  will  speak  to  any  thing  particularly, 
he  is  to  go  to  his  own  place  as  a  Member. 

TwEMTV-SBVEWTH — That  every  Member  previous  to  his  speaking  to  any 
question  or  motion,  or  other  matter  before  the  House,  shall  rise  fi^m  his 
seat  uncovered,  and  address  himself  to  the  House. 

TwBNTr-EiCHTH — Wheua  question  is  decided  by  vote,  the  number  of  both  the 
affirmatives  and  negatives  shall  be  inserted  in  the  minutes,  and  also  the 
Members'  names,  if  desired. 

TwsNTT-HiNTH — ^That  the  Black  Rod  do  not  permit  any  person  to  come 
within  the  House  while  it  is  sitting,  except  the  Members  and  Officers 
attendmg,  and  the  Members  of  the.  House  of  Assembly,  and  such  person 
orpersons  as  may  receive  a  Ticket  from  any  Member  of  this  House. 

Thirtieth — That  any  Member  who  brings  up  a  Petition,  shall,  in  his 
place,  acquaint  the  House  of  the  general  purport  of  such  Petition,  and 
ask  leave  for  it  to  be  read,  which  must  be  seconded  before  it  is  read. 

Thirtt-fibst — No  Member  is  to  speak  twice  to  any  Bill  at  one  time  of 
reading  it,  or  any  other  jroposition,  unless  it  be  to  explain  himself  in  some 
.  material  point  of  his  speech,  but  no  new  matter,  and  that  not  vrithout  leave 
of  the  House  first  obtained.  £very  Member  speaks  standing  uncovered, 
and  names  not  Members  of  the  House  commonly  by  their  names,  but 
"  the  Member  that  spoke  last" — "  last  but  one" — "  last  but  two,  &«. — 
or  some  other  note  of  distinction. 

Thirtt-bbcond — To  have  mpre  freedom  of  debate,  and  to  facilitate  business. 
Committees  are  appointed  either  of  the  whole  House,  er  of  Individuals; 
Committees  of  the  whole  House  sit  in  the  House,  but  then  tiie  President 
sits  not  in  the  Chair  as  Preskbnt. 

Thirtt-third — Every  Member  is  to  sit  in  his  doe  place  when  the  House  is 
put  into  a  Committee. 

THiBTr-^FOuBTH — If  it  be  desired  hy  any  Member  that  the  House  be  put 
into  Committee,  it  ought  not  to  be  refiised. 

Thibtt-fifth — That  every  Member  who  shall  introduce  a  Bill,  Petition,  or 
motion,  upon  any  subject  which  may  be  referred  to  a  Committee,  shall  be 
one  of  the  Committee,  without  being  named  by  the  House. 

Thibtv-sixth — That  in  a  Committee  of  the  whole  House,  the  Rules  of  the 
House  shall  be  observed  in  so  far  as  they  may  be  applicable,  excepting  the 
Rule  limiting  the  times  of  speaking;  and  that  no  motion  for  the  previous 
question,  or  for  adjournment,  can  be  received,  but  a  member  may  at  any 
time  move  that  the  Chahmau  do  leave  the  Chair,  or  report  some  pro- 
gress made,  and  ask  for  leave  to  sit  again. 

Thibtt-seventh — That  no  Bill,  Resolution,  or  other  proceeding  founded 
upon  any  application  addressed  to  the  House  of  Assembly,  be  sustained 
by  the  Council,  unless  an  application  to  the  same  effect,  with  such  docu- 
ments as  may  accompany  the  same,  be  also  presoited  to  the  Council  in 
General  Assembly.

HE  Honorable  Oeorge  Richard  Ooodtnan   having    been    appointed    a  Councillor, 
took  his  seat  at  the  Board  accordingly. 

John  C.  Wright,  Esquire,  produced  his  Commission  from  His  Honor  the  Preaident, 
dated  the  Slst  of  January,  instant,  appointing  him  Gentleman  tZ shef  of  the  Black  Rod. 

His  Honor  the  President  having  come  to  the  Council  Chamber,  and  being  seated,  the 
Gentleman  Usher  of  the  Black  Rod  received  His  Honor's  commands  to  desire  the  im- 
mediate attendance  of  the  House  of  Assembly  in  the  Council  Chamber. 

The  House  of  Assembly,  with  their  Speaker,  having  attended  accordingly,  His  Honor 
was  pleased  to  open  the  Session  with  the  follovring  Speech: —

The  lamealed  decease  of  Hia  Excellency  Lieuleoant  Governor  Sir  Aretu  William  Young  having  caund 
th«  adminiatrBtion  of  the  Oovemment  of  this  Colonj  to  devolve  upon  me,  as  senior  Member  of  the  ConD- 
cil,  I  hare  taken  advantage  of  that  period  of  the  year  when  /our  private  avocations  will  best  admit  of  your 
absence  from  your  homes,  to  convene  you  for  the  dispatch  of  public  business. 

There  is  nothing  in  the  existing  state  of  the  Colony  which  needs  any  particular  observations  from  me; 
its  advancement  is  steady  and  progressive;  and  it  must  be  gratifying  to  observe,  that  the  system  of 
Agriculture,  the  basis  of  our  public  vrealth,  is  making  great  and  visible  improvements  in  all  its  branches. 
Under  the  blessing  of  Divine  Providence,  the  lute  season  has  been  productive  of  an  abundant  harvesl,  and 
tranquillity  and  contentment  seem  everywhere  to  prevail.

I  diall  direct  the  proper  Officer  to  lay  before  you  the  Public  Accounts  of  the  B«venue  and  Expenditure 
of  the  past  year;  and,  in  accordance  with  the  system  adopted  in  the  late  Session,  I  shall  cause  the  Esti- 
mates for  the  current  year  to  he  submitted  to  you,  relying  on  your  readiness  to  gr^t  such  additional 
supplies  to  Hia  Majeaty  as  the  exigencies  of  the  Public  service  may  require. 
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Mr.  Pruidtnt,  wwl  Gendtmtit  ef  Hit  Majuty'M  Cornea : 
Mr.  SpttUur,  ttnd  GnttUmtn  of  At  Houm  ef  Atumb^  .- 

That  long  deaired  measure,  the  Boundary  Bill,  to  which  His  Majesty's  Royal  aaseatwas  communicated 
during  the  last  Session  of  the  Assembly,  has  been  brought  into  active  operation;  and  its  salutary  eS'ects 
are  already  apparent,  not  only  in  ascertaiaiug  and  establishing  disputed  Boundaries,  but  in  confirming  to 
the  industrious  settler  the  quiet  and  peaceable  possession  of  the  production  of  his  labour.  The  late 
Lieutenant  Governor  took  the  earliest  opportunity  of  causing  that  part  of  the  Act  which  relates  to  the 
fticertaining  and  fixing  the  two  County  Lines  to  be  carried  into  effect — Plana  of  which,  together  with  the 
expenses  incurred  in  the  performance  of  this  necessary  branch  of  the  public  service,  will  be  laid  bafbre 
you.

On  motion,  Ordered,  that  the  Rev.  Louis  Charles  Jenkins  be  requested  to  attend  the 
Council  to-morrow,  at  One  o'clock,  and  each  succeeding  day  during  the  Sesuon,  for  the 
purpose  of  reading  Prayers. 

"  His  Honor  the  President  requiring  the  personal  attendance  of  J.  P.  Collins,  Esq.,  the 
Clerk  of  the  Council,  Mr.  Charles  Desbrisay  was  appointed  to  act  as  Clerk  during  the 
present  Session,  and  having  taken  the  Oath  of  Allegiance,  and  also  the  Oath  of  Office, 
took  his  seat  accordingly..

That  they  employed  Martin  Dogherty  to  make  and  fix  the  Curtains 
and  Carpet,  to  furnish  and  fix  in  their  places  Holland  Window  Blinds,  Curtain  Pins,  &c.

Tbe  humble  Petition  of  Your  M^eotjr'a  legislative  Council  and  House  of  Assembly  of  Prioce  Edwnrd 

Island,  in  General  Assembl;  convened. 

"Mtq  itpiMM  Y»»r  Mmjtttji: 

I^e  Council  and  Aisembl/  of  Your  Miyesty's  loyal  Island  of  Prince  Edward  bave  just  cause  to  fear  thtf , 

from  the  Report  of  a  Committee  of  the  House  of  CDnunons,  made  in  tbe  last  Seoaion  of  Ibe  Imperial  Par- 
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HuaeDt,  Vour  Majeaty's  Hinistera  maj  be  induced  to  recommend  an  alteration  in  the  existing  icale  of  pro- 
tecting duties  payable  upon  the  Importation  into  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  of  Timber  and  Deals,  the  growth 
and  produce  of  Your  Majesty's  North  American  Colonies,  wherein  it  is  contemplated  to  afford  to  the 
Foreign  manufacturer  advantages  ruiooua  to  the  Timber  trade  of  these  Colonies — a  trade  which  has  be- 
come so  vitally  interwoven,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  with  their  growing  prosperity,  that  any  interference 
in  the  present  system  which  shall  tend  to  give  further  encouragement  to  the  importation  into  the  United 
Kingdom  of  Timber  from  the  North  of  Europe,  cannot  fail  to  prove  most  disastrous  to  their  existing  and 
future  welfare;  and  as  regards  the  anticipated  conseqaences  of  such  a  measure  to  the  interests  of  Prince 
Edward  Island  in  particular,  we  humbly  crave  leave  to  lay  the  following  representation  at  the  foot  of  the 
Throne: 

We  gratefully  acknowledge  the  bounty  of  nature  in  the  distribution  of  her  gifts  to  this  favored  Colony: 
over  and  above  its  productions  of  Ton  Timber,  its  forests  abound  with  a  description  of  hardwood,  the  adap- 
tation of  which  to  the  construction  of  vessels  is  not  to  be  exceeded  in  any  other  British  Colony  in  North 
America;  and  its  soil  is  exceedingly  well  calculated  for  producing  the  necessary  supplies  for  carrying  on 
this  important  branch  of  our  Colonial  trade,  and  for  all  the  purposes  of  agriculture. 

The  manufacture  of  Ton  Timber  and  Deals,  the  latter  of  which  is  annually  engrossing  the  attention  of  an 
increased  number  of  enterprising  individuals,  gives  ready  employment  to  the  uew  settler,  and  enables  him 
to  subsist  his  family  until  the  soil  becomes  capable  of  yielding  a  return  for  his  labor;  whilst  the  outward 
bound  vessels  required  for  its  conveyance  to  the  mother  country,  afibrd  facilities  to  emigration  which  no 
other  means  could  possibly  compass. 

Ship  building  is  also  carried  on  to  a  considerable  extent;  and  owing  to  the  readiness  with  which  timber 
freights  can  be  obtaioed,  and  the  profits  arising  therefrom,  Vessels  form  the  principal  article  of  export  to  the 
United  Kingdom,  in  payment  of  those  necessary  supplies  of  home  manufacture  which  are  indispensable  to  a 
new  Colony.  The  agricultural  productions  of  this  Colony  already  greatly  exceed  the  wants  of  its  inhabi- 
tants, and  the  principal  and  almost  only  markets  for  its  surplus  produce  are  at  present  found  in  those  exten- 
sive Timber  establishments  which  are  formed  along  the  shores  of  the  Gulf  of  St.  Lawrence,  stretching  from 
Wallace,  in  Nova  Scotia,  to  the  district  of  Gaspg,  in  the  Province  of  Lower  Canada,  particularly  Richi- 
bucto,  Miramicfai  and  the  Bay  of  Chaleur,  where  the  pursuits  of  Agriculture  being  but  little  regarded,  their 
principal  consumption  has  been  hitherto  drawn  from  the  reMurcea  of  this  Cobiny. 

As  any  alteration  in  the  present  system  of  protection  to  North  American  Colonial  Timber  would  neces- 
sarily tend  to  the  total  annihilation  of  the  trade,  this  Colony,  in  common  with  the  other  British  North  Amer- 
ican Provinces,  wouldlose  the  benefitof  emigration;  the  improvement  of  its  wilderness  land  would  be  con- 
sequently suspended;  it  would  be  deprived  of  the  means  of  paying  for  British  manufactures,  the  importation 
of  which  must  necessarily  cease,  and  its  surplus  agricultural  produce  would  no  longer  &ad  a  remunerating 
market. 

The  Council  and  Assembly  therefore  humbly  implore  your  Mqesty,  that  you  will  graciously  grant  your 
royal  interposition  to  prevent  any  alteration  in  the  existing  scale  of  protecting  duty  upon  Wood,  the  produce 
of  Your  Majesty's  North  American  possessions,  and  thereby  avert  a  measure  so  fraught  with  injury  to  the 
interests  of  Your  Majesty's  North  American  Colonies  in  general,  and  this  Island  in  particulaj:  And  as  in 
duty  bound  they  will  every  pray,  8ic.

Among  the  sabjects  which  have  recently  engaged  the  public  attention  in  this  country,  none  has  occupiad  a 
more  prominent  place,  or  is  more  intrinsically  important,  than  the  establishment  of  proper  Regulations  for  se- 
curing  an  effectual  Prison  Discipline. 

During  the  last  Session  of  Parliament  a  Committee  of  the  House  of  Lords  was  appointed  to  inquire  into 
thestaleof  tha  Jails  and  Houses  of  Correction  in  England  and  Wales,  After  a  minute  and  laborious  in- 
vestigation, their  Lordships  adopted  a  series  of  Reports,  of  which  copies  are  herewith  inelosed  for  yenr  in- 
ronnatioa,  and  an  Aot,  of  which  a  copy  is  also  inclosed,  was  subsequently  passed  by  the  Imperial  Farlia- 
meot,  forthe  purpose  of  carrying  outthe  principles  elicited  by  their  inquiries.  ^^  i 
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It  ia  the  object  of  my  present  Deipatch  to  call  your  attention  to  the  general  subject  of  Prison  Diecipliae, 
as  feraa  regards  the  Colony  under  your  Government. 

From  the  nature  of  the  iovestigation  undertaken  by  the  Committee  of  the  House  of  Lords,  some  of  the 
observations  in  their  Reports,  and  of  the  recommendations  embodied  in  their  ResoIutioDS,  are  necessarily  oi 
a  local  and  exclusive  nature.  But  there  are  many  others  which  are  of  general  application,  and  which, 
with  such  modifications  only  as  are  demanded  by  local  circumstances,  might  probably  be  advantageously  in- 
troduced into  the  Colony  under  your  GorenimeBt. 

I  have  therefore  to  desire,  that  you  will  bring  the  inclosed  Documents  under  the  consideration  of  the  Le- 
gislature of  Prince  Edward  Island,  and  solicit  their  early  attention  to  this  important  subject.

HIS  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor  having  come  to  the  Council  Chambef,  ant 
being  seated,  the  Gentleman  Usher  of  the  Black  Rod  received  His  Excellency's 
commands  to  desire  the  immediate  attendance  of  the  House  of  Assembly,  in  the  Council 
Chamber. 

The  House  of  Assembly,  with  their  Speaker,  faavio^  attended  accordingly.  His 
Excellency  was  pleased  to  open  the  Session  with  the  following  Speech: —

lunities  for  the  consideration  of  such  Legislaliva  neasuras  as  may  ba  auggestsd  to  you,  or  aa  the  state  of 
the  Colony  may  appear  to  you  to  demand. 

Before  we  enter  together  upon  the  busiaass  of  the  Session,  k  is  my  duty,  not  osly  to  assure  you  of  my 
earnest  desire  cordially  to  co-operate  witii  you  io  the  advancement  of  every  well  considered  measure  which 
you  may  recommend  to  my  attention,  but  alsoto  oivite  the  most  frank  and  unreserved  contmunication  with 
me  at  all  times  when  it  may  appear  to  you  that  by  auch  commnDicationa  any  measure  of  public  utility  ialtkaly 
ti»be,pnMnoted.. 

AhhoBgh  we  have  to  lament  a  partial  (ailvie  ii^  the  cropsan  some  of  the  sections  of  the  Island,  occa- 
Hsasd  by  unseasonable  frosla,  it  is  with  mieh  s«tisfactien  that  I  am  enabled  to  congratulate  yon  mnd  the 
Colony  npon  the  improved  stMe  of  the  Beveaoo,  in  which  vi  inereaM  is  exhibited  to  (be  amouqt  of  «!

Tfafl  Accounts  of  the  part  jear  wilt  be  Uid  befbra  you;  and  I  do  not  allow  myself  to  eDtertain  any  doubt 
of  jTour  diapotition  to  mal^a  dae  piovirion  for  the  extgencies  of  the  public  service.    ' 
Mr,  Pntideni,  and  Ckntlemen  of  Hia  Majaty^t  Council; 
Mr.    Speaker,  and  €kntltmen  of  the  JJovit  of  Aiembly; 

I  will  communicate  with  you  bj  Message  upon  such  matters  as  I  may  from  time  to  time  hare  to  bring 
under  your  consideration;  but  there  are  two  or  three  subjects  to  which  I  will  now  advert,  as  well  on  account 
of  tl|eir 'prominent  impoitance,  as  because  I  wish  to  place  upon  jour  records  some  of  the  impressions 
which  have  been  produced  in  my  mind  during  my  short  acquaintance  with  this  Island. 

I  would  in  the  first  place  invite  your  attention  to  communications  of  paramount  interest  to  the  whole 
of  His  Majesty's  Colonies  in  North  America,  which  have  recently  been  laid  before  the  Legislature  of 
New  Brunswick — copies  of  which  I  have  directed  immediately  to  be  laid  before  you;  aad  it  will,  I  trust, 
appear  to  you  that  a  most  important  extegsion  of  the  privileges  which  these  Colonies  derived  from  their 
original  Constitutions,  bus,  by  these  Despatches,  been  conferred  upon  them — not  only  as  regards  those 
concessions — not  reluctantly  made,  but  freely  granted,  by  oar  gracious  and  beneficent  Sovereign,  with  the 
object  of  at  once  promoting  the  welfare  of  His  Majesty's  North  American  subjects,  and  thereby  strength- 
ening and  increasing  their  attachment  to  the  Parent  State,  but  also  by  the  establishment  of  a  most  satisfactory 
principle  of  uniformity  in  the.  administration  of  the  Colonial  Govarnments.  In  these  boons,  although  not 
so  directly  benefited  by  all  of  them  SB  those  Colonies  in  which  the  Crown  possesses  large  territorial  reve- 
nues, the  people  of  this  Island  will,  nevertheless,  I  trust,  discern  a  feeling  of  so  truly  paternal  a  character, 
as  to  call  forth  on  their  parts  the  renewed  expression  of  those  sentiments  of  devoted  loyalty  to  the  King, 
and  of  attachment  to  the  parent  state  and  to  constitutional  principles,  which  I  am  thoroughty  convinced  are 
nowhere  more  generally  diffused  or  more  warmly  cherished  than  in  this  portion  of  His  Majesty's  dominions, 
and  while  I  confess  that  I  should  have  been  glad. if  circumalences  had  permitted  this  Island  to  take  the  lead  in 
the  public  affirmation  of  these  principles;  yet  I  cannot  but  congratulate  you  upon  the  opportunity  which  this 
occasion  presents,  of  placing  upon  your  records  what  I  firmly  believe  from  all  that  I  have  myself  seen  and 
observed,  to  be  the  honest  unbiassed   hereditary  sentiments  of  the  great  body  of  the  people  of  this  Colony. 

In  adverting  to  the  state  of  the  Island  generally,  as  presented  to  my  observation  during  ray  late  excur- 
sions, I  would  remark,  that  the  system  upon  which  the  construction  of  your  roads,  bridges,  wharves, 
and  .other  improvements  connected  with  the  internal  communications  of  the  Colonj^,  is  conducted,  appears 
to  me  free  from  objection;  and  I  cannot  liere  refrain  from  expressing  the  surprise  and  satisfaction  with 
which  I  witnessed,  in  the  course  of  my  excursions,  not  only  the  extent  but  the  excellence  of  those  commu- 
nications, than  which  I  have  seen  nothing  better  in  any  other  section  of  His  Majesty's  transatlantic  poa- 
sessions — and  when  I  reflect  that  all  this  has  been  effected  by  the  almost  unaided  eSbrts  of  the  resident 
Colonists,  whoby  their  statute  labour,  and  by  their  contributions  to  the  Colonial  revenues  as  the  consumers  of 
imported  goods,  have  been  almost  the  sole  agents  in  the  creation  of  these  extensive  improvements,  I  caonot 
but  regard  ihem  as  highly  creditable  to  the  public  spirit  of  the  Colony  and  of  its'  Legislature. 

lam  happy  to  be  enabled  to  speak  in  terms  of  equal  approbation  of  the  Public  Buildings  of  the  Colony, 
especially  the  County  Jails  and  Court  Houses,  the  Government  House  and  the  Central  Academy, — but  I 
have  remarked,  with  some  degree  of  surprise,  and  I  might  add  of  alarm,  the  absence  ot  one  public 
Building  which  I  cannot  but  regard  as  indispensable  to  every  Colony^— I  allude  to  some  solid  and  well  con- 
structed Edifice  for  the  deposit  and  safe  custody  of  all  Public  Records.  Id  the  Offices  in  which  Ih^  are 
at  present  placed,  it  is  evidently  impossible  to  adopt  adequate  precautions  gainst  accident  or  careleas- 
ness,  by  the  effect  of  either  of  which  the  Titles  of  almost  all  the  property  of  the  Island  might  at  once  be  in- 
volved in  ruinous  and  irretrievable  confusion  and  disorder.  To  this  slate  of  insecurity  it  appears  to  me 
that  no  time  should  be  tost  in  applying  some  remedy. 

There  is  yet  another  Public  Building  of  importance  scarcely  secondary  to  any  other,  the  erection 
and  endowment  of  which  must,  however,  I  apprehend,  be  deferred  until  the  resources  of  the  Colony  Kr« 
more  fiilly  developed,— I  mean  a  Provincial  Hospital  or  Infirmary,  including  within  it  a  Lunatic  Asylum. 

\t^th  reference  to  Education,  which,  though  last  in  the  order  of  my  notice,  is  far  from  being  so  in  ray 
estimation  of  its  importance;  after  congratulating  the  Colony  upon  the  possession  of  an  Est'ablishmant  crea- 
ted by  tts  own  liberality,  where  its  youth  can  receive  instruction  in  the  higher  branches,  I  would  remark, 
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thst  inth«preMi)tda7,Bcopnpeteat<legreeofEl«aniiUi7  EducatioD  is  not  onlf  the  gift  which  Parents, 
however  bumble  their  ci  re  u  id  stances,  would  most  wish  to  conf«r  upon  their  Children,  but  maj  be  regarded  aa 
almost  a  neeeuUy,  bappiljr  imposed  upon  us  by  the  advanced  coodition  of  society  in  thisrespect^  in  the 
'  older  countries  of  Europe  The  obligation,  therefore,  appears  to  attAch,  with  peculiar  force,  to  the  Le- 
gislaturs  of  every  young  and  rising  Colony,  to  grant  such  aid  as  may  be  aecessary  for  placing  this  inestima- 
ble gift  whhln  the  reach  of  oil,  npon  terms  such  as  their  means  may  enable  them  to  afford — and  in  invi- 
ting you  to  consider  how  far  some  practical  improvement  may  not  be  introduced  into  the  system  upon 
which  your  District  and  Local  Schools  are  at  present  conducted  (whether  by  connecting  them  wilh  the 
Central  Academy  as  a  '  Normal  School,'  for  the  instruction  of  the  Teachers  themselves;  whether  by  rais- 
ing both  (he  stipends  and  the  standard  of  qualification  of  the  Teachers,  even  al  the  expense  of  a  reduc- 
tion of  their  numbers,  or  by  any  other  well  considered  plan,)  I  venture  to  believe  Ibat  the  invitation 
will  be  met  by  a  corresponding  feelipg  on  your  part,  of  the  great  importance  of  the  subject,  upon  which  it 
only  remains  for  me  to  assure  you,  that  I  will  receive)  with  the  sincere  desire  of  being  enabled  to  give  effect 
to  your  wishes  with  His  Majesty's  Govemment,  any  suggestions  which  you  maybe  pleased  to  make  to  ma 
Tetative  to  the  appropriation  of  the  funds  raised  under  a  recent  Provincial  Statute  for  the  general  purposes 
ofEdncatioD. 

In  conclusion,  I  deem  it  a  duty,  with  equal  earnestnoas  and  sincerity,  to  reoommend  to  you — a  recom- 
mendation which,  1  trust,  may  be  received  in  the  spirit  in  which  it  is  offered — the  unceasing  cultivation  of  that 
harmony  and  unanimity  by  which  your  proceedings  appear  to  have  been  governed  during  the  last  Sea- 
eiao,  and  the  absence  of  which,  wherever  it  has  -unfortunately  occurred,  has  invariably  proved  most  detri- 
mental to  the  pnhlic  imerests. 

The  Speech  being  ended,  His  Excellency  was  pleased  to  retire;  and  the  House  of 
Assembly  having  withdrawn,  the  President  reported  His  Excellency'fi  Speech,  which 
being  read  by  the  Clerk — 

Resolved,  That  an  humble  Address  be  presented  to  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant 
Governor,  to  return  the  thanks  of  this  House  for  his  Speech  delivered  this  day. 

Ordered,  That  Mr.  Haviland,  Mr.  Brecken  and  Mr.  Smith  be  a  Committee  to 
prepare  a  Draft,  pursuant  to  the  above  Resolution. 

Ordered,  That  Mr.  Mtomey  Qejieral,  Mr.  Brecken  and  Mr.  (Goodman  be  a  Com- 
mittee to  revise  the  Journals  of  this  House  each  day. 

On  motion.  Ordered,  that  Mr.  HavUand  and  Mr^  Smith  be  a  Committee  to  examine 
into  and  report  upon  such  Laws  as  are  near  expiring. 

On  motion,  Ordere4,  That  the  Rev.  Louis  Charles  Jenkins  be  requested  to  attend 
this  House  to-morrow,  at  One  o'clock,  and  each  succeeding  day  during  the  Session,  for 
the  purpose  of  reading  Prayers. 

His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor  requiring  the  occasional  personal  attendance 
of  the  Hon.  Mr.  Haviland,  the  Acting  Colonial  Secretary  and  Clerk  of  the  Council,  Mr. 
Charles  Desbrisay  was  appointed  to  act  as  Clerk  during  the  present  Session ;  and  having 
taken  the  Oath  of  Allegiatice,  and  also  the  Oath  of  Office,  took  his  seat  accordingly. 

Mr.  Smith  informed  the  House,  that  Mr.  Attorney  General  had  obtained  leave  from 
His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor  to  absent  himself  for  some  days.

"  I  fasTB  to  Bckaowledge  the  receipt  of  your  Despatch  of  (he  16th  March  Jaat,  No.  19,  tranimittiog  s 
copy  of  sn  Address  from  the  House  of  Assembly  of  New  Bruasvrick  to  His  Majesty,  od  various  subjects  coa- 
nected  with  the  ad  ministration  of  public  adairs  in  that  Provioce.  I  have  since  received  from  Messrs.. Crane 
and  Wilmot,  the  GeDtlemen  deputed  by  the  House  of  Assembly  to  represent  them  ia  this  Country,  (he  original 
Address  of  the  Assembly,  and  I  have  also  been  in  communication  with  those  gentlemen,  as  well  on  the  matters 
to  which  the  Address  adverts,  as  on  others  connected  with  the  Colony.  I  inclose  for  your  information,  co- 
pies of  the  correspoodence  which  has  passed  with  them. 

"  I  have  had  the  honor  of  laying  at  the  foot  of  the  Throne,  the  Address  of  the  House  of  Assembly;  and 
I  am  commanded  to  express  His  Majesty's  satisfaction  at  the  spirit  and  temper  in  which  the  House  have 
framed  this  record  of  their  sentiments  on  subjects  of  great  const  it  i^lional  interest  and  inaportance, 

"  The  Assembly  eipress  their  approbation  of  the  instructions  issued  by  His  Majesty's  commands  to  Sir 
Francis  Head,  and  to  the  Canada  Commissioners,  and  state  tbat  it  would  afford  them  entire  satisfaction,  if 
theprinciptes  which  they  involve  were  carried  into  operation  in  New-Brunswick. 

"  It  is  with  great  pleasure  (hat  I  am  enabled  to  give  to  the  Assembly  the  satisfaction  which  they  desire. 
The  principles  involved  in  (hose  instructions  are  not  of  limited  application.  They  form  the  basis  of  tbe  poli- 
cy which,  in  His  Majesty's  judgment,  it  is  the  wisdom  oftbis  country  to  pnraue  in  reference  not  only  to  the 
Canadas,  hut  also  to  all  the  other  States  of  British  North  America. 

"  I  proceed  to  bring  this  general  declaration  to  a  practical  test  in  the  answers  which  I  am  oommaDded 
(o  return  to  the  Address. 

"  1.  The  first  subject  to  which  the  Assembly  advert  is  the  management  of  the  Crown  Estates.  Their 
representation  is  in  substance,  that  the  powers  at  present  confided  to  the  Commissioner  of  Crown  Lands  are 
excessive,  and  that  the^ system  which  that  Officer  in  the  exercise  of  his  discretion  hosfolloired,  has  tended 
to  retard  the  settlement  and  prosperity  of  the  Province.  But,  in  deference  to  the  jadgmeot  alreadjp  ex- 
pressed by  His  Majesty  on  this  subject,  the  Assembly  withdraw  on  the  present  occasion  (heir  claim  for  the 
entire  controul  and  management  of  the  Crown  Lands,  and  suggest  that  sucn  controul  and  management  ahoutd, 
in  future,  be  confided  to  the  Administrator  of  the  Provincial  Government  and  the  Executive  Council. 

"  The  memorandum  inclosed  in  the  joint  letter  of  Messrs.  Crane  and  Wilmot,  dated  the  S7th  instant, 
will  explain  to  you  the  representations  which  those  Gentlemen  have  added  on  this  part  of  the  question. 

"  From  my  Despatch  of  the  31et  M^rch  last,  you  will  have  seen  that  (he  management  of  the  Crown  Lands 
in  New  Brunswick  has  lately  engaged  much  of  my  attention.  Without  stopping  to  inquire  whether  that 
Despatch  may  not  in  some  degree  have  anticipated  the  objections  urged  by  the  House  of  Assembly,  I  ana  at 
once  to  convey  to  you  His  Majesty's  decision  on  tbe  proposed  measures  of  amelioration. 

"  His  Majesty  is  pleased  to  aoqniescs  in  the  suggestion  that  the  management  of  the  Crown  Lands  should 
for  the  future  be  oonfidsd  to  the  Administrator  for  the  tine  being,  aided  by  His  Executive  Council.  In 
pursuance  of  ibis  decision,  it  will  be  yoor  duty  hereafter,  >u  all  questions  relating  to  the  disposal  ofLandaor 
Timber,  belonging  to  the  Crown,  to  submit  the  subject  for  the  consideration  of  the  Executive  Council,  and 
to  proceed  only  in  conformity  with  the  opinion  of  that  Conncil,  or  of  a  majority  of  its  members.  To  the 
Coramissioaer  of  Crown  Lands,  however,  will  still  belong  the  duty  of  earrying  into  effect  such  maaanres  as 
shall  hatre  bean  thus  decided  on. 

"  His  Majesty  at  the  same  lime  readily  admits  the  right  of  the  Legislature  of  New  Bmuswick  to  pass 
such  Laws  as  may  seem  to  them  expedient  for  the  guidance  of  the  Executive  Government  in  this  branch  of 
their  duties.  His  jUajesty  will  be  at  all  times  p'repared  to  receive  and  (o  oensidsr  with  attention  any  sag- 
geatipns  or  advice  respecting  tbe  policy  and  system  of  nanagemeat  of  tbA  Crown  Lands  which  may  he  offer- 
ed to  the  Crown  by  the  Cognoif  and  Asssoibly  of  Nev  Brqnswick,  whether  by  Address,  or  iu  tbe  form  or]>- 
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gislativeeBacdnenU.  But  aalhiaisa  matter  in  which  the  prerogative  «f  the  Crown  is  immediately  cone  era- 
ed,  and  as  it  would  obviously  be  inconvenient  that  any  uncertainty  should  be  introduced  into  the  regulations 
for  the  didposftl  ofCrown  Lands,  it  will  be  indispensable  that  any  Act  to  be  passed  for  such  purpose  should 
contain  a  cluuse  suspending  its  operation  until  liis  Majesty's  pleasure  respecting  it  shall  have  been  declared. 

"  3.  The  Assembly  complain  th^  they  have  not  been  able  to  obtain  detailed  accounts  of  the  receipt  and 
e:tpcnditiire  of  the  Casual  and  Territorial  Revenue,  and  have  thus  been  prevented  from  making  those  sug- 
gestions respecting  the  management  of  that  Fund  which,  by  Lord  Ripon's  Despatch  of  the  Sd  February, 
1833,  they  were  invited  to  offer. 

"  It  would  appear  by  the  observation  annexed  by  you  to  the  AddresSi  that  you  dissent,  in  some  de- 
gree ,  from  the  correctness  of  this  statement.  I  am  not,  however,  called  on  this  occasion  to  examine  into 
what  13  past.  With  respect  to  the  future,  I  have  to  convey  to  you  his  Majesty's  commands,  that  the  most 
prompt  attention  should  be  paid  to  any  Addresses  which  may  be  presented  to  you  by  the  House  of  Assembly, 
for  information  on  subjects  connected  with  the  receipt  opd  esponditure  of  the  Casual  and  Territorial  Reve- 
nue. His  Majesty  baa  no  desire  to  withhold  from  the  Representatives  of  the  people. of  New  Rrunswicic  any 
■ofarmation  on  such  points,  which  they  may  consider  necessary  for  their  guidance;  but  as  some  misappre- 
hension appears  to  have  hitherto  existed  on  this  subject,  I  must  direct  that  in  future  there  be  annually  laid 
oDthe  table  of  the  House  of  Assembly,  within  fourteen  days  from  the  commencement  of  their  Session,  a  de- 
tailed account  of  the  receipts  and  expenditure  of  the  Casual  and  Territorial  Revenue  of  the  Province  for  the 
year  last  past.  This  return  must  be  prepared  with  the  utmost  clearness  and  precision;  and  it  might  perhaps  be 
possible  for  you  to  arrange  beforehand  with  the  Assembly,  the  form  in  which  it  could  be  most  advantageously 
drawn  up.  It  is  scarcely  possible  to  contemplate  a  case  in  which  it  might  be  necessary  to  refuse  the  call  of 
the  Assembly  for  any  information  on  this  subject,  but  should  such  a  case  occur,  you  will  not  fail  immediately 
to  report  the  circumstance  to  me. 

"  3.  The  Assembly  next  allude  to  the  composition  of  the  Executive  Council. 

"  They  recommend  that  the  Members  of  the  Council  should  be  materially  increased ;  and  His  Majesty 
will  take  this  suggestion  into  consideration,  although  he  is  not  yet  prepared  to  declare  whether  it  can  be  par- 
ried into  effect,  stilt  less  what  should  be  the  extent  of  the  proposed  increase. 

"  The  Assembly  further  express  their  cordial  concurrence  in  the  views  of  Mr-  Spring  Rice,  relative  to 
the  summoning  to  that  Board  of  some  Members  of  the  popular  branch  of  the  Legislature. 

"  On  this  topic  the  Assembly  have  expressed  themselves  with  a  just  delicacy;  declaring  their  approba- 
tionofMr.  Spring  Rice's  Despatch,  they  yet  disclaim  any  wish  to  ofier  an  opinion  to  the  King,  as  to  the  per- 
sons whom  His  Majesty  may  be  pleased  to  call  to  611  seats  in  the  Executive  Council.  It  is  obvious  indeed  that 
a  peremptory  rule  on  the  subject  would  be  ioadnf issible.  At  present  it  is  open  fa  the  Crown,  at  its  own  discre- 
tion, to  select  Members  for  the  Executive  Council  from  all  descriptions  of  His  Majesty's  subjects.  The 
prerogative  is  unfettered,  and  it  is,  in  the  opinion  of  His  Majesty's  advisers,  most  advantageous  for  all  par- 
ties  that  so  it  should  remain.  With  respect  to  the  manner  in  which  it  shall  in  this  branch  of  it  be  exercised, 
His  Majesty  can  give  only  the  general  assurance,  which  he  directs  me  to  convey  to  the  House  of  Assembly, 
that  bis  selection  of  persons  to  sit  in  the  Executive  Council  will  be  guided  solely  by  a  reference  to  the  per- 
manent interests  ofthe  Province,  and  to  the  qualifications  of  those  whose  names  may  be  submitted  to  him  for 
that  distinction . 

"  4.  The  composition  ofthe  Legislative  Council  is  the  next  subject  alluded  to  by  the  House,  admitting 
that  no  great  public  evil  has  yet  arisen  from  this  source,  they  nevertheless  express  their  appreheasion,  that 
according  to  the  principles  laid  down  in  the  instructions  to  the  Canada  Commissioners,  those  Members  of 
the  Council  who  hold  office  under  the  Crown  could  not  be  expected  to  exercise  an  unbiassed  judgment  on 
the  questions  which  might  come  before  them. 

"  His  Majesty's  Ministers  entirety  agree  in  the  importance  of  securing  the  independence  ofthe  Legis- 
lative Council.  They  are  not  indeed  prepared,  especially  aflertbe  candid  admission  of  the  Assembly,  as  to 
the  working  of  the  present  system,  to  recommend  to  His  Majesty  the  supersession  of  any  ofthe  present 
Members  ofthe  Council,  nor  do  they  consider  office  as  of  itself  a  disqualification  for  t  Mat  in  the  Council, 
but  they  freely  admit  that  the  introduction  into  it  of  too  large  a  number  of  persons  holding  places  of  entoloment 
under  the  Executive  Government,  would  tend  to  detract  from  its  weight  as  an  independent  branch  ofthe  Colo- 
nial Legislature.  Lord  Ripon,  in  a  Despatch  dated  the  1st  May,  1832,  observes,  that  the  Legislative  Council 
'  should  principally  consist  of  Gentlemen  independent  of  and  unconnected  with  the  Eiecnlive  Goversment, 
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and  selected  from  the  princip&l  inhabitants  ofthe  Province,  and  those  having  the  greatest  stake  in  its  wel- 
Are/  To  this  principle,  although  it  would  seem  that  accidental  circumstances  have  hitherto  prevented  it 
from  been  carried  into  full  eS'ect,  His  Majest}''s  Government  continue  to  adhere.  Whenever,  there- 
fore, it  may  become  your  duty  to  recommend  to  me,  for  His  Majesty's  approbation,  the  name  of  any  gentle- 
man to  be  appointed  a  Member  ofthe  Legislative  Council,  you  will  bear  in  mind  the  rule  laid  down  by  Lord 
Ripon  in  the  words  I  have  just  quoted. 

"  It  maybe  proper  to  advert,  in  this  place,  to  the  impression  which  has  been  produced  on  the  minds  of 
the  Assembly  by  those  clauses  of  the  Instructions  to  Sir  Francis  Head,  which  (to  use  their  own  language) 
"  might  be  supposed  to  affectthe  independence  of  Members  ofthe  Legislature  holding  any  inferior  olfice  or 
appointment  under  the  Government."  On  this  subject  it  is  enough  to  point  out  to  the  observation  of  the  As- 
sembly, that  the  clauses  in  question,  in  so  far  as  they  concern  persons  holding  seals  in  either  bouse,  have 
reference  expressly  to  '  Members  ofthe  Local  Government,*  not  to  inferior  officers,  but  to  those  who  form 
an  actual  portion  ofthe  Executive  Government,  and  whose  cordial  sympathy  and  co-operation  are  absolutely 
indispensable  to  the  existeDce  of  any  system  of  administration.  With  regard  to  such  individuals,  I  trust  the 
Assembly  will  admit  the  justice  ofthe  observation  which  concludes  the  consideration  of  this  topic  in  the  In- 
structions to  Sir  Francis  Head.  Unless  this  course  be  pursued,  it  would  be  impossible  to  rescue  the  head  of 
the  Government  from  the  imputation  of  insincerity,  or  to  conduct  the  administration  of  public  affairs  with  the 
necessary  firmness  and  decision. 

"  5.  I  now  come  to  the  application  ofth^  Assembly  for  the  surrender  to  them  of  all  ofthe  Revenues  at 
the  disposal  ofthe  Crown  in  the  Province,  including  the  payments  of  the  Nova  Scolia  and  New  Brunswick 
Land  Company,  in  return  for  a  Civil  List  to  be  granted  for  a  period  either  often  years  or  permanently. 

"  Altera  due  consideration  ofthe  circumstances  ofthe  case,  I  have  to  inform  you,  that  subject  to  two 
qualifications  to  be  subsequently  noticed,  His  Majesty  has  Inen  graciously  pleased  to  consent  to  this  appli- 
cation ofthe  Assembly.     The  two  qualifications  to  which  I  refer  are  the  following: 

"  Fir3l.  Theappropriationof  the  House  of  Assembly  is  to  be  exercised  not  overthe  gross  but  over  the  net 
amount  ofthe  Revenue,  to  be  placed  under  their  controul.  Tke  proper  and  moderate  charges  incident  to  the 
collection  and  management  of  that  Revenue  will  continue  to  be  defrayed  as  at  present;  but  an  account  of 
those  charges  will  be  included  in  the  statements  respecting  the  Casual  and  Territorial  Revenue  which,  in  a 
former  part  of  this  Despatch,  I  have  directed  to  be  annually  submitted  to  the  House  of  Assembly.  I  need 
scarcely  add,  that  His  Majesty  would  be  at  ali  times  prepared  to  devote  the  most  attentive  consideration  to 
every  suggestion  from  either  Branch  ofthe  Legislature  with  respect  to  the  amount  ofthe  charges  of  collec- 

"  Secondly.  The  second  qualification  has  for  its  object  to  preclude  questions  which  might  otherwise  arise 
as  to  themanner  in  which  the  right  of  appropriation  is  to  be  exercised  by  the  House  of  Assembly.  His  Ma- 
jesty proposes  that  the  Law  and  Customs  of  Parliament,  and  more  especially  the  established  usages  ofthe 
House  of  Commons,  with  regard  to  the  appropriation  of  the  surplus  of  the  Consniidatcd  Fund  of  Great  Britaia 
and  Ireland,  shall  be  assumed  by  the  Legislature  of  New  Brunswick,  and  more  especially  by  the  House  of 
General  Assembly,  aa  afibrding  the  rule  for  their  guidance  in  the  appropriation  of  the  Revenues  ofthat  Pro- 
vince. Some  exceptions  may  unavoidably  arise  out  of  peculiar  local  circumatances,  forbidding  a  perfect 
coincidence  in  the  two  systems,  which,  however,  subject  to  those  exceptions,  would  be  precisely  Eimilar. 

"  In  regard  to  the  amount  of  the  Civil  List  to  be  granted  by  the  House  of  Assembly,  I  am  to  inform  you 
that  His  Majesty  will  be  willing  to  accept  the  sum  of  £14,000  sterling,  that  being  the  sum  originally  demand- 
ed by  Lord  Stanley.  In  determining  this  part  ofthe  question,  I  have  not  overlooked  the  fact  that,  in  Lord 
■Stanley's  Despatch  of  30th  September,  183S,  it  was  not  distinctly  stated  whether  the  sum  which  he  named  aa 
the  amount  of  the  Civil  List  was  calculated  in  sterling  or  in  current  money.  But  any  doubts  which  might 
otherwise  exist  on  this  point  must  be  at  once  decided  by  the  Schedule  attached  to  his  Despatch,  wherein  are 
recited  the  services  amounting  in  all  to  £14,003  sterling  to  which  he  proposed  to  appropriate  the  Civil  List. 

"  If,  therefore,  a  Bill  should  be  passed  by  the  Provincial  Parliament  and  presented  to  you,  having, for 
its  object  the  securing  to  His  Majesty  of  a  Civil  List,  amounting  to  £14,000  sterling,  per  annum,  either  for 
the  space  of  ten  years,  or  permanently,  you  will  reserve  it  for  the  signification  of  His  M^esty's  pleasure; 
and  you  will  not,  in  the  meantime,  consider  yourself  at  liberty  to  apply  any  portion  ofthe  Casual  and  Terri- 
torial Revenue  to  services  which  have  not  already  received  the  express  sanction  of  His  Majesty's  Govern, 
meat. 
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"  Tho  following  are  the  services  to  which,  in  the  BTont  of  ila  being  grnnted,  it  19  inlended,  ia  (he  first 
inslftnce,  to  apply  this  sum,  viz:

"  After  defraying  these  charges,  there  will  still  remain  a  surplus  of  £607  sterling,  applicable  to 
any  incidental  expenses,  for  which  no  provision  shall  have  been  previously  made.  You  will,  however,  or 
course,  understand,  that  in  thus  pointing  out  the  offices  of  which  the  salaries  are  (o  be  paid  out  of  (his  fund, 
His  Majesty  does  not  preclude  himself  from  the  revision  of  those  salaries  at  a  future  date.  In  the  case  of 
some  of  them,  indeed,  it  has  been  already  announced  to  you  by  my  predecessors,  that  reductions  will  be 
made  on  the  occurrence  ofvacancies,  and  it  is  probable,  therefore,  (hat  the  surplus  may  hereader  eiceed  (he 
sum  which  I  have  stated.  In  anticipation  of  that  event,  His  Majesty  directs  me  to  annoance,  that 
whatever  (he  amount  of  (hat  surplus  may  hereafter  he,  it  wilt  be  applied  exclusively  to  objects  connected 
with  the  Province,  and  with  a  view  solely  (o  public  interes(a,  and  an  account  of  it  will  be  annually  laid  before 
the  House  of  Assembly.  / 

"  It  has  been  suggested,  that  as  the  Quit  Rents  were  included  among  the  Revenues,  which,  according  to 
Lord  Stanley's  proposal,  would  have  been  given  up  to  the  Assembly,  so,  among  the  Revenues  (o  be  sur- 
rendered under  the  arrangement  now  under  consideration,  should  be  included  the  sum  granted  in  the  Session 
of  1 835,  in  commutation  of  (he  Quit  Rents.  To  this  suggestion  His  Majesty  sees  no  reason  to  [object,  and 
he  would,  therefore,  not  be  disposed  to  withhold  his  Assent  from  any  Act  which  might  be  passed  by  the 
Provincial  Legislature,  for  the  purpose  ofrepealing  the  Quit  Rent  Commutation  Act  of  1835. 

"  In  closing  this  coromunication,  I  am  commanded  to  express  the  satisfaction  with  which  His  Majesty 
has  felt  tiimself  enabled  to  decide  on  the  various  particulars  to  which  it  refers.  This  gracious  attention,  on 
the  part  of  His  Majesty  to  the  wishes  of  His  faithful  subjects  in  New  Bruniwictc,  will,  the  King  has  no 
doubt,  be  received  by  them  as  a  fresh  proof  of  the  interest  which  ha  takes  in  their  welfare,  and  of  His  solici- 
tude to  promote  the  developement  ofthe  great  and  manifold  resources  of  that  portion  of  the  British  Empire.

Crane  and  Wilmot,  tbe  Gentlemen  deputed  by  the  House  of  jVaaemblj'  to  repreaont  them  in  thia  country. 
Having  communicated  to  Meaari.  Grane  and  Wilmot  the  draA  of  my  Despatch  of  tbe  Si  tt  nil.  I  have  received 
from  tbem  the  incloaed  observations  upon  it.  I  have  ataa  had  with  them  perional  cctmmunicalionsoR  the 
subject.  I  now  proceed  to  inform  you  in  what  respects  flia  Majesty  has  in  conaequence  been  pleased  to 
direct  that  the  instructiona  contained  in  my  Despatch  of  the  31st  ultimo  shall  be  altered  or  modified. 

"I.  The  first  alteration  propffaed  by  Messrs.  Crane  and  Wilmot  is,  that  the  Executive  Council  should, 
D  compliance  with  the  wiahes  of  the  Assembly,  be  at  once  enlarged,  without  waiting  the  further  deliberation 
contamplatedin  my  Despatch  of  the  Slst  ultimo.  Onthis  point  His  Majesty,  afler  a  due  consideratiaii  of 
the  arguments  urged  by  the  House  of  Assembly,  and  ofthe  repreaentationa  of  Mesara.  Crane  and  Wilmot, 
IB  prepared  to  adopt  the  necessary  ateps  for  meeting  the  wiahes  ofthe  Assembly.  It  is  unnecessBry  on  Iho 
present  occasion  to  offer  any  pledge  as  to  the  precise  number  of  which  the  Executive  Council  should  hereafler 
consist,  nor  indeed  could  any  invariable  rule  be  prescribed  on  that  subject  without  inconrenience.  But  you 
will  immediately  report  to  me  the  names  of  several  Gentlemen  whom  you  may  think  moat  eligible  for  seats  in 
Ria  Majesty's  Executive  Council.  In  making  your  selection,  you  will  not  oooSne  yourself  to  any  single 
class  or  description  of  persons,  but  will  endeavour  to  ensure  tbe  presence  in  the  Council  of  Gentlemen  re- 
presenting all  the  various  interests  which  exist  in  the  Province,  and  posaeaaing  at  the  same  time  the  confi- 
denco  ofthe  people  at  large.  It  may  not  be  possible  always  to  find  such  peraons  in  the  neighbourhood  of  th! 
Capital,  but  I  am  assured  that  there  are  gentlemen  offortnne  in  the  Province  who,  if  appointed  to  the  Coun- 
cil, would,  from  public  motives,  attend  to  the  duty\ 

"  3.  The  instructions  respecting  the  regulation  ofthe  I^nd  Department  are  next  alluded  to,  and  much 
stress  is  laid  on  the  expediency  of  permitting  you  to  give  your  assent  at  once  to  any  Acts  which  may  be  pas- 
sed by  the  Legislature  for  that  purpose,  instead  of  reserving  them  for  the  signification  of  His  Majesty's  plea- 
sure. I  must  however  remark,  that  whatever  advantages  might  accrue  from  this  course,  they  could  scarce- 
ly compensate  for  the  inconvenience  which  might  result  from  a  disallowance,  should  that  be  necosaary,  o'^ 
such  Acta  after  they  have  gone  into  operation.  It  would  be  superfluous  to  enlarge  on  the  hardships  which 
might  be  produced  by  the  annulling  of  an  Act  under  which  property  had  been  already  acquired  or  devised, 
or  to  point  out  how  much  the  disappointment  created  by  such  a  proceeding  must  evceed  that  which  would 
result  from  a  temporary  delay  in  the  coDflrmation  of  the  Act.  There  is,  however,  an  alternative  which,  while 
it  would  guard  efiectually  against  the  inconvenience  just  staled,  would  at  the  same  time,  I  have  reason  lo 
think,  be  satisfactory  to  the  Assembly,  and  this  is,  that  no  Act  for  the  regulation  ofthe  Land  Departmeni 
shall  come  into  operation  till  a  given  period  after  its  passing.  If  therefore  any  Act  of  that  nature  preaeated 
to  you  hereafler,  shall  contain  a  clause  providing  that  it  shall  not  come  into  operation  till  the  expiration  of  at 
least  four  months  from  its  date,  you  will  be  at  liberty,  should  you  sea  no  objection  to  the  Act  on  other  grounds, 
to  give  your  assent  to  it.  In  such  a  case  I  need  hardly  state  that  it  will  be  your  duty  immediately  to  tranamit 
the  Act  to  me  in  order  that  it  may  be  brought  under  tbe  consideration  ofHis  Majesty  in  Council. 

"  3.  With  respect  to  the  surrender  ofthe  Casual  and  Territorial  Revenue,  I  have  to  observe,  that  in 
proposing  that  the  net  proceeds  only  should  be  paid  over  to  the  Provincial  Treasury,  His  Majesty's  Go- 
vernment made  no  claim  which  is  not  in  strict  aocordance  with  the  law  and  practice  of  this  country.  The 
Hereditary  Revenues  of  the  Crown  have  been  placed  at  the  disposal  of  Parliament — Parliament  has  in  turn 
confided  to  the  Executive  Government  the  powers  and  the  duty  of  determining  in  the  first  instance  whatever 
relates  to  the  ezpence  of  management  and  collection,  subject  to  the  obligation  ofrendering  an  annual  account 
ofth^ezpeaca.  It  is  obvious  that  if  the  Legislature  should  assume  the  right  of  predetermining  the  various 
items  of  that  expenditure,  they  would  bo  virtually  invested  with  the  entire  management  of  the  Territory  it- 
self, and  must  exercise  a  power  which  has  never  been  placed  in  this  country  in  any  other  hands  than  those  of 
the  Exeeotive  Government.  To  depart  from  the  established  usage  in  thia  respect  would  be  to  subvert-  the 
existing  balance  ofthe  Constitution,  and  to  place  powers  of  the  greatest  importance  in  hands  not  subject  to 
any  effective  reapoasibility.  I  propose,  therefore,  that,  as  in  Great  Britain  the  cession  ofthe  Hereditary 
Revenue  .was  accompanied  by  an  Enactment  which  enabled  the  Lords  of  (he  Treasury  to  fix  in  the  first  in- 
itanca  all  the  oharges  of  collection  and  management,  so  in  New  Brunswick,  the  cession  of  the  correaponding 
Revenue  to  the  appropriation  of  the  General  AsBembly,  ^uld  be  oaoompanied  bjr  an  act  anthorixin^  tbe 
Qevernor  ofthe  Province,  with  the  advice  of  his  Exscutira  Council,  to  expand  not  ofthe  gross  incon*  what- 
ever sums  they  may  find  necesMry  for  (he  managemaat  and  eolleelioa  of  that  Bejrwue.    And  at  in  Great 
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Qritain-ths  HoUBS  of  CommoBi,  bj  ezercising  ■!■  judgmsnt  on  th*  accounts  of  tho  expendituro  which  are 
alwa/a  Inid  before  it,  boa  in  effect  a  rafficieat  and  conBtttntional  control  brer  that  exponditure,  bo  in  New 
Brunswick  the  same  control  ever  the  RoTonues  in  quastioa,  would,  hj  the  lame  meaoa,  ba  veiled  ih  the 
Home  of  Assemblj.  The  aaiurance  which  you  have  been  dii»ctod  to  convey  to  the  Home  of  Aiaembly, 
that  accounts  of  the  Receipt  and  Expenditure  of  that  Revenue  ifaall  be  annually  laid  before  them,  and  that 
His  Majeaty  will  be  ever  ready  to  derotetbe  most  attoRtire  eonnderalion  to  any  su^estione  from  either 
branch  of  the  Legislature  in  regard  to  the  expense  of  collection,  appear  to  afford  a  guarantee  agaihit  any 
nnnecoHary  'disbursements  for  that  sttrrice;  btit  there  would  he  no  objection  to  confirm  tiiat  assurance  by  a 
positive  enactment. 

4.  Messrs.  Crane  and  Wilmot  next  advert  to  the  amount  of  the  Civil  List,  and  suggest  that  (he  sum  of 
£15,000  Currency  should  be  substituted  forlbat  of  £14,000  Sterling. — Ahhough  it  has  not  bean  in  my  power  to 
advise  His  Majesty  to  accede  altogether  to  this  suggestion,  I  am  yet  of  opinion,  after  adverting  to  the  argu- 
ments urgod  by  those  Gentlemen,  both  in  their  written  communications  and  in  conversation,  that  some  mo- 
dification of  the  proposition  contained  in  my  Despatch  of  the  .Sist  ultimo,  may  be  advantageously  made. 
Among  the  items  therein  specified  aa  permanent  charges  in  the  Civil  List,  u  the  sum  of  .£909  for  the  esta- 
blidunent  of  the  Commissioner  of  Crown  Lauds.  This  item  was  inserted  in  conformity  with  the  scheme 
contemplated  by  Lord  Stanley  in  1833;  but  there  appears  to  be  no  sufficient  reason  why  the  expenses  ofthe 
Indoor  Establishment  ofthe  Commissioner  of  Crown  Lands  should  not  be  defrayed  in  the  same  manner  as  all 
other  expenses  incurred  for  the  management  ofthe  Crown  Estate,  and  the  collection  ofthe  Revenue  arising 
from  it.  This  charge  therefore  being  deducted  from  the  Civil  List,  His  Majesty  will  be  ready  to  accept  the 
the  sum  of  £14,500  Currency  in  exchange  for  the  casual  and  Territorial  Revenue,  instead  ofthe  sum  of 
£14,000  Sterling  demanded  in  my  Despatch  ofthe  31st  ultimo.  -  I  cannot  doubt  (bat  the  Assembly,  conaidor- 
ing  (be  large  and  growing  Revenue  to  be  given  up  to  their  oontroul  in  return  for  thia  sum,  will  cheerfully 
agree  to  the  terms  offered  to  them  by  His  Majes(y'a  Government. 

TbA  sum  of  £14,600  Currency  would,  I  presume,  be  equal  to  £13,0^  Sterling,  and  there  would  therefore 
remain  an  immediate  surplus  of  £566  Sterling,  which  will  of  course  be  hereafter  inoreased  by  reductions  in 
the  amount  tif  the  Salarjea  at  present  borne  on  the  Civil  List.  Among  the  objetits  to  which  it  is  my  purpose 
to  devotes  portionofthis  surplus,  is  tbeinatitution  of  an  efficient  office  of  Audit' within  the  Province  for  all 
IheRevenues  raised  and  expended  in  it.  I  am  of  course  aware  that  at  present  it  is  the  custom  of  the  House 
of  Assembly  to  appoint  from  time  to  time  Committeesof  their  body  to  whom  are  referred  such  Financial  re- 
turns as  are  laid  on  their  Table,  and  who  in  fact  exercise  the  power  of  Atidttiog.  the  aocouktsBpacified  insucb 
Returns.  It  is  fv  fro^  my  intention  to  undervalue  (be  labours  of  these  Committees,  or  to  question  the  ad- 
Tsoti^e  wliiohmttst  aceine  to  the  public  service  from  the  rigid  Bup&rrisioB  by  the  Representativea  ofthe  peo- 
ple, ofthe  Expenditive  ofthe  Executive  Govern  me  bt.  But  at  the  same  time  Cemniitteesof  a  popdltr  body 
are  but  an  iaadeqoate  substitute  for  a  permsnent'  and  responsible  officer,  whose  sole  duty  it  woirid  be  to  In- 
spect the  MtcouMs  of  Ptiblie  D^arltjaents.  The  eixpe^ieace  and  practical  dull,  the  intimate  and  eontinQous 
knowledge  of  official  transaetiona  which  are  mceBsarily  acquired  by  sueh  an  affi^er,  give  him  many  advan- 
tages ever  aay  SuotnattBg  body.  It  is  also  to  be  observed,  that  the  appDinlment  of  an  Auditor  immediately 
responaible  to  His  Majesty  is  niore  consistent  with  the  eonst^otioa  and  practice  of  this  Kingdom,  than  the 
comigning  ofthe  duty  of 'exaBsiaing  the  public  accounts  allogetfaei  to  the  RepraseiAAtireS  ofthe  people. 
Tbtt  office  of  Auditor  aa  at  present  constituted  in  N«w  Brnttswiok  is,  I  apprehend,  Insufficimt  for  the  duties 
which  I  have  here  proposed  to  devolve  on  it;  I  have  therefore  to  desire  that  you  will  bring  the  subject  under 
the  notice  of  the  Counoti  and  ofthe  House  of  Assembly,  and  request  them  respectively  to  fttmisb  me  with  a 
re|fwt  dit  it,  speeilyii^  among  other  points  WhM  shoold  be  Ae  amoutit  of  rtrnnneration  to  be  conferred  on 
tk»  eficar  at  the  tead  of  tin  proposed  DspiariineiM.  On  Mccivhig  (hat  report,  I  shall  lose  no  time  in  com- 
vanmottiag  with  lb*  Lords  Commissioners  ofthe  TAasAry,  and  in  preparing  in  concert  with  them  the  neces- 
sary arrangemenu  for  the  inttitatiob  and  rejgnlatien  of  the  offioe. 

It  is  to  be  uttderUoed  that  I  by  no  means  propose  Or  eonierni^^  tb«f  th«  officer  so  appointed  shotild  snper- 
Bodetbe  laboUMofthaCaraBritleoB  ofthe  Bouse  of  Assembly.  Thos*  Committees  will,  if  the  House  tbinlr 
fit,  coBtinae  their  inquiriea  SKMdy  as  they  do  at  prMctnt ;  ttor  #itl  the  Auditor  id  any  degree  impede  or  tater- 
fere  with  their  proceedings.  Indeed  it  will  be  always  in  the  power  ofthe  House  to  obviate  any  suoh  conss- 
qnenoa. 
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5.  The  last  subject  noticed  in  the  inclosed  memafsodum,  is  ttae  scale  ofthe  Salaries  of  Public  Ofiicera, 
and  it  is  proposed  that  the  rednctions  to  be  made  in  those  Salaries  on  the  occurrence  of  vacancies,  should  1>c! 
distinctljr  specified  in  the  Despatch  to  jrau.  It  is  also  stated  to  be  the  opinion  of  the  ITouse  of  Assombly, 
.that  no  officef  in  the  ProWoce,  except  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  should  receive  a  larger  Salary  than  the 
Chief  Justice  or  a  Puisne  Judge  of  the  Supreine  Court.  I  am  fully  alive  to  the  importance  of  the  subject 
thus  brought  under  my  notice,  but  adverting  to  the  rapid  changes  which  are  taking  place  in  Xeiv  Brunswick, 
and  to  the  length  of  lime  which  may  possibly  elapse  before  an  opportunity  occurs  for  revising  the  offices  of 
which  the  emolumsnts  are  borae  on  the  proposed  Civil  List,  I  am  of  opiaion  that  it  would  not  be  convenient 
at  the  present  time  to  pledge  His  Majesty's  Goveroment  to  the  specific  amount  of  remuneration  which  *h«>ll 
hereafter,  and  perhaps  under  altered  circumstances,  be  attached  to  those  offices.  At  the  simc  time  I  am 
anxious  to  institute  a  course  of  inquiries  calculated  to  prepare  materials  for  a  final  and  well  considered  jadig- 
mant  on  the  subject.  With  this  view,  I  desire  to  receive  from  yourself  and  from  tho  Legislative  Council  and 
the  House  of  Assembly  respectively,  reports  pointing  out  the  amount  of  emoluments  which  in  your  'opini»n 
would  constitute  an  adequate  remuneration  for  each  of  the  offices  in  question.  It  is  of  course  understood, 
that  during  the  tenure  of  the  present  officers  their  existing  emoluments  shall  be  preserved  to  them,  but  when- 
ever vacancies  shall  occur.  His  Majesty's  Government  will  consider  what  reductions  should  be  made  in  those 
emoluments,  and  will  devote  their  serious  attention  to  the  statements  which  I  have  now  invited,  in  the  hope 
that  they  may  be  able  at  once  to  effect  a  considerable  saving  in  the  public  expenditure  without  impairing  in 
any  degree  the  efficiency  of  the  respective  offices.  It  must  moreover  be  distinctly  intimated  to  every  officer 
who  may  hereafter  be  temporarily  appointed  to  any  of  the  situations  of  which  the  salaries  are  borne  on  the 
Civil  List,  that  should  such  temporary  appointment  be  subsequently  confirmed,  the  emoluments  of  (he  office 
will  nevertheless  be  subject  to  revision  and  reduction,  and  that  no  claim  to  compensation  for  loss  of  Salary 
will  have  been  created  by  the  discharge  of  the  duties  ad  interim.  With  respect,  however,  to  the  office  of 
Lieutenant  Governor,  I  ani  to  observe,  that  it  has  been  already  determined,  on  (he  occurrence  of  the  next 
vacancy,  to  redui^e  the  salary  attached  to  it  to  £3,000  Sterling  per  annum.  Below  that  sum,  it  could,  I  think, 
scarcely  be  reduced  consistently  with  the  rank  and  dignity  wfaieh  the  Lieutenant  Governor  is  required  to 
maintain  as  His  Majesty's  Representative. 

I  bare  now  gone  through  all  (he  points  mentioned  in  the  inclosed  mcmorandam,  but  before  I  conclude  this 
Despatch  I  must  advert  to  a  topic  which  has  been  pressed  on  my  attention  by  Afessra.  Crane  and  Wilmot. 
It  has  been  stated  that  by  the  stipulation  that  the  net  proceeds  only  of  the  Casual  and  Territorial  Revenue 
should  be  ceded  to  the  Assembly,  an  almost  unlimited  power  of  expenditure  for  purposes  connected  with  the 
management  of  the  Crown  Estate  still  remains  in  the  hand^  of  the  Executive  Government.  In  order  to  pre- 
vent any  abuse  of  ibis  power,  it  is  proposed  that  an  instruction  should  be  given  to  you,  that  on  the  piesenta- 
tton  of  an  Address  to  you  from  the  Assembly  expressing  their  disapprobation  of  any  expenditure  then  Actually 
in  progress,  ye'u  should  suspend  the  progress  of  such  Expenditure  until  the  King's  Government  at  Home 
shall  have  an  opportunity  of  deciding  on  the  propriety  oi>  impropriety  of  continuing  it.  To  this  proposition  I 
have  felt  myself  unable  for  several  reasons  to  assent,  but  I  have  informed  Messrs.  Crane  and  Wilmot  th^  on 
the  occurrence  of  the  event  which  they  have  eonlemplated,  you  would  receive  with  all  the  weight  due  to  the 
opinion  of  the  Representatives  of  the  people,  any  address  which  might  be  presented  to  yon  by  the  Assembly, 
and  that  you  would  be  instructed  to  lay  t£at  Address  before  your  Executive  Go  unci],  and' to  receive  their  opi- 
nions on  the  subject  of  it  before  taking  any  decisive  step.  And  it^ould  be  moreover  your  duty  in  such  a 
case  immediately  to  report  the  circumstances  to  me,  with  a  full  explanation  of  the  grounds  on  which  your 
ultimate  decision  shall  have  proceeded. 

Such  are  the  modifications  of  my  Despatch  of  the  Slat  ultimo,  which,  after  a  full  consideration  of  the  aub-  . 
jcct.  His  Majesty's  Ministers  have  felt  themselves  at  liberty  to  recommend  to  His  Majesty.  While  they 
regret  their  inability  to  proceed  to  the  full  extent  of  the  wishea  af  Messrs.  jCrana  and  Wilmot,  they  are  jet 
persuaded  that  the  liberal  spirit  in  which  His  Majesty's  answer  to  the  Address  of  the  House  has  been  con- 
ceived, will  sufficiently  indicate  the  anxiety  of  His  M^esty  to  accede,  as  far  as  is  compatible  with  public 
interests,  to  their  wishes  on  matters  connected  with  the  administration  of  the  Provincial  Government.  The 
differences  of  opinion  that  may  still  remain  in  some  particnlars  between  the  views  of  the  Assembly  and  thoso 
adopted  in  this  country  are  perfectly  compatible  with  the  existence  of  a  sincere  and  single  desire  oa  both 
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sides  to  consult  only  the  permanent  well-being  of  the  Prorinoe,  aad  cannot,  therefore,   it  is  trusted,  impede' 
theutisfactory  settlement  of  the  questioDfl  mooted  in  the  Address  of  the  Assembly  of  the  14th  of  last  Afarch.

"  On  the  meeting  of  the  Legislature,  you  will,  by  a  Message,  communicate  to  the  Legislative  Council  and 
to  the  Aasembly,  copies  of  my  Despatches  of  the  31st  of  August' and  of  the  6th  erf  September. 

"  The  views  explained  in  these  Despatches  havioe  been  maturely  adopted,   after  a  full  and  careful  inves- 
tigation, it  is  desirable  that  they  should  be  fully  known,  and  clearly  developed  to  the   Legislative  Bodies  of 
New  Brunswick,  and  through  tbem  to  the  Legislatures  of  the  other  British  North  American  Provinces.

We  were  not  unacquainted  with  the  impoMmit  nature  of  the  Despatebea  which  by  direction  of  Uia  Ma- 
Jeatjr'a  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Coloniei  have  recently  been  laid  before  the  Legislature  of  New  Bruoswick, 
and  to  which  your  Excellency  inTitea  our  attention;  and  although  these  commuaicatioua  are  more  directly 
applicable  to  the  Prorince  to  which  they  are  addresied,  they  nevertheless  embrace  questions  of  para- 
mount interest  to  the  whole  of  His  Majesty's  North  American  Colonies,  as  the  principles  which  tbey  iavdlre 
arenotof  limited  application,  but  are  intended  tOiferm  tbebaaisof  the  policy  which  in  His  Majesty's  judg- 
ment it  is  the  wisdom  of  the  parent  stkto  to  pursue,  in  reference  not  only  to  New  Brunswick,  but  also  to 
the  other  Colonies  of  British  North  America.  Bj  this  most  gratifying  and  satisfactory  system  of  uniformity 
in  the  administration  of  the  Colonial  Gonrnments,  a  principle  has  happily  been  established  which  cannot  fail 
greatly  to  facilitate  the  growing  prosperity  of  (heee  Colonies.  As  regards  the  coacoMien  which  has  been 
made  to  the  local  Ijogislatures,  by  granting  to  them  the  free' and  uncontrolled  exercise  of  their  ait,thoriiy 
over  all  Revenues  hitherto  appertaining  to  the  Crown,  a  principle  of  self  goverudient  has  been  ac- 
knowledged far  beyond  the  privileges  whichthese  Colonies  derive  from  their  original  constitution;  and  ths 
spirit  of  liberality  in  which  our  most  gracious  and  beneficent  Sovereign  has  conceded  this  boon,  proves 
in  an  especial  manner  his  anxioua  desire  to  afford  to  his  North  American  subjects  the  fullest  partici* 
patitmin  the  advaatagesaMdprivilegeswhicb<eurenviedaodhttppy  constitution  confers  upon  His  M^esty'i 
anbjects  reaidiag  in  the  parent  atate. 

In  these  important  concessions,  we  cannot  fail  to  discern  a  feeling  eo  truly  paternal  on  the  part  of 
our  most  gracious  Sovereigo,  as  to  impose  upon  us  the  pleasing  duty  of  reiterating '  those  sentiments  of 
devoted  loyally  to  His  Royal  Person,  and  of  attachment  to  the  parent  state,  and  to  constilntional 
principles,  which  are  in  no  part  ofHis  M^esty's  Dominions  more  generally  diffused  or  more  waimly 
cherished  than  by  the  great  body  of  the  people  of  this  Colony;  and  we  are  firmly  convinced  that  a  strict 
adherence  to  these  principles  has  rendered  the  parent  state  the  envy  and  admiration  «f  the  world,  and  placed 
her  N^h  American  Colonies  in  their  present  happy  and  prosperous  condition. 

Theeariyopportunity  which  your  Excellency  embraced  of  making  yourself  acqueiated  with  thegeners[ 
'  state  of  the  Colony,  by  personal  observation,  evinced  that  anxious  desire  to  carry  into  effect  those  ob- 
jects of  public  advantage  and  improvement  which  have  subsequently  so  entirely  engrossed  the  attentien  of 
your  Elzcellency;  and  we  are  much  gratified  to  learn,  that  y«ar  £coe]lency's  pra^icnl  experiei^ee  hH  tw 
ftledyauto  speakin  terms  of  approbation  as  regards  our  internal  coawnunicationS,  conatnieted  as  they 
trbly  have  been  by  (be  almost  unaided  efforts  of  the  resident  Colonists. 

We  fully  agree  with  your  Excellency  in  the  indispensable  nacesaity  of  a  solid  and  substantial  edifice 
for  the  deposit  and  safe  custody  of  our  Public  Records,  as  well  as  .in  the  expadteecy  of  a  Provincial 
Hospital  or  Infirmary,  and  we  can  only  attribute  the  vant  of  these  Biuldinga  to  the  jbmited  resonreas  of 
the  Colony. 

The  subject  of  Educatian  to  which  yeur  Excellency  so  fully  refers,  has  a.ver  bflon  cetwideTsd  of  the 
highest  importance  in  all  civilized  States,  and  the  obligation  to  afford  the  maafls  nqqired  tai  the  general 
instruction  of  youth,  peculiarly  attaches  itself  to  the  Legislatures  of  all  riaing  Coloniea;  and  -kUhongh 
exertions  have  been  made  by  the  Legislature  of  this  Colony,  for  placing  this  MastioMble  §iff -within  the 
reach  of  all,  we  are  free  to  admit,  that  the  system  which  has  hitherto  bean  pocauad in thia/m^etia capa- 
ble of  much  improvement,  and  your  Excellency's  suggestiovs  shall  receive  (hatreapaotful  and  delib»ate  at- 
tention which  their  importance  so  justly  entitles  them  to;  and  ire  have  every  eoafidanee  tkat  your  Ex- 
cellency's influence  with  His  Majesty's  Government  will  enable  yen  to  obtain  for  the  C<d(ny  .an  ad- 
vantageous disposition  ofthose  funds  which  have  beenplacadat  the  diifMNHil  «f  His  SajaMy  b^tba  Prorin- 
cial  Legislature. 

We  ehserve  with  satiafaclion  the  disposition  in  whioh  your  Eaaellenoy  is  pleased  to  recoounead  a  eoe- 
tinued  cultivation  of  harmony  and  unanimity  between  the  Mw  branches, '  aad'Vre  teeaive  'the  reoBmrnan- 
dation  in  the  spirit  in  which  it  is  offered,  eoavinced  that  d^eota  of  public  utUily  e«n  enly  be  attained 
by  the  existence  of  agoodondeitfandipg  with  each  ether.

Sir, — Tbe  Act  passed  by  tbe  Legislature  of  Prince  Edward  Island,  on  tbe  etfa  May,  183*,  and  entitled 
■'  An  Act  for  the  increase  of  ibe  Revenue  in  this  Island,"  having  been  referred  by'His  Msjcaty  for  the  consi- 
deration of  the  Lords  of  tbe  Committee  of  His  Privy  Council  for  tbe  allturs  of  Trade,  I  have  the  bonor  to  ik- 
dose,  for  your  information,  a  copy  of  the  answer  which  has  been  received  from  their  Lordship's  Secretary. 

You  will  observe,  that  their  Lordships  express  their  decided  objection  to  that  clause  of  the  Act  which  altowa 
of  a  partial  remission  of  Duty  on  such  quantities  of  Goods  as  are  directly  bartered  for  the  produce  of  Uie  Island. 
As,  however,  this  Act  will  necessarily  expire  at  a  very  early  date,  I  have  not  considered  it  necessary  to  advise 
His  Majesty,  in  the  present  instance,  formally  to  disallow  it.  But,  in  the  event  of  any  similar  Act  being  here- 
after passed  by  the  Legislature  of  Prince  Edward  IsUnd,  you  will  understand  that  you  are  not  at  liberty  to 
give  your  assent  to  any  provision  of  the  nature  of  that  adverted  to  in  the  inclosed  communication.

questions  contained  in  jour  letter,  have  directed  me  to  state  to  you,  for  the  infbri;aation  of  Lord  Olenelg, 
that  their  Lordship's  see  no  objection  to  an  increase  of  the  duty  on  Rum,  which  applies  equally  to  British 
and  Foreign  Ruka,  and  thus  leaves  the  existing  distinction  made  by  the  present  duties  unaltered. 

ButI  am  to  add,  that  their  Lotddiips  cannot  approve  ofa  rule  of  importation  under  which  aparlial  remis- 
■ion  of  duty  is  made  upon  those  quantities  of  Goods  which  are  directly  bartered  for  the  productions  of  the 
place,  while  those  quantities  which  are  sold  upon  arrival,  are  held  subject  to  the  whole  amount.  It  is  very 
possible  thst  such  a  Rule  may  be  worked  in  a  manner  so  as  to  produce  inequalities,  which  would  not,  on  any 
account  receive  the  sanction  of  the  Lords  of  this  Committee.

Sin — I  have  had  under  my  consideration  the  Acts  passed  by  the  Legislature  of  Prince  Edward  Island  in 
the  months  of  April  and  May  last,  and  I  have  to  request  your  attention  to  the  following  observations  respect- 
■ngthem: 

The  Act  No.  409,  for  vacating  the  Seats  of  the  Members  of  Assembly  accepting  offices  of  emolument 
under  the  Crown,  is  free  from  any  abjection  in  principle;  but  in  its  detafls,  there  are  some  provisions  which 
are  alike  new  and  inconvenient.  Th»  seat  of  a  Member  accepting  o6ioe  is  to  be  vacated  as  a  matter  of 
course,  upon  a  certificate  of  the  fact,  signed  by  two  other  Menritera,  being  delivered  either  to  the  Speaker,  if 
the  House  be  in  Session,  or  to  the  Governor  during  the  recess.  The  new  Writ  will  iaeue  as  the  necessary 
legal  consequenee  of  such  a  certificate. 

I  coneider  this  an  injudicious  innovation.  It  will  constitute  any  two  Members  who  may  assume  to  them- 
selves that  function,  judges  without  appeal  upon  a  question,  on  which  it  rather  belongs  to  the  House  collec- 
tively to  adjudicate.  Whether  a  particular  employment  be  or  be  not  an  office  of  emoIumBot  under  the 
Crown,  is  not  seldom  an  inquiry  of  serious  difficulty. 

Further,  there  is  no  exception  of  the  ease  of  Military  officers, receiving  commissions  or  promotion  in  the 
Army.  It  has  not  been  usual  in  the  Colonies  to  reqnire  the  avoidance  of  a  seat  on  this  ground ;  nor  does  it 
seem  reasonable  so  to  enlarge  the  rule,  for  officers  in  the  Army  are,  neither  in  practice  nor  in  theory,  advan- 
ced in  reference  to  political  services;  and  itiaaelduB  convenient  for  them  to  bear  the  expense  of  a  new  elec- 
tion, after  having  already  incurred  that  ofa  new  commission. 

His  Majesty's  decision  upon  this  Act  will  therefore  be  suspended  until  the  Legislature  shall  have  had  ao 
opportunity  of  considering  the  foregoing  objections. 

No.  47,  respecting  Marriages,  appears  to  have  been  formed  under  the  apprehension  that  an  Act  which  had 
been  previously  passed  would  be  considered  objectionable;  but  as  the  previous  Act  has  been  already  con- 
firmed, His  Majesty  will  not  make  any  order  on  that  which  has  been  subsequently  passed.

The  Lieutenant  Governor  lava  before  the  Legislative  Council  the  copy  ofe  Despeich  received  from  the  Right 
Honorable  the  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Colonial  Department,  upon  the  aubject  of  Prison  Discipline  in  this 
Island;  and  in  bringing  under  the  consideration  of  the  House  of  Assembly  the  ueceaBJty  which  exists  for  the 
adoption  of  some  wholesome  regulations  for  the  internal  management  of  the  different  Jails,  the  Lieutenant 
Governor  cannot  do  better  than  refer  the  House  of  Assembly  to  the  Evidence  on  the  general  question  of 
Prison  Discipline,  taken  before  the  House  of  Lords,  a  copy  of  which,  the  Lieutenant  Guvuruur  has  been 
informed,  was  laid  before  the  House  of  Assembly  in  its  last  Session .

Sia — I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  Despatch  of  the  3d  May,  No.  1 1 ,  transmitting, 
in  reply  to  my  Circular  Despatch  of  the  28th  November  last,  a  Report  on  the  state  of  the  Gaols  in  Prince 
Edward  Island.  , 

It  would  appear  from  this  Report,  that  the  existing  Buildings  are  more  than  sufficient  for  tbo  averago 
number  ofpersons  confined  in  them;  but  I  observe  that  the  regulations  established  for  their  internal  arrange- 
ment are  deficient  in  some  very  important  particulars. — Thus  it  is  stated,  in  answer  to  my  inquiry  on  thai 
point,  that  '  (he  several  Gaols  contain  separate  rooms  for  Debtors,  and  Cells  for  Criminals,  but  there  arc  no 
'  particalar  rules  established  for  their  classification.'  This,  however,  is  one  ofthe  most  essential  principles 
of  Prison  Discipline,  a  principle,  without  the  strict  observance  of  which,  all  other  regulations  must  be  nuga- 
tory. From  the  answer  which  I  have  quoted  above,  I  am  lefl  in  doubt,  whether  there  is  even  any  separation 
in  the  sexes,  or  any  seclusion  of  those  who  are  merely  committed  for  trial,  from  those  who  have  been  ooo- 
victed.  I  have  to  desire  that  you  will  lose  no  time  in  taking  the  necessary  steps  for  enforcing  the  strict  clas- 
sification of  all  prisoners  within  the  Gaols  of  Prince  Edward  Island;  and  considering  the  facilities  afforded 
by  thesize  of  the  Buildings  for  effecting  this  important  arrangement,  you  must  allow  me  to  express  my  re- 
gret that  it  should  have  been  so  long  neglected.  I  cannot  ofier  you  any  more  useful  information  for  your 
guidance  in  this  matter  than  is  contained  in  the  evidence  on  the  question,  taken  before  the  House  of  Lords, 
a  copy  of  which  was  inclosed  in  my  Despatch  ofthe  28th  November. 

It  is  stated  that  no  provision  is  made  for  the  instruction  of  Prisoners — that  there  is  no  Chaplain  to  the 
Gaols — and  that  there  are  no  Magistrates  specially  appointed  for  visiting  them.  From  the  silence  of  the 
persons  who  drew  up  this  Report,  I  should  be  further  led  to  infer,  with  reference  to  the~latter  point,  that  the 
Magistrates  of  the  Colony  have  not  been  in  the  habit  of  inspecting  the  Prisons;  but  1  am  unwilling  to  beliete 
that  so  essential  a  duty  can  have  been  hitherto  neglected.  I  wish,  therefore,  to  receive  a  further  report 
from  you  on  this  Subject. — If  the  existing  law  in  Prince  Edward  Island  doea  not  commit  to  the  magistracy 
the  superintendence  of  the  Prisons,  it  wilt  be  necessary  that  the  deficiency  should  be  brought  before  the 
Legislature  af,  its  next  meeting. — If  the  superintendence  is  already  intrusted  to  the  Magistracy,  I  feel  confi- 
dent that  those  gentlemen  will  only  require  to  be  reminded  ofthe  importance  ofthe  subject,  to  insure  a  fre- 
quent  exercise  of  this  part  of  their  functions.— And  I  would  moreover  observe,  that  the  occasional  inspection 
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«rihe  Prisoiia  by  the  AdminiBtrator  of  the  GoTernment,  would  at  once  offer  k  userul  example  to  (he  subor- 
dinite  MagUtracj',  and  would  insure  a  strict  attention  to  Prieon  Discipline. — But  it  would  be  essential,  with 
a  view  to  the  latter  object,  that  those  visits  should  not  be  at  any  regular  or  slated  periods,  or  when  they  could 
be  foreseen.  On  the  question  of  providing  for  the  religious  and  moral  instruction  ef  the  Prisoners,  I  must 
refer  you  to  the  ColiiniBl  Legislature.  You  will,  at  their  Dflxt  Session,  suggest  to  them  the  propriety  of  mok- 
iogsome  provision  for  that  service. 

I  shall  be  happy  herealler  to  receive  from  you  any  further  information  on  this  subject,  which  you  may  be 
able  to  furnish.  It  is  one,  the  importance  of  which,  both  on  considerations  of  justice  and  humanity,  I  need 
scarcely  point  out;  and  I  feel  confident,  that  when  your  own  authority  may  be  inadequate  for  the  correction 
of  any  doGciences  which  may  be  found  lo  exist,  thai  of  the  Colonial  Legislature  will  not  be  invoked  by  you 
ID  vain.

Sir, 
I  have  received  a  communication  from  the  Master  General  and  Board  of  Ordnance,  slating,  that  in  many 
of  the  British  Colonies,  certain  Lands  have  been  set  apart  for  the  erection  of  Forts,  and  for  otker  military 
purposes,   which    lands  have,   in  many  cases,   been  purchased  by  that  Department,  or  granted  to  it  by  the 
Crown. 

It  appears,  however,  that  the  manner  in  which  these  Lands  have  been  vested  in  tbe  Officers  of  Ordnance, 
has  not  been,  generally  speaking,  sufficiently  formal  and  comprehensive,  to  answer  all  the  purposes  required 
by  the  Board. 

For  the  purpose  of  more  clearly  defining  the  nature  and  extent  of  the  powers  which  the  Board  are  desirous 
of  obtaining,  they  have  transmitted  to  me  the  draught  of  a  Bill  which  they  have  submitted  to  the  considera- 
tion of  the  Provincial  Legislature  of  Upper  Canada,  and  which  contnins  all  the  provisions  necessary  to  meet 
the  desired  object. 

They  have  likewise  referred  me  to  the  Acts  1  and  3  Geo.  4,  cap.  69,  and  2  Will.  4,  csp.  28,  as  conferring 
on  (he  Board  similar  powers  over  the  Military  Buildings  and  Lands  in  this  country. 

With  the  view  of  facilitating  the -object  of  the  Master  General  and  Board,  I  transmit  to  you  copies  ofthese 
three  documents,  and  have  to  desire,  that  you  will  lay  them  before  the  Colonial  Legislature,  with  the  recom- 
mendation that  they  should  pass  such  Bills,  mulalU  miUandii,  for  the  purpose  of  conferring  similar  powers  on 
the  principal  Officers  "of  the  Ordnance  over  the  MiliUry  Lands  and  Buildings  in  the  Colony  under  your 
Government.

The  bumble  Addreaa  of  the  LegislKlive  Council  and  Aasembly  of  Priace  Edvatd  Island. 
May  it  please  Yout  Majesty;    < 
We  font  Majesty's  faithful  subjects  the  Legislatire  Council  and  Assembly  of  Priace  Edward  Island,  beg 
leave  hauibly  to  represent  to  Your  Majesty,  that  we  have  bad  brought  under  our  coasiderat'ioa  a  Cireular 
Despatch  received  by  His  Excelleucy  the  Lieutenant  Governor  from  the  Right  Honorable  Lord  Glenelg, 
Year  Majesty's  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Colonial  Department,  restricting  His  Excellency  from  permitting 
'  any  Act  or  Ordinance,  or  Proclamation  or  Regulation,  to  come  into  operation  in  this  Colony,  rolating  to 
'  the  local  Currency  and  circulating  medium,  or  to  the  rates  at  which  coins  should  pass  cnrront  or  be  a  legal 
'  tender,  or  to  the  circulation  of  promissory  Notes  or  other  paper,  either  by  the  local  government  or  by  any 
'  corporate  bodies  or  individuals,  without  having  first  received  Your  Majesty's  aaoctioo  conveyed  to  him  by 
'  Your  Majesty's  Secretary  of  Stale.', 
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Ai  we  humbly  conceive  that  these  restrictions  are  meant  solely  to  apply  to  cssei  which  interfere  with 
arrangements  connected  with  the  military  chest,  and  to  the  collection  of  duties  imposed  by  Acts  of  the  Im- 
perial Parliament;  and  there  being  no  transactions  in  this  Colony  which  can  have  any  reference  to  payments 
made  from  or  on  account  of  the  military  chest;  and  the  several  duliee  raised  or  imposed  by  Acta  ofthe  Impe- 
rial Parliament  being  made  payable  in  British  coins,  or  in  Oollara  at  their  fixed  Sterling  value  respectively, 
the  continuance  of  such  restrictions  on  the  local  transactions  of  this  Colony  cannot  be  attended  with  any 
beneficial  results  to  the  parent  government. 

We  would  therefore  urge,  that  the  operation  of  these  restrictions  will  prove  most  prejudicial  to  the  pros- 
perity of  this  young  and  rising  Colony,  where  the  want  of  a  sufficient  circulating  medium  has  long  been 
severely  felt,  and  which  can  only  be'  obviated  by  the  establiakment  of  responsible  institutions,  capable  of 
supplying  the  deficiency. 

We  would  also  beg  leave  to  expresd  our  conviction,  thai  in  no  part  of  Tour  Majesty's  North  American 
Dominions  are  such  institutions  more  indispensably  necessary  than  in  this  Colony,  to  promote  the  developa- 
ment  of  those  resources  which  it  so  eminently  possesses,  both  as  regards  its  agricultural  capabilities  and  ihe 
ineshaustible  source  of  wealth  which  the  fisheries  in  its  vicinity  are  calculated  to  yield. 

May  it  therefore  please  your  Majesty,  to  cause  the  lestiictions  alluded  to,  ta  be  removed,  as  far  as  regardk 
this  Colony.

— I  am  satistied  that  no  such  result  is  to  be  apprehended  among  the 
frugal  and  industrious  settlers  of  this  Island,  and  I  advert  to  it  only  to  shew  the  extent  of  the  obligation  which 
your  liberdity  hna  imposed  upon  Uiem. 

In  concluding  what  I  have  separately  to  address  to  yon,  I  beg  to  offer  you  my  tribute  of  applause  for  the 
firmness  with  which  you  ^ave  vindicated  the  loyalty  of  the  Colony,  and  have  advocated  and  asserted  those 
sound  con Btitutional  principles,  upon  the  doe  maintenance  o(  which,  its  peace,  good  order  and  prosperity  wholly 
depend — That  peace,  that  good  order,  and  that  prosperity,  it  has  been  my  most  anxious  desire  and  my 
unceasing  objeet  to  promote  by  every  means  within  my  power — and  I  do  not  doubt  that  you  will  continue 
to  co-operate  with  me  by  doing  what  may  depend  upon  your  influence,  authority  and  example,  to  maintain  this 
desirable  state  of  things  in  your  respective  districts.

Principal  SecretarjofState  for  the  CotoBies,  their  disposition  to  render  leas  dangerous  the  navigation  of  the 
Guiph  of  Saint  Lawrence,  by  erecting  Light  Houses  upon  the  lalanda  of  Saint  Paul  and  Scalar!,  off  the  coast 
of  Cape  Breton,  at  the  expense  of  Goveroment,  provided  the  Colonies,  whose  trade  will  he  benefitted,  en- 
gage to  defray  the  expenses  of  their  future  maintenance  j  and  having  hrought  the  subject  under  the  conside- 
ration ofthe  respective  Legislatures  of  Lower  Canada,  New  Brunswick,  Nova  Scotia  and  Prince  Edward 
Island,  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  a  commission  of  arbitration  appointed  by  thera,  with  power  of  adopting 
a  final  award  as  to  the  site,  structure  and  apportionment  of  the  annual  expenses  of  such  Light  Houses,  or  any 
arrangement  better  adapted  to  the  exigencies  of  the  case :  and  whereas  such  proceedings  were  adopted  there- 
on, that  the  Legislature  of  Lower  Canada,  after  maturely  considering  the  subject  thus  referred  to  them, 
passed  an  Act  or  Statute,  whereby  Auguslen  Norbet  Morin,  Esq.  (or  in  case  of  his  sickness,  or  any  other 
impediment,  such  other  person  as  should  be  appointed  by  the  Governor,  or  person  administering  the  Gorern- 
nient,)  is  constituted  a  Commissioner  on  the  part  of  the  Province  of  Lower  Canada,  for  the  purpose  of 
determining  and  deciding,  jointly  with  the  Commissioners  appointed  for  the  same  purpose  by  the  Provinces 
of  Nova  Scotia,  New  Brunswick  and  Prince  Edward  Island,  with  respect  to  the  most  fit  sites  for  the  pro* 
posed  Light  Houses,  and  the  suras  of  money  required  for  the  ereclionof  the  same,  as  well  as  for  their  future 
support  after  they  shall  have  been  erected ;  and  to  determine  under  what  management  and  controul  the  year- 
ly expenses  ofthe  said  Light  Houses  ought  to  be  placed;  and  to  apportion  the  sum  of  money  which  the  Pro- 
vince of  Lower  Canada  ought  to  contribute  annually  toward  the  maintenance  of  the  said  Light  Houses, 
according  to  the  Tonnage  of  Vessels  trsding  to  or  from  that  Province,  as  compared  to  the  tonnage  of  vessels 
trading  to  and  from  the  other  Provinces  above  mentioaed,  and  to  the  benefit  which  each  Province  respec- 
tively may  be  expected  to  derive  from  the  said  Light  Houses,  and  to  report  his  doings  and  proceedings  to 
the  Three  Branches  ofthe  Legislature  ofthe  said  Province,  within  the  first  Fifteen  days  ofthe  Session  next 
■Aer  the  time  when  the  business  assigned  to  him  shall  be  brought  to  a  close. 

And  the  House  of  Assembly  ofthe  Province  of  New  Brunswick  proceeded  to  the  consideration  of  the  sub- 
ject on  the  Tenth  day  of  March  last,  and  Resolved,  that  measures  should  be  adopted  to  ascertain  the  num- 
ber, proper  sites,  and  description  of  Lights,  which  it  might  be  necessary  to  erect  on  Saint  Paul's  Island,  in 
order  to  afibrd  sufficient  protection  to  Vessels  passing  that  Island;  and  further,  if  two  good  and  sufficient 
Light  Houses,  with  Bella  and  Guns,  should  be  erected  in  proper  situations,  and  maintained  by  the  Board  of 
Commission  in  Nova  ScoUa,  on  the  Island  of  Saint  Paul;  and  also,  one  Light  House  on  Scatari  Island;  and 
if  the  establishment  at  present  on  Saint  Paul's  Island,  for  the  preservation  and  comfort  of  shipwrecked  per- 
sons, be  also  continued  and  maintained  by  the  said  Board  of  Commission  of  Nova  Scotifr— then  the  said  Pro- 
vince of  New  Brunswick  would  contribute  and  pay  towards  the  same,  the  annual  sum  of  Two  hundred  and 
fifty  Pounds:  and  the  said  House  of  Asaombly  did  ailarwards,  on  the  Fourteenth  day  of  the  same  months 
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renew  the  coiuideratioii  of  the  subject,  and  after  reciting  the  humane  and  beDerolent  solicitude  of  His  Majes- 
ty's Gorernment  for  the  welfare  and  prosperity  of  His  Majesty's  North  Americaa  Colonies,  and  the  dispo- 
sition of  the  House  to  meet  the  liberal  and  humane  purpose  of  the  GoYemment,  by  pledging  itself  to  contri- 
bute the  sum  of  Two  hundred  and  liAy  Pounds  annually  towards  the  uaintenaDCie  of  Light  Houses  on  the 
above  mentioned  Islands,  and  expressing  a  confident  hope  that  the  Canadas,  Nova  Scotia  and  Prince 
Edward  Island  would  contribute  such  further  sura?  as  might  be  necessary  for  the  maintenance  of  such  Light 
Houses,  and  that  the  same  might  in  consequence  be  erected  in  the  course  of  the  ensuing  Summer;  and  that 
it  was  expedient  that  persons  should  be  appointed,  to  whom  might  be  communicated  during  the  recess,  such 
information  relative  to  the  erection  of  such  Light  Houses  as  His  Excelleucy  the  Lieutenant  Governor  might 
receive  from  His  Majesty's  Government  or  the  Sister  Colonies — Resolved,  that  the  Honorable  Joseph 
Cunard,  Alexander  Rankin  and  William  Abrams,  should  be  a  Committee  to  receive  all  such  communications 
as  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor  might  think  neeessery  to  transmit  to  them  during  the  recess, 
with  a  view  to  every  facility  being  given  to  the  erection  of  those  Light  Houses,  so  necessary  to  the  protection 
of  commerce  and  the  cause  of  humanity. 

And  the  Legislature  of  the  Province  of  Nova  Scotia,  after  mature  consideration,  did,  on  the  Fourth  day  of 
April  last,  pass  an  Act  or  Statute,  whereby  it  is  lawful  for  the  Governor,  Lieutenant  Governor,  or  Comman- 
der in  Chief  for  the  time  being,  to  appoint  one  or  more  Commissioners,  to  be  joined  with  Commissioners  ap- 
pointed by  the  Governors  of  the  Provinces  of  Lower  Canada  ^d  New  Brunswick,  or  their  respective  I^egis- 
latures,  to  ascertain  and  define  the  most  fit  sites  for  Light  Houses  on  said  Islands,  the  most  efficient  struc- 
ture for  the  same,  and  to  ascertain  and  report  the  sums  of  money  required  for  the  erection  of  the  same,  as 
well  as  for  their  future  support,  and  to  apportion  the  sum  of  money  which  each  Province  shall  contribute^ 
annually  towards  the  maintenance  of  such  Light  Houses :  and  it  is  further  enacted  by  the  said  Statute,  that 
all  reports  and  statements  shall  be  made  and  returned  by  the  said  Commissioners  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Pro- 
vince for  the  information  of  the  Governor  and  Legislature  of  the  Province;  and  His  Excellency  Mqjor  Gene* 
ral  Sir  Colin  Campbell,  K.  C.  B.,  Lieutenant  Governor  and  Commander  in  Chief  in  and  over  the  Province 
of  Nova  Scotia,  did,  by  his  Commission  under  his  band  and  seal,  dated  the  Seventh  day  of  May  last.  Domi- 
nate the  Honorable  Samuel  Cunard,  of  Halifax,  and  Edmund  Murray  Dodd,  of  Sydney,  Cape  Breton,  Esq. 
Commissioners,  to  carry  into  efiect  the  said  Act,  in  the  most  full  and  ample  manner. 

And  the  Legislature  of  Prince  Edward  Island  also  considered  the  subject,  and  passed  an  Act  or  Statute, 
authorising  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  or  person  administering  the  Government,  to  nominate  one  Commis- 
sioner to  meet  those  appointed  by  the  other  Colonies,  for  the  purpose  of  defining  the  most  eligible  sites  for 
said  Light  Houses,  the  mode  of  structure,  and  apportionment  of  the  annual  contribution  for  the  maintenance 
and  support — In  pursuance  of  which,  the  Honorable  George  Wright,  the  President  and  Administrator  of  the 
Government  of  Prince  Edward  Island,  did,  by  his  Commission,  duly  executed,  constitute  Thomas  Owen, 
Esq.  a  Commissioner,  for  the  purposes  in  said  Act  expressed,  and  to  carry  the  same  into  efiect. 

And  the  said  Commissionera  having  mutually  produced  and  shewn  their  powers,  and  having  aesnmed  and 
taken  upon  themselves  the  charge  of  Award  and  Arbitrament  on  the  foregoing  subject,  and  several  of  said 
Commissioners  having  visited  said  Islands  of  St.  Paul  and  Scatari,  and  having  heard  and  considered  the 
testimony  of  skilful  and  intelligent  persons  experienced  in  jaaritime  pursuits,  and  conversant  with  the  dan- 
gers of  navigating  the  Gulph  of  St.  Lawrence,  the  Coast  of  Cape  Breton,  and  the  adjacent  Seas,  and  the 
means  of  diminishing  the  same;  and  having  also  examined  persons  extensively  engaged  in  Colonial  com- 
merce, and  ascertained  the  relative  tonnage  owned  in  said  Colonies,  have  agreed  on  and  concluded  this 
Award,  Arbitration  and  Judgment,  as  follows: 

jPtnt.— That  the  superintendence  of  building  Light  Houses  on  the  Islands  of  Saint  Paul  and  Scatari, 
shall  be  vested,  as  recommended  by  the  Right  Honorable  Lord  Glenelg,  in  the  Board  of  Commissioners,  ap- 
pointed by  the  Government  of  Nova  Scotia. 

Steoni. — That  two  good  and  sufficient  Light  Houses,  with  Bells  and  Guns,  shall  be  erected  on  Saint 
Paul's  Island,  at  the  extreme  points,  so  as  to  be  conspicuous  on  entering  and  leaving  the  Gulph  of  Saint 
Lawrence :  and  tlie  Light  House  on  the  Island  of  ScaUri  shall  be  erected  on  the  East  point  of  eaid  Island, 
which  is  about  thirty  feet  abovethe  level  ofthe  Sea. 

Thir4. — That  the  Light  Houses  on  Saint  Paul's  Island  should  be  ol  suitable  elevation,  and  constructed  on 
such  principles,  and  with  such  farther  additions  and  appendages,  as  may  render  them  uaefiil  and  conspicuous 
in  a  foggy  atmosphere,  with  Keeper's  House,  Stores  and  Store  Houses,  with  ftost  proof  Cellars,  to  preserve 
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proTiuons  Tor  the  nlief  ofahlpwreeked  panoni,  d«tuli«d  from  th«  tigjbt  Hotues.  That  the  estabUahtmnt 
00  ^  Island  oTSeatari  should  eoBiial  of  on*  light  Houm,  with  Rerolring  Lights,  to  distinguish  it  from 
otheraon  the  coast;  with  a  Kaeper's  House,  Warehouse  and  Cellars,  similar  to  those  recommended  for 
Saint  Psul — lubjsct,  however,  to  any  improved  mode  of  coBstructing  such  Lights,  as  the  said  Board  of 
Commtssioners  maj  think  fit  to  adopt. 

Amrtt. — As  the  proposed  Light  Houses  will  stand  oa  exposed  and  prominent  situations,  and  be  approach- 
ed by  all  Vessels  entering  the  Saint  Lawrence,  they  ought  to  be  of  substantial  and  improved  construction, 
DO  correct  jadgment  of  the  probable  expense  of  erecting  the  Lights  can  be  formed,  without  procuring  Plans 
and  Estimates,  owing  to  the  variety  of  mntBriais  which  might  be  employed  in  the  cobstruction  of  the  Build- 
ings, and  the  numerous  additions'aod  improvements  which  it  may  be  thought  adviseable  to  adopt — it  is 
therefore  recommended,  thsl  the  whole  duty  of  fixing  upon  the  materials  to  be  employed,  snd  the  plans  to  be 
adopted  f(»  the  Lights,  be  left  to  the  discretion  ofsuch  persons  as  may  be  chafed  with  the  superintendence 
of  their  erection.  That  the  establishment  of  Saint  Paul's  will  require  One  Superintendent,  and  Six  other 
persons  under  his  direction,  with  Boats  and  a  continued  supply  of  Provisions,  Clothing,  Bedding,  Fuel,  be. 
for  the  use  and  assistance  of  shipwrecked  persons:  and  that  the  establishment  at  Scatari  shall  consist  of  One 
Superintendent  and  three  other  persons,  with  a  Boat  and  a  continued  supply  of  Provisions,  Clothing,  Bed- 
disg,  Fuel,  kc.  for  the  use  and  assistance  of  shipwrecked  persons:  that  all  the  Lights  shall  be  kept  buru- 
isg  throughout  the  year. 

As  to  the  maintenance  ofthe  said  Lights  and  humane  establishments,  it  will  be  apportioned  and  borne  as 
follows  (that  is  to  say)-— 

Firtt. — New  Brunswick  shall  pay  to  the  Government  of  Nova  Scotia,  into  the  Treasury  thereof.  Two  hun- 
dred and  fifty  Pounds,  Halifax  Currency,  on  the  First  day  ofJuIyioeacb  and  every  year  after  the  said 
Light  Houses  and  humane  establishments  shall  be  in  operation,  and  as  long  as  they  continue  to  be  se,  in 
conformity  with  the  provisions  of  this  award. 

Second. — Lower  Canada  shall  pay  to  the  Goremment  of  Nova  Scotia,  into  the  Treasury  thereof,  Five 
hundred  Pounds,  Halifax  Currency,  on  the  First  day  of  July  of  the  first  year  after  the  said  Light  Houses  and 
humane  estaUiriimenta  are  in  operation,  and  then  at  the  same  period  in  every  year,  as  long  as  they  shall 
continue  to  be  so,  a  proportionate  part  of  a  sum,  which,  added  to  the  unexpended  balance  (if  any)  remaining 
from  the  preceding  year,  (New  Brunswick  in  this  respect  being  considered  as  having  contributed  the  same 
amount  as  Nova  Scotia]  as  shall  amount  to  a  sum  of  One  thousand  and  thirty  Founds  Currency. 

I1Un2.— Prince  Edward  Island  shall,  in  like  manner,  pay  to  the  Goverameut  of  Nova  Scotia,  into  the 
Treasury  thereof,  Thirty  Pounds,  Halifax  Currency,  on  the  First  day  of  July  of  the  first  year  after  the  said 
Light  Houses  and  humane  establishments  are  in  operation,  and  then  at  the  same  period  in  every  year,  as 
long  as  they  continue  ^to  be  so,  a  proportionate  pert  ofa  sum,  which,  added  to  unexpended  balance  (if  any) 
remaiuiag  from  the  preceding  year,  (New  Brunswick  being  in  this  respect  considered  as  having  contributed 
the  same  amount  as  Nova  Scotia)  as  shall  amount  to  the  said  sum  of  One  thousand  and  thirty  Pounds  Cur- 
rency. 

Fbtaih. — ^Nova  Scotia  shall  itself  contribute  a  sum  of  Two  hundred  and  fifty  Pounds,  Halifax  Currency, 
for  the  first  year  after  the  said  Light  Houses  and  humane  establishments  are  in  operation,  and  then  for  every 
year  as  long  as  they  shall  continue  to  be  so,  a  proportionate  part  ofa  sum,  which,  added  to  the  unexpended 
balance  (if  any)  remaining  from  the  preceding  year,  (New  Brunswick  being  in  this  respect  considered  as 
having  contributed  the  saaw  amount  as  Nova  Scotia)  as  shall  amount  to  the  said  sum  of  One  thousand  and 
thirty  Pounds  Currency.  '  And  with  the  amount  so  contributed,  the  Govenunent  of  Nova  Scotia  shall  sup- 
port, uphold  and  maintain  the  said  Light  Houses  and  humane  establishments — it  being  well  understood,  that 
in  case  the  said  amount  shall  prove  insufficient  in  any  one  year,  the  deficiency  ought  to  be  provided  by  the  res- 
pective Legislatures  of  Lower  Canada,  Nova  Scotia  and  Prince  Edward  Island,  in  such  manner  as  shall  ap- 
pear to  them  most  eligible,  and  in  the  same  ratio  as  the  contribution  settled  in  this  present  Award.— But  as 
to  New  Brunswick,  the  sum  of  Two  hundred  and  fifty  Pounds  aforesaid,  shall  be  a  settled  and  permanent 
contribution,  the  overplus  (if  any)  going  to  Nova  Scotia,  and  the  proportionate  deficiency  (if  any)  being 
borne  altogether  by  the  last  mentioned  Province  of  Neva  Scotia,  so  as  to  have  the  expense  and  contribution 
for  Nora  Scotia  and  New  Brunswick  considered  as  altogether  alike  in  amount  with  the  aforesaid  Provinces 
of  Ijower  Canada  and  Prince  Edward  Island. 
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FifA.—U  ia  alf  0  exprenly  understood,  that  if  said  Light  Houaea  and  eatahliahmanta  are  deatroyed  or  im- 
paired hj  fire,  tempeat,  or  other  caases,  that  the  expenae  of  rebuilding  or  repairing  the  aame  ahall  not  devolf  e 
on  the  Province  of  Pfova  Scotia  aJone,  bat  be  suatained  b^  the  GoTenunent  of  Great  Britain,  or  as  mtj  be 
otherwise  agreed  and  decided  upon. 

Sixth. — That  the  Board  of  Commiaaioners  of  Nova  Scotia  shall  render  accounts  in  each  and  e?ei7ye>r 
to  the  House  of  Assembly  of  Nova  Scotia,  duplicates  of  which  shall  be  transmitted  annually  to  the  Legisli- 
tures  of  Lower  Canada,  Pfew  Brunswick  and  Prince  Edward  Island,  respectively. 

Seventh. — The  Com  mission  era  suggest  that  the  several  sums  appropriated  to  the  above  mentioned  Pro- 
vinces ought  to  he  permanently  provided  for  by  Acts  of  the  reapective  Legislatures. 

Eigktk. — That  as  the  establishments  on  the  said  Islands  are  admitted  to  aasuma  the  impohance  of  Katiooal 
rather  than  Local  Structures,  should  His  Majesty's  Government  contribute  at  a  future  period  to  their  sup- 
port, by  annual  Grant,  it  ia  adjudged  that  a  ratable  deduction  shall  be  made  from  the  amount  of  each  ProTio- 
cia)  contribution. 

JVtnlA. — That  the  respective  Colonial  Legislatures  having  acquieaced  in  the  liberal  olTer  of  His  Majesty's 
Gorernment,  and  in  a  great  degree  aisumed  the  responsibility  of  maintaining  those  Light  Houses  of  the 
islands  of  Saint  Paul  and  Scatari,  it  is  recommended  that  no  time  be  lost  in  proceeding  with  the  erection  of  the 
same,  by  the  proper  authorities. 

In  faith  whereof,  we  the  respective  Commiasionera  have  signed  this  Award  and  Judgment,  and  hare  here- 
unto affixed  our  Seals,  at  Miramichi,  this  Sixteenth  day  of  August,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  One  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  thirty-six.

Our  Itte  UmeDted  Sovereign  having  been  pleased  to  sppoint  m«  to  the  Gorerament  ofthis  Iiland,  I  hare 
taken  the  eartuBt  opportunit/,  which  I  believed  would  be  consistent  with  your  convenieoce,  to  meet  jou  in 
Geoerel  Assembly. 

It  is  mj  most  earnest  wish,  in  administering  the  gorernment,  to  conduct  it  upon  impartial,  just  and  eon-' 
stitutional  f  rinciplea,  and  to  promote  such  measures  as  will  be  oonduoive  to  the  gooeral  prosparit^  of  the 
Colony  and  the -happiness  and  comfort  of  the  people.  Since  yon  last  net,  we  have  had.to  dej^re  the  death 
of  a  lUog,  w!bo  waa  peculiarly  alive  to  the  interaats  of  bis  Colonial  dominions.  But  we  hare  the  consola- 
tion of  looking  forward  in  the  humble  hope  of  a  long  and  prosperous  reign  in  tbe  person  of  bis  successor, 
our  most  gracious  Queen. 
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Whita  we  hav«  to  regret  die  revolutionary  spirit  which  baa  driven  a  neighbouriDg  Colon;  into  rebellioa, 
and  brought  upon  it  the  horrora  of  a  civil  war,  the  loyHij  and  attachment  to  the  Throne  and  government  of 
the  mother  counli^  whicbbfive  always  beancoDBpicuousintbeinbabitanlsof  this  Iiland,  afford  a  bright  md 
pleasing  contrast. 

The  late  abundant  harvest  with  which  it  has  pleased  the  Almight]'  to  bless  the  labors  of  the  agricultuiisi. 
while  it  enables  the  poorer  classes  to  look  forward  without  dread  to  the  severe  season,  in  the  confidence  of 
being  secure  from  want,  calls  for  the  heartfelt  gratitude  of  the  whole  community. 

On  the  visits  which  I  considered  it  my  duty  to  make  to  all  parts  of  the  Island,  as  soon  as  was  practicable 
after  assuming  the  government,  I  was  highly  gratified  to  observe  in  its  agricultural  properties,  and  the  pro- 
gress that  had  already  taken  place  in  their  development,  the  germ,  nhicti,  aided  by  due  enterprise  and  mdus- 
try,  it  isnot  difficult  to  foresee,  must  ripen  into  great  future  prosperity. 

While  the  history  of  the  world  teaches  the  necessity  of  Education  to  tl^e  advancement  of  mankind,  the 
provision  you  have  nade  for  the  instruction  of  youth  throughout  the  Colnny,  proclaims  that  you  are  fully 
aware  of  this  great  truth;  and  I  should  b«  wanting  in  what  is  so  justly  due  to  you,  were  I  not  to  congratulate 
you  on  the  exertions  yon  have  made  to  promote  this  primary  and  most  essential  (fbject  of  all  civilized  so- 
cisty. 

I  regret  that  the  Question  ef  Escheat  still  continues  a  subject  of  agitation;  but  I  trust  the  good  sens* 
of  the  people  will  induce  them  to  abandon  an  expectation  which,  I  firmly  and  sincerely  believe,  can  never 
be  realized. 

I  wouldstronglyrecommendto  your  consideration  the  advantages  which  would  arise  from  an  improved  sye- 
temof  Prison  Discipline  in  the  internal  regulation  of  the  difierent  Jails  throughout  the  Island.  To  aidyonr 
deliberations  upon  this  important  subject,  I  will  cause  to  be  laid  before  you  a  mass  of  valuable  information, 
which  has  been  transmitted  to  me  by  Her  Majesty's  Secretary  of  State   for  the  Colonies. 

I  shall  also  have  to  bring  under  your  consideration  other  matters  of  interest  to  the  well  being  of  the  Co- 
lony. These,  with  any  other  subjects  of  consequence,  which  may  occur,  I  will  communicate  to  you  by 
Message. 

Mr,  SpuAtr,  and  GefdUmen  of  the  Howe  of  Atnmbly; 
I  shall  cause  the  proper  officer  to   lay  before  you   the  Public  Accounts   for  the  past  year.     I  shall  also 
cause  the  Estimates  for  the  current  year  to  be  submitted  to  you,  relying  upon  your  liberality  to  make  such 
provision  for  the  Public  Service  as  the  exigencies  of  the  Government  may  require. 

JIfr.  Pruideni,  and  GmlUmen  oj  the  Councii,- 
Mr.  Speaker,  and  Oenllemen  of  the  Uotiee  of  Asaembly; 
I  invite  you  to  the  most  open  and  unreserved  communication  with  me  on  all  points  wherein  the  good  of 
Her  Majesty's  subjects  under  this  Government  is  concerned.     I  am  sincerely  desirous  of  co-operating  wilh 
you  in  every  measure  calculated  to  promote  the  public  welfare,  and  to  possess  your  confidence  and  support. 
I  trust  the  unanimity  which  has  hitherto  prevailed  between   both  branches   of  the  Legislature  mavcoo- 
.  linue;  and  that  they  may  he,   as  heretofore,  distinguished  for  the  liberality  of  their  proceedings  and'  their 
attachment  to  Her  Majesty's  Person  and  Government. 

The  speech  being  ended.  His  Kxcellency  was  pleased  to  retire,  and  the  House  of 
Assembly  having  withdrawn,  the  Presideot  reported  His  Excellency's  Speech,  which  being 
read  by  the  Clerk —

We  H«r  Majestj's  loyal  and  faithful  subjects,  th«  Legulative  Council  of  Prince  Edward  Island,  in 
General  Assembly  convened,  begtoofTeryourExcellencjour  sincere  thanks  for  your  Speech,  delireredat 
the  opening  of  the  present  Session.  ,  - 

>Ve  had  ever  reason  gratefully  to  acknowledge  the  anxious  solicitude  of  our  late  most  gracious  and 
much  lamented  SoTereigD,  for  the  b^piness  and  welfare  of  his  subjects,  the  inhabitants  of  this  Idud;  and 
in  conferring  the  adoiiniatration  of  the  Government  upon  a  gentleman  of  your  Excellency's  high  charac- 
ter and  liberal  sentiments,  an  additional  cause  to  revere  his  memory  has  been  afforded  ua.  We  feel 
thankful  for  the  consiioration  which  induced  your  Excellency  to  meet  us  in  General  Assembly  at  a  leason 
of  Ike  year  when  our  public  duties  will  least  interfere  with  our  private  conrenisace.  We  have  already  hid 
frequent  occasion  to  observe  your  Excellency's  anxiety  to  administer  the  Government-  of  this  Colony  upon 
impartial,  just  and  constitutional  principles;  and  we  have  the  fullest  confidence  thai  your  Excelleocy'i 
future  administration  will  continue  to  be  solely  baaed  upon  those  principles  which  combine  all  that  a  free 
and  enlightened  people  can  desire. 

Whilst  we  deplore,  with  your  ExeaHeacy,  the  death  of  our  late  beloved  Monarch,  whose  paternal  in- 
terest was  always  so  Idndly  and  feelingly  evinoed  towards  his  Colonial  subjects,  we  hail,  in  common  with  yoar 
Excellency,  the  anticipation  of  along  and  prosperous  reign,  in  the  person  efhis  young  and  amiable  succet- 
aor,  our  Sovereign  Lady  Queen  Victoria. 

We  deeply  lament  the  progress  of  that  revolutionary  spirit,  implanted  and  fostered  by  a  few  faction  and 
designing  demagogues,  which  has  brought  civil  war,  with  all  its  attendant  calamities,  into  a  hitherto  peaetful 
and  happy  sister  Colonyi  but  we  indulge  the  hope,  that  out  of  this  evil  good  may  eventually  come;  aodlbii 
the  tragical  occurrences  in  Lower  Canada  wilt  operate  as  a  solemn  waratng  to  all  Her  Majesty's  Coloaid 
subjects,  not  to  'lend  themselves  to  thedesigns  of  restless  and  unprincipled  men,  who,  under  the  speciow 
mask  of  patriotism,  aelfiahly  seek  their  own  aggrandisement,  at  the  cost  of  the  peace  and  happiness  of  theu 
fellow  subjects.  We  have,  however,  every  reason  to  believe,  that  this  Colony  will  continueto  sustainthd 
character  for  loy  thy,  and  attachment  to  the  Mothet  Country,  for  which  it  has  ever  been  distinguished. 

Our  deepest  feeling  of  gratitude  is  due  to  a  bountiful  Providence,  for  the  late  abundant  harvest,  and  for 
l^e  cheering  prospect  which  is  thereby  afforded  to  all  classes  of  a  eomiininitf  so  peenliii^  depeodeBi 
upon  ngricnlturevB  the  inhabiunts  of  this  Colony. 
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Tb«  evjiy  interest  evinced  by  your  Excelleocy  in  the  welfare  o{  the  Colony,  by  viaiting  its  remotest 
pirU  so  speedily  after  yo»r  arrival  among  ns,  with  tfae  view  of  nakiBg  yoursetr  personally  acquainted 
with  the  wants  of  the  peaple  and  the  capabilities  of  the  soil,  entitles  your  Excellency  to  our  warmest 
thankii  and  the  unwearied  zeal  witb  which  you  have  subsequently  eodosToured  to  ameliorate  the  one,  and  by 
your  isfluencB,  and  the  exercise  of  your  practical  knowledge,  to  encourage  the  development  of  the  other 
isduces  us  to  hope,  thit,  aided  by  the  industry  and  enterprise  of  its  inhabitanti,  your  Excellency's  anti> 
cipations  of  the  future  presperity  of  the  Colony  will  not  fail  to  be  realized. 

We  fully  agree  with  your  Excellency  in  yoar  estimate  of  the  value  and  aecesaity  of  Education,  to  fit  man 
for  bii  relative  duties  in  civilized  society;  and  we  shall  always,  as  hitherto,  be  disposed  gladly  to  concar 
in  aay  measure  by  which  this  most  desirable  object  can  be  promoted.

My  attention  has  been  called  to  the  66th  Section  of  the  Mutiny  Act,  which  attaches  a  Penahy  of  not  less 
than  £5,  nor  more  than  £30,  to  the  fraudulent  purchase  or  possession  ofaotdiera'  necessaries,  equipments, 
&c  ,  which  minimum  penalty  is  considered  far  too  liigh  to  be  imposed  upon  the  lower  classes  of  society  in  the 
Colonies. 

An  addition  to  this  Clause  has,  in  con<ieq<ieiice,  been  made  in  the  Mutiny  Bill  of  the  present  year,  em- 
powering  the  local  Legislature,  on  the  recooimciidation  of  the  Acting  Governor  of  any  such  Colony,  to 
lower  the  amount  of  such  Penalty  to  such  a  sum  an  they  liball  consider  adapted  to  the  ability  and  pecuniary 
meuia  of  all  clasaea  residing  in  the  Colony. 

Previoualy  to  laying  such  a  recommendation  before  the  Legislature  of  the  Colony  under  your  government, 
you  will  take  especial  care  that  it  meet  with  the  concurrence  of  the  Officer  in  the  local  command  of  the  Forces. 

You  will  further  observe,  that,  in  conformity  with  the  79th  Section,  the  Mutiny  Act  of  the  past  year  is 
^tiperceded  by  that  of  the  preaem  year,  so  soon  as  ii  shall  have  been  promulgated  in  General  Orders. 

The  Secretary  at  War  will  desire  the  Oflncers  commanding  the  Forces  in  the  Colonies  to  communicate 
their  General  Orders  under  thia  head  to  the  Civil  authorities,  for  their  information  and  guidance.

I  beg  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  three  Letters,  dated  January  19Ih  and  Slat,  and  February  9th,, 
<rith  the  accompanying  Papers,  relative  to  the  state  of  the  Prisons  in  (he  Colonies;  and,  in  compliance  with 
(he  request  of  Lord  Glenelg,  I  have  submitted  the  same  to  the  Committee  of  the  Prison  Discipline  Society, 
for  their  consideration. 

la  looking  over  the  various  Reports,  it  is  highly  gratifying  to  find  that  improvements  are  in  progress  in 
several  of  the  Colonial  Jails,  by  the  introduction  of  Laws  and  Regulations  for  their  internal  govornment  and 
discipline. — Some  of  these  papers,  however,  are  by  no  means  of  recent  date;  and  it  cannot,  therefore,  be 
ascertained  how  far  the  spirit  of  improvement  has  generally  prevailed. 

Tbe  Committee  are  desirous  to  call  the  attention  of  Lord  Glenelg  tin  the  annexed  paper  of  "  Remarks," 
as  to  the  defects  which  appear  to  exist  in  many  of  the  Prisons  in  the  Colonies ;  and,  with  a  view  to  remedy 
some  of  the  evils,  particularly  as  to  the  state  of  the  Boiidings,  I  bag  to  suggest,  that  the  plans  of  all  the 
Jails,  &.C.  skould  be  obtained,  iu  order  that  the  benefits  rosultiog  from  an  improved  system  of  construction 
and  arrangement  may  be  pointed  out,  in  reference  to  such  new  buildings  as  it  may  be  found  necessary  to 
erect,  or  altarations  to  ba  made  in  tbe  old  Jails.  . 

1  bava  also  to  submit  to  his  Lordship,  that  on  enlarged  form  of  Returns,  (agreeably  to  the  one  annexed,) 
should  be  sent  to  each  Colony,  with  a  view  to  obtain  more  detailed  information  on  certain  points  than  is  al- 
ready posaassed;  and  that  tbe  answers  to  such  inquiries  should,  in  all  cases,  be  accompanied  by  copies  of 
the  Laws  and  Regulations  which  have  been,  or  are  about  to  be,  established  in  each  Colony. 

The  Committee  wish  me  to  urge  the  necessity  of  Local  Inspectors  being  appointed,  to  visit  tha  Prisons  at 
frequent  intervals,  (as  suggested  in  my  former  Letter  to  Lord  Glenelg,)  a  measure  which,  it  is  considered, 
would  greatly  facilitate  the  astablishmsnt  ef  an  effective  system  of  discipline. 

I  return,  herewith,  all  the  origiaitl  papers  which  you  forwarded  to  me  on  this  subject;  and  aUo  send  you, 
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by  request  of  the  Commitlee.  a  packet  containiiig  fourbeakiof  Priion  Plans,  twelve  copies  of  Rulea  for 
Jails,  and  twelve  deacriptiooa  oftka  Tread-mill.

REMARKS  ON  THE  COLONIAL  PRISONS 

The  official  Reports  which  have  been  recently  received  from  (he  West  Indies,  state,  that  new  Prison 
liuildings  are  about  to  be  ereiited  at  Jamaica,  Barbadoes,  Demerara,  Tobago,  Nevis,  Dominica,  ^c.  It  ii, 
therefore,  considered  desirable  that  a  Plan  of  each  Prison  should  be  forwarded  to  the  Colonial  Office;  al» 
Plana  of  any  new  Prisnns  which  are  about  to  be  erected,  and  of  any  alterations  or  additions  to  be  made  in  th* 
present  Jails. 

In  Lower  Canada,  new  Prisons  are  proposed  to  be  constructed  on  (he  Auburn  plan,  (of  association  st 
labour  in  silence,)  which  has  been  recommended  by  a  Committee  appointed  to  consider  the  Pentlentiuy 
system  of  the  United  States,  in  preference  to  the  solitary  or  separate  system  enforced  at  Pennsylvania. 

The  Prisons  in  th^  Colonies  appear  to  be  very  defective  in  construction  and  arrangement  ^  there  being, 
generally,  no  separate  day -rooms,  for  the  proper  classification  of  offenders;  no  sleeping  cells,  for  theiodiii- 
dual  separation  of  prisoners  at  night;  no  hospital  for  the  sick,  or  for  lunatics;  and  (with  some  few  ezceptiaiu] 
no  suitable  chapel  for  religious  services.  Some  of  the  Jails  have  no  yard,  or  court,  and  others  have  only  osc 
yard,  in  which  the  prisoners  associate  together  indiscriminately;  but,  at  several  places,  the  ioclosure  of  the 
yard  is  stated  to  be  so  insecure,  that  the  prisoners  are  not  allowed  to  take  exercise  therein. 

AS  TO  THE  REQOLATlOns  IN  rOBCE. 

There  appears  to  be  a  great  want  of  uniformity,  even  in  those  which  have  been  recently  established,  par- 
ticularly in  the  West  India  Islandi.  For  instance,  at  Jamaica,  where  there  are  eighteen  Prisons,  for  nsirlj 
all  of  which  new  regulations  have  been  framed,  yet  not  more  than  two  or  three  of  these  codes  are  alike,  oi. 
account  of  the  Jails  being  under  difierent  local  authorities:  and  this  Island  contains  some  of  thenuMtiir.- 
portant  Prisons,  the  Jail  at  Clarendon  having  had  not  less  than  10,966  persons  committed  to  it  daring  the 
year  1835. 

With  the  exception  of  the  Tread-mill,  which  has  been  introduced  as  a  means  of  compulsory  labour,  Ibera 
appears  to  be  scarcely  any  regular  employment  in  the  prisons. — At  several  places,  the  convicted  are  em- 
played  out  of  the  prison,  en  public  works — repairing  the  roads,  cleaning  the  streets,  Ite.  in  gangs,  snd  west- 
ing shackles:  negroes,  under  sentence,  are  also  let  out  for  hire,  to  dig  cane-boles,  &c.,  all  which  practicts 
must  be  considered  as  highly  objectionable.     . 

The  allowance  of  food  differs  materially:  at  some  Jails  each  prisoner  has  only  one  pound  ofbreaddiily 
but,  at  others,  a  pound  and  a  halfof  bread,  or  biscuit,  together  with  two  pounds  of  potatoes: — the  cost  o 
maintenance  also  varying  from  four-pence  to  one  shilling  and  cleven-pence  (at  St.  Vincent's.)  Debtor 
have  no  allowance  at  several  prisons;  at  others  they  receive  more  than  criminals. — Clothing  and  beddin 
are  not  always  allowed;  and,  when  so,  only  to  the  convicted. 

In  consequence  of  Chaplains  not  being  generally  appointed,  some  prisons  are  without  any  raltgioua  se: 
vice;  but,  in  many  cases,  it  is  performed  gratuitously  by  the  parochial  clergyman.  Dissenting  ministeis  u 
niso  allowed  frco  access  to  llie  prisoners.     No  provision  is  made  for  the  instruction  of  the  ignorant. 

Therb  appears  to  be  a  neglect  of  frequent  periodical  visitation,  by  the  magistrates,  or  other  authorities 
]n  oiilv  one  instance,  (nt  Honduras, '^  it  is  staled,  that  a  local  inspector  has  been  appointed. 
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The  Regulations  most  lAcanllj  frwMd,  snd  whicb  app««r  hi^jr  dnerrini  of  ittitation  by  other  Coloniei, 
nra  those  for  the  Bahamas,  establwhed  id  September  last,  by  dlrectioa  of  Lieutenant  Colonel  Colebrookt. 
At  T»  Tin  mruMfl. 

The  printed  Tabular  Form  of  Annual  Returns  is  considered  to  be  ineomplete  in  some  important  partieu- 
lare.  It  does  not  state  the  number  and  description  of  persons  in  confinement  at  anjr  one  time,  but  onlj  th« 
whole  number  during  the  ;ear.  Il  also  appears  deiirakle  to  hare  a  retnio  made  of  the  greatest  number  in 
prison  at  one  time ;  and  to  distinguish  whites  from  blacks  and  coloured  persons ;  also,  that  males  and  females 
should  be  separated,  (igreedk^  to  the  FermNo.  l  snd  3,  which  is  now  atrimitted.)'  The  pvktted  forms  of 
Annual  Returns,  recent!;  framed  bj  the  Inspectors  of  Prisons  in  England,  mj  also  Amtish  soma  further 
suggestions  on  this  subject. 

QUEEN'S  COUNTY— HILARY  TERM. 

The  Grand  Jury  deem  it  their  duty  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Court  to  the  state  of  the  Chailottetown  Jail, 
with  a  view  to  effect  a  classification  of  the  prisoners,  so  as  to  separata  &e  old  from  the  young,  aid tbtt  un- 
tried from  those  who  have  been  tried  and  convicted.  The  Grand  Jury  learn,  with  regret,  that  although  male 
and  female  prisoners  are  locked  up  separalely  during  th»nighti  tkey  are  allowed  to-aaaociate  during  fti&'day, 
without  any  furthe>r  rssliaint  than  the  personal  inspecHoii  of  dte  Jailor.  They  would,  thereiorer  sngg«att)ke 
expedieacy  of  such  an  alteration  in  the  iDternal  arrangement*  of  the  Prison,,  as  wouU  put  an'  ead  to  a  pno- 
tice  so  inconsistent  with  gooderdtr  and  morality. 

The  Grand  Jury  hare  ascertained,  from  peFSonal  ia^aetioni  that  for  a  small  evtlay  ana  •£  the  leige 
rooms  oh  the  ground  floor  could  be  converted  into  small  apartments  or  cells,  which  waild  enable  the  Jailer 
to  lock  up  the  prisoners  in  separate  cells,  when  deemed  expedient — on  alterstien  they  Would  consider  highly 
desirable;  and  trustthe  GoTernaieat  will  oauM  (be  saiatflo'be  aarriad  intO' •fi'ect. 

The  Grand  Jury  deem  it  due  to  the  Jailor  to  state,  that  they  found  the  management  of  the  Jail  in  other 
respects  highly  creditable,  and  that  the  utmost  cleanliness  was  observable,  both  in  the  Prison  yard  and 
throughout  the  whole  baUdiog.

I  have  received  SivJohn  Harvey's  Despatch  of  the 27th  April  last,  marked  "  confidential,"  inclosing  so 
Address  to  His  late  Majesty,  from  the  House  of  Assembly  of  Prince  Edward  Island,  praying  that  the  moaeji 
arising  fVom  the  sale  of  the  Glebe  and  School  Lands  may  be  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  local  Legislature, 
to  be  permanently  secured  on  the  general  Revenue  of  the  Colony,  and  that  the  interest  of  that  fund  rosy  be 
applied  exclusively  towards  the  support  and  encouragement  of  Elementary  Schools  throughout  the  Islasd. 
I  have  had  the  honor  to  lay  this  Address  before  the  Queen,  and,  by  Her  Majesty's  command,  I  transmit  to 
youths  copy  of  a  correspondence  which  I  have  had  with  his  Grace  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  on  tbe 
subject  of  the  recent  Act  for  the  sale  of  these  Lands. 

In  that  correspondence  you  will  find  a  letter  from  the  Biriiopof  Nova  Scotia,  asserting  the  exclusive  right 
of  the  Church  of  England  to  this  property.

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Biihap'a  statement  and  rsasonicg,  and  j^ou  will  signify  to  them  Her  Majesty's  desire  to  be  informed  whe- 
tber  they  concur  in  or  dissent  from  the  Bishop's  conclusion ;  and  in  the  event  of  their  disagreement,  what  are 
the  grounds  on  which  they  controvert  his  Tiews  of  the  question.

1  mentioned  some  days  ago  to  your  Lordship,  that  I  had  been  requested  to  lay  before  you  an  application 
from  the  Society  for  the  propogation  of  the  Gospel  in  Foreign  Parts,  relating  to  Lands  in  Prince  Edward 
Island,  which  had  been  set  apart  for  sites  of  Churches  and  Glebes  in  that  Colony,  but  which  have  latel;  been 
sold,  under  an  Act  of  the  Colonial  Legislature,  and  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  appropriated  to  other  purposes. 
I  BOW  bare  the  honor  of  inclosing  a  letter  addressed  to  me  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Society,  together  with 
copies  of  two  letters  on  the  subject  from  the  Colonial  Office,  and,  above  all,  the  duplicate  of  a  letter  to  me 
from  the  Bishop  ofKova  Scotia,  which  will  put  your  Lordship  in  fall  possession  of  the  facts  of  the  case. 

I  trust  that  some  method  may  yet  be  found  of  providing  for  the  Church  an  equivalent  for  the  loss  which  it 
liu  suffered  in  this  diminution  of  its  means  for  the  progressive  increase  of  spiritual  iDstniction  in  the  Colony, 
and  feel  assured  that  your  Lordship  will  be  disposed  to  assist  in  promoting  this  object,  so  far  as  circumstan- 
ces will  admit.

I  am  directed  by  the  Society  for  the  propagation  ofihe  Gospel  to  forward  to  your  Grace  copies  of  letters 
leceired  from  the  Colonial  Office  in  March,  1835,  on  the  subject  of  the  Glebe  and  School  Lands  in  Prince 
Hdwsrd  Island. 

It  appeared  from  these  letters  that  the  Secretary  of  State  had  directed  a  Bill  to  be  brought  in  for  the  sale 
oftbe  lands  in  question;  but  had  not  given  any  instructions  as  to  the  appropriation  of  the  proceeds  Rest- 
ing satisfied  with  this  information,  the  Society  took  no  further  steps  in  the  business,  until  it  was  informed  by 
the  Bishop  of  Nova  Scotia  that  an  Act  had  passed  the  Colonial  liegislature,  not  only  authorizing  the  sale, 
but  likewise  providing  for  the  appropriation  of  the  proceede  of  the  sale  of  Glebe  and  School  Lands — that  the 
Act  had  been  confirmed  by  His  Majesty  in  Council — and  that  its  provisions  had  been  carried  into  effect. 

A  copy  of  the  Bishop's  Despatch,  dated  March  16th,   1337,   has  been  already  transmitted  to  your  Grace, 
ind  I  am  now  to  request  that  you  will  call  the  attention  of  Lord  Glenelg  to  the  injury  inflicted  on  the  Church 
ofEngland  by  the  confiscation  of  lands  set  apart  for  its  support  in  the  Colony  of  Prin^ie  Edward  Island,  and 
«ill  apply  for  such  compensation  as  it  may  be  in  the  power  of  His  Majesty's  Government  to  allbrd.

lam  directed  by  the  Earl  of  Aberdeen  to  acknowledge  thereeeipt  of  your  letter  of  the  dth  tnst. ,  respecting 
the  recent  instructions  for  the  sale  of  Glebe  and  School  lends  in  Prince  Edward  Island;   and  also  respecting 
certain  Bills  which  you  state  to  have  been  introduced  into  the  Assembly  of  Nova  Scotia,,  for  the  sale  of 
Church  Lands  in  that  Colony. 

In  answer  to  this  communication,  1  am  desired  to  inform  you,  that  the  unoccupied  state  oftbe  lands  reser- 
ved in  Prince  Edward  Island  for  (be  support  of  Ministers  and  Schools  having  been  represented  to  obstruct 
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the  improvement  of  tbe  Colon/,  a  sale  of  thoie  Unds  has  beea  authorized,  but  wittioat  any  sanctkin  for  the 
diversion  of  tbe  proceeds  from  the  purposes  for  which  the  lands  themselves  were  originally  set  apart.  The 
onl;  immediate  object  appears  to  hsve  been  to  remove  an  obstruction  to  the  cultivation  of  tb«  Island,  and 
upon  the  appropriation  of  tbe  money  thusrealized,  no  decision  has  been  pronounced.  Enclosed  is  a  copj 
of  ibe  inatrucliont  given  bj  Lord  Aberdeen's  predecessor  on  the  subject.  ' 

In  regard  to  the  Bills  alleged  to  have  been  introduced  into  the  Assembly,  Lord  Aberdeen  has  ne  furtber 
information  at  present  than  is  contained  in  the  allusion  made  in  your  letter;  and  it  would  be  premature  to 
express  any  opinion  on  measuree  of  which  the  particulars  are  not  known.  Should  they,  however,  pasaiolo 
Laws,  and  thus  come  before  His  Majesty  in  Council,  for  confirmation,  it  will  be  in  tbe  power  of  Ibe  Socielj, 
or  of  the  Bishop  of  Nova  Scotia,  to  urge  any  objection  which  they  may  consider  applicable  to  the  Ai^i,  as 
infringing  upon  the  rights  of  the  Church  of  Englan  J.  This  course,  indeed,  is  open  to  all  parties  who  have 
any  rights  which  they  deem  alTected  by  the  Colonial  Laws.

I  have  had  the  honor  to  receive  your  Despatch,  No.  74,  of  the  1st  April  last,  accompanied  by  an  Address, 
praying  that  the  Lands  reserved  in  Prince  Edward  Island  for  the  aopporl  of  Ministers  of  the  Gospel,  and  of 
Schoolmasters,  may  be  exclusively  applied  to  promote  the  advancement  of  Education. 

It  is  evident  that  the  lands,  if  led  in  their  present  unoccupied  state,  mast  tend  to  obstruct  the  improve- 
ment of  the  Colony,  and  there/ore,  without  pausing  in  order  to  decide  tbe  proper  mode  of  approprialiBE 
them,  I  have  to  authorize  you  to  proceed  to  the  sal^  of  the  Reserves  at  the  earliest  posuble  oppertnniiy 
which  can  be  obtained.  On  receiving  from  you  a  report  of  the  progress  of  the  sales,  I  shall  furnish  yqnvilh 
instructions  how  to  invest  the  purchase  money  in  tbe  public  funds ;  and  as  soon  as  the  amount  shall  be  re- 
alized and  ascertained,  directions  will  be  given  respecting  the  mode  of  appropriation. 

You  will  have  the  goodness  to  acquaint  the  Assembly,  that  their  Address  has  been  received  and  duly  Uid 
at  the  foot  of  the  Throne,  and  that  these  are  the  instructions  which  I  have  received  His  Majesty's  coaamanda 
to  issue  on  the  subject.

Yeur  Lordship  may  recollect  I  troubled  you,  some  time  ago,  with  a  letter  from  the  Bishop  of  Nova  Scotia, 
representing  the  hardships  sustained  by  the  Church  in  Prince  Edward  Island,  in  respect  to  the  sale  of  some 
Glebe  and  School  Lands,  end  the  appropriation  of  the  proceeds  to  other  than  Church  purposes. 

I  now  takfe  the  liberty  of  laying  before  you  an  extract  from  a  letter  of  the  Bishop,  containing  further  parti- 
culars connected  with  that  proceeding,  and  suggesting  a  method  by  which  some  compensation  may  be  made, 
which  I  hope  may  be  found  practicable.

My  Lord; 
1  feiil  that  some  apology  is  necessary  for  the  demand  which  this  letter  must  make  upon  the  patient  atten- 
lion  of  your  Grace;  but  the  importance  of  its  object,  I  endeavour  to  persuade  myself,  will  bo  received  as  an 
apology,  and  plead  for  the  indulgence  it  requires. 

By  the  operation  of  an  Act  passed  by  the  Legislature  of  Prince  Edward  Island,  in  the  Fifth  year  of  hii 
prespnl  Majesty,  intituled  ^n  ^r4  to  atdkoriu  the  Salt  of  Lands  in  ihU  bland,  raervtd  0»  Situ/or  Chunlut 
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luifw  GUhe  and  School  Lmutt,  theu  laoda  hue  pauted  for  aver  from  the  Church  and  its  MiniaUra,  for  whom 
aloao  Ibej  were  certainly  intended.  That  the  aites  for  Churches  and  Glebei  were  h  desigued,  mf  be  clear- 
ly shenra;  and  that  the  School  Lands  were  intended  to  be  eonnacled  with  the  Mioiatora  ef  the  EataUiahed 
Church,  mnat  in  faimesa  be  inferred. 

It  is,  unhappily,  my  Lord,  too  plain,  that  the  Act  -cannot  now  he  interrupted .  It  received  His  Mqesty's 
BjMcial  confirmation  in  Council,  on  the  38th  of  April,  1836;  and  indeed  its  object  haa  been  aocomplished, 
for  the  lands  have  been  sold,  and  the  proceeds  have  been  appropriated. 

But  if  it  can  be  made  to  appear  thai  a  very  serious  injury — however  unintended  by  His  M^esty  Gnvern- 
jnent — haa  been  inflicted  upoa  the  Church  by  the  operation  of  that  Act,  it  cannot  be  doubted  that  the  Qovera- 
meat  will  be  ready  and  even  nnxioua  to  repair  that  injury  by  any  means  which  may  be  practicable  and  pro- 
per; and  if  this  should  be  the  happy  result  of  your  Grace's  communication  with  the  Government  apon  thia 
JDiportant  matter,  your  Grace  may  be  assured  that  no  pains  will  be  spared  in  searching  for  such  means. 

Id  the  early  settlement  of  the  Colonies,  there  was  an  earnest  and  prominent  desire  in  the  Government  to 
iatroduce,  uphold  and  extend  the  influence  of  the  established  Church,  as  one  of  the  greatest  benefits  that 
could  be  conferred  on  the  Colonists.  The  several  codes  of  Instructions  to  the  Governors  of  Provinces, 
under  the  Royal  seal  and  signature,  afibrd  clear  evidence  of  this  fact;  and  subsequent  Royallnstructions, 
and  numerous  directions  fVom  the  Lords  of  Trade  and  Secretaries  of  State,  to  the  different  Governors,  sbew 
that  the  early  desire  of  the  Government  for  this  good  object  was  continually  cfaeri^ed. 

To  assist  in  securing  it,  the  Government  had  frequent  communications  with  the  Society  lor  the  propaga- 
tion of  the  Gospel,  from  the  date  of  its  incorporation  in  1701,  through  the  whole  period  which  has  since  elap- 
sed. In  the  year  1749,  when  Prince  Edward  Island — then  called  the  Island  of  St.  John — as  well  asTTew 
Brunswick,  formed  a  part  of  the  Province  of  Nova  Scotia,  the  Government  resolved  upon  sending  a  number 
of  settlers  to  this  Province.  A  communication  was  accordingly  made  from  the  Lords  of  Trade  uid  Planta- 
tions to  that  Society  on  the  6th  of  April,  1749,  staling  that  these  settlers  were  to  oeeupy  six  Townsbipe,  and 
that  "  a  particular  spot  will  be  set  apart  io  each  of  them  for  building  a  Church,  and  400  acres  adjoining 
thereto,  granted  in  perpetuity,  free  from  the  payment  ofany  Quit  Rent,  to  a  Minister  and  bis  sueoessors,  and 
'  in  like  manner  to  a  Schoolmaster;  their  Lordships  therefore  recommend  to  the  Society  to  name  a  Minister 
and  Schoolmaster  for  each  of  the  said  Townships,  hoping  that  they  will  give  encouragement  to  them  as  the 
Society  shall  think  proper,  until  the  lands  can  be  so  fikr  cultivated  as  to  afford  a  sufiicient  support.'' 

A  part  of  thia  correspondence  has  been  preserved  by  the  Society,  and  also  in  the  Secretary  of  Stale's 
office,  from  whence  an  extract  from  it  was  officially  transmitted  to  the  Lieutenant  Governor  of  Nova  Scotia, 
on  the  31st  August,  1832. 

Even  if  no  reference  were  made  to  earlier  correspondence  between  the  Government  and  the  Society,  it 
would  easily  appear,  that  the  contract  of  iT49,  formed  between  the  two,  was  intended  to.  he,  and  in  reality 
was,  a  guide  for  securing  to  the  Church  a  property  in  all  other  settlements  that  should  subsequently  be  formed. 
That  the  Society  so  understood,the  contract,  after  written  and  personal  communication  with  the  Lords  of 
Trade,  appears  from  the  notice  of  these  communications  which  may  he  found  in  the  abstract  of  their  proceed- 
ings, printed  in  1749,  where  it  is  staled  that  the  Society  received  this  information  with  great  pleasure,  "  and 
'  to  help  forward,  as  much  as  in  them  lay,  the  pious  and  laudable  intentions  of  the  Lords  Commissioners  for 
'  Trade  und  Plantations,  they  very  cheerfully  como  to  a  resolution  of  providing  Clergymen  and  School-mas- 
'  ters,  to  be  sent  to  Nova  Scotia  as  $efllemetU3  tAouU  be  formed  and  the  ocetuioiu  of  th*  Cohmf  thould  reqvirt." 
The  wholehistory  of  the  Sociely'stransactiona  in  these  Colonies  affords  complete  evidence  thai  they  have 
acted  upon  this  understanding  from  that  early  date  te  the  present  time. 

Nor  is  it  less  evident,  that  the  Government  bad  the  same  understanding  and  intention,  for  these  are  appa- 
rent in  the  Inetrnctlons  which  were  forwarded,  from  time  to  time,  and  were  binding  upon  the  Governors. 
The  same  encouragement  oflhred  in  n49'was  continually  repeated,  and  still  forms  a  part  of  the  instmctiona 
by  which  the  Governors  are  bound  at  this  day.  it  is  reasonable  to  suppose,  that  some  Instructions,  referring 
tothe  contract  of  1749,  were  forwarded  at  thetime  to  the  Governorof  Nora  Scotia;  hat  there  is  great  defi- 
ciency in  the  Records  of  thia  Province  for  that  time,  and  none  auohcannow  be  found;  the  earliest  that  have 
been  preserved  are  those  addressed  to  Governor  Hopson,  on  the  7th  of  May,  tlSi.  These  plainly  diroel 
snch  provision  of  lands  as  has  been  named  for  Clergymen  and  Schoolmaslei's,  without  liniling  it  to  the  six 
Townships  which  were  named  to  the  Sttciely  in  1749. 
10 
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I  faaT«  Klreadf  stated  to  7«ur  Grao«,  that  all  aubflequenl  codes  of  Rojal  loBtructioDs  to  the  GoTernnn 
diract  similar  provision,  and  for  oZt  TowDshipg  and  Settlemeats  that  may  be  rormed.  So  express  were  theic 
Inatiuctions,  that  when  the  Goreraor  of  Xora  Scotia  was  restrained,  in  1790,  from  iasuiog  prjvategrKnii 
of  Land  to  individuals,  the  command  to  pass  grants  for  Glebe  and  School  Lands  was  still  considered  impe- 
rative, and  the  grants  continued  to  pass  until  1807,  when  the  reatriction  upon  ordinary  grar.ts  was  removed, 
and  the  onl/  alteration  of  the  Instructions  respecting  Glebe  and  School  Lands  required  a  large-  quaalii; 
than  formerly  to  be  granted  for  both.  In  1813,  when'  the  increased  population  of  these  Colonics,  and  ihe 
insufficient  support  for  the  Clergymen,  induced  the  Society  for  the  propagation  of  the  Gospel  lo  make  aa 
earnest  appeal  to  the  Government  for  an  additional  aid,  the  Parliamentary  grant  was  enlarged,  and  (he 
Government  consented  that  a  tenth  part  of  all  ung ranted  lands  should  be  secured  for  the  name  purpose;  and 
finally,  when  it  was  perceived,  in  1836,  that  serious  obstacles  would  he  raised  against  the  permanency  ortne 
Parliamentary  grant,  the  Government  spontaneously  proposed,  in  letters  from  the  Secretary  of  State  to  the 
Lieutenant  Governors  of  Nova  Scotia  and  New  Brunawick,  that  ont  tntnth  part  of  all  ungrantad  land  should 
be  set  apart  and  secured  for  the  use  of  the  Church,  in  lieu  of  an  annual  grant  of  money  from  the  British  Par- 
liament. It  is  therefore  manifest  that  the  Government  and  the  Society  had  the  same  understanding  of  the 
contract  of  1749,  and  that  both  have  uniformly  acted  upon  (hat  understanding  up  to  the  year  18!26. 

An  order  ofHisMiyeaty  in  Council,  dated  August  S6tb,  1767,  prepared  for  the  separation  of  the  Island  of 
St.  John  (now  Prince  Edward  Island)  from  the  Province  of  Nova  Scotia,  and  for  its  formation  as  a  distinct 
Province.  Royal  Instructions  were  forwarded  to  the  Governor  of  that  Island,  dated  August  4th,  1769. 
These  contain  five  Sections,  of  which  I  have  the  honor  to  inclose  a  copy;  and  I  venture  to  request  your 
Grace's  particular  attention  to  them,  because  1  think  their  evidence  must  be  deemed  conclusive  in  the  im- 
portant matter  on  which  I  am  notv  troubling  your  Grace. 

If,  my  Lord,  any  doubt  can  remain,  after  reading  these  Instructions,  which  led  to  all  the  griints  of  land 
in  Prince  Edward  Island — if  any  doubt  can  remain  respecting  the  Religion,  the  Church  and  the  Ministsra 
■ntflnded  by  the  government — if  our  holy  religion,  as  named  in  these  sections,  can  mean  any  other  than  th« 
established  religion  of  the  Church  of  England — ifit  can  be  believed  that  any  other  than  the  Church  of  Eog- 
lond,  and  any  other  Ministers  than  the  ministers  of  that  Church,  were  intended — if  any  other  church  could 
be  interested  in  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer — if  any  other  ministers  could  be  connected  with  and  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Bishop  ofX^ndon,  or  could  be  required  to  form  part  of  the  several  Vestries  of  the  respec- 
tive parishes — then,  indeed,  I  will  not  require  another  moment  of  year  G;^ce's  valuable  time  to  be  given  to 
the  subject.  But  if  the  Church  of  England,  and  her  Ministers  only,  were  alluded  to  in  these  sections,  then 
the  sites  for  churches  were  intended  for  her  churches  only,  and  the  Glebes  were  intended  for  her  Ministers, 
and  nenc  othir;  nor,  indeed,  was  a  doubt  ofthis  even  pretended,  until  within  a  few  years,  when  those  who 
have  evil  will  towards  the  Church  fondly  hoped  a  favourable  time  had  arrived  for  stripping  her  of  properly 
which  had  been  uniformly  supposed  and  acknowledged  to  belong  to  her. 

The  alienation  of  these  lands  was  prayed  for  by  the  House  of  Assembly  of  Prince  Edward  Island,  by 
Addresses  to  the  Throne,  in  the  year  1830  and  1832 — but  no  reply  was  received;  and  a  third  Address  w3> 
forwarded  in  1834.  This  last  Address  produced  an  order  from  the  Secretary  of  State,  dated  October  SOth, 
1834,  to  the  Lieutenant  Governor  of  the  Island,  to  proceed  to  the  sole  of  these  lands;  promising  instruction* 
for  the  investment  of  the  proceeds  in  the  Public  Funds,  and  directions  respecting  the  mode  of  appropriation. 
To  carry  this  order  into  effect,  an  Act  of  the  Colonial  Legislature  was  deemed  necessary,  and  accoc' 
dingly  the  Act  I  have  named  was  passed,  which  not  only  provided  for  the  sale  of  lands,  as  directed  by  (be 
Secretary  of  State,  but  also  for  the  a^tropriaium  t^  the  froceidM  of  the  tales,  which  was  contrary  to  his  direc- 
tions. The  only  reason  assigned  by  Mr.  Spring  Rice  for  directing  the  sale  of  lauds  was,  '  that  if  lefl  in 
'  their  present  unoccupied  state,  they  mast  tend  to  obstruct  the  improvement  of  the  Colony.' 

It  was  therefore  hoped  (hat  although  the  unoccupied  state  of  ISO  acres  in  each  Township,  composed  of 
30,000  acres,  could  have  little  influence  in  retarding  the  improvement  of  the  Colony,  the  proceeds  of  th« 
sales,  when  this  objection  was  removed,  would  surely  b^  applied  to  the  original  objects  of  the  Reserves.  The 
Act  was  passed  with  a  suspending  clause,  because  it  went  beyond  the  directions  of  the  Secretary  of  State, 
and  could  not  go  into  operation  until  specially  confirmed  by  His  Majesty.  The  friends  of  the  church 
thought  such  confirmation  would  be  withheld ;  but,  to  their  disappointment,  a  Despatch  from  Lord  Gleaelg 
to  the  Acting  Governor  of  the  Island,  dated  April  3Tth,  1896,  slates,  '  that  this  Act  appears  to  have  beca 
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'  paased  io  conformity  with  th«  wishes  exprosaed  id  the  DoapMcbes  of  mj  pr«d«cassor,  and  (hat  it  hu  re- 
'  ceirad  Ria  Majeatj'a  apeeial  confirmation.  Tha  Addresa  orthe  Houaeof  ABsembly,  in  1834,  which  ap- 
pears lo  have  been  chiefly  inatrumeDtal  in  procuring  the  consent  efthe  Goveroraent  to  the  alienation  of  these 
Reserves,  urges  aa  a  principal  reason  for  such  alienation,  that  '  u  no  particular  denomioation  la  apecified  or 
'  referred  to  in  the  Granta,  U  it  tmpottibk  to  ateirtamfor  wAol  particular  Meet  of  CArttfun*  the  afaraoid  rtttr- 
rotion  wof  origmatly  intended.' 

The  words  in  all  the  Grants  are  copied  from  (he  36th  Saclien  orthe  Royal  InstructiooB  of  1769,  aa  this 
gectioB  most  prohahly  was  from  the  Order  in  Coaacil  of  1767.  Iftheae  words  were  alone  to  be  found  in  the 
Instructions,  their  intention  could  neither  be  mistaken  nor  doubled  by  any  person  who  was  competent  lo  as- 
certain their  ordinary  meaning  at  the  time  they  were  used ;  but  whan  viewed  in  conaection  with  the  eectiona 
which  immediately  precede  and  follow  them,  it  aeems.impoaaible  that  the  most  uninformed  person  can  have 
aay  doubt  of  their  plain  object  and  intention.  No  reference  to  these  instructions,  or  to  the  Order  in  Council 
of  1767,  appears  to  have  been  made;  and,  unhappily,  to  this  must  be  attributed  the  passage  of  such  an  Act  in 
the  Island,  and  its  confirmation  in  Eilgland.  In  the  last  Summer  I  visited  Prince  Edward  Island,  and  took 
some  pains  to  ascertain  from  individuals  who  concurred  in  passing  the  Act,  both  of  the  Council  and  the 
House  of  Aaaemblj,  what  other  grounds  were  alleged  for  the  measare.  I  have  memorandn  of  Ihem  ail;  but 
they  are  80  weak,  when  set  against  the  claim  of  the  church,  as  supported  by  the  Royal  Instructions,  that  I 
could  not  bo  justified  in  occupying  your  Grace's  lime  by  the  easy  confutation  of  them,  for  they  are  really  no 
more  than  as  feathers  in  the  scale.  There  is,  however,  one  fact  which  deserves  some  notice,  as  indicative 
of  the  temper  and  feeling  with  which  thia  extraordinary  alienation  of  the  property  of  the  Church  has  been 
snccassfully  urged. 

The  last  and  prevaihng  Address  of  tha  House  of  Assembly  to  the  King  was  prompted  or  preaaed  by  a 
Petition  to  the  House  from  eight  Ministers  and  Elders  of  the  Presbytery  of  Prince  Edward  Island,  who  are 
disaent«rs  fromtbe  Church  of  Scotland.  This  Petition  is  recorded  in  the  Journala  of  the  Honao  of  Assem- 
bly for  1834,  which  were  in  Downing  Street,  but,  perhaps,  overlooked  when  the  Royal  asaeat  was  given  to 
the  Act  which  followed  the  Petition. 

It  seta  forth,  '  that  when  the  King  ascended  the  Throne,  he  found  the  nation  groaning  under  the  intolera- 
*  bie  burthen  of  the  Eiitabllshed  Church;  and  though  he  had  not  yet  been  able  to  free  his  subjects  from  the 
'  galling  yoke — a  yoke  which  cannot  be  borne  much  longer  by  freemen,  &.c. — That  an  established  and  stste- 
'  endowed  Church  may  accord  with  the  views  of  ambitioua  Churchmen  and  Priest-ridden  Princes,  but  is  at 
'  variance  with  tho  Prince  of  Peace,  whose  Kingdom  is  not  ofthe  world,  and  is  looked  upon  asacruel  impo- 
'  sition  by  all  who  respect  the  sacred  rights  of  conacience,  and  who  have  correct  ideas  of  Civil  and  Religious 
'  liberty — that  attempts  have  been  made,  and  still  are  making,  by  Episcopalians,  to  aelze  upon  all  the  Glebe 
'  Lands  in  the  laland.  The  petitioners  are  not  aware  what  valid  reasons  Episcopalians  can  assign  for  their 
'  grasping  spirit — that  were  it  but  a  solitary  deed  of  plunder  and  rapacity  now  meditated  by  Episcopalians — 
'  a  deed  which  would  aoon  cease  to  be  felt  by  the  public — the  Petitioners  would  not  have  intruded  upon  the 
'  attention  of  the  House;  but  should  they  succeed  in  their  unjust,  not  to  say  unchristian,  attempt  to  appropri- 
'  ate  7,600  acres  of  land  to  themselves  and  their  successors,  the  seedsof  discord  would  be  sown,  which  would 
'  not  cease  to  produce  an  abundant  harvest  of  pride  and  haughtiness  on  the  one  band,  and  of  hatred  and  envy 
'  on  the  other,  till  that  Church  which  they  are  labouring  to  uphold  by  such  unworthy  means  shall  be  over- 
'  turned,  both  root  and  branch'. '  It  must  he  wholly  unnecessary  to  detain  your  Grace  by  a  single  observation 
upon  the  spirit  and  the  words  of  such  a  paper.  I  will  therefore  only  remark,  that  the  Church  of  England  is 
not  only  received  in  Nova  Scotia  and  Prince  Edward  Island  as  a  part  ofthe  British  Constitution — so  far  as 
it  is  supported  by  Common  Law— but  has  been  formally  established  by  special  Statutes,  enacted  by  tho 
Legislatures  ofthe  two  Colonies. 

Praying  that  your  Grace  may  be  enabled  to  obtain  reparation  for  the  injury  that  has  been  inflicted  (though, 
doubtless,  most  unintentionally  inflicted,)  by  the  advice  which  was  ofiered  to  His  Majesty,  for  the  confirms* 
tion  ofthe  Act  of  the  Legislature  of  Prince  Edward  Island,  by  which  the  Church  in  that  Colony  has  been 
deprived  of  all  the  lands  reserved  for  ber  benefit.

"  Sec.  37. — And  wbereu  nothing  can  more  effectually  promote  the  peace  and  happineaa  of  oar  nbjects 
there,  and  impress  upon  their  minds  a  just  sense  of  religion  and  morality,  than  a  unifarm  and  regular  olver- 
vance  of  these  rights  and  duties  which  our  Holy  Religion  requires;  you  will  therefore  give  a  very  partics- 
lar  attention  to  this  important  ohject — and  to  that  end,  you  shall  take  especial  care  that  God  Almighty  be 
devoutly  and  duly  served  throughout  your  government— the  Book  of  Common  Prayer,  as  by  Law  estab- 
lished, read  eai^h  Sunday  and  Holyday— and  the  Blessed  Sacrament  administered  according  tp  the  rites  of 
the  Church  of  England. 

"  Sec.  S8. — You  shall  be  careful  that  the  Churches  hereafter  to  be  built  within  our  said  Island  be  well 
and  orderly  kept,  and  that  beside  a  competent  maintenance  to  be  assigned  to  the  Minister  of  each  orlhodoi 
Church,  a  eonvenieot  House  he  built,  at  the  public  charge,  for  each  Minister;  and  you  are  in  an  especial 
manner  to  take  care  that  Onefaundred  Acres  of  L^d  for  the  site  ofa  Church,  and  as  a  glebe  for  aMiaii- 
ter  aftbe  Gospel,  and  Thirty  Acres  for  a  Schoolmaster,  be  dbly  reserved,  in  a  proper  part  of  every  Town- 
ship, conformable  to  the  directions  and  conditions  annexed  to  our  Order  in  Council,  of  the  96th  ofAugutt, 
1767,  hereinbefore  referred  to. 

"  Sec.  39. — You  qre  not  to  prefer  any  Minister  to  any  Ecclesiastical  Benefice  in  that  our  Island,  wilhaat 
a  Certificate  from  the  Right  Rev.  Father  in  God  the  Lord  Bishop  of  London,  of  his  being  conformable  totbe 
doctrine  and  discipline  of  the  Church  of  England,  and  of  a  good  life  and  conversation ;  and  if  any  person  pre- 
ferred already  to  a  Benefice,  shall  appear  to  you  to  give  scandal  either  by  bis  doctrine  or  manners,  you  are 
lo  use  the  proper  means  for  the  removal  of  him. 

"  Sec .  30. — You  are  to  give  orders  forthwith  that  every  orthodox  Minister  within  your  government  be  dm 
of  the  Vestry  In  his  respective  Parish,  and  that  no  Vestry  be  held  without  him,  except  in  case  of  sickneu, 
or  that  after  notice  of  ■  Vestry  summoned  he  omit  to  come. 

"Sen.  31.— You  ue  lo  inquire  whether  there  be  any  Minister  within  your  government  who  preaches  and 
administers  the  Sacrament  in  any  orthodox  Church  or  Chapel  without  being  in  due  Orders,  and  to  give  in 
account  thereof  lo  the  said  Lord  Bishop  of  London."

"  Many  of  these  were  under  improving  Leases,  which  (he  Clergy  had  been  duly  authorized  to  grant,  uti 
the  sales  were  effected  in  subjeotion  of  these  leases.  This  shows  Itow  unfounded  the  plea  was  whi<di  reprs' 
sented  Ibese  lands  as  impediments  to  the  improvement  of  the  Island.  On  two  of  the  glebee.  Burial  Placet 
bad  long  been  used;  and  these,  with  their  dead  bodies,  were  sold  with  the  rest,  which  aggravates  the  hard- 
ship of  the  case.  ' 
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"  The  Legislalive  Act  which  authorises  the  sale  of  the  lands,  provides  that  such  moneys  o*  may  a  rue  by

"  It  is,  therefore,  0[>en  to  the  Governnient  to  make  aome  little  restitution,  bj  appropriating  these  money's 
lo  Schools  which  may  be  established  by  the  Society  for  the  propagation  of  the  gospel,  whose  Schools  ever 
hare  promoted,  and  ever  will  promote',  general  Education  among  all  denominations,  with  special  regard  to 
the  poor."

My  dear  Lord; 
1  have  to  acknowledge  your  Grace's  Letters  of  the  39lh  May,  and  3d  inst.,   on   the  subject  ofthe  Act  of 
Assembly  of  Prince  Edward  Island,  for  the  sale  ofthe  lands  set  apart  in  that  Colony,  as  a  Glebe  and  School 

It  is  with  very  sincere  concern  that  I  find  that  your  Grace  and  the  Bishop  of  Nora  Scotia,  as  well  as  the 
Society  for  the  propagation  ofthe  Gospel,  are  of  opinion  that  the  interests  ofthe  Church  of  England  have 
been  disregarded  on  this  occasion.  The  following  summary  of  what  has  occurred  will,  I  trust,  contribute  to 
remove  that  impression. 

The  House  of  Assembly  of  Prince  Edward  Islaud,  on  three  different  occaaiona,  solicited  the  concurrence 
ofthe  Crown  in  the  enaclmenl  of  a  Law  which  should  authorize  the  sale  of  these  lands.  To  the  two  first  of 
these  Addresses  no  answer  appears  to  have  been  given.  To  the  third,  Mr.  Spring  Bice,  then  holding  the 
office  of  Secretary  of  State,  returned  an  answer,  dated  the  SOth  October,  18S4,  in  which  he  observed  that 
the  lands,  if  led  in  their  present  unoccupied  state,  must  teud  to  obstruct  the  welfare  of  the  Colony,  and 
therefore,  without  entering  into  the  question  ofthe  appropriation  of  them,  Mr.  Spring  Rice  authorized  the 
Lieutenant  Governor  *  to  proceed  to  the  sale  ofthe  Reserves  at  the  earliest  possible  opportunity  which  could 
'  be  obtained.'  In  the  same  Despatch,  Mr.  Spring  Bice  observed,  that  '  as  soon  as  the  amount  should  be 
'  realized  and  ascertained,  directions  would  be  given  respecting  the  mode  of  appropriation."  These  In- 
structions were  written,  not  with  reference  to  any  Act-  to  be  passed  by  the  Legislature,  but  on  the  assump- 
tion that  the  proposed  sales  take  place  under  the  authority  ofthe  Executive  Government. 

A  Bill  was,  however,  brought  into  the  House  of  Assembly,  to  enable  the  Government  to  effect  these  sales, 
and  to  appropriate  the  produce  '  to  the  general  purposes  of  Education  within  the  Island*  Intelligence  of 
the  pendency  of  some  such  measure  in  the  Colonial  Legislature  reached  the  Society  for  the  propagation  of 
the  Gospel;  and  on  the  9th  of  March,  1835,  the  Society  brought  the  subject  under  the  notice  of  my  imme- 
diate predecesBor,  the  Earl  of  Aberdeen.  In  the  answer,  dated  on  the  S7th  March,  1835,  which  bis  LorJ- 
ship  directed  his  Under  Secretary  to  return  to  the  Society,  it  was  stated,  that  his  Lordship  had  no  further 
information  on  the  subject  of  the  pending  Bills,  than  was  contained  in  Mr.  Campbell's  letter  on  the  9th  of 
March;  but  it  was  observed,  that  '  should  such  Bills  pass  into  Laws,  and  thus  come  before  His  Majesty  in 
'  Council,  for  confirmation,  it  would  ha  in  the  power  of  the  Society,  or  the  Bishop  of  Nova  Scotia,  to  urge 
'  any  objections  which  they  might  consider  applicable  to  the  Bills,  as  infringing  upon  the  rights  ofthe 
■  Church  of  England.'  The  Bill  was  actually  passed  on  the  10th  of  April,  1836.  It  was  not  until  theSSlh 
of  April,  1836,  that  it  received  the  confirmation  of  his  late  Majesty  in  Council.  During  that  interval,  no 
objection  to  its  provisions  was  brought  under  the  consideration  of  His  Majesty's  Government,  either  fo^  the 
Bishop  of  Nova  Scotia,  or  by  the  Society  for  the  propagation  of  the  Gospel.  After  the  preceding  corres- 
pondence with  the  Society,  in  March,  1835,  the  acquiescence  of  that  body,  and  ofthe  Bishop  ofthe  Diocese, 
might  not  unreasonably,  as  it  should  seem,  have  been  inferred  from  their  silence.  It  now  indeed,  appears, 
that  his  Lordship  entirely  disapproved  ofthe  measure,  as  uhimately  adopted,  but  your  Grace's  letter  of  May 
last  contains  the  first  intimation  of  that  fact  which  has  reached  theo£Sce.  In  bis  letter  of  the  16th  March, 
1 837 ,  the  Bishop  of  Nova  Scotia  has  fully  explained  the  grounds  of  his  opinion  that  the  land  reserved  for 
Churches,  as  well  as  those  set  apart  for  Glebes  and  for  Schools,  were  the  exclusive  property  of  the  Church 
of  England.     On  the  other  hand,   it  appears,  not  only  from  the  language  of  the  Law  itself,  and  from  the 
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Addremi  ofthA  House  of  AsMmbljr,  but  from  bii  l.ordahip'f  latter,  thai  the  opposite  opinion  is  entertuud 
by  both  Houses  of  the  locel  X^iBletuie.  The  Bishop,  it  appesn,  discussed  the  whole  subject  with  llu 
Hembers  of  those  bodies,  in  the  summer  of  1836.  He  reports  that  their  arguments  against  the  claims  of  tbe 
Church  of  England  "  are  really  do  more  than  as  feathers  in  the  scale." 

Your  Grace  will,  I  am  sure,  concur  with  me  in  tfainfeing,  that  it  is  impossible  for  Her  MajssI}'')  Gov ern- 
nniit  to  adopt  this  conclusion  until  the  two  Houses  have  had  an  opportunity  of  considering  the  Bishop's 
statement;  and  more  especially,  since  it  proceeds  on  a  reference  to  Documents,  many  of  which  are  not  to  be 
found  in  any  of  the  public  achives  in  this  country.  The  Bishop  of  Nova  Scotia  sBsumes  that  the  rights  of 
the  Church  of  England  (admitting  for  the  sake  of  ai^nmentthe  existence  of  those  rights  to  the  utmost  ex- 
tent,) hare  been  finally  taken  away  by  the  clause  of  approprialion  introduced  into  the  Act.  More  than  a 
month  subsequently  to  the  date  of  his  Lordship's  letter,  the  Lieutenant  Governor  of  the  Provioce  transmitted 
to  me  aDespetch,  dated  theSTth  of  April,  I8S7,  inclosing  an  Address,  dated  the  30th  of  this  month,  from 
the  House  of  Assembly  to  His  late  Majesty.  In  this  Address,  the  House  state,  that  the  sales  of  the  laadi 
which  had  taken  place  emount  to  about  £3,600  currency,  and  pray  that  this  money  may  be  placed  at  the 
disposal  of  the  local  I^ialature,  on  condition  that  the  annual  payment  of  the  legal  interest,  thus  securod, 
should  be  applied  exclusively  towards  the  support  and  encouragement  of  elementary  Schools  throughout  the 
Island.  The  Lieutenant  Governor,  in  his  Despatch  transmitting  the  Address,  gives  his  opinioa  that  the 
money  should,  aa  proposed,  be  invested  on  the  security  of  the  Public  Revenue  of  Prince  Edward  Island,  but 
he  advises  that  the  annual  interest  should  be  applied  to  the  general  purposes  of  Education  (to  which  pur- 
poses alone  it  is  now  applicable),  according  to  such  instructions  as. Her  Majesty  shall  be  pleased  to  isso^. 

Your  Grace  will  thus  perceive,  that  although  the  general  principle  has  heen  determined,  the  specific  ap- 
propriation of  the  interest  ofthis  fund  is  still  the  subject  of  discussion.  I  propose,  with  your  concurrence, 
to  transmit  to  the  Lieutenant  Governor  a  copy  of  your  Grace's  correspond  once  with  me  on  this  subject,  and 
to  acquaint  him  that  Her  Majesty's  Assent  will  not  be  given  to  any  Law  for  the  specific  appropriation  of  the 
interest  ofthis  Fund,  until  the  Council  and  Assembly  shall  have  had  under  their  consideration  the  statement! 
made  by  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  ner  until  Her  Majesty  shall  be  apprized  of  the  view  taken  by  the  As- 
sembly of  his  Lordship's  reasonings  and  conclusions.  The  property  which  has  remained  altogether  unpro- 
ductive for  so  long  a  course  of  years,  has  by  the  sale  been  made  to  yield  an  annual  income,  which,  though 
not  of  very  great  amount,  is  not  unimportut.  Thus  far  the  parties,  whoever  tbey  may  be  to  whom  the 
beneficial  interest  belonged,  have  been  clearly  benefited.  If  the  local  Legislature  shall  be  convinced  by  the 
Bishop's  arguments  that  the  Lands  were  really  heldin  trust  for  the  Church  of  England,  1  am  persuaded  thsi 
in  the  specificiqipropriBtion  of  the  annual  interest  they  will  respect  the  rights  qf  that  Church.  In  the  mean 
time,  the  question  will  semain  in  abeyance.

1  have  the  boaur  to  transmit  to  you  aa  Order  passed  by  Her  Majesty  in  Council  on  the  23d  ultimo,  leaving 
to  their  operation  various  Acts  passed  by  tbe  Legislature  of  Prince  Bdward  Island  daring  their  last  Session. 

la  leaving  the  Act,  No.  402,  for  increasing  the  Island  Revenue,  to  its  operation,  I  think  it  right  to  observe, 
that  by  the  Act  of  Parliament,  3d  &  4th  W^ill.  4,  cap.  fi9.  Sec.  11,  it  is  directed,  that  Colonial  Duties  shall  be 
deducted  from  those  vhich  that  Act  imposes,  and  which  apply  only  to  Foreign  Goods.  The  Island  Act  contains 
a  Clause,  ia  which  it  is  provided,  that,  in  respect  of  the  Duties  it  levies,  this  deduction  shall  not  be  made.  If 
this  provision  be  effectual  to  its  purpose,  I  have  no  objection  to  make,  because,  as  these  duties  are  applicable  to 
both  British  and  Foreign  Goods,  Uie  relations  between  the  two  will  not  be  altered,  if  both  are  subjected  to  the 
charge.  But,  if  it  shall  appear  that  the  Act  of  ParllameiU  cannot  be  so  affected,  the  remedy  must  be  applied 
by  Parliament  for  this  and  all  similar  esses,  to  prevent  the  Acts  of  Colonial  Legislatures  from  operating  in  a 
manner  repugnant  to  the  spirit  of  the  British  Laws.

REPORT: 
That  whilst  your  Committee  fully  recognize  the  right  of  Individuals  to  oppose  any  measure  in  progre» 
before  either  branch  of  the  Colonial  Legislature,  wherein  they  may  deem  their  personal  interests  affected, 
Ihey  feel  themselves  called  upon  to  express  their  surprise  and  regret,  that  the  tx-poHt  statementg  or  repre- 
sentations of  any  class  or  description  of  persons  should  he  considered '  of  sufficient  importance  to  stay  Hie 
operation  of  any  Law  which  has  received  the  deliberate  sanction  of  the  three  Branches  of  the   Local  Legis- 
lature -   but  more  especially,  in  the  present  instance,  that  a  self-constituted  body  or  association,  so  far  re- 
moved from  the  Colony,  and  so  totally  unacquainted  with  its  local  circumstances,  as  the  individualB  styling 
themselves  "The  Prince  Edward  Island  Association" — a  combination  of  persona  representing  but  a  limited 
portion  of  the  Proprietors  of  Land  in  this  Colony,    whose  policy  has  hitherto  been  to  forego  present  advin- 
lace  for  the  prospect  of  fhtura  gain,  at  the  expense  of  the  resident  Colonists — showld  be  allowed  to  have  the 
power  of  (uspending  the  operation  of  an  Act /or  raiimg  a  Si^ly,  constitutionally  given  and  granted  to  th* 
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Sovereiga,  for  th«Bnpport  of  ths  Local  GoTsrninent — an  interference,  which,  if  countenaaced,  majbe  at- 

tenileil  with  the  most  prejudicial  eflfects,  as  it  will  be  found  impoMible  to  determine  where  such  interference 

i«to  end,  the  apportioDingof  the  public  buNhens,  in  all  oa«eB,  of  right,  belonging  ezcluatTely  to  thelocal 

Legislature ;  and  jour  CommittBe  contend,  that  the  Act  in  question  was  passed  in  strict  accordance  with  the 

principle  recommended  by  the  Right  Honorable  Lord  Slanlejr.'late  Secretary  of  Slate  fortheColoniea,-who, 

in  bi*  Despatch,  dated  the  28th  May,  163'4,  addressed  to  the  then  Administrator  of  the  GoTemment  of  this 

Island,  obserTca — '  I  admit  th*  policy  and  the  justice  of  miJ^ing  the  owners  of  the  land  contribute  largely 

'  to  the  internal  expenses  of  the  Colony ;  and  while  1  coacur  with  the  reasons  which  led  my  predeceseors  to 

'object   to  escheating  fur  noo- performance    of  impTacticable   conditions   of  settlement,  I  am  decidedly  of 

'  opinion,  that  a  Tax,  m  the  natwe  of  a  penal  (utefmenl  upon  nm-cuUieotton,  is,  wider  the  draaMlmen  of  PrinM 

'  Edmard  blmud,  a  netuure  <^  oiutjutt  and  potitie;'  and  also  recognized  in  the  Right  Honorable  Lord  Glan- 

elg's  Despatch  of  the  7th  April,  18SG,  addressed  to  Mr.  President  Wright,  which  states,  '  that  it  has  been 

'  found  by  experience,  that  among  the  most  eerioas  of  the  evils  connected  with  the  administration  of  the 

'  Crown  Estata  in  the  North  American  Colonies,  were  those  resulting  from  the  acquisition  of  land  in  large 

'  Dusses,  by  individuals  whose  object  it  waa,  not  to  cultivate  it,  bat  to  retain  it  in  its  wilderness  state,  unid, 

'  by  the  improvenwBt  of  the  vicinity,  it  should  acquire  an  increased  value;*  and  again,   in   his  Lordship's 

Despatch  of  the  lOtb  August,  1836,  addressed  to  His  ExBelleocy  Sir  John  Harvey,  in  reply  to  an  Address 

to  the  Throne,  from  the  House  of  Assembly,  praying  for  the  sstsblishmentof  a  Court  of£scheat,  itiastated 

a»  follows:  <  But  although  the  Hiaisters  of  the  Crown  eanaot  take  on  themselves  to  saadioa  the  proeeed- 

'  iop  which  the  Assembly  point  out,  titey  are,  nevertheless,  fuUy  alive  to  the  aerioua  wjury  which  is  cauaad 

'  to  ths  Islaad  by  the  waul  of  a  sufficient  number  of  setllers-     C^ed  with  ■   soil  of  unusual  fertility,  «■< 

'  posseasiDg  every  advantage  of  climate  apd   geographical  position,  the  advancement  of  Frinca  Edward 

'  Uland  has  hitherto  been  delayed  by  the  inadequacy  of  its  popolalioa.     In  othw  of  the  British  Frovioces 

'  m  Morth  America,  and  more  especially  in  Upper  Canada,  a  similar  iaconveaience,  although  not  to  sio  great 

'  a  degree,  was  heretofore  found  to  exist,  and  various  meaauras  were  tried  for  its  raaiedy — amongat  thaea 

'  was  the  asseBsiDeat  of  a  tax  on  all  granted  lands  of  every  description — b*d  a  tUfficvU^  hamng  sriwa  in  |A«  w 

'  etntryjrf  Ihit  JueumeTii,  an  Act  was  passed  by  the  Provincial  legislature  in  182d  to  witborize  the  sale,  in 

'  satisfaction  of  the  Debt  to  the  Fublic,  of  a  sufficient  portion  of  any  laad  on  which  the  tax  should  be  eight 

'  ^ears  in  arrear,     The  measure,  thus  supported,  has  been  fi>«Dd  efiectually  to  meet  the  object  in  view;  and 

'  I  cannot  but  believe  that  a  system  of  a  similar  nature  might  he  adopted  with  equally  good  effect  in  Frince 

'  Edward  IsUnd.     I  have  therefore  lo  desire,  that  in  communicating  to  the  Assembly  His  Majesty's  reply  to 

'  their  Address  of  the  9lb  April,  you  will  suggest  to  them  the  expediency  of  introducing  into  Prince  £dward 

'  Island  Ihe.policy  adopted  in  Upper  Canada.     I  inclose  a  copy  of  the  Act  passed  ia  that  Province  ia  tike 

'  year  1825,  as  an  assistance  to  the  deliberations  of  the  Legislature  of  Prince  £dward  Island." 

Your  Committee  would  here  observe,  that  the  monopoly  of  Land,  for  the  pHrpeee  of  henefitiag  at  a  fiiture 
period,  by  the  improvemects  of  land  in  the  vicinity,  reprobated  in  Am  several  Despatches  quoted,  ia  aaeal 
extensively  and  prejudicially  acted  upon  in  this  Island,  where  it  can  bo  shown,  that  320,000  acres,  eom- 
prising  nearly  one-fourth  of  the  area  of  the  whole  Colony,  are  posseesed  by  four  individnala,  viz:  Hesers. 
David  Stewart,  Lawrence  Sulivan,  Joha  Hill,  and  Charles  Worrell;  three  of  whoa  have  not  hitherto  •&• 
couraged  the  settlement  of  this  extensive  property,  either  by  lease  or  sale,  and' the  fourth,  Mr.  Woriall, 
generally  limits  the  duration  of  his  leases  of  wilderness  laods  to  forty  years,  reaerviag  a  rent  of  alaM>at  double 
(he  ameunt  commonly  charged  bv  the  more  liberal  proprietors. 

Your  Comroitlee  would  next  advert  to  the  objeciioDS  urgrd  against  the  Land  Assessment  Act  in  the 
Memorial.  The  Memorialists,  in  the  first  place,  assert,  that  '  if  the  Act  in  question  be  permitted  to  go  into 
'  Operation,  by  receiving  the  Royal  Allowance,  it  will  repudiate  the  Despsteh  from  Karl  Ripen,  dated  Sftfa 
'  Jaaoary,  1S33,  specifying  the  terms  oa  which  proprieton  of  lend  in  the  Colony  can  redeem  the  Qait  Baata 
'  iflfluii^  from  their  lands,  and  the  arrangements  entered  into  under  them  by  the  said  proprietors  for  redeem- 
'  ing  the  Quit  Rents  on  thcii  Lands. '  The  Comasittee  are  at  a  loss  to  perceive  the  aaflogy  between  a  hieal 
asaeaaDMot,  and  the  redemption  of  Her  Majeaty's  Quit  Rants;  the  former  being  a  tax  lo  be  expanded  solely 
ia  the  iip{»ov«aaent  ef  the  Colony,  aod  the  Ittftaraieleasefroaatheeonditiona  npoa  which  the  original  pro- 
prietor* ohMined  tkek  grants,  not  only  as  regarda  the  Quit  Rents  dne  to  Hac  Majesly,  but  also  Asm  the 
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tcrma  of  sflttle meat— which  terms  and  condition!  were  Tolunlarily  aAumed  and  taken  upon  themsaltei  by 
the  original  granteei,  on  obtaining  beneficial  grants  of  large  tracts  ofland  from  tbo  Crown.  Iidoesnoi, 
however,  appear,  (hat  ao^  of  the  proprietors  hare  yc(  availed  themselves  of  the  terms  olfered  hy  Earl  Ripon, 
in'the  Despatch  alluded  to,  for  the  cademption  of  their  Quit  Rents.  And  lest  it  may  be  presumed  that  tbii 
Colony  hae  hitherto  benefited  by  the  collection  of  Her  Majesty's  Quit  Rents,  your  Committee  would  bring 
under  the  notice  of  your  Honorable  Houses  the  fact,  that  of  the  immense  accumulation  of  Quit  Renti  which, 
from  lime  to  time,  have  become  due  and  payable  to  His  late  Majesty  and  His  Royat  predecessors,  onttAtt 
ling  haa  nevtr  been  txpmtded  t»  At  local  impnmmait  of  the  Colony. 

The  Land  AsseBslneDt  Act  ofthe  3d  Will.  4,  cap.  7,  referred  to  by  Memorialists,  whi£h  levied  Two  Shil- 
lings, Currency,  upon  lOOacreaof  land,  and  which  will  expire  at  the  termination  ofthe  present  Session,  msy 
be  justly  considered  as  a  boon  conferred  upon  the  Proprietors,  rather  than  a  tax  imposed  on  them,  inasmuch 
as  a  leaser  tax  is  substituted  for  a  greater — the  Quit  Rent,  from  which  the  Proprietor  is  relieved  during  the 
continuance  of  that  Act,  exceeding  the  amount  paid  under  the  Land  Assessment*  Act  by  one  half,  at  the 
present  rate  of  Exchange — Two  Shillings,  Sterliog,  the  Quit  Rent  payable  on  One  hundred  Acres  of  Land, 
being  equal  to  Three  Shillings  Currency— besides  which,  the  Quit  Rents  would  have  been  at  the  absolute 
disposal  of  the  Crown,  whilst  the  amount  levied  under  the  Land  Assessment  Act  kai  6sm  (xpendcd  loUly  in 
At  improtemtnl  of  the  bltatd,  and  thus  tended  most  materially  to  advance  the  value  ofthe  lands  ofthe  Memo- 
rialists. 

The  Memorialists  would  also  seem  to  attach  fmcnliar  importance  to  the  Upper  Canada  Act  of  the  59lh 
Geo.  S,  cap.  7,  by  which  the  maximum  lax  upon  wilderness  lands  in  that  Province  is  fixed  at  One  Shilling 
and  Eight-pence  per  100  acres,  and  (he  same  tax  upon  cultiTated  Lands,  at  Eight  Shilling*  and  Fourpencc 
per  100  acres. 

Your  Committee  here  deem  it  iocumbeat  upon  them  to  shew  the  very  wide  distinction  to  be  drawn  be- 
tween the  circumstancsa  of  Upper  Canada  and  this  Island,  with  respect  to  the  original  disposition  eftbs 
Crown  Iiandfl  in  the  two  Provinces,  as'  well  as  their  present  relative  condition,  and  to  explain  the  object 
which  induced  the  Colonial  Legislature  here  to  fix  the  higher  rate  of  Tax  upon  wilderness  lands.  In  the 
Province  of  Upper  Canada,  grants  of  land  issued  from  the  Crown  in  fee,  to  actual  Settlers,  with  no  other 
odnditioD  attached  to  them,  as  your  Committee  bslteve,  than  that  of  settlement.  Thus  encouraged,  men  of 
capital  and  enterprise  were  induced  to  resort  there,  and  the  present  flourishing  slate  of  that  Province  hu 
been  the  natural  consequence;  but,  uatbrtunately  for  the  prosperity  of  this  Colony,  it$  takolt  amfaee  im> 
granted  aurtKf  in  one  dity,  hi  tracU  of  30,000  atrti  tath,  (e  a  UmiUd  maiAtr  of  injlneat'wl  mdividuaU,  ffioi%  rai- 
ding in  the  Mother  Country — '  the  Grantees  undertaking  to  pay  a  Quit  Rent  to  the  Crown,  varying  from  Tvo 
'  to  Six  ShiUittgs,,  Sterling,  par  100  acres,  and  to  settle  tbeir  lands,  within  Ten  years  from  the  date  of  their 
'  respective  Grants,  with  Protestant  Settlers,  in  the  proportion  of  one  person  to  every  Two  hundred  acres— 
'  the  said  Protestant  Settlers  to  be  introduced  from  such  parts  of  Europe  as  were  not  within  His  Majesty'i 
'  dominions,  or  to  be  such  parsons  as  had  resided  within  His  Majesty's  dominions  of  America  two  years  ao- 
'  tecedanttolhedate  of  such  grants.'  Many  of  the  Grantees,  finding  it  difficult  to  comply  with  the  tenu 
so  voluntarily  entered  into  with  the  Crown,  were  induced  to  alienate  tbeir  grants  to  land  monopolists,  >ih1 
others,  for  an  almost  nominal  consideration;  and  a  great  proportion  of  those  persons — speculating  upon  (be 
forbearance  ofthe  Government,  and  the  increased  value  which  would  hereafler  be  given  to  their  property  by 
the  improvement  ofthe  adjoining  land,  incidental  to  the  natural  increase  ofthe  population,  and  the  exertioni 
made  by  a  few  of  Ihe  Grantees  and  others  to  encourage  settlement^sufiered  immense  tracts  of  land  to  con- 
tinue in  their  wilderness  state,  not  only  using  no  eflbrt  themselves  toward  their  improvement,  but  refusing 
encouragement  to  persons  who  were  willing  to  form  settlements  upon  them. 

Aided  by  the  influence  of  the  few  Grantees,  or  their  immediate  descendants,  who  retained  possession  ef 
their  original  grants,  these  persons  succeeded  in  eradiog  the  payment  of  very  large  arrears  of  Quit  Rsnl, 
which  from  lime  to  time  became  due  to  the  Crown,  as  well  as  the  condition  of  settlement,  until  the  year  18)8, 
when  they  prevailed  upon  the  Imperial  Government  to  remit  all  the  arrears  of  Quit  Rent  then  due — to  reduce 
the  maximum  amount  to  be  paid  ie  future  to  Two  Shillings,  Sterling,  per  One  hundred  acres — >to  grant  thea 
a  further  indulgence  of  ten  years  for  the  settlement  of  their  lands,  to  be  computed  firom  December,  1816,  and 
to  relieve  them  from  the  condition  imposed  by  the  several  grants  with  reference  to  Foreign  J?i9ttttMBta. 
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At  the  expiration  of  tbi§  period,  in  the  year  1826,  little  or  no  progrui  had  been  made  in  the  iroprovement 
of  these  laada — in  illustration  of  vhich  fact,  your  Gommittee  need  only  refer  to  Townships  Numbers  3,  4,  5, 
and  6,  tbe  properly  referred  to  by  Mr.  H.  R  Hill;  and,  althongh  this  property  embraces  an  area  of  80,000 
■crei,  situated  in  one  of  the  most  eligible  parts  oflhe  Island,  both  for  settlement  and  sommerce,  your  Com- 
mittee hare  authority  for  stating,  that  it  does  not  contain  more  than  one  family  poBsessing  any  title  to  the 
soil  beyond  the  will  of  the  owner;  and  there  are  several  other  extensive  tracts  in  the  Colony  which  are 
similarly  circumstanced.  '  These  lands,  in  consequence  of  the  settlement  of  other  lands  in  the  neighbour- 
hood, and  thu  lar^^u  outlay  of  public  moner,  from  a  revenue  exclusively  derived  from  the  resident  popatation, 
which  had  been  expended  in  running  and  opening  Roads  through  them,  and  in  constructing  Bridges,  ac- 
quired a  greatly  increased  value,  and  at  no  cost  whatever  to  the  Proprietors,  forthsy  stilt  continue  to  evade 
tbe  payment  of  their  Quit  Rents.  The  repeated  indulgences  which  those  Proprietors  received  at  the  hands 
ofthe  Crown  induced  other  land  speculators,  of  similar  views,  to  embark  their  capital  in  the  purchase  of 
largo  tracts  of  land  in  the  Colony;  and  the  baneful  influence  which  such  description  of  persons  exercised 
upon  the  prosperity  ofthe  Colony,  not  only  in  retarding  its  settlement,  but  also  in  frustrating  almost  every 
public  measure  calculated  to  promote  its  advancement,  became  so  serious  an  evil,  that,  in  order  to  compel 
these  moDopoliats  to  settle  their  lands,  or  to  relinquish  them  to  the  Crown,  the  House  of  Assembly,  in  the 
Session  of  1S39,  addressed  the  then  Administrator  ofthe  Government,  for  the  eatablishment  of  a  Court  of 
Escheat — the  Colonial  Legislature  passing  an  Act,  at  the  same  time,  to  regulate  its  proceedings.  Your 
Committee  regret  to  state,  that  the  just  and  reasonable  expectations  ofthe  Colonists  were  defeated  by  the 
sime  influence  which  bad  been  so  prejudicially  exercised  en  former  occasions,  and  a  refusal  to  establish 
such  Court,  and  a  disallowance  ofthe  Act  in  question,  were  tbe  results. 

The  Houseof  Assembly  again  petitioned  the  Throne  in  1836,  for  the  establishment  of  a  Court  of  Escheat, 
which  application  was  also  refused.  In  communicating  this  refusal,  the  Right  Honorable  Lord  Glenelg  r^ 
commended  that  a  penal  Tax  upon  wilderness  land  should  be  substituted  for  the  said  Court,  and  transmitted 
the  copy  of  an  Act,  passed  in  Upper  Canada  in  1825,  as  an  aasistance  to  the  deliberations  of  the  Colonial 
Legislature,  ahich  Atl  m  «o  watf  r«/eri  to  the  amount  of  Tax  inUndtd  to  be  levied,  but  merely  carries  out,  in 
detail,  tbe  mode  of  enforcing  payment  of  a  tax  imposed  by  a  previous  Act  ofthe  Canada  Legialature.  And 
your  Committee  are  fully  justified  in  balisving,  from  the  tenor  of  his  Lordship's  Despatch,  that  in  conde- 
scending to  make  such  communication  to  the  Legislatare  of  tbe  Colony,  bis  Lordship's  only  object  was,  to 
afiord  assistance  in  reference  to  the  manner  of  recovering  and  enforcing  the  payment  of  any  tax  on  land  which 
might  be  decided  on  by  the  Legislature,  it  not  having  occurred  to  his  Lordship  that  no  difficulty  had  ever 
been  experienced  in  this  Colony  on  occasions  ofthe  like  nature;  and  your  Committee  are  more  confirmed  in 
thiatheirbelief  and  opinion,  because  the  Act  of  tbe  Upper  Canada  Legislature,  ofthe&9th  Geo.  3,  cap.  1, 
reTerred  toby  the  Memorialists,  and  which  was  aAerwards  transmitted  by  his  Lordship,  at  the  suggestion  of 
the  organ  of  the  Memorialists  (Mr.  Waller),  imposes  a  tax  on  almost  all  descriptiona  of  real  and  personal 
property,  comprising  the  principal  source  ofthe  general  Revenue  of  that  Province,  and  which,  therefore,  if 
carried  into  effect  in  this  Colony,  would  be  literally  the  imposition  of  a  tax  on  improvement,  and  lurf  mike 
italw^e  of  optaal  AMieiimttUfornon-eMltivati/m,  at  recommended  by  Lord  Gletulg. 

Your  Committee  submit,  that  a  tsx  of  Four  Shillings,  Currency,  per  100  acres,  on  wilderness  land,  is  by 
no  means  "  unequitable  and  unfair"  towards  the  Hemorialists— and  so  far  from  being  an  "  exclusive  tax,'< 
the  amount  of  Revenue  contemplated  to  be  raised  therefrom  bears  but  a  small  proportion  to  the  general 
Revenue  ofthe  Colony,  derived  from  various  other  sources,  and  chargeable  solely  upon  the  people,  as  will 
appear  from  the  following  statement  of  the  local  expenditure  for  the  last  twelve  years,  compiled  by  your 
Committee  from  official  documents: 
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Slktanwat  of  Eipendkure  apoo  Resda  and  Bridgea,  Public  BoiUiog*  and  Wharv«a,  sad  for  other  pnrpotes, 
ia  iBpport  of  tbe  local  GovflrBiaent  of  Priaoa  Edward  laland,  from  the  yaar  1836  to  the  jrear  1831,  is- 
chuivfl,  with  a  comparative  aoal^aia  of  tba  amonnt  cootribulad  by  tha  Kaidant  cooaumera  ofduliible 
articles,  and  tba  Fropriatora  of  tba  aoil,  respeatif  ely. 
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Prom  the  foregoiDg  atalement,  it  will  appear,  that  the  local  expenditura  of  the  GoveroinaDt,  for  the  laM 
tweWa  years,  haa  been  £107,645  Ta.  4J.  of  wbich  £S7,606  6a.  10)d.  have  been  expended  on  Roada  axii 
Bridgea,  tetba  great  advantageoftbaproperty  of  the  MeiDorialiata;  £iS,6S6  lOa.  9d.  on  Public  Buildiogt 
and  WharTOfl,  and  £86,682  9a.  S}d.  for  other  local  purpoaea;  and  of  these  large  auma,  the  whole  aroouni 
coatribwted  hy  tbe  Proprietora  of  tha  aoil  baa  been  only  £7,41)  8a.  3d.,  learing  the  balance,  or  £100,331 
18a.  I^d.  to  b«  bame  by  tba  reaidant  conaamera  of  dutiable  articles — and  if  ftom  the  autn  of  £7, 413  8s.  Si. 
be  daductad  tbe  proportioa  paid  by  the  acAaal  aettlera,  which  maj  be  eatimated  at  £3,S0O,  the  amounl  potd  ^ 
llu  large  proprietanviilbtndmetd  to  £4,S  13  Sa.  9d,-orUu  than  mte-HiittitielhpKH  of  tht  toad  expendilitrti^&t 
Oolmtg.  In  tbia  caleulation  your  Committee  have  omitted  to  take  into  account  the  Statute  Labour,  which  u 
axclaaivaly  applied  to  the  inprorament  of  Roada  and  Bridges,  and  which,  at  the  lowest  eatimate,  may  be 
ralued  at  £1,600,  annaallj,  or  £  18,000  for  the  laat  twelra  years.  If,  therefore,  no  other  reason  ezisltd  for 
a  tax  npon  landtt  tbao  the  heavy  pufalio  barUieas  Am  ikmn  to  6<  bomt  by  the  reaident  population,  ae  tonnmen 
of  lUiafrla  ar4iek>,  ezcfawtaeitr,  commos  joatica  demanda  that  the  proprietora  of  the  sail  ahould  be  called  upoa 
to  oontributa  their  ratable  proportion. 

Your  Committee  hare  no  correct  means  befbre  them  of  aacertaining  the  rates  at  which  lands,  in  quanti- 
ties of  4000  acres  and  upwards,  are  to  tie  obtained  in  the  Colony,  and  they  can  therefore  offer  no  remarka 
upon  that  point,  except  as  fares  regards  tha  sale  of  Glebe  and  School  Lands,  eslimaied  at  8,710  acre:. 
lliesB  lands  ware  sold  at  Public  An etton,  in  tha  Fall  of  1836,  a  saaeon  of  unparalteled  difficulty  and  distress, 
and  averaged  Xine  Shillings  and  Fonr-peuce-per  acre,  a  price  very  far  below  their  value,  manyoflheu 
having  been  subsequently  disposed  of  at  considerable  advances  on  their  original  coot — in  some  cases  mora 
than  double.  Your  Committee,  however,  are  willing  to  admit,  that  large  tracts  of  wiUemesa  landa  in  tbii 
Colony  have  been  purchased  at  the  minimum  rate  of  Two  Shillingaper  acrea,  atated  by  the  Memsria'iats,  tad 
they  will  go  farther,  and  assert,  that  moat  of  the  extensive  propertiea  which  bare  been  accamnlated  by  Iheii 
present  owners  have  been  obtained  upon  much  lower  terms,  somm  ai  kneat  mm  pemty  cm  mere! — but  they  by  no 
means  acknowledge  that  those  pricea  form  any  criterion  whatever  of  the  tenaa  upon  which  landa  are  to  b« 
obtained  in  small  locations  for  aaltlement,  in  tracts  foom  100  to  500  acres;  and  they  need  no  other  ai^nment 
in  support  of  this  opinion  than  that  of  the  Memorialiata'  own  ahewing,  where  they  represent  tha  annual  renl 
of  land  to  be  from  Sixpence  to  One  Shilling  and  Sixpence,  sterling,  per  acre.  Assuming  this  slatemenl  to 
be  correct,  the  fee  simple  of  the  land,  at  twenty  years'  purchase,  ia  thus  made  to  vary  from  Ten  Shillings  to 
Thirty  Shillings,  sterling  per  acre — a  handsome  return,  your  Committee  must  observe,  for  an  original  ohI' 
lav  ofTwo  Shillings — but  your  Committee  are  aware  of  but  very  few  inatances  in  which  landa  have  been 
leased  at  the  lesser  rate,  or  Sixpence  per  acre,  whilst  numerous  caiea  occur  where  the  rent  exceeds  One 
Shilling  and  Sixpence  per  acre;  and  yourConunillee  have  yet  to  laarn  that  the  fiBe-simple  of  wildemtfi 
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Unds,  in  any  *itu&Iiaa  to  suit  aeltlera,  is  now  to  be  purcbtaed  for  Two,  or  less  than  Ten  Shilliogs  par  hen. 
The  ■j'slem  on  which  the  mott  libtrul  Proprietors  act  in  these  particiilars  ia,  to  sell  the  irilderDess  luids,  to 
■ctuel  settlers,  at  prices  varjriag  from  Ten  to  Twenty  Shillioga,  Sterling,  per  acre,  or  to  lease  them,  for  a 
long  tonn  of  jreara,  at  One  Shilling  per  acre;  in  some  few  oasds  allowing  the  tensnts  the  privilege  of  pur- 
cbaaiag  the  fee  simple  et  their  own  conveDience,  at  twenty  ycers'  purchase,  or  Twenty  Shilliags,  Sterling, 
per  acre;  and  thiasyilem  is  found  to  be  attended  irith  equal  advantage  to  the  Proprietor,  the  Settler,  and  the 
Colony,  hj  affording  the  former  a  handsome  remuneration  for  hia  investment,  the  Settler  a  beneficial  interest 
in  his  own  labour,  and  the  Colony  the  general  benefit  ariBing  from  its  increased  improvement.  Had  a  simi- 
lar spirit  of  liberality  actuated  the.  Proprietors  generally,  your  Committee  are  warranted  in  their  conviction, 
that  little  cause  would  have  existed  at  the  present  day  for  adopting  the  course  found  necessary  to  be  pursued 
by  the  Colonial  Legislature,  of  levying  a  penal  tax  upon  wilderness  lands,  as  the  only  afiective  means  now 
b/l  of  compelling  those  Proprietors  who  have  hitherto  neglected  or  refused  to  encourage  the  settlement  of 
any  part  oflheir  large  tracts  of  wilderness  lands  to  pay  a  proportion  of  the  public  burthens,  to  settle  their 
lao^,  or  to  put  it  in  the  power  of  others  to  do  so,  by  disposing  of  them. 

Id  answer  to  the  difficulty  which  ia  apprehended  by  the  Memorialista  in  the  collection  of  the  tax,  or  the 
effect  it  may  hare  of  pouring  into  the  market  large  portions  of  land  for  non-paymeot^  your  Committee  have 
only  to  observe,  that  during  the  five  years  in  which  the  present  Land  Assessment  Act  has  been  in  operation, 
the  sales  for  non-payment  have  not  averaged  more  thun  One  thousand  acres  annually;  and  the  land  so  sold 
was  mostly  that  for  which  no  ostensible  owner  could  be  found. 

Tha  Memorialists,  throughout  their  statement,  have  atudiously  eadsavoured  to  make  it  appear,  that  the 
Act  of  which  they  complain  levies  a  tax  upon  one  description  of  property,  to  the  emnplMn  ofallolht/r,  without 
having  the  candour  to  acknowledge,  that  by  various  Colonial  Statutes,  already  in  force,  the  resident  Colonlsta 
are  subjected  to  taxes  upon  the  necessaries  and  comforts  of  life,  t^ital  tefive  Hmu  the  amount  which  the  Act  in 
question  can  poaaibly  realize,  and  of  which  the  Memoriolials  must  be  fully  cognizant.  And  your  CommitlM 
would  further  remark,  that  as  the  Collection  of  Quit  Rents  will  be  auspended  during  the  contiauance  of  the 
Act,  oftheo|ferationofwhiehthe  Memorialists  complain,  the  tax  ofFourShillings,  Currency,  per  100  seres, 
on  wilderness  lands,  will,  at  the  present  rate  of  Exchange,  only  exceed  the  amount  to  which  theae  lande 
would  otherwise  be  liable  by  about  Eight-pence  Sterling  per  100  ftcres;  and  ae  the  maximum  tax  of  Four 
Shillings  will  cease  upon  the  settlement  of  theae  lands,  the  minimum  tax  of  Two  Shillings  Currency  will 
operate  as  a  bounty  on  improvement,  which  is  the  main  object  of  the  Act  in  question.  . 

Your  'Committee  fearlessly  deny  the  truth  «f  the  oasertioD  made  hj  the  Memorialists,  '  that  there  ore 
'  large  tracts  of  land  in  thj^  Island,  known  by  the  name  of  Black  Spruce,  and  other  Swamps,  White-Sands 
'  and  Barrena,  the  greater  portion  of  which  never  can  be  profitably  cultivti»d.'  Snch  tracU  are  neUher 
numerous  nor  large;  and  your  Committee  have  no  heeitation  in  Mating,  an  their  belief,  derived  from  flictaal 
observation,  and  the  best  information  to  be  obtained  from  various  works  considered  of  authority,  that  there 
is  less  unproductive  land  in  this  Island  than  in  any  other  of  Hei  Majesty's  Colonies  ia  North  America,  in 
compariaon  to  its  area;  and  that  the  soil  in  general  is  much  easier  of  culture,  and  wiJi  bear  better  crops  of 
all  kinds  of  grain  and  pulse,  with  less  labour  and  at  a  less  expense,  than  any  given  or  like  quantity  of  the 
'  many  millions  of  acres  of  good  productive  land  in  the  ai^ining  Colonies  of  Nova  Sootia,  Cape  Breton  and 
'  New  Brunswick,'  now  vaunted  of  by  the  Memorialists,  to  serve  their  present  purpose  of  depreciating  the 
character  of  the  soil  of  this  Colony. 

Your  Committee  would  here  remark,  and  ask,  ifit  be  true,  as  represented  by  the  Memorialists,  that  the 
population  of  this  Island  is  actually  greater,  per  square  mile,  than  that  of  the  other  British  North  American 
Colonies,  what  would  have  been  the  present  state  of  this  Colony  had  the  same  system  been  adopted  in  it  as 
in  those  Provinces,  where  until  within  a  few  years  past,  the  Crown  granted  the  lasds  in  small  tracts,  to  al- 
most every  applicant,  upon  payment  of  certain  trifiing  fees?  Andyj>ur  Committee  ooatend,  that  the  Memo- 
rialists are  in  no  wise  justified  is  representii^  the  present  state  of  the  populatiMi  of  the  Colony,  towards  the 
aocenragement  of  which  they  have  coatribnted  in  so  very  small  a  degree,  as  a  reason  why  their  wilderoass 
lands,  increasing  in  value  every  year  by  the  unaided  exattioua  of  the  ColonialB,  should  net  pay  so  wkII  a 
sum  OS  Two  Shilliags,  Currency,  per  100  acres,  beyond  what  cultivated  land  is  required  to  bear. 
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Your  Commiltee  would  alio  further  remark,  that  the  argumentsused  by  the  Memorialials,  in  representing 
that  this  Colony  baa  a  greater  population,  io  proportion  to  its  superficial  exteot,  than  the  adjacent  Colnnieg, 
notwithstanding  the  icnmeosa  expendilnre  of  money  hy  the  Imperial  Government,  and  by  a  private  Companv 
in  those  Colonies — adranlagea  which  bare  oever  been  enjoyed  by  this  Island— tend  tostrRngthen  the  opiaion 
before  expressed  by  your  Committee,  that  the  settlement  of  this  Colony  his  been  most  materially  retarded 
by  the  impolitic  sy.stem  pursued,  in  alienating  the  Crown  lands  to  the  Memorialists,  or  to  those  under  whom 
they  claim,  and  afi'otd  just  grounds  for  compelling  them  to  contribute,  in  a  reasonable  proportion,  towards  the 
wants  and  expenses  of  Her  Majesty's  Government,  by  an  assessment  on  those  landd  which  they  have  re- 
perved  for  the  purpose  of  exacting  from  the  settler,  at  afutiiie  day,  an  increased  price,  when  they  have  at- 
tained an  additional  value,  from  the  cultivation  of  the  soil  in  their  viuinity,  at  the  expense  and  labour  of  the 
industrious  Colonists. 

Although  the  Council  and  Assembly  are  by  no  means  responsible  for  the  assertions  of  inaiduous  and  evil- 
disposed  persons,  who  may  have  promulgated  opinions  and  statements  tending  to  persuade  the  people  of  the 
Island,  and  persons  elsewhere,  that  the  proprietors  of  land  have  acted,  and  do  still  act,  in  hostility  to  the  resi- 
dent popniation,  yet  your  Committee  require  no  further  evidence  of  the  fact  of  the  disposition  of  many  of  the 
Proprietors  in  this  respect,  than  the  circumstances  of  immense  tracts  of  land  being  allowed  to  remain  in  their 
wilderness  state  with  the  avowed  purpose  of  profiting  by  the  cultivation  of  lands  in  their  vicinity— the  propri- 
etors refusing  either  to  sell  or  lease  them  upon  such  terms  as  would  induce  settlers  to  improve  them;  end  ths 
opposition  which  they  have  always  given  to  public  measures  connected  withthn  best  interests  of  the  Colony, 
particularly  as  regards  its  local  necessities — invariably  interposing  betsvoen  the  local  Legislature  and  the 
Crown,  with  the  view  of  frustrating  every  effort  of  the  former  to  equalize  the  public  burthens,  and  thereby 
ameliorate  the  condition  of  the  resident  population.  And  although  your  Committee  have  shewn  that  the 
Proprietors  have  been  compelled  to  contribute,  in  a  small  degree,  to  the  support  of  the  Local  Government 
within  the  last  twelve  years,  it  is  the  only  instance  in  which  the  lands  have  hocn  taxed  for  this  purpose,  with 
the  exception  of  the  sum  of  £1,400,  raised  by  a  Himitar  tax  in  the  year  18l3,  for  building  the  Court  House 
in  Charlottetown,  the  whole  local  expenditure  having  been  borne  by  the  resident  population. 

Vour  Committee  at  the  same  time  are  free  to  admit,  that  great  exertions  were  made,  and  considerable 
sums  expended,  by  a  few  of  the  proprietors,  at  the  original  settlement  pf  the  Colony,  to  bring  out  settlers; 
and  in  all  those  cases  where  the  liberality  of  the  proprietors  enabled  the  settlers  to  improve  their  lands,  with 
a  prospective  advantage  to  themselvcit,  the  lands  are  in  a  flourishing  condition,  and  the  present  owners  have 
reason  to  he  satisfied  with  the  result;  but  that  '  the  whole  of  the  population,  with  the  exception  of  the  few 
*  Indian  and  Acadian  population,  have  either  been  taken  to  the  Island  at  the  expense  of  the  proprietora,  or 
'  been  induced  to  settle  io  the  Colony  in  consequence  of  the  encouragement  and  employment  offered  to  them 
'  by  the  large  proprietors,  resident  and  absent,'  as  asserted  by  Memorialists,  is  a  glaring  mis  re  presentation 
of  filets,  for,  although  considerable  numbers  may  have  been  settled  in  the  Colony  under  such  circumstances, 
(hey  form  but  a  very  small  proportion  of  the  whole  population — (he  greatest  part  of  whom  have  been  induced 
to  settle  in  the  Colony  solely  from  the  fertility  of  its  soil  and  the  advantages  of  Hi  geographical  position- 
want  of  encouragement,  on  the  part  of  the  proprietors,  being  (be  main  and  almost  sole  obstacle  to  their  pros- 
perity. Your  Committee  further  state,  that,  with  the  exception  of  the  Rev.  J.  Macdonald,  and  a  few  set- 
tlers introduced  by  the  beira  of  D,  Ronnie,  and  the  late  Sir  Allan  Johnston,  no  case  has  occurred,  within  the 
last  Twenty  Years,  of  any  proprietor  having  brought  to  this  Colony,  at  bis  own  expense  or  otherwise,  bdj 
number  of  settlers  worthy  of  remark. 

The  assertion  of  the  Memorialists,  '  that  the  proposed  scheme  of  taxation  is  a  flagrant  act  of  injustice  and 
'  partiality,  inaimuch  as  one  species  of  property  alone,  and  that  of  necessity  an  unproductivo  one,  is  taxed, 
'  to  the  exemption  of  all  other;  and  that  they  cannot  consider  the  measure  otherwise  thsn  as  an  unprovoked 
'  attack  upon  the  aaored  rights  of  property,'  your  Committee  feel  compelled  to  designate  a  gross  libel  on  the 
Legislature  of  (bia  Colony,  as  will  be  erident  on  reference  to  the  statement  of  the  public  expenditure  for  ths 
last  twelve  years,  given  in  a  former  part  of  (bis  report;  and  is  also  an  unfounded  aspersion  upon  the  Right 
Honorables  Lord  Stanley  and  Lord  Olenelg,  Her  Majesty's  late  and  present  principal  Secretaries  of  Stale 
for  thft  Colonies,  by  vhom  ttis  (mosws  wot  apeeiaUy  reeomm'mdei  to  lAe  local  LegiMlatun. 
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Your  Committee,  conceiving  (hat  tfae7  hare  full/  r^pliod  to  the  olijectieDS  urged  hy  the  MemoriKllata 
ngainst  tbe  principle  «nd  policy  of  the  meoiuce  in  questian,  would  next  proceed  to  offer  *  few  remarki  upon 
some  of  the  obaervotious  made  by  Mr.  Henry  R.  Hill,  representing  himselfor  hia  family  aa  being  interested 
in  80,000  acres  of  land  in  ibis  Colony,  in  reference  to  the  said  measure,  which  are  alone  entitled  to  consi- 
daralioD  from  the.circumslance  of  their  having  been  bo  thought  by  the  Right  Honorable  Secretary  of  State 
for  the  Colonies.  And  first,  as  relates  to  his  observation  upon  the  preamble  of  the  Bill,  your  Committee  can 
■eeauLl.iii^  i.i  lIiu  ciicumstaDcesoffhe  present  proprietors  of  land  ia  tbe  Colony  which  should  entitle  them 
to  any  greater  degree  of  indulgence  than  could  be  claimed  by  the  original  grantees;  for,  admitting  that  they 
paid  a  valuable  consideration  for  their  lands,  they  purchased  them  subject  to  all  (he  conditions  to  which  they 
veie  liable,  and  became  equally  bound  ^o  perform  them;  but  your  Committee  have  already  stated  that  those 
very  conditions  enabled  the  ejtisting  proprietors  to  obtain  Jheir  lands  at  a  very  low  rate,  and,  in  many  cases, 
at  an  almost  nominal  value,  aa  may  be  instanced  in  the  case  of  Mr.  Hill's  o\vi»  family,  his  father,  Mr.  John 
Hill,  having  become  posseascd  oF  the  property  which  they  now  claim,  at  an  average  of  less  than  Sixpence 
an  acre,  two  Townships,  consisting  of  40,000  acres,  having  been  purchased  by  him  at  a  prios  under  (&n< 
farlhings  an  acre,  as  appears  by  the  Public  Records  of  this  Colony;  and  many  of  the  remaining  Urge  pro- 
prietors acquired  their  lands  upon  almost  equally  advantageoua  terms.  "  As  to  the  allegation  ofnon-^eltle- 
Dienl  being  totally  devoid  of  truth,"  as  asserted  by  Mr.  Hill,  the  fact  is  of  such  public  notoriety  as  not  to 
require  confirmation  by  your  Committee ;  and  the  only  way  which  your  Committee  can  account  for  this  bold 
issertjon,  on  the  part  of  Mr.  Hill,  is  from  his  presumed  ignorance  of  the  real  state  of  the  Colony,  or  (hat, 
from  (he  peculiarity  of  his  reasoning,  he  would  attempt  to  prove,  that  as  Township  A.  contains  double  the 
number  of  settlers  required  by  the  grant,  Township  B.  being  itself  unsettled,  is  entitled  to  the  advantage  of 
the  overplus,  upon  the  same  principle  that  he  argues,  because  the  colony  conlaius,  as  he  assumes,  a  greater 
relative  population  than  its  less  favoured  sister  Colonies,  the  Colonists  have  no  reason  to  complain  of  non- 
lettlement  and  non-cultivation,  keeping  entirely  out  of  view  tbe  obligation  of  every  grantee  to  settle  his 
Township,  in  the  proportion  of  one  person  to  every  200  acres — which  obligation  is  as  distinct  and  separate 
as  tbe  grant  itself.  Of  the  merits  or  demerits  of  the  local  authorities,  at  the  period  when  Mr.  Hill  denoun- 
ces them  in  such  unmeasured  terms,  your  Committee  are  totally  ignorant;  but  they  cannot  bring  themselves 
to  believe  that  any  set  of  public  men  could  have  been  so  utterly  bereft  of  all  principle  as  to  iustiiy  tbe  severe 
animadversions  with  which  Mr.  Hill  characterises  their  conduct. 

Mr.  Hill  next  adverts  to  the  details  of  the  Act;  and  first,  as  regards  the  4th  Section,  he  complains  of  the 
jurisdiction  therein  given  to  tbe  Supreme  Court,  in  awarding  allowance  for  improvements.  This  power  is 
given  by  tbe  Act  now  in  force,  for  levying  an  Assessmeut  on  Land,  and  has  been  found  quite  unobjection- 
able both  in  principle  and  practice;  and  your  Committee  are  of  opinion,  that  where  experience  stamps  its 
approval  of  a  system,  it  is  not  unwise  to  follow  it.  The  same  argument  is  also  applicable  to  the  Tth  Section, 
which  forms  part  of  the  same  Act.  As  regards  the  nbjectious  to  the  8th  and  9th  Sections  of  the  Act,  your 
Committee  have  reason  to  congratulate  the  local  Legislature,  in  having  framed  this  most  difficult  part  of  the 
Bill  in  BO  clear  a  manner,  that  the  profound  legal  acumui  of  Mr.  Hill  baa  not  enabled  him  to  discover  any, 
greater  apparent  defects  than  those  to  which  he  refers,  and  which,  in  the  opinion  of  your  Committee,  are  of 
the  easiest  comprehension.  And  first,  as  to  making  a  false  return,  the  inadvertence  to  which  Mr,  Hill  al- 
ludes cannot  occur.  If  a  false  return  be  made,  it  must  be  wilfully  made,  as  must  be  seen  on  reference  to  the 
form  of  the  Return,  for  a  man  there  represents  himself  either  as  an  owner  or  an  occupier;  if  the  latter,  to  the 
extent  of  300  acres,  his  land  is  to  be  deemed  cultivated ;  if  the  former  only,  he  is  required  to  have  ia  the  pro- 
portion of  five  acres  for  every  100  acres  inclosed  and  cultivated;  and  at  Uute  are  facta  (^  ukieh  k»  auut  txfvlli/ 
cogmxaiil  uhtnhe  makes  hit  rrtum — the  sole  object  of  which  is  to  be  relieved  from  the  higher  rate  of  tax — if  he 
gives  a  false  statement,  he  must  doit  both  ui{fti%  and /roudutenfJjf,  and,  therefore,  these  words,  if  inserted  in 
the  Bill,  would  have  been  words  of  surplusage . 

The  principal  object  of  the  9th  Section,  your  Committee  conceive  to  be,  to  encourage  eettlement,  by  giv- 
ing to  an  occupier  of  300  acres,  or  leas,  the  advantage  of  cultivation;  at  the  same  time  extending  a  similar 
privilege  to  (he  owner  of  that  quantity  of  land,  or  any  leas  quantity,  not  residing  thereon,  provided  he  have 
in  tbe  proportion  of  five  acres  to  each  100  inclosed  and  cultivated;  but  if,  in  either  case,  the  quantity  shall 
exceed  300  acres,  than  tbe  excesa  shall  be  deemed  wilderness  land,  nnleaa  the  aame  be  fully  cultivated 
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orimproTed.  The  general  acceplafion  of  ihalermB  "iaeloBure"  ud  "  eultare'*  >r«  too  well  underdood 
in  the  Colonjlo  re<(ulre  anj  ezplanatian  at  the  handiofjour  Coraniltea ;  and  the  extent  of  thenecentrj 
inelosure  ia  also  gufficieally  defined  by  the  Act. 

The  remaining  objectioDS  to  the  detail  of  what  Mr.  Hill  ia  pleased  to  designate  "  thii  clumsj  attempt  u 
Legislation,"  are  confined  to  Sections  11  and  13;  and  as  those  SeetioBs  are  exact  transcripts  of  the  16th 
and  33d  Sections  of  the  Upper  Canada  Act,  passed  in  18SS,  which  was  laid  before  the  House  ef  Auembljr 
for  its  guidance  in  framing  the  present  Act,  hy  direction  of  Her  Majesty's  Principal  Secretary  of  State  foi 
the  Colonies,  "  as  having  been  found  effectually  to  meet  the  object  in  riew,"  your  Committee  deem  this 
circumstance  alone  to  be  a  sufficient  reply  to  Mr.  Hill's  objections,  withoot  entering  further  into  Ihur 
merits. 

Mr.  Hill  next  remarks,  "  that  £5,000  laems  to  be  an  enormous  sum  for  a  building  far  keeping  the  Pabllc 
Records  and  other  Documents,  and  for  the  sittings  of  the  Legislature,  in  a  Colony  in  which,"  he  assem 
that  "£500  will  build  a  first-rate  House,  and  where  the  Records  are  so  few,  thalaroomoftwelTefeetsquuc 
would  more  than  suffice  for  their  deposit."  This  gratuitous  obserratioa  nn  the  part  of  Mr  Hill  only  teodi 
to  expose  bis  otter  ignorance  of  the  existing  state  of  the  Colony.  This  suggestion,  that  such  a  building  bid 
become  highly  necessary,  first  emanated  from  Bis  Excellency  Sir  John  Harrey,  in  his  Address  at  the  open- 
ing of  the  Sespion  of  the  Legislature,  in  1B3T;  and  at  the  close  of  the  same  Session,  His  Excellency  «u 
pleased  to  express  his  marked  approbation  of  the  provision  which  the  Legislature  had  made  for  that  objecl— 
and,  however  well  it  may  suit  the  purpose  of  Mr.  Hill  to  underrate  the  cost  of  such  a  building,  or  (o  fix  ft  limit 
to  the  space  necessary  for  the  Public  Records,  these  subjects  have  been  too  well  considered  by  the  Iscd 
Legislature  to  give  any  weight  whatever  to  his  opinion. 

Mr.  Hill's  snbsequent  observations  are  of  a  nature  so  exactly  similar  to  those  contained  in  the  MemoriiJ 
of  the  Prince  £dward  Island  Association,  to  which  year  Committee  have  already  replied,  that  they  deeia  il 
unDooesdary  to  offer  any  further  remarks  upon  them;  neither  do  they  consider  the  communication  of  Ur. 
Waller  te  he  of  sufficient  importance  to  render  any  observation  upon  it  necessary. 

Ill  conclusion,  the  Joint  Committee  would  urge  upon  the  Council  and  Assembly  the  necessity  of  preisiig 
to  a  find  and  speedy  issue  the  important  measure  which  forms  the  subject  of  this  Report,  as,  in  addition  to  th* 
loss  of  Revenue  which  has  already  been  sustained  by  the  suspension  of  the  Act,  any  further  delay  will  b« 
att^ried  with  the  moat  serious  prejudice  to  the  best  ialereeu  of  the  Colony,  by  depriving  it  ofthe  advantigc 
of  this  source  ef  Revenue  for  the  current  year.

The  Committee  appointed  to  meet  the  Committee  of  the  House  of  Assembly,  on  the 
amendment  made  to  the  Bill  intituled  ' '  An  Act  to  amend  the  Act  for  recovering  Debts  from 
absent  or  absconding  Debtors,"  having  gone  to  the  Conference,  and  returned,  reported, 
that  they  had  met  the  Committee  of  the  House  of  Assembly,  who  had  acquainted  them 
that  they  were  instructed  to  state,  that  the  House  of  Assembly  adhere  to  their  amendment. 

On  motion,  Ordered,  that  the  amendment  made  by  the  House  of  Assembly  to  the  Bill 
intituled  "  An  Act  to~  amend  the  Act  for  recovering  Debts  from  absent  or  absconding 
Debtors,"  be  read  a. third  time  this  day  three  months. 

JRead  a  third  time,  andpajssed,  the  Bill  intituled  "An  Act  for  the  regulation  of  Grist 
Bnis  in  this  Island,  and  to  repeal  the  Acts  formerly  passed  for  that  purpose,"  with  the 
amendments. 
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Ord&red,  That  the  said  Bill,  with  the  amendments,  be  sent  dowa  to  the  House  of  As- 
sembly, for  their  concurrence. 

Read  a  third  time,  and  passed,  the  Bill  intituled  "  An  Act  relating  to  the  Office  of  Sur- 
rogate, and  Judge  of  Probate  of  Wills,  and  for  granting  Letters  of  Administration,''  with- 
out any  amendment. 

Ordered,  That  a  Message  be  sent  down  to  the  House  of  Assembly,  acquainting  them 
therewith. 

Mr,  Haviland,  from  the  Committee  appointed  to  join  a  Committee  of  the  Assem- 
bly, to  prepare  a  Joint  Report  on  the  subject  matter  of  a  Correspondence  that  has 
taken  place  between  the  Right  Honorable  Lord  Glenelg  and  bis  Grace  the  Archbishop  of 
Canterbury,  relative  to  the  Act  authorizing  the  sale  of  Glebe  Lands  in  this  Colony,  ia 
which  correspondence  is  included  a  letter  from  the  Bishop  of  Nova  Scotia,  asserting  the  ex- 
clusive right  of  the  Church  of  England  to  the  property,  presented  to  the  House  the  Joiat 
Report  of  the  said  Committee;  which  Joint  Report  was  read,  and  is  as  followeth: 

The  Joint  Committee  of  the  Coniiril  and  Auembtr  to  whom  wai  rpferred  the  Metuge  of  His  ExcelleDcy  the  Lita-  ' 
imant  Ga*ernor,  trauMuittiag  the  copy  or  a  Deapatch  from  the  Right  Honorable  Lord  Glenelg,  with  copisi  oft  Cotttt- 
pondence  which  had  taken  place  betneeo  Hit  Lordihjp  and  Hii  Orace  the  Archbiihop  of  Canterbury,  onthesubjett 
of  the  Act  for  the  lale  of  the  Cllebe  aod  School  Lao di  in  tfaia  Colony,  iti  vthicb  correspondence  ia' a  Letter  from  the 
Biahopof  NoraBcotia,  auerting  the  exclusive  right  of  the  Church  of  England  to  thit  property;  and  His  Excellency  in  bit 
said  Meeaage  having  requested  the  tno  branches  of  the  Legislature  to  lake  the  Bishop's  itatemeot  and  reaiooing  into 
their  coniideralioD,  aod  famiah  him,  for  the  information  of  Her  Majesty's  GovErnment,  with  the  reaiort*  for  concurrinj! 
in  or  diaientiDg  from  the  Bishop's  conclusions, 

REPORT, 

That  yoar  Committee  feel  bonml  to  espreis  their  sarprite  that  the  Lord  Bishop  of  Nova  9cotia  should  have  deferred 
until  this  late  period  to  call  in  question  the  justice  of  the  measure  adopted  by  the  Legislature  of  this  Colony  for  the  dir- 
powU  of  cfrtaiD  bads  reserved  in  the  original  Graota  of  the  several  Townships  thereof  for  Glebes  and  Bchools,  when,  f'lni 
thelength  of  time  which  has  elapsed  since  the  matter  first  came  under  the  nntii-e  of  either  branch  of  the  Legitlalurt, 
oatit  the  period  Mheo  the  Act  authorizing  the  sale  of  the  Lands  in  (jueiitian  had  rpi-eived  the  Rnysl  Auent,  ample  tloie 
was  afforded  to  His  Lordship,  or  any  other  party  profeMing  an  interest  In  these  Lands,  to  allege  »urh  objecliom  ai 
they  might  have  deemed  of  sufficient  moment  to  entitle  them  to  the  consideration  either  of  the  Local  Leg^alature  or  of 
the  Imperial  Government. 

It^pears  to  your  Committee  that  in  the  year  1810,  theHonaeof  Assembly  unanimoaily  addressed  Hislate  Maje^y 
King  George  the  Fourth  on  the  snbject  of  these  reserved  Lands,  then  in  a  wilderness  state,  stating  "  the  happy  efiecti 
which  would  resnltto  this  Colony,  were  the  Glebe  Lands  appropriated  ^or  the  purpose  of  promoting  the  advancemeiil 
of  education:"  to  that  Address  no  answer  was  received.  In  the  year  1S38,  a  new  House  of  Auetnbly  reiterated  the  ap 
plication,  reciting  the  labitance  of  the  previous  Address  of  1830j  and  in  the  year  1831,  aoolher  Addreis  for  a  ainritir 
application  of  theseLands  was  agreed  to  by  the  House  of  Assembly,and  transmitted  Co  His  lale  Majesty  King  William 
the  Fourth,  In  reply  to  this  Addrew  the  Right  Hon.  T.  Spring  Rice,  then  BecTElary  of  State  for  the  Colonies,  by  do- 
patch  dated  the  30Ui  of  October,  1884,  to  Lieut.  Governor  Young,  directed  him  "  to  proceed  to  the  sate  of  these  rt- 
•erves,  at  the  earliest  opportnnity  which  could   be  obtained,  reserving  the  appri^iation  fur  farther  directions." 

Id  laying  a  copy  of  this  Despatch  before  the  House  of  Assembly,  His  Excellency  expresaed  an  opinion  that  His  Majesty 
could  not  divest  himself  of  tHese  reservations  without  the  aid  of  an  Act  of  the  Legislature  for  that  pnrpoae,  and  there- 
fore  saggested  to  that  body  the  propriety  of  passing  an  Act  empowering  him  to  proceed  to  the  sale  of  the  said  Land); 
and  accordingly  the  Act  now  complained  of  wai  passed  with  only  two  dissentient  voices  in  the  House  of  Assembly, 
and  in  the  Legislative  Council  with  only  one  dissentient  voice.  This  Act,  which  received  the  sanction  of  the  Liealeaaiil 
Governor  on  the  lOtb  of  April,  1835,  had  a  suspending  clause  staying  its  operation  until  His  Majesty's  pleasure  should 
be  known,  in  consequence  of  the  proceeds  to  be  derived  from  the  sale  of  those  Lands  being  specifically  applied  to  the 
purposes  of  general  Edncation,  and  was  transmitted  for  that  purpoee  shortly  afterwards,  and  did  not  receive  the  Royil 
«D n fir mation  until  tfaeSSth  day  of  April,  1BS8.  Daring  the  period  of  upwards  of  six  years  which  elapsed  from  the  first 
discussion  of  this  question  nutil  the  Royal  Assent  was  given  to  the  Act,  no  objection  was  made  by  His  Lordship  or  any 
other  ptrton  against  the  measure,  with  the  exception  of  the  communication  which  appear*  to  hare  been  addretied  tolbr 
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Right  Honorable  the  Earl  of  Aberdeen  (then  Secretar;  ofStite  for  the  Coloniee}  b;  order  of  the  Bociet;  for  tbc  Propt- 
gatton  at  the  Ooapel,  on  llie  9tb  of  March,  1S35,  which  informed  Hi*  Lordahip  that  an  Act  authorizing  the  lale  of  the 
Glebe  Landi  had  been  introduced  jnio  tha  Anembly  of  thi»  Colony^  when  Mr.  Hay,  then  Under  Secretary,  by  direction 
ofHiiLordthip,  in  reply,  staled  that  Hia  Lordahip  had  no  further  infer mBlion  than  was  contained  in  the  letter  lo  addres- 
sed to  him,  bat  that  ahould  any  law  of  that  nature  "  com*  be/are  Hit  Majeitg  in  Chuncilfar  eanfimuition,  it  unniJd  ht  in  At 
ptmtr  of  Ae  Soeiity,  or  the  B'uhop  ofKova  Seotia,  to  urge  any  objection  wMcK  Aeg  might  comidtr  applicable  to  At  Act 
01  iu/i  iji!/.  iij  viinrt  tht  righlt  aftfu  Church  of  Eitgland  ■"  and  notwithitandin ^  the  Earl  of  Aberdeen  lo  clearly  pointed 
out  the  proper  mode  of  proceeding  lo  be  adopted  by  the  Sodetf,  orthe  BUhopof  NovaSootia,  abonid  iitch  a  Bill  be 
paned  in  this  Colony,  vet  no  objection  naa  made  to  the  Bill  in  qoeition  before  the  Royal  Aitatt  woe  givtn,  or  ntbuquently, 
vatil  At  Act  wai  executed  by  a  tale  ofAe  Landi  under  it. 

Your  Committee  therefore  are  of  opinion,  that  if  tha  CboTchofEnglaiid  poiaeued  that  eacluaive  right  to  these  Land  i 
conteniled  for  by  the  Biihop  of  Nova  Scotia,  the  Art  in  question  has  legally  diveated  that  pharcb  of  such  right;  but  your 
Committee  are   fir  from  admitting  the  validity  of  the  argument!  upon  which   tha  Bishop  of  Nova  Scotia  founded  this 

Your  Committee  know  from  biatorital  records  that  this  Island  6rst  came  into  the  poasetsioo  of  Great  Britain 
soon  after  the  conquest  of  Louiibourg  in  1745,  but  again  reverted  to  France  by  the  treaty  of  Aix  la  Chspelle,  made 
on  the  71h  of  October,  174S,  as  being  a  dependency  of  Cape  Breton,  and  therefore  (fid  nof/orta  part  e/de  Pronnee  ofNota 
StotiainAeyear  174S,  a*  ttatedhytht  Bithop  of  Nova  Scotia,  but  remained  an  integral  part  of  the  French  Empire  until  it 
again  fell  with  Lonisbonrg  into  the  hands  of  Great  Britain  by  articles  of  capitulation,  dated  the  20th  day  of  July,  I7iB, 
and  was  ceded  to  Great  Britain  foi  the  fi rat  lime  by  treaty  with  France  on  the  10th  day  of  February.  1703,  when  it  was 
annexed  lo  the  Province  of  Nova  Scotia — from  which  facta  it  is  evident,  that  any  "contracT  made  between  the  Home  Go- 
TtrnmeMt  and  the  Society  for  Ae  Propagation  of  the  Goiprl  m  1749  could  not 'even  by  implication  be  said  lo  apply  to  this 
Itland — and  all  the  reasoning  of  tlie  Bishop  of  Nova  Scotia  on  this  point  it  founded  on  erreneoui  premitu,  andmtutfaS  lo 
Ihtgroand. 

Yuur  Coroinittee  cannot  perceive  the  importaiice  which  the  Bishop  of  Nova  Sootia  would  seem  to  attach  to  the 
Royal  Instructions.  Your  Committee  have  yet- to  learn  that  any  Instructions  can  contravene  Letters  Patent  under  the 
Qreat  Seal,  in  which  form  the  aeveral  grants  of  Land  in  this  Colony  passed  from  the  Crawn,  and  therefore  His  Lord- 
ship's argumenta  founded  on  such  a  basis  cannot  avail  him. 

Your  Committee  iiould  next  remark,  that  no  disposition  whatever  was  made  of  any  pact  ofthe  Lands  of  this  Colony 
by  the  Home  Government,  until  the  26th  of  August,  1767,  when  by  an  order  of  His  Majesty  in  Council  its  whole  area 
was  directed  to  be  granted  in  Tract*  or  Townships  of  SO,OAO  acres  each— the  said  order  in  Council  reciting  the  fallow. 
ing  retervationi  and  conditions,  viz;  "  That  there  be  a  reservation  in  a  proper  part  of  each  Township  of  One  hundred 
Acres  of  Land  for  the  site  of  a  Church,  and  a*  a  Glebe  for  a  Minister  of  the  Goipel,  and  Thirty  Acres  for  a  Schoolma*- 
ter."  "That  the  grantee  or  grantees  of  each  Township  do  settle  the  same  within  ten  years  from  the  dateof  the  Grant, 
ID  the  proportion  of  one  person  for  every  two  hundred  acres."  '*  That  Ae  letlieri  to  to  be  introduced  be  Protrttanis 
from  luek  parti  of  Europe  a*  art  not  within  Hit  Majeity't  Dotniniont,  or  such  persons  sa  have  resided  within  His  Majes- 
ty's dominions  in  America  for  two  years  antecedent  to  the  dale  of  the  Grants."  In  compliance  with  the  foregoing 
Order  in  Council,  instructions  were  forwarded  to  .the  then  Governor  of  Nova  Scolia,  to  cause  grants  to  is«ue  under  the 
Great  Beal  of  that  Province  to  the  several  grantees,  upon  their  producing  mandamuses  for  that  purpose;  and  Ihei  greater 
portion  of  the  Grants  were  issued  accordingly  in  llieyear  1768,  embracing  the  conditions  herein-before  alluded  to;  and 
therefore  the  assertion  of  the  Bishop  of  Nora  Scotia  that  the  words  in  all  the  Grants  were  copied  friim  the  2BA  tectioa 
of  the  Royal  Inttnutiotu  of  \70S  moat  be  iacoTTtct,  as  these  Inatructiona  are  dated  nearly  two  yean  subsequent  to  the 
Order  in  Council,  under  which  the  several  Grants  of  Land*  in  this  Colony  issued  from  th«  Crown,  and  one  year 
after  mostof  the  Grant*  had  passed^  and  assuming  that  the  Royal  InstriiclioDs  conld  be  conaidered  a*  authority  in 
controlling  the  disposition  of  these  reserved  Lands,  a  position  which  your  Committee  have  already  denied,  the  Royal 
Initruclions  of  1769  could  have  no  reference  whatevsr  to  Lands  which  had  passed  from  the  Crown  before  their  pro- 
mulgation. Your  Committee  are  of  opinion  that  as  Iha  settlement  of  the  Colony  wilh  Foreign  Proteitaiit^  formed  tlir 
principal  object  of  the  Cro\vn  in  alienating  these  Lands,  it  never  could  have  been  the  desire  of  the  Imperial  GovernmeRt 
toliiTceupoR  those  settlers  thecommunian  of  the  Church  of  England;  on  f  he  contrary,  it  must  be  presumed  that  in  en- 
couraging the  settlement  by  Foreign  Protestants,  it  was  the  intention  of  the  British  Government  Is  allow  to  the  Spiritual 
Paitora  of  {hose  people  the  benefit  of  the  Glebes  reserved  for  Ministers  of  the  Qospel,  unless  the  term  •■  Minister  of  Ihe 
Gospel"  could  be  conaidered  as  solely  applicable  to  Clergymen  of  the  Church  of  England,  an  acceptation  which  your 
Commjitee  would  be  extremely  sorry  to  admit.  The  subsequent  release  of  the  grantees  from  the  condition*  imposed  by 
the  Grants  of  settling  their  Land*  with  Foreign  Protestants,  having  led  the  various  denominations  of  chriatinna  in  this 
Island  to  assert  an  equal  ^laim  to  these  reserves,  the  Legislature  was  induced  to  pass  Ihe  Act  in  question,  s*  the  only 
elTectnalmeansof  allaying  Ihe  jealonsies  and  heart-burnings  incident  to  such  conflicting  claims;  and  your  Committee 
have  every  reason  to  believe  that  the  appropriation  of  tlie  proceeds  of  these  Lands  to  the  purposes  of  general  E'iucatinn 
has  given  the  utmost  satisfaction  to  a  vail  majority  of  the  inhabitants  of  every  denoroinatiou  in  Ibis  Colony. 
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The  CoDimiltee  of  the  Honae  of  AsKmbly  den;  that  the  Bishop  of  Nora  Scotia,  on  his  viiil  to  this  Island  in  1S36, 
ever  had  a  conversation  with  any  Member  of  that  Hoom  upon  the  Aat  ii)  question,  vtho  had  coiicnrred  in  its  piMin? 
IS  asserted  by  His  Lordship ;  but  the  Committee  of  the  Coancil  admit  that  HU  Lord»hip  did  coovene  on  the  inbjrct 
vfilh  some  of  it*  Members  vrhoconr-urred  in  the  measure}  and  it  it  to  be  regretted  that  the  Bishop  did  not  Airniih  bit 
"memoranda"  of  such  conrersations  to  the  Right  Hon.  the  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Colonies,  for  althoagb  thearpi- 
menu  used  en  such  occasions  may  bare  been  considered  by  him  "  no  more  than  as  feather*  in  the  scale,"  yonr  Canmittet 
are  of  opinion  (hat  they  would  hare  been  deemed  of  luScient  weight  to  hare  preren ted  the  necessity  of  Lord  Gte. 
nelg's  calling  for  a  reply  from  the  Legis)ature  of  this  Colony  to  the  claim  set  up  in  the  Bishop's  communication. 

Your  Committee  cannot  avoid  remarking  on  the  statement  contained  in  the  extract  of  the  Bishop  of  Nori  Bcotia'i 
Iietter,  ofMay,  lB3T,that  "  many  of  IheOlebes  were  under  improving  leases,  vrhich  the  Clergy  had  been  duly  aatho- 
rized  to  grant."  Such  Leases  were  but  fen,  and  irere  granted  by  them  in  Ibeir  capacity  of  Cotua^aUori  of  GMavidf 
ta  which  theywa-eapptinitdby  tAe  AdtiunittratorofAeG^vennunt,  chiefly  nith  the  view  of  preventing  waste-  and  as  sdcIi 
Leases  were  limited  to  twenty-one  yean.orthree  lives,  it  cannot  l>e  supposed  that  lo  short  a  term  in  wilderness  lands  could 
t>e  ofsobeneScial  anature  as  to  induce  improvement*  to  any  great  extent;  and  the  recognitioo  of  these  leases  si  the  Act 
was  to  prevent  any  alleged  hardship  which  the  occupiers  might  urge,  should  they  lose  the  advantage  of  any  labour  ex- 
pendedby  them;  and  your  Committee  consider  the  assertion  made  in  the  same  extract,  that  "on  twoof  the  Glebes  burial 
places  had  long  been  used,  and  that  these,  with  their  dead  bodies  were  sold  with  the  rest,"  to  be  disingenuous  and  unbir. 
Yonr  Comniittee  are  not  aware  of  more  than  one  Glebe  which  was  *o  circnmslauced,  and  in  that  case,  namelv,  on  Tows- 
ship  Thirteen,  the  part  which  had  been  used  a*  a  bnrial  ground,  with  an  addition  of  about  four  acras,  was  expressly 
reserved  at  the  time  ofsale,  and  set  up  at  the  request  of  tbe  Clvgyman  of  tbe  Parish,  for  the  sole  purpose  of  obtaining  a 
title,  and  was  bid  in  by  him  at  the  nominal  price  of  Twenty  ahillingi,  being  the  first  and  only  bid  made  therefor*  aod 
yaurCoramittK  cannot  help  expressing  their  belief  that  these  facts  must  have  been  rotsrepreseflted  to  the  Bishop  of  Nov* 
Scotia,  for  the   purpose  of  inducing  him  to  make  this  revolting  and  unmerited  charge. 

All  which  your  Committee  respectfully  submit  to  th|>  aonsideralion  of  yonr  henvable  Houses.

The  CouDcil  and  Assembly  having  Agreed  to  a  Report,  founded  on  youi  Excellency's  Message  of  the  20th 
(lay  of  January  last,  relative  to  the  objections  urged  by  certain  persong  in  England  against  the  Royal  Assent 
being  given  to  "  An  Act  for  levying  an  AsseMment  on  all  Lands  in  this  Island,"  passed  in  the  last  SessioD  of 
the  Xjocal  Legislature,  respectfully  request,  that  your  Excellency  will  be  pleased  to  forward  the  aame  to  Her 
Majesty's  Government,  for  the  assistance  of  the  Queen  in  Council,  in  deliberating  on  the  question  wkich  awaits

A  Message  from  the  House  of  Assembly,  by  Mr.  Pope,  with  the  Bill  intituled  "  An  Act 
for  the  regulation  of  the  Grist  Mills  in  this  Island,  and  to  repeal  the  Acts  formerly  passed 
for  that  purpose" — agreed  to,  as  amended  by  the  Legislative  Council.

An  Act  relating  to  the  Office  of  Surrogate  and  Judge  of  Probate  of  Wills,  and  for 
granting  Letters  of  Administration. 

An  Act  to  reduce  the  Penalty  imposed  on  certain  offences  by  an  Act  of  the  Imperial  Par- 
liament, passed  in  the  Seventh  Year  of  the  Reign  of  His  late  Majesty,  intituled  ■'  An 
"  Act  for  punishing  Mutiny  and  Desertion,  and  for  the  better  payment  of  the  Annyand

In  behalf  of  the  House  of  Assembly,  I  beg  leave  to  present,  for  your  Excellency's  assent,  the  followinj 
Bills  of  aid,  and  for  appropriating  the  Supplies  which  Her  Majesty's  faithful  subjects  have  granted  this  Sti- 
sion  for  the  support  of  the  Provincial  Government.  I  trust  your  Excellency  will  And  them  liberal,  and  llie< 
will,  no  doubt,  produce  the  desired  effect  of  promoting  the  general  prosperity  of  the  Colony;  besidetthrr 
will  afford  your  Excellency  an  unequivocal  proof  of  our  devoted  loyalty  and  attachment  to  Her  Majestv'-' 
Government,  underwhich  we  have  the  happiness  to  live.  I  likewise  embrace  the  present  opportunilj  ^' 
expressing  to  your  Excellency,  on  behalf  of  the  House  of  Assembly,  their  sincere  thanks  far  the  cheerful 
and  ready  attention  which  has  uniformly  been  bestowed  on  all  subjects  which  they,  as  representatives  o: 
the  people,  found  it  necessary  to  submit  for  your  Excellency's  consideratioR.

An  Act  to  continue  for  one  year  and  to  amend  an  Act  passed  in  the  Seventh  Year  of  His 
late  Majesty's  Reign,  intituled  "  An  Act  for  the  increase  of  the  Revenue  of  this  Island.' 
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An  Act  for  appropriating  certain  Moneys  therein  mentioned,  for  the  service  of  the  Year 
of  ourLord  One  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-eight. 

To  each  of  which  His  Excellency  was  pleased,,  in  Her  Majesty's  name,  to  signify  his 
assent.  , 

Abd  then  His  Excellency  was  pleased  to  make  the  following  Speech  to  boUi  Houses: 

Mr.  President,  and  GetttUnun  of  the  Legislative  Cowneit; 

Mr.   Speaker,  and  Gentlemen  of  the  House  of  Atsemhly; 
The  buainen    of  the    SeasioD    having  been  brought  to   a  close,  I    have    much   pleaaura  in  being  enabled 
to  release  you  from  jour  Legislative  duties  ;    and  in  doing  so,  I  beg  to  return  you  my  sincere  thanks  for  the 
attention  you  have  so  readily  given  to  the  different  Messages    I  have  had  occasion  to  submit  to  your  cooaide- 
ivtion. 

.Mr,   Speaker,  and  GetttleTOen  of  the  House  of  Assembly; 
I  tbank  you    for  the  Supplies  which  you   have  voted  for  the  Public  Service.     My  best  attention  shall  be 
given  to  their  proper  application. 

.Mr.  Premdenf,  and  GetUkmen  ef  the  Legitlaltve  Cotmcil; 

Mr.  Speaker,  and  Gentlemen  of  the  House  of  Assembly; 
-  In  my  Speech,  at  the  commencement  of  the  present  Seauon,  I  took  occasion  to  call  your  attention  to  tha 
continuance  of  the  excitement  on  the  quesdon  nf  Escheat ;  and  I  felt  gratified  by  the  prompt  assurance  which 
yon  gave  me  of  your  desire  to  support  me  in  the  vindication  of  the  Laws,  and  the  preservation  of  the  rights 
of  property.  1  now  ask  for  your  co-operation,  in  my  endeavours  still  further  to  undeceive  the  public  mind  on 
this  subject ;  and  for  this  purpose',  I  address  myself  more  particularly  to  those  Members  of.  the  House  of 
Assembly  who  reside  in  the  country  districts. 

In  a  Despatch,  which  1  received  from  Her  Majesty's  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Colonies,  by  ^e  February 
Packet,  I  am  commanded  to  take  the  earliest  and  best  means  of  making  public  the  fixed  and  unalterable  deter- 
mination of  Her  Majesty's  Government,  to  abide  by  their  repeated  decisions  against  the  establishment  of  a  Court 
of  Eschsat  in  this  Colony  ;  and  I  am  further  commanded  to  use  the  most  explicit  and  distinct  terms,  in  warn- 
ing the  deluded  Tenantry,  than,  should  the  execution  of  the  Laws  be  resisted — the'  peace  of  the  Colouy  dis- 
turbed— or  any  attempt  made  to  violate  the  rights  of  property,  such  offences  will  most  assuredly  be  visited 
with  the  utmost  severity  of  the  Law.  I  would  fain  hope,  that  such  a  necessity  will  not  arise.  I  trust,  the 
excitement  is  subsiding ;  and  it  is  my  moat  anxious  wish,  that  any  persons  who  have  been  led  away  by  ape- 
cioua,  but  deceptive  hopes  and  expectations,  should  return  to  those  more  peaceful  occupations,  which  will  be 
far  more  conducive  to**  their  own  welfare — the  domestic  happiness  of  their  families — and  the  ganeral  interests 
of  the  Colony. 

But,  lest  my  sanguine  expectations  suould  be-  disappointed,  and  lest  any  misguided  individtials — mistaking 
the  forbearance  hitherto  shewn  by  the  Government  fur  timidity,  or  foi^etful  of  what  is  due  to  the  general  canse 
of  good  order,  and  the  undoubted  rights  of  private  property — should  be  ao  rash  as  to  atteapt  lo  violate  these 
rights,  or  to  resist  the  authority  of  the  Law,  I  entreat  you,  on  retorviag  to  your  boMW,  to  make  known  as 
widely  as  possible  the  commands  I  have  received,  and  also  to  imprass  upon  tbe  miiidsafyo«r  constituents  the 
hopelessness  of  persisting  any  longer  to  agitate  this  question. 

I  turn  now  to  amore  pleasing  theme — the  various  useful  and  important  measures  which  have  passed  during 
the  progress  of  the  Session  ;  and  I  venture  to  express  my  fervent  hope,  that  the  good  understanding  which 
has  prevailed  between  the  three  branches  of  the  Legislature,  at  the  comn^encament  of  my  adminiitration  of  this 
Government,  may  continue  so  long  as  I  have  the  honor  to  preside  over  the  affairs  of  this  Colony;  audi  re- 
quest you  to  believe,  that,  in  returning  to  your  more  private  avocations,  you  will  carry  with  you  my  best  wishes 
for  your  prosperity  and  happiness. 

After  which  the  President  of  the  Council  said — 
Gentlemen ; 

It  is  the  will  and  pleasure  of  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  that  this  General 
Assembly  be  prorogued  until  Thursday  the  Seventeenth  day  of  May  next;  and  this  General 
Assembly  is  accordingly  prorogued  until  Thursday  the  Seventeenth  day  of  May  next.

The  Memorial  of  Proprietors  of  Laod  in  Prince  Edvard  Island,  and  others  iatereated  in  the  prosperity  of 
that  Colony,  agreed  upon  at  tbe  monthly  Meeting  of  the  Aasociation,  held  at  No.  94,   Great  Russell 
Street,  on  the  I3th  of  August,  1837 — Robert  Stewart,  Esq.  having  been  nominated  Chairman — 
H^til  rttptctfuUy  theteeth; 

That  your  Lordship's  Memorialists  have  received  the  copy  of  an  Act,  pamed  dming  tbe  sitting  of  the  last 
Session  of  the  Legislature  ofFrince  Edward  Island,  by  the  Council  and  House  of  Assembly,  and  transmitted 
by  tbe  Lieutenant  Governor,  for  the  Rayal  Alloirance,  and  now  under  consideration  of  Her  Majesty  in  Coun- 
cil, intituled  Wn  Act  for  leering  an  Aaustmetd  on  aXl  Laadi  in  ihi*  hland,  in  which  (amongst  other  things)  it  i> 
enacted,  that  there  shall  be  paid,  annually,  dnring  tbe  contiauance  of  this  Act  (Ten  years),  the  sum  of  Four 
SkilUngs  for  every  Hundred  Acres  of  wilderness  or  unimproved  Land,  and  the  sum  of  Two  ShilUnga  for 
every  Hundred  Acres  of  cultivated  or  improved  Land,  contained  in  the  several  Townships,  and  the  several 
Islands  belonging  thereto.

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That  on  reference  to  a  certaiD  Despatch  of  Viscount  Godetich  (now  Earl  Ripon),  dated  27th  January, 
183S,  and  appearing  under  Proclamation  in  the  Charlottetown  Royal  GmeUe,  dated  Sd  April,  1833,  and  re- 
ferred to  in  the  Right  Honorable  Mr.  Secretary  Stanley's  Despatch,  dated  SSth  May,  1834,  and  again  ap- 
peared under  Proclamation  in  the  said  GazMe,  dated  18th  October,  1836,  specifying  the  terms  on  wbicb 
Proprietors  of  Land  in  the  Colony  can  redeem  the  Quit  Rents  issuing  from  their  Lands,  it  appears  to  youi 
Memorialists  that  if  the  said  Act  be  permitted  to  go  into  operation,  by  receiving  the  Royal  AJIowance,  it  wiil 
repudiate  the  Despatch  and  Proclamations,  and  the  arrangements  entered  intn  under  ihem  by  Proprietors, 
for  redeeming  the  Quit  Bents  on  their  Lands:  and  your  Memorialists  respectfully  submit,  that  this  would  be 
incoasistent  with  the  faith  and  respect  to  which  such  Despatches,  Proclamations  and  Arrangements  are,  and 
ought  to  be,  and  ever  were,  entitled. 

That  by  the  Land  Assessment  Act,  3  Geo.  4,  cap.  7,  now  about  to  expire  (when  the  Quit  Rents  will  be 
revived),  all  the  Township  Lands  in  Prince  Edward  Island  are  taxed  at  Two  Shillings  per  One  hundred 
Acres,  which,  with  the  Tax  upon  the  Town,  Pasture  and  Water  Lots,  amount  to  upwards  of  One  thousand 
four  hundred  Pounds  per  annum.  And  your  Memorialists  respectfully  submit,  that  this  is  an  ample  aad 
^ven  heavy  portion  of  taxation  for  the  Land  to  bear,  and  exceeds  what  is  paid  in  any  other  Colony  in  British 
North  America. 

That  by  the  Upper  Canada  Act,  69  Geo.  3,  cap.  7,  levying  a  Tax  upon  Lands,  as  well  as  upon  private 
property  of  every  description,  the  Tax  laid  on  wilderness  laad  is  not  to  exceed,  in  any  one  year.  One  Shil- 
ling and  Eight-pence  per  One  hundred  acres,  being  one-aixth  less  than  the  Ta.<c  already  on  wilderness  laad 
in  Prince  Edward  Island;  and  by  the  same  Act,  the  cultivated  land  in  Upper  Canada  is  taxed  at  Eight  Shil- 
lings and  four-pence  per  One  hundred  acres,  and  all  other  property  in  proportion  to  its  value.  T)iis  Act  (the 
59  Geo.  3,  cap.  7,)  was  referred  to  in  your  Lordship's  Despatch  of  the  10th  August,  1836,  to  His  Excel- 
lency Sir  John  Harvey,  and  a  copy  transmitted  to  His  Excellency  on  the  29thof  December  following. 

That  to  lay  an  exclusive  Tax  on  wilderness  or  uncultivated' land,  or  to  lay  even  an  equal  and  exclusive  Tu 
on  all  lands,  cultivated  and  uncultivated,  is,  in  the  highest  degree,  inequitable  and  unfair,  and  is  a  Tax  to 
opposed  to  sound  principles  as  not  to  have  been  introduced  into  any  other  British  Colony.  That  to  tax  the 
wilderness  land  in  Prince  Edward  Island  at  Four  Shillings  per  One  hundred  acres,  and  the  cultivated  land 
at  only  Two  Shillings  per  One  hundred  acres,  when  the  wilderness  lands  in  the  Colonies  immediately  adjoin- 
ing are  not  subject  to  any  such  imposition,  will  be  a  most  oppressive  and  unjust  act,  and  must,  in  many  ia- 
stances,  lead  to  a  forfeiture. 

That  your  Memorialists  consider  such  a  measure  not  only  doubtful  hut  dangerous,  both  id  policy  and  is 
principle,  in  any  country;  for  its  clear  and  inevitable  operation  will  be,  to  deter  persons  from  investing  fuoda 
in  Landed  Estate  where  such  a  Law  prevails,  it  being  a  Law  without  precedent  in  any  part  of  Europe  or 
America. 

That  in  all  countriea  there  are  tracts  of  land  which  never. can  he  profitably  cultivated,  however  dense  the 
population  may  became;  and  to  impose  a  burthen  upon  them  is  opposed  to  the  principle  of  rational  taxation. 

That  Ireland,  for  instance,  a  country  as  densely  peopled  as  any  in  Europe,  contains  nineteen  millions  four 
hundred  and  forty-one  thousand  nide  hundred  and  forty-four  acres,  being  about  two  and  a  half  acres  to  each 
person,  out  of  which  quantity  there  are  seven  millions  three  hundred  thousand  acres  uncultivated,  and  about 
four  millions  6ve  hundred  thousand  acres  of  this  quantity  are  capable  of  cultivation  and  improve  me  at,  as 
appears  by  the  Third  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Emigration  (being  more  than  three  times  the  number  of 
acres  in  Prince  Edward  Island),  a  great  portion  of  which  oaly  requires  draining,  to  render  it  equal,  in  point  of 
fertility,  to  the  best  laud  in  Prince  Edward  Island,  and  with  a  climate  iafinitely  superior. 

That  Great  Britain,  as  appears  by  the  same  Report,  contains  56,833,330  acres,  being  about  3|  acres  for 
each  person.  Of  this  quantity  there  are  23,819,330  acres  uncultivated,'  more  'than  one  third  of  the  whole 
quantity,  9,934,000  acres  of  which  are  capable  of  cultivation  and  improvement,  being  more  than  seven  lime) 
the  Qtimber  of  acres  in  Prince  Edward  Island;  and  yet  no  person  ever  proposed  to  lay  an  exclusive  Tax  en 
uncultivated  land  in  Great  Britain  or  Ireland,  notwithstanding  the  outcry  about  surplus  population,  and  tlie 
want  of  employment  for  labourers. 
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That  there  arc  Urge  tracts  of  land  in  Prince  Edward  Island,  known  bjr  the  name  ofBlack  Spruce  and 
other  Svamps,  While  Sanda,  and  Barrenii,  the  greatest  portion  of  which  never  can  be  profitably  cultivated: 
much  less  is  it  reasonable  to  expect  that  anv  part  of  such  land  could  he  so,  when  the  Island  is  surrounded 
with  so  mBa/ millions  of  acres  of  good  productive  land  in  the  adjoining  Colonies  of  Nova  Scotia,  Cape 
Jlreton,  and  New  Brunswick,  from  which  it  is  only  separated  by  a  Strait,  in  parts  not  tea  miles  across. 

Thnt  i!n!il  within  the  last  few  yenr^  Crown'Lands  were  granted  in  the  neighbouring  Colonies,  upon  pay- 
ment of  certuiit  small  fees.  That  Public  Works,  to  a  great  extent,  were  carried  on  in  the  adjoining  Colc- 
tiies,  causing  large  sums  of  the  public  money  to  be  put  ioto  circulation,  which  naturally  attincted  Eroigranls 
to  those  Colonies.  That  the  least  reflL-i:tion  roust  satisfy  any  person,  that  Emigrants  without  capital  will 
give  a  preference  to  a  Colony  where  there  is  a  certainty  of  employment  and  of  money  wages,  to  one  where 
no  such  return  for  labour  can  be  secured,  which  was  and  is  the  case  in  Prince  Edward  Island.  In  New 
Brunswick,  Nova  Scotia  and  CB)>e  Breton,  there  are  large  fields  of  minerals,  which  are  extensively  worked 
by  the  General  Mining  Association,  who  have  expended  upwards  of  £300,000  in  mining  operations,  and  em- 
ploy hundreds  of  hands  daily.  That,  notwithstanding  those  advantages  enjoyed  by  the  adjacent  Colonies, 
Prince  Edward  Island  has  a  greater  population,  in  proportion  to  its  superficial  extent — the  only  test  by  which 
a  fair  comparison  can  be  made — than  any  other  Colony  in  British  North  America;  seeing  that  in  Prince 
Edward  Island  there  are  only  Forty-two  acres  for  each  person;  that  in  Nova  Scotia  there  are  Seventy-two 
acres  for  each  person;  in  Cape  Breton  One  hundred  and  siity-six  acres  for  each  person;  in  New  Brunswick 
Two  hundred  and  twenty-five  acres  for  each  person;  in  Lower  Canada  Three  hundred  and  thirty-two  acres 
for  each  person;  in  Upper  Canada  Three  hundred  and  sixty-seven  acres  for  each  person;  and  in  Newfound- 
laod  Three  hundred  and  eighty-seven  acres  for  each  person — as  will  appear  by  refereace  to  the  Table  in  the 
lliirdpage  of  the  Charlottetown  Ro'jal  Gazette  of  the  I8th  July,  1831. 

That  the  population  of  Prince  Edward  Island  has,  notwithstanding  the  many  disadvantages  above  men- 
tioned, progressively  increased  at  a  very  rapid  progress — the  population  in  1806  being  only  9,676;  in  1827, 
'.'3,766;  and  in  18-33,  33,?9*,  being  an  increase  in  37  years  of  22,616,  and,  the  last  six  years,  of  9,096. 
Since  1 833,' the  population  has  continued  to  increase,  and  is  now  supposed  to  amount  to  about  40,000  per- 
sons. 

That  upon  comparing  the  quantity  of  cultivated,  and  the  quantity  ofuncnltiTated  land  in  the  BritishNorth 
American  Colonies,  it  will  appear,  that  in  Prince  Edward  Island,  one  seventh  part  of  the.  whole  is  under  cnl- 
tivation,  whilst  in  Nova  Scotia,  only  one  thirteenth  part — in  Cape  Breton,  only  one  thirty-fourth  part— in 
New  Brunswick,  only  one  furty-second  part— in  Newfoundland,  only  one  hundreth  part — in  Upper  Canada, 
only  one  forty-eighth  part — in  Lower  panada,  only  one  thirty-eighth  part — of  the  whole  is  under  cultiva- 
tion; as  will  appear  on  reference  to  Bouchelte's  British  Dominions  in  North  America,  vol.  S,  page  235;  and 
yet  the  only  plea  for  imposing  such  an  oppressive  tax  is  the  non-settlement  of  the  Colony. 

That  evil  disposed  persons  in  the  Colony  have  asserted  with  much  pertinacity  that  Prince  Edward  Island 
has  not  kept  pace  with  the  Colonies  immediately  adjoining,  in  the  progress  of  settlement.  This  assertion  is 
manifestiy  untrue,  although  it  has  been  adopted  without  due  inquiry  by  some  persons  otherwise  well  informed 
.01  matters  relating  to  the  British  Colonies,  The  fact,  nevertheless,  is.  Prince  Edward  Island  has  not  only 
k?pt  pace  with  the  Colonies  immediately  adjoining,  in  regard  to  setllemeal,  but  has  actually  preceded  them, 
in  whatever  way  the  comparison  may  be  made,  and  will  probably  continue  to  do  so,  if  the  spirit  which  leads 
to  agitation  can  be  allayed;  bat  it  cannot  reasonably  be  expected  to  outstrip  them  more  than  it  has  done; 
the  adjoining  Colonies  must  and  will  continue  to  be  settled  in  nearly  the  same  ratio,  as  they  possess  advan- 
tages and  facilities  for  settlers  which  Prince  Edward  Island  never  did  and  never  can  possess. 

That  th«  doubts  thrown  upon  the  validity  of  the  Titles  to  the  Lands  in  Prince  Edward  Island,  from  time 
to  time,  by  the  mischievous  and  absurd  agitation  of  the  Escheat  question,  have  been,  and  BtiUcoDtinueto.be, 
the  cause  of  deterring  respectable  emigrants  from  proceeding  to  or  investing  property  in  the  Colony,  and 
have  done  much  to  retard  its  settlement  and  improvement. 

The  Right  Honorable  Mr.  Secretary  Stanley,  in  his  Despatch,  dated  28th  May,  1834,  in  which  he  coun- 
tenaacea  the  imposition  of  a  Tax  on  Wilderness  Land,  assumes  the  value  of  WildernesB  Land  to  exceed 
greatly  what  it  has  ever  been  known  to  sell  at;  for  he  says, — '  on  land  of  a  good  quality,  which  probably 
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'  would  Mil  at  SDb.  p«r  acre,  «  Tu  sf  4a.  6i.  p«r  one  hundred  ncres,  or  4j  per  cent,  on  the  iotereit  ottiit 
'  pUTohue  mone3r,  can  hkrdly  be  said  to  be  exorbitant;  but  if,  upon  a  Grant  of  10,000  acres,  one  halfb* 
'  altogether  irreclaimable  and  raluelesB,  the  Tax  is  then  doubled  in  efiect,  and  becomea  absolulel}'  ruinoui.' 
Yonr  Menlorialiata,  however,  maintain,  and  are  prepared  to  prove,  that  the  average  value  of  WilderacH 
Land  in  the  Island  is  under  4s.  per  acre — but  aay  4b. — and,  at  that  rate,  instead  of  4^  per  cent,  according  lo 
Mr.  Stanley's  estimate,  4s.  per  one  hundred  Acres  on  wilderness  land  wilt  be  twent/per  cent,  on  Iheiotereat 
of  the  purchase  money.  In  proof  of  this,  it  may  only  be  necessary  to  state,  that  there  are  tracts  of  as  good 
average  land  as  any  in  the  Island,  which  have  been  repeatedly,  and  for  years,  and  still  are,  offered  for  sale  at 
3e  4d.  per  acre,  but  for  which  no  purchaser  can  be  found;  nor  is  there  an  instance,  so  far  as  your  Memo- 
rialists know  or  believe,  of  atract  of 4000  acres,  and  upwards,  having  realized  4s.  per  acre. 

Your  Memorialists,  therefore,  respectfully  submit,  that  a  Tax  of  4s.  per  100  seres,  on  wilderness  land,  or 
30  per  cent,  on  the  interest  of  the  purchase  money,  is  an  exorbitant  tax,  and  will  become  absolutely  ruinous, 
supposing  all  the  land  to  be  equally  good  in  quality,  which,  it  is  well  Itnown,  not  to  be. 

That  certain  insiduous  and  evil  disposed  persons  have  promulgated  opinions  and  statements  tending  lo 
persuade  the  people  ofthe  Island,  and  persons  in  this 'country,  that  the  Proprietors  of  Lands  have  acteJ, 
and  do  still  act,  in  hostility  lo  the  resident  population— whereas  your  Memorialists  deny  such  opinions  sod 
statements  lo  be  founded  on  fact;  and  on  the  contrary,  are  able  distinctly  to  prove,  that,  with  the  exception 
ofthe  few  Indian  and  Acadian  population,  the  whale  ofthe  population  have  either  been  taken  to  the  Island 
stthe  expense  ofthe  Proprietors,  or  induced  to  settle  in  the  Colony  in  consequence  of  the  encouragement 
and  employment  oflered  to  them  by  the  large  Proprietors,  resident  and  absent,  very  many  of  whom  have  ei- 
pended  large  sums  of  money,  and  have  as  yet  received  either  no  returns,  or  if  any,  so  small  as  to  yield  do 
compensation  for  the  capital  iovested  and  the  annual  outlay  required. 

That  your  Memorialists  maintain,  and  are  prepared  lo  prove,  that  land  can  be  obtaioed  in  Prince  Edward 
Island,  upon  as  easy,  if  not  upon  more  easy  terms  than  m  any  of  the  neighbouring  Colonies — namely,  to 
purchase  at  from  3a.  to  20fl.  per  acre,  and  to  rent  at  from  6d.  to  Is.  6d.  per  acre;  and  that  they  have  been, 
and  still  are  willing  and  anxious,  lo  advance  the  settling  of  their  lands  and  the  general  prosperity  oftbe 
Colony,  as  far  as  may  be  consistent  with  reasonable  expense;  but  they  cannot  view  otherwise  than  as  & 
measure  at  once  injurious  and  unjust,  the  plan  of  compelling  your  Memorialists  to  incur  ruinous  and  fruit- 
less expense  in  attempting,  prematurely,  to  settle  their  laiids,  or  submitting  to  the  alternative  of  what  may 
fairly  be  deemed  a  forfeiture,  by  forcing  the  Wilderness  Land  into  a  market  already  overstocked  with  land 
for  sale.  Of  the  effect  of  suoh  a  measure  Mr.  Secretary  Stanley  was  fully  aware,  when,  in  bis  Despatch 
already  referred  lo,he  says — '  Independently  ofthe  difficulties  and  expense  of  collection,  the  avowed  inteo- 
'  tion  and  expected  e&ect  is,  to  bring  large  masses  of  land  under  escheat  for  non-payment.     But  sllhougli 

*  provision  is  made  for  selling  so  much  ofthe  land  as  may  be  necessary  lo  cover  the  assessment,  the  effect 
'  of  pouring  so  large  a  portion  of  land  into  a  market  already  overstocked,  may  be  so  far  to  reduce  the  price.. 
'  as  to  render  it  impoaaiblo  to  tind  purchasers  willing  to  take  it  at  any  price,  subject  to  the  amnaotofths 

*  duly.' 

That  your  Memorialists  respectfully  submit,  that  if  the  object  of  the  promoters  of  the  Act  were  to  Tsis«  s 
permanent  Revenue,  that  object  would  be  more  equitably  obtained  by  laying  a  fair  and  moderate  Tu(  u}kui 
land,  io  common  with  all  other  property,  aimilar  to  the  plan  adopted  in  the  Upper  Canada  Acts,  59  Geo.  3, 
cap.  T,  and  6  Geo.  4,  cap.  7,  referred  lo  in  your  Lordship's  Despatch  lo  His  £zcelleacy  Sir  John  Hoivej, 
ofthe  10th  of  August,  1836. 

That  your  Memorialists  also  submit,  that  the  proposed  scheme  of  Taxation  is  a  flagrant  act  of  injnslice  an<i 
partiality,  inmsmnch  as  one  species  of  properly  alone — and  that  of  necessity  an  unproductive  one— is  tued, 
tp  the  exeroplion  of  all  other;  and  they  cannot  coaaidertbe  measure  otherwise  than  as  an  unprovoked  attach 
upon  the  aaered  rights  of  property,  tending  to  render  the  lands  of  your  Memorialists  valueless,  and,  in  Aort, 
intended  by  .its  framers  lo  bear  as  a  penalty  upon  your  Memorialists,  for  not  being  able  to  perform  iopossi- 
bilities. 

That  His  Majesty  had  been  graciously  pleased,  from  time  to  time,  to  ware  some  of  tht  conditiojuofs^l' 
tlement,  imposed  by  the  original  Graati-r-such  conditions  having  been  fouud  impraGticable  lo  be  faliiied. 
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That  His  Majesty  n-as  advised  to  adopt  this  course  on  principles  of  sound  policy  and  justice  by  his  Ministers, 
Kho  declined  advising  His  Majesty  to  eatablia'h  a  Court  ofEaGhest  in  Prioce  Edward  Island;  and  that  if  the 
proposed  measure  of  taxing  uncultivated  or  wilderness  land  be  suited  to  receive  the  Royal  Assent,  the 
above  mentioned  indulgence  and  waver  of  conditioos,  on  the  part  of  the  Crown,  will  be  rendered  nugatory, 
and  ufcourae  be  defeated. 

That  your  Memorialists  are  informed,  and  believe,  that  to  render  Hia  Majesty's  indulgence  and  waver  of 
'Conditions  nugatory  is  the  real  wish  and  object  of  those  parties  in  the  Island  who  have  introduced  this  mea- 
sure for  taxing  so  exorbitantly  the  uncultivated  or  wilderneaa  lands;  and  that  an  avowal  of  such  wiah  and 
object,  on  the  part  of  a  member  of  the^rince  Edward  Island  House  of  Assembly — (be  proposer  of  the  pre- 
sent measure  of  taxation — may  be  found  in  the  Charlottetown  GazstU,  of  the  S6th  of  February,  1833,  where 
it  is  distinctly  stated,  that  such  a  Tax  an  Wilderness  Land  will  be  a  virtual  E!acheat. 

That  a  reference  to  the  Prince  Edward  Island  Royal  Gazette,  of  the  10th  January,  1837,  will  shew  that 
such  wish  and  object  have  lately  been  openly  declared  and  promulgated  by  other  individuals  in  the  Prince 
Edward  Island  Gazelle;  and  that  the  seditious  and  inflammatory  nature  of  certain  expressions,  therein  sta- 
ted to  have  been  used,  called  forth  the  marked  notice  and  reprobation  of  His  Excellency  (be  Lieutenant 
Gorernor,  Sir  John  Harvey. 

That,  among  other  improper  and  objectionable  propositions,  a  design  was  avowed  of  furnishing  His  Majes- 
tr'sMinistera  with  an  excuse  to  the  proprietors  for  advising  His  Majesty  to  sanction  the  aforementioned 
measure  of  Taxation;  and  that  such  excuse  was  to  consist  of  a  repetition  and  continuance  of  the  same  sedi- 
tious and  inflammatory  expresaions  of  feeling  and  opinion. 

That  the  present  is  by  no  means  the  first  attempt  made  by  certain  parties  in  the  Island  to  render  valueless 
the  property  of  your  Memorialists;  but  that,  for  several  years  past,  one  measure  aller  another,  to  that  end, 
has  been  in  agitation  in  the  Island.  That  your  Memorislits  view  the  present  attempt  as  part  of  a  system  of 
injury  against  which  they  have  no  protection,  other  than  the  goodness  of  their  cause  and  the  wisdom  and 
fimiDess  of  Her  Majesty's  Government. 

Your  Memorialiats  therefore  pray  your  Lordship,  that  for  the  above,  and  other  equally  cogent  reasons,  tba 
said  Act  may  not  receive  the  Royal  Allowance;  or,  at  any  rale,  that  such  Allowance  may  not  be  given  with- 
out  the  same  being  first  referred  to  the  Judicial  Committee  of  the  Privy  Council,  and  your  Memorialiats 
afforded  an  opportunity  ofatating  and  supporting  their  objections  to  the  said  Act  by  their  Counsel.

1  hive  to  apologise  to  your  Lordship  for  so  long  a  trespass  upOn  your  invaluable  time;  but  I  (rust  that  the 
importance  to  the  parties  concerned  of  the  questions  involved  in  (he  Colonial  Act  on  which  I  have  ventured 
lo  offer  these  remarks,  will  be  received  as  a  sufficient  excuse.

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Observations  upon  the  Act  of  the  Prince  Edward  Island  Legislature,    7  Will,  4,  cap.  31,    intituled  Jn.lcl 
for  kvyiag  an  AieumetU  on  aU  Landa  in  this  bltmd. 

Section  I . — The  preamble  assumes  that  the  Lands  are  in  (he  hands  of  the  original  Grantees,  and  Ihat  they 
have  not  settled  or  disposed  of  tbem,  or  made  any  exertions  for  either  of  those  purposes;  whereas  there  is 
scarcely  a  single  Lot  remaining  in  the  possession  of  the  original  Grantees  or  their  descendants  The  gieu 
majority  of  the  present  proprietors  have  hecome  so  as  purcjiasers,  for  valuable  consideration,  which,  of  itseir. 
negatives  the  assumption  that  the  original  Grantees  have  not  disposed  of  their  lands;  but  we  have  yetlo 
leara  that  it  was  a  condition  or  object  of  the  <iriginal  Grants  that  the  Grantees  should  part  with  their  >a\tt- 
esta.  Froperty  is  usually  granted  to  be  enjoifed,  not  disposed  of  Aij  to  the  allegation  of  non-settlement,  it 
is  totally  devoid  o(  truth.  Settlement,  in  the  sense  in  which  the  word  is  here  employed,  is  a  relative  term. 
By  what  test  is  its  application  to  the  lands  in  Prince  Edward  Island  to  be  tried  ^  Is  it  by  the  terms  of  the 
original  Grants,  or  by  the  relative  condition  of  the  neighbouring  Colonies  ^  For  no  one  surely  can  be  so  un- 
reasonable as  to  institute  a  comparison  between  an  infant  Col»ny  in  the  New  World  and  a  populous  natiun  of 
the  old  Continent.  This  is  a  subject  upon  wiiicli  inhnite  pains  have  been  taken  to  mislead  Kis  late  Mojesty'^ 
GoverDment,  and,  it  ta  to  be  feared,  with  some  effect.  There  is  conseiiuenlly  the  more  reason  to  set  thii 
matter  in  its  true  light.  If,  then,  we  look  to  the  terms  of  the  original  Grants,  we  find  that  settlement  vat 
there  defined  to  be  a  population  in  the  proportion  of  one  person  to  every  two  hundred  acres;  but  it  was  mosi 
absurdly  superadded,  that  such  settlers  should  be  Fbrtign  Proleslanls.  This  formed  an  obstacle  to  the  sei- 
tlement  of  (be  lands  (particularly  during  the  war  which  raged  in  Europe,  and  in  which  this  country  was  en- 
gaged nearly  half  a  century  after  the  Grants  were  made,)  that  it  was  impossible  to  surmount,  while,  at  the 
same  time,  it  was  alike  calculated  to  deter  the  proprietors  from  the  expenditure  of  Capital,  in  the  transporta- 
tion of  British  settlers,  and  to  discourage  Emigrants  from  settling  in  the  Island  under  Landlords  whose  lilies 
were  rendered  precaritfus  by  the  impracticability  of  complying  with  this  absurd  condition.  It  was  not  unii! 
the  year  1818,  that  the  representations  of  the  proprietors  on  this  subject  were  attended  to,  and  this  conditioii 
released  by  the  Prince  Regent,  and  a  further  term  often  years  given  to  the  Proprietors  to  settle  their  laodi 
within  those  ten  years.  The  condition  thus  rendered  practicable  was  complied  with  by  the  great  body  (^i 
Proprietors,  and  the  names  and  ages  of  the  persona  constituting  the  population  were  registered  in  a  pubUr 
Office  in  the  Island.  Thus  the  settlement,  as  defined  by  the  original  Grants  and  the  Proclannatioa  of  ihe 
Prince  Regent,  was  complied  with ,  But  let  it  not  be  supposed,  that  no  earlier  efforts  had  been  made  to  set- 
tle the  lands.  So  far  is  this  from  being  true,  that  it  is  notorious  that  many  of  the  parsons  who  purchased  Iht 
lands  of  (he  original  Grantees,  and  who  did  so  with  a  view  lo  their  settlement  and  improvement,  were  absc- 
lutely  ruined,  or  greatly  impOTerished,  by  .the  vast  sums  they  expended  in  thoir  endeavours  to  accoDipVvjb 
this  object,  foiled  as  they  were  in  their  attempts,  by  the  above  condition  that  the  settlers  should  ba  Forei^' 
Protestants — by  the  misgovernment  of  the  Island,  where  fraud,  rapine  and  injustice  were  practiced  by  ih^ 
local  authorities,  and  the  judgment  seat  itself  polluted  by  party  predilections  and  antipathies,  and  by  rapine 
and  extortion,  no  less  than  it  was  degraded  by  ignorance  and  imbecility.  The  proof  of  this  is  to  ba  found  ie 
the  removal  ofthe  Public  Officers,  from  time  to  time,  when  the  outrages  committed  (see  the  note  st  (be  en*^ 
of  these  remarks)  had  exhausted  the  patience  of  the  Colonists,  and  theii  clamours  for  justice — long  ud  at- 
tended to — had  forced  their  way  to  the  foot  ofthe  Throne. 

The  late  Captain  John  Macdonald,  Mr.  Clarke,  Major  Fedd,  Mr.  Smith,  (he  late  chief  Baron  Mont- 
gomery (of  Scotland),  and  Mr.  John  Hill,  were  among  the  Proprietors  who,  as  early  as  1770 —  1 790,  and  b' 
a  long  series  of  years  afterwards,  expended  large  sums  of  money  in  attempts  to  settle  and  improve  th»  Landi: 
and  there  were  many  others  who,  at  a  later  period,  (amongst  whom  was  the  late  Earl  of  Selkirk,)  did  the 
same. 

Seamdiy. — If  we  compare  the  setttemeot  of  the  Island  with  that  of  the  neighbouring  Colonies,  which,  ba  it 
remembered,  ('and  this  fact  should  never  be  lost  sight  of,)  have  enjoyed  the  advantage  of  great  public  work! 
being  carried  on  at  the  expense  ofthe  Government  (^  advantage  never  extended  to  Prince  Edward  Island, 
what  is  thft  result  ?  The  accompanying  tabular  view  ofthe  British  North  American  Colonies  shews  that,  vi<ti 
inferior  advantages — in  despite  of  past  misgovernment,  the  most  disheartening — without  the  aid  of  the  public 
money,  lo  bountifully  expended  in  canals  and  other  public  works  in  Canada-?  with  out  the  advantages  wbicii 
Nova  Scotia  and  Cape  Breton  bavd  enjoyed,  in  their  mines,  and  in  the  presence  of  a  large  fleet  at  Halifax 
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during  tho  long'war — out  stvtnlk  pari  of  its  Furface  has  been  cultivated,  while  ia  Nova  Scotia  only  ooe  thir- 
teenth; in  Cape  Breton,  only  one  twenty-fourth;  in  Lower  Canada,  only  one  thirty  eighth;  in  New  Bruns- 
wick, only  one  forty •  second ;  and  jn  Upper  Canada,  only  one  forty-eighth  part  have  been  brought  into  culti- 
vation; and  that  while  ihe  population  of  Nova  Scotia  and  Cape  Breton  is  only  nine  pereons  to  every  equarf 
mile — that  of  Upper  and  Lower  Canada  only  about  three — and  that  of  New  Brunswick  between  three  and 
lour — Prinr^e  Edward  Island  is  peopled  in  the  proportion  of  fifteen  persona  to  the  square  mile.  What  then 
1  rcoin^s  ofihe  -clamour  about  nonsettlement  and  nonrcultivation ! 

.Section  4  provides  that  the  Proprietor  shall  be  entitled  to  redeem  his  Lands  within  two  years  afier  sale 
underthe  Act,  on  repayment  ofthe  purchase  money,  with  interest  and  expenses,  qnd  a  fair  allowance  for 
improvements — the  same,  in  case  of  dispute,  to  be  ascertained  by  the  Supreme  Court.  That  Court  is  one  of 
Common  Law  Jurisdiction  only — and  how  is  it  to  ascertain  what  are  fair  allowances?  It  has  none  of  the 
machinery  by  which  a  Court  of  Equity  works  out  an  inquiry  of  this  nature.  Is  the  Supreme  Court  to  ascer- 
tain the  fact  by  the  aid  of  a  Jury,  or  to  decide  upon  affidavits? 

Section  7  enacts  that  when  the  Sherifi'shihl  have  sold  any  Lands,  for  non^paypient  ofthe  assessment  and 
costs,  and  such  Lands  shall  have  produced  more  than  sufficient,  the  SherifT  shall  pay  the  surplus  to  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Island,  for  the  benefit  ofthe  Proprietor;  and  in  case  of  dispute  as  to  the  right  of  any  claim- 
ant to  such  surplus,  the  samo  shall  be  determined  in  a  nimmary  way  by  the  Justices  of  the  Supreme  Court, 
and  the  costs  shall  be  paid  by  the  person  wrongfully  claiming.  The  consequences  of  this  enactment  may  he 
most  serious.  Put  the  case  of  a  disputed  Title  to  Land — Ike  very  eate  in  which  (Ae  atttttmtri  i*  mo§l  likely  lo 
rtmain  unpaid.  The  Supreme  Court  then  is  to  decide  in  a  summary  way — of  course  without  the  aid  of  a  Jury 
— questions  of  title  to  real  property  of  the  most  delicate  nature,  however  complicated  the  faQts,  however  in- 
tricate the  law — involving  questions  of  legitimacy,  intern&tional  law,  and  other  difficulties  innumerable, 
msny  of  which  will  suggest  themselves  to  the  mind  of  every  real  property  lawyer. 

Section  8  enacts  that  all  Lands  shall  be  deemed  wilderness  or  unimproved  Lands,  and  charged  with  the 
higher  rate  of  assessment,  unless  the  owner  or  occupier  shall  make  a  return  of  such  land  in  the  mode  pre- 
scribed in  the  Act ;  and  if  he  shall  make  a  false  return,  he  shall  forfeit  £50 — one  half  of  which  fine  shall  go 
to  the  informer.  To  many  of  the  smaller  proprietors  oh  the  Island,-  the  fine  of  £50,  which  of  course  is  to  be 
paid  in  specie,  in  a  country  having  a  very  scanty  circulating  medium,  would  be  ruinous ;  and  yel  an  inadver- 
tence will  equally  expose  them  to  its  infliction  with  a  deliberate  attempt  to  mislead.  The  word  '  wilfully'  or 
'  fraudulently'  should  have  been  inserted  before  the  word  '  make.'  The  word  '  wilful*  is  inserted  in  the 
Canada  Act,  referred  to  in  Lord  Glenelg's  Despatch  ofthe  lOth  of  August,  1836,  to  the  Lieut.  Governor. 
There  can  be  no  question,  that  the  temptation  held  out  by  the  moiety  of  the  penalty  given  lo  the  informer 
will,  in  astatebf  lociety  like  that  of  Prince  Edward  Island,  lead  to  numerous  harassing  informations;  and  as 
the  distinction  between  improved  and  unimproved  lands  is  not  well  defined  in  the  Act  (see  the  observations 
on  the  next  Section),  there  may  be  cases  of  doubt,  in  which  the  Proprietors  may  really  have  acted  bona  fide, 
to  say  nothing  ofthe  hardship  ofthe  case  upon  absent  proprietors,  who  are  obliged  to  entrust  these  matters 
to  Agents,  not  always  educated  persons. 

Section  9  is  the  only  Section  which  defines,  or  attempts  to  define,  what  is  meant  by  cultivated  Land;  and 
it  enacts,  that  when  it  shall  appear  from  the  return  that  any  person  is  the  auner  or  lessee  of  any  quantity  of 
land  containing  300  acres,  or  a«^  lett  quantity,  and  shall  have  actually  settled  thereon,  or  in  case  of  non- 
residence,  shall  have  inclostd  and  etdtivaUd  in  the  proportion  of  five  acres  for  each  hundred  acres,  and  in  the 
same  proportion  for  any  less  quantity  thereof,  such  land  shall  be  deemed  cultivated  or  improved  within  the 
meaning  ofthe  Act.  But  suppose  an  owner  or  lessee  of  350  acres— what  is  he  to  do?  He  may  inclose  and 
cultivate  from  North  to  South  and  from  East  to  West,  but  it  will  not  avail  him  under  this  Section.  Is  he 
to  be  forced  to  sell  or  give  away  50  acres  of  land,  that  he  may  be  able  to  describe  himself  as  owner  or  lessee 
of  300  acres  only?  or  is  he  to  incur  the  hazard  of  a  penalty  for  a  false  return  by  untruly  registering  himself 
as  owner  or  lessee  of  that  quantity  only?  The  words  '  inclose'  and  '  cultivate'  also  require  to  be  defined. 
Inclosure  is  not  lo  avail  without  culture,  or  culture  without  inclosure. 
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)st.  What  mil  satisf/  the  woid  toclose?  Is  a  man  to  b«at  the  eipence  of  running  a  brick  wall  or  a  wooden  ^ 
Tenee,  or   digging  a  trench,    or  throwing    up  a  bonk  round  hia  300  acres  of  land?  There  are  manj  diattict* 
in  England  in  which  inclosure  ie  not  practiced  in  any  form,  as  in  (he  Isle  of  Thanel,  and  in  many  parts  of 
Wiltshire  and  Oxfordshire;  yet  the  land  is  not  the  worse  cultivated. 

2.  IVhat  amounts  to  culture?  Is  the  cutting  down  of  ths trees  sufficient?  It  would  appear  not.  Is  cnlti- 
vating  between  the  stumps  sufficient?  Will  patches  of  grain,  potatoeSr&c;  at  intervala,  do?  or  must  they  be 
oontinuous?  Is  meadow  or  pasture  land  t«  be  deemed  cultivated?  and  if  it  is,  it  may  be  in  jeopardy  for  non- 
inclosure.  The  word  '  owner'  is  extremely  vague.  The  question  immediately  arises,  is  a  Mortgagee,  in 
possession,  an  owner?  Is  a  Tenant  for  life  an  owner?  Is  a  Trustee  or  his  Cesluique  Trust  the  owner? 

Section  II  empowers  the  Sheriffto  adjourn  the  sal*  from  day  to  day,  at  his  discretion,  on  giving  public 
notice  thereof.  He  is  not  restricted  to  a.  case  where  there  is  any  reason  for  So  doing,  nor  it  he  directed  to 
give  any  definite  previoia  notice.  A  proprietor  residing  io  a  remote  part  of  the  Island,  who  is  disputing  with 
the  Town  OfBcers  about  the  construction  of  the  Act,  and  the  liability  of  his  land  to  the  larger  assessment 
(and  God  knows  there  is  room  enough  for  a  doubt  upon  its  construction),  suddenly  finds  it  advertised  for  sale- 
The  Sheriff  is,  perhaps,  a  personal  enemy,  or  secretly  influenced  by  one,  or  by  a  friend  of  his  own  who  is 
desirous  of  buying  the  good  man's  land  for  an  old  song  (these  personal  feelings  and  interests  are  constantlf 
operating  in  a  small  community);  he  travels  to  Charlottetown,  to  bid,  or  procures  a  compassionate  neigh- 
bour to  go  there  and  bid  a  fair  price,  to  prevent  his  property  being  sacrificed.  Wke  Sheriff  hears  that  he  has 
arrived,  and  he  sends  the  crier  round,  on  the  morning  of  the  day  appointed  for  the  sale,  to  proclaim  the 
postponement,  and  waits  until  the  Proprietor  ar  his  friend  can  stay  in  town  no  longer.  True  it  iS)  that  he 
may  redeem  within  two  years;  but  be  must  raise  the  money  in  cash.  A  little  delay  takes  place,  and  then 
he  finds  he  shall  be  involved  in  litigation  about  the  '  fe>r  allowances  claimed  for  improvements.  T^he  Uppei 
Canada  Act,  before  referred  to,  only  authorises  a  sale  when  the  Tax  is  eight  years  in  a'rrear. 

Section  IS  enacts  that  no  omission  of  any  direction  contained  in  the  Act,  relative  to  notices  or  forms  of 
proceeding,  previous  to  any  sale  made  under  the  Act,  shall  render  such  sale  invalid;  but  the  aggrieved 
pirty  shall  seek  redress,  in  the  shape  of  damages,  from  the  person  guilty  of  the  omission — that  is  to  say, 
your  land  may  be  sold  without  any  notice  whatever,  and  you  may  enjoy  the  luxury  of  bringing  an  action 
.  against  a  man  who  has  left  the  Island,  or  who  is  only  a  man  of  straw.  Really,  when  it  is  considered  thxt 
the  operation  of  the  Act  ie  highly  ptnal — that  its  consequences  are  tQ  strip  a  man  of  his  land — it  is  one  in  which 
the  conduct  of  the  Officers  certainly  ought  to  bp  jealously  watched,  and  the  most  strict  regularity  exacted . 

The  remaining  Sections  are  principally  devoted  to  the  establishment  of  aBuilding  for  keeping  the  Records 
of  the  Colony,  and  other  Documents,  and  for  the  sittings  of  the  Legislature,  which  seem  to  be  objects.in- 
convenienlly  mixed  up  with  the  only  subject  mentioned  in  the  Title  of  Act:  but  it  is  not  for  the  writer  Io 
complain  of  this,  if  the  Government  sees  no  objection  to  it.  He  may  be,  however,  permitted  to  remark,  ihal 
f-iOOO  seems  to  be  an  enormous  sum  for  the  building  required,  in  a  Colony  in  which  £500  will  build  a  lirst- 
rate  house;  where  the  Records  are  so  few,  that  a  loom  of  twelve  feet  square  would  more  than  suffice  hi 
their  deposit ;  and,  moreover,  a  Colony  in  which  the  annual  Revenue  is  not  more  than  double  the  sum  pr«- 
posed  to  be  e.\pended  on  this  building.  -   '  / 

It  is  not  the  least  amusing  part  of  this  clumsy  attempt  at  Legislation,  that  th^  33d  Section,  which  suspends 
the  operation  of  the  act  until  it  shall  be  ascertained  that  Her  Majesty  has  been  pleased  to  relinquish  all 
claim  to  the  Quit  Rents  during  Ihe  continuance  of  the  Act,  recites,  that  it  has  been  passed  in  the  confident 
expectation  that  Her  Majesty,  taking  into  consideration  the  very  depressed  state  of  the  Colony,  and  the 
small  advancement  made  in  its  improvement,  will  be  pleased  to  forego  the  claim  to  Quit  Rente.  It  cerlainly 
is  a  novel  mode  of  relief,  to  double  the  burden  upon  the  proprietor,  as  this  Act  proposes  to  do.  ' 

Lastly. — Although  the  Assessment  is  to  be  a  substitute  for  the  Quit  Rents,  there  is  no  provision  madeitj 
the  Act  for  the  case  of  those  who  wish  to  avail  themselves  oftbe  arrangement  with  Karl  Ripon,  for  their  r>- 
^emption.     See  his  Despatch  of  the  27th  January,  1833. 
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Allhoueti  the  memorial  of  the  general  body  of  Proprietors,  lately  presented  to  Lord  Glenelg,  is  directad 
against  the  principle  of  the  Bill,  the  importance  of  the  stake  to  the  individuals  whom  the  writer  represents, 
will,  he  trusts,  plead  his  apologj  for  trespassing  further  upon  his  Lordship's  attention,  by  a  few  additional 
obiervatioDs  on  the  geueral  tendency  of  the  measure  in  question;  and  that  although  it  should  happen  to,re' 
peat  some  of  the  arguments  contained  in  the  merabrjal  referred  to. 

The  '  Bvoired  object  and  expected  effect'  of  this  Act  (to  use  the  words  of  Mr.  Secretary  Stanley's  Des- 
pite h  to  the  Lieutenant  Goveroor,  dated  SSth  May,  1834,)  being  to  produce  a  forfeiture  of  the  Wilderuess 
Lands  now  held  by  the  Proprietors,  an  inquiry  into  the  justice  of  the  measure  becomes  necessary. 

It  has  already  been  shewn,  that  the  alleged  cause  Ttf  complaint  does  not  exist — that  the  population  ofthe 
Island  is  greater,  in  proportion,  thanthat  of  either  ofthe  other  North  American  Colonies — aadthat  a  larger 
proportion  ofthe  land  is  under  cullivatiou. 

The  Tax  put  upon  Wilderness  Land  is,  therefore,  unjust,  and  it  operates  with  pecnliar  hardship  and  cru- 
elly upon  those  Proprietors  whose  families  have  been  impoverished  by  their  expenditure  upon  their  Estates 
is  the  Island. 

Steondly. — The  amount  ofthe  Tax  is  excessive.  Mr.  Secretary  Stanley,  although  he  bad  not  before  him 
those  data  which  are  now  furnished,  and  which  exhibit  the  falsehood  ofthe  allegation  of  n  on -settlement  and 
non -cultivation,  and,  in  the  absence  of  such  infornDation,  was  induced  to  countenance  the  imposition  of  a 
penal  assessment,  yet  did  not  shut  his  eyes  to  tha  necessity  of  great  caution,  least  the  Tax  should  be  exces- 
sive.  He  says,  in  the  Despatch  above  referred  to — '  but  the  amount  ofthe  penalty  ought  to  be  fairly  con- 
'  sidered,  and  if  possible,  adjusted  according  to  the  practicability  of  fulfilling  the  intention  of  the  Grant.  On 
'  land  of  a  good  quality,  which  probably  would  sell  at  20s.  per  acre,  a  tax  of  4s.  6d.  per  100  acres,  or  4|  per 
'  cent,  on  the  interest  ofthe  purchase  money,  can  hardly  be  said  to  he  exorbitant;  but  if,  upon  a  Grant  of 
'  10,000  acres,  one  half  be  altogether  irreclaimable  and  valueless,  the  tax  is  then  doubled  in  effect,  and 
'  become$  abtoluUly  ntmom.  I  am  aware  ofthe  difficulty,  if  not  the  impossibility,  of  putting  different  assess- 
'  ments,  according  to  the  supposed  quality  of  Wilderness  Land;  but  if  this  be  impossible,  it  is  the  more  ne- 
'  cessary  to  see  that  the  AssesBments  are,  on  the  whole,  moderate,  and  not  unreasonable.'  Now,  what  is 
the  fact?  So  far  from  20s.  per  acre  being  the  average  value  of  land  in  Prince  Edward  Island,  when  sold  in 
any  large  quantity,  it  is  not  above  3s.  4d.  pqr  acre. 

The  proposed  Ta.i,  therefore,  is  in  the  proportion  of  five  or  six  times  the  amount  which  the  Right  Hon- 
lurable  Secretary  thought  '  could  bardly  be  said  to  be  exorbitant.'  There  are  in  Prince  Edward  Island,  a* 
in  every  other  country.  Swamps,  and  other  bad  tracts  of  land,  which  never  can  be  brought  into  cultivation ; 
while  boundless  tracts  of  fertile  land  are  to  be  found  in  their  immediate  viciuity,  which,  in  fact,  no  Proprietor 
in  hta  senses  would  ever  attempt  to  bring  into  cultivation,  until  a  crowded  population  should  render  it  not  a 
losing  speculation  to  endeavour  to  reclaim  such  land.  In  some  instances,  the  proprietor  of  20,000  acres 
5nds  half  his  land  in  this  condition — yet  no  mercy  is  to  be  shewn  to  him  by  this  Act;  his  comparatively 
valueless  land  must  be  paid  for  at  the  same  rate  as  the  valuable  land  in  the  neighbourhood,  and  that,  avow- 
edly, 09  a  penalty  upon  him  for  the  non-settlement  of  land  which,  in  the  nature  pf  things,  it  is  impossible  for 
him  to  settle  for  many  years  to  come. 

A  writer  in  a  P.  E.  Island  Newspaper — the  Colonist  Advocate,  ofthe  29(h  April,  1837 — in  an  article  which 
advocates  the  Escheat  ofthe  lands,  and  censures,  with  much  asperity,  the  abandonment  of  that  measure, 
makes  the  following  observation  upon  the  Land  Assessment  Act,  then  under  consideration  in  the  House  of 
Assembly,  and  which  evinces  the  knowledge  that  party  has  of  the  effect  of  this  measure.  He  says — '  the 
'  Escheat  of  the  forfeited  lands  has  been  called  by  some  of  (he  turn-about  members  (who  lately  supported 
'  it)  wholesale  robbe.ry!  The  House  of  Assembly  are  about  to  pass  a  Law,  to  impose  a  tax  of  4s.  per  100 
'  acres  on  wilderness' land — What  should  this  be  called?  If  this  is  not  worse  than  Escheat,  we  are  much 
'deceived  in  our  view  of  the  change  of  measures;  for  if  a  Court  of  Escheat  went  into  operation,  Govern- 
'  ment,  after' its  repeated  indulgences,  must,  injustice,  give  the  Proprietors  remuneration  for  their  land. 
'  But  this  Bill  would  ruin  some  ofthe  monopolists  by  piecemeal,  because  they  would  have  to  pay  about  £40 
'  per  Lot,  wbea  their  rents  were  not  half  that  sum.'  This  shews  that  the  party  are  aware  that  the  present 
measure  is  a  virtual  conliBcatioa,  although  in  disguise;  and  while  the  parties  represented  by  the  writer  ac- 
26  
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knowledge  with  thaokfulness  the  firmaess  with  which  the  Home  Goveroment  has  withstood  the  clamour  Tar 
a  direct  escheat  or  forfeiture  of  the  lands,  (hey  rely  with  confidence  upon  the  same  Government  not  pstmit- 
ting  that  to  be  done  indirectly  which  they  hare  declared  unfit  to  be  done  by  direct  'means. 

It  should  also  be  remembered,  when  a  tax  is  imposed  forthe  avowed  purpose  of  operating  be  a  penaltj'  upon 
non-settlement,  and  in  order  to  work  a  forfeiture  of  wildernesi  land,  that  the  title  to  such  land  may  be  io 
IHigation;  and  it  cannot  be  expected  (hat  the  contending  parties  will,  before  their  right  is  decided,  embark 
capital  in  the  settlement  and  cultivation  of  the  land.  Large  tracts  of  land  may  also  be  in  settlement,  and  the 
parlies  entitled  may  be  infant  children,  yet  no  exception  is  made  in  favour  of  lands  thus  situated. 


JShte  re/erred  to  in  Section  I . 

A  particular  instance  of  the  enormities  here  charged,  against  the  authorities  of  those  days,  may  be  mca- 
tioned.  Mr.  Hill,  one  of  the  Proprietors  resident  in  England,  had  originally  concurred,  with  a  few  others, 
in  complaints  to  the  Home  Government,  of  the  conduct  of  the  Governor,  Chief  Justice,  Attorney  Genei^, 
and  other  Public  Officers;  but  disapproving  of  the  manner  in  which  the  majority  of  such  complainants  vrtre 
disposed  to  bring  their  grievances  before  the  Government,  he  withdrew  from  the  matter  at  an  early  stage. 
The  complaints  at  that  time  failed,  and  the  Chief  Justice  brought  an  action  against  one  of  the  complainants, 
who  happened  to  be  on  the  Island,  for  libels  alleged  to  be  contained  in  the  proceedings  at  home,  and  recov- 
ered damages,  which  the  defendant  was  unable  to  pay.  The  Chief  Justice  then  suggested  to  him,  that  he 
should  bring  an  action  against  Mr.  Hill  in  the  Island  Court,  to  be  tried  before  himself,  for  contribution  (cod- 
tribution  between  wrong  doers  or  supposed  wrong  doersi!!)  and  promised  him  a  Verdict,  which  Verdicl 
would  enable  him  to  pay  the  Chief  Justice  at  Mr.  Hilt's  cost.  Such  verdict  was  accordingly  obtained,  is 
the  absence  of  Mr.  Hill  in  England,  in  the  winter  season,  when  all  communication  was  cut  off;  and  before 
be  knew  any  thing  ofit,  his  chattel  property  on  the  Island,  valued  at  £5000,  was  seized,  and  aoldbyltae 
SberilTfor  about  £t,S0O.  Againstthis  iniquitous  judgment,  Mr.  Hill,  as  soon  as  he  heard  ofit,  appealed 
to  (he  King  in  Council.  It  is  unnecessary  to  say,  that  judgment  was  reversed;  but  the  reversal  availed  him 
nothing,  for  his  antagonist  then  went  into  the  QazttU,  and  Mr.  Hill  never  got  back  one  shilling!!  In  such  a 
state  of  society,  who  could  be  expected  to  have  the  courage  to  icvest  money  in  the  improvement  of  Land  i

According  to  the  last  Census,  taken  in  1833,  which 
has  been  followed  in  the  above  Table,  the  Population  was  32,292,  giving  42  acres  to  each  person,  and  16 
inbtbitan^  to  each  square  mile.  The  present  population  is  supposed  to  be  about  40,000.  In  1827,  it  was 
only  33,S66,  tnd  hy  1839,  bad  iooreaaed  9,026— that  is,  about  40  per  cent,  in  six  years.

I<f  iiLjiag  this  1117  first  Report  befoTa  jrour  Board,  I  deem  it  dtogelher  unneceuarjr  for  me  to  offer  aoj 
remarks  opoa  the  value  and  importance  of  Education  io  all  couatries,  and  among  all  clasMsof  the  coBmu- 
aily.  Without  education  man  is  altogether  unable,  not  only  to  fill  any  respectable  station  in  society,  but 
eren  todischarge  arightthe  iQosterdiaaryduties  oflife.  This  is,  indeed,  now,  so  universally  feltandac- 
knowledged,  that  it  becomes  an  object  of  erery  parent's  first  care  and  ambition,  to  hare  IhisblMsing  impart- 
ed to  his  children. 

Thongh  rariouB  laws  have  been  enacted  from  time  to  time  by  the  legislature  of  this  jsland,  for  the  regula- 
tion of  Schools,  and  coasiderable  sums. of  money  have  been  appropriated  for  their  encouragemaot,  I  regret 
to  have  it  to  atate,  from  recent  personal  obserration,  that  the  system  of  instruction  pursued  in  many  of  the 
country  schools  throughout  the  Island  ii  extremely  defective,  and  conieqnenlly  but  little  really  useftil  and 
substantial  knowledge  is  acquired  by  the  children  attending  them. 

This  appears  to  me  to  arise  from  several  caasea ;  some  of  these  perhaps  unaroidable  in  a  new  country  like 
this.  In  many  of  the  settlements,  the  inhabitants  are  poor — and  having  to  struggle  with  numerous  difficulti^* 
io  procuring  the  means  of  subsistence  for  their  families,  the  education  of  their  children  is  with  them  an  object 
of  mere  eecondary  consideration.  And  even  when  they  do  turn  their  attention  to  this  important  object,  they 
are  not  (generally  speaking)  very  scrupulous  in  the  seieetion  of  their  teachers,  satisQring  ibemselres  with 
the  common  idea,  that  it  is  better  to  have  any  teacher  than  none  at  alt. 

The  little  encouragement  which  is  in  most  cases  held  out  to  teachers  of  character  and  qualification,  and  the 
precarious  manner  in  which  their  salaries  are  paid,  operate  most  powerfully  as  a  bar  in  the  way  of  the  ad- 
vancement of  education.  Heoce  it  too  frequently  happens  that  it  is  only  persons  of  nhipwrecked  character, 
and  blasted  prospects  in  life,  afler  every  other  resource  has  failed  them,  who  take  up  the  important  office  «f 
Schoolmaster;  and  hence  also  the  frequent  changing  of  the  teacher;  the  long  lapse  oftime  that  lakes  plaoe 
after  the  expiration  of  the  engagement  of  the  old,  beforeanew  one  is  appointed;  in  consequence  of  which 
the  children  nearly  forget  what  they  had  previously  acquired. 

The  migratorycbaracter  of  the  schools,  or  the  shifting  of  tbem  from  place  to  place,  has,  inmy  opinion,' 
another  injurious  cBbct  upon  the  progress  of  education.  From  this  cause  it  happens,  that  after  the  children 
have  made  considerable  proficiency,  their  career  l.' Mopped  all  at  once  by  the  removal  of  the  school  toano- 
ihar  part  of  the  district,  where  the  papulation  has  r  r^antly  become  more  dense;  and  then  the  former  locality 
iscompletely  deserted;  the  settlers  immediately  around  it  being  nnable,  without  the  co-operation  of  their 
more  distant  neighbours,  to  secure  the  continuance  of  the  school. 

The  irregular  attendance  of  the  children  at  school,  in  many  instances,  where  their  parents  keep  them  at 
home  to  work,  during  the  busy  season  of  the  year,  tends  seriously  to  retard  their  own  improvement,  and  acts 
■I  a  drawback  upon  the  diligence  and  efficiency  of  the  teacher. 

I  must  also  mention  another  practice  which  is  too  prevalent  in  the  conntry,  and  which,  I  conceive,  to  be 
exceedingly  injurious  to  the  respectability  of  the  teacher  in  the  eyes  of  his  pupils,  and  consequently  hurtful  to 
his  usefulness — that  is,  receiving  his  board  by  going  about  from  house  to  house;  io  which  case,  he  is  regard- 
ed, both  by  parents  and  children,  as  little  batter  than  a  common  menial;  anj  trom  the  familiarity  which  must 
neceatarily  subsistbetween  hiuuelf  and  the  family,  he  etaaet  eierciie  that  authority  over  hia  pupils,  which 
is  iadiapensably  aeoeasnry  for  a  teacher  to  huuoImb. 
27 
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Tb«  want  of  a  uaifonn  methtd  of  teaching,  of  «  regular  supplf  of  school  books,  together  with  the  defec- 
tire  ■coomraodatiooi  provided  for  lehools,  are  other  cauHS  which  verv  much  retard  the  adraQcemeiit  of 
educatioa  oa  the  Island. 

Since  the  last  quarterly  meeting  of  jreur  Board,  I  have  been  engaged,  with  little  intermiuioo,  in  viailing 
and  esattioing  all  the  aehoola  taught  throughout  the  Island,  whether  under  the  operatioa  of  the  School  Act 
or  not.     The  number  oftheae,  and  of  the  children  attending  them,   is  as  follows:

In  the  Appendix  to  this  Report,  I  hare  sabmilted  a  detailod  account  of  the  state  of  each  oftheae  Schools: 
the  method  of  instruction  pursued  by  the  teachers;  thebruches  laoglit,  and  the  proflciekej  vade  by  tk« 
scholars.  From  this  will  be  observable  the  man/  faults  and  errors  I  had  oocasioa  to  remark  ia  the  majoni; 
of  tha  Schools,  whether  arising  firoffl  ignoHnee,  inexperience  in  teaching,  or  want  of  a  proper  method  of  o- 
atniction.  It  is  net  neeessary  for  me  to  comment  any  further  upon  thaao  topics,  but  I  may  be  allowed  toil- 
dalge  the  hope,  that  the  unfavourable  desoription  which  I  felt  it  incumbent  upon  t»o  to  give  oribeae  schooli, 
will  have  the  effect  of  causing  the  teachers  to  attend  more  diligently  to  their  duties,  and  ead^aTOur  to  qua- 
lify themselves  more  and  more  for  the  impertant  ofice  which  they  hare  aadertakan. 

I  have  only  to  add,  thai  wherever  I  met  with  any  errors  or  defioienoy  in  the  method  of  iostmction  panotd 
by  the  teacher,  I  endeavoured  to  point  thetn  entand  correct  thera.  I  have  shown  the  advantage  of  excitiag 
among  iheirschoUrs  a  spirit  of  emulation,  and  ambition  to  excel,— -and  tbe  necessity  of  economising  tfceii 
time,  and  attending  to  a  "division  of  labour,  "—matters  so  essential  to  be  observed  in  teaching,  fromibe 
complicated  and  varied  nature  of  its  details.  While  such,  I  regret  to  say,  is  (h«  indifferent  character  of  Hit 
greater  number  of  our  schdols,  it  is  due  to  several  of  the  teachers  to  make  favourable  mention  to  youf  Boud 
of  their  capacity,  diligence,  and  strict  attention  to  their  duties,  as  displayed  in  tbe  good  order  of  iktir 
soho^,  and  in  the  proficiency  of  their  scholars. 
Among  the  beat  Schools  I  have  seen,  I  can  mention  the  following:

The  PtincetowR  Schoeli  taught  by  Sebastian  Davidson,  I  have  reason  to  believe,  might  he  classed  vili 
the  aboM;  but  it  is  to  be  regretted  that  but  few  of  the  children  attended  the  examination — the  busy  wu« 
the  harvest  causing  the  absence  from  the  school  of  the  more  advanced  scholars. 

At  the  East  Point  (King's  County),  is  a  school  taught  by  a  eoo^tetoot  teacher,  Jehn  Slattery,  in  which  1 
met  with  the  only  Latia  scholars  taught  in  any  school  on  tbe  laUnd.  I  have  reasoB  (q  indulge  the  hope  (iut 
there  are  several  other  deserving  teachers,  who,  when  they  shall  have  enjoyed  the  benefit  of  suitable  Kbo«l 
boohs,  and  the  operation  of  a  more  approved  method  of  instruction,  will  afford  me  the  pleasure  of  briogine 
them  iwder  the  favourable  notice  of  the  Board  at  aome  future  period. 

As  a  serious  obstaele  to  the  advancement  of  the  education  of  the  country,  I  have  already  takea  aatieo*^ 
the  almost  univMsal  want  of  suitable  books.  Along  with  the  class  books  wUeh  your  Board  may  ctiei  Iv 
the  use  of  Schools,  I  wowkl  hag  teave  to  suggest  the  adraatsge  of  iRtndiiniig  iat^  DiMtiet  Schoak  ■*** 
elementary  works  upon  useful  koowledge. 
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Amid  tii«  Tuietj  ofMCsllrat  woila  oflhif  OKtare  which  v  continuallj  inuiDg  from  the  prwf,  it  vould 
not  bo  difficult  for  your  Board  to  make  ■  selectioa;  although  I  nra  awus  that  the  linutftdsum  ofmoncj 
■t  present  placed  at  jour  disposal  precludes  the  possibilitj  of  procuring  anTthiog  like  an  adequate  supply. 

Cktap  elemeotary  works  of  an  apprpved  character,  and  embracing  as  much  varielj  and  accuracy  of  infor- 
mation as  possible  in  a  small  compass,  would,  I  humbly  conceive,  be,  every  way,  beet  adapted  tm  oui  schools, 
in  their  present  state. 

The  advantage  of  an  acquaintance  with  the  following  branches  of  education  nusi,  I  am  certain,  be  appa- 
renl  to  every  puisuii: 

Ancient  and  Modern  History; 

General  Knowledge ; 

Trade  and  Commerce; 

Geography. 

To  which  might  be  added,  ibr  the  use  of  the  mors  advanced  scholars,  Catecbiins  of 

Mental  Philosophy  and  British  Law. 
In  coDctusioD,  I  would  earnestly  call  the  attention  of  the  Trustees  of  schoola  to  the  important  duties  which 
the  taw,  as  well  as  their  own  immediate  interests,  imposes  upon  them — to  take  care  that  the  school  be  pro- 
perly conducted;  that  the  requisite  conveniences,  such  as  suitable  school-houses,  desks,  seats,  firewood, 
fcc.  be  provided —that  the  children  be  at  stated  periods  regularly  examined,  so  that  their  progress  may  be 
seen ;  and  that  the  teacher  be  not  careless  or  remiss  in  the  discharge  of  hii  duties— to  be  strict  and  consci* 
entiouB  ia  not  giving  a  certificate  of  sobriety  and  good  conduct  to  any  teacher,  but  such  as  really  de- 
serves it— for  when  Trustees  neglect  their  duty  in  this  respect,  all  the  enactments  of  our  Legislature  re- 
quiring good  conduct  on  the  part  of  the  teacher,  will  be  rendered  nugatory. 

If  a  remedy  were  applied  to  these  evils  and  abuses  which  I  have  endeavoured  to  envmerate,  asteading 
to  impede  the  advancement  of  education,  our  schools  would  assume  a  healthy  and  fiouridiing  appearance; 
and  our  native  youth,  who  are  remarkable  for  quickness  of  apprabenaion,  and  capacity  to  learn,  would  prove 
a  credit  to  themselves  and  their  teachers,  and  an  honour  to  the  land  which  gave  them  birth.

HIS  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor  having  come  to  the  Oouncil  Chamber,  and 
being  seated,  the  Gentleman  Usher  of  the  Black  Bod  received  His  Excellency's 
commands  to  inform  the  House  of  Assembly*  that  it  is  His  Excellency's  pleasure  that  they 
do  attend  him  in  the  Council  Chamber  instanter;  and  ibe  Members  present  having  appear- 
ed at  the  Bar,  the  President  of  the  Council  addressed  them  as  follows: 

Gentlemen, 

I  am  commanded  by  His  Excclleacy  the  Lieutenant  GoTemor  to  acqaaint  jou,  that 
His  Excellency  does  not  intend  to  declare  the  cause  of  calling  this  General  Assembly  until 
there  be  a  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Assembly;  and  therefore  you.  Gentlemen  of  the 
House  of  Assembly,  are  to  repair  to  the  place  where  the  House  of  Assembly  usually 
meet,  and  there  proceed  to  (he  election  of  a  Speaker,  vrbom  you  are  to  present  to  His 
Excellency  here  immediately  for  his  approval. 

The  Gentlemen  of  the  House  of  Assembly  then  withdrew,  and  in  a  short  time  returned, 
when  William  Cooper,  Esq.  addressed  His  Excellency,  and  stated,  that,  agreeably  to  His 
Excellency's  commands,  the  House  of  Assembly  had  proceeded  to  ihe  election  of  a 
ijpeaker,  and  that  their  choice  had  fallen  upon  him. 

The  President  of  the  Council  then  addressed  the  House  of  Assembly  as  foUows:

As  you  have  been  pleaaed.  to  approvQ  of  the  choice  of  the  House  of  Assembly,  in  apjximt- 
ing  me  to  be  their  Speaker,  it  now  becomes  my  duty,  as  such,  to  request  of  your  Kxcd- 
lency  as  the  privilege  of  (he  House;  that  the  Members  thereof  during  the  Session  may  b.' 
freed  from  arrest — that  they  may  have  freedom  of  speech  in  their  debates,  aod  have 
free  access  to  your  Excellency  on  all  occasions ;  and  I  do  also,  in  their  name  and  behalf. 
beg  leave  to  claim  all  their  ancient  rights  and  privileges. 

Then  the  President  of  the  Council  replied  in  the  following  words:

I  have  great  pleasure  in  congratulating  you  on  the  abundance  which  prevails  throughout  the  Colonj 
in  consequence  of  the  late  plentiful  harvest,  and  on  the  effect  it  has  had  in  so  materially  increasing  (h« 
Exports  of  Agricultural  Produce. 

I  have  also  much  satisfaction  in  announcing  to  you  that,  notwithstanding  the  reduction  of  Duty  on  cer- 
tain articles  ofloiport,  which  the  House  of 'Assembly  deemed  it  expedient  to  make  in  the  last  Session,  the 
Rerenne  still  exhibits  an  increase  over  that  of  the  preceding  year. 

I  have  received  several  Despatches"  from  Her  Majesty's  Governmenton  various  subjects  of  general 
and  local  importance,  the  substance  of  which  I  shall  take  an  early  opportunity  of  laying  before  you:  among 
them,  is  one  centainiag  the  decision  of  the  Crown  on  the  subject  of  the  Fishery  Reserves.  Upon  all  other 
matters  which  I  msy  from  time  to  time  deem  essential  to  the  public  interests,  I  shall  communicate  with  yon 
by  Message. 

The  recent  establishment  of  Georgetown  as  a  Free  Port  is  a  measure  which  I  trust  will  add  to  the  com- 
mercial  prosperity  of  the  Eastern  Districts. 

Jlfr  Speaktr,  and  GtntUmen  of  the  Eotae  ^  Agtmbh/; 
I  shall  cause  the  Public  Accounts  for  the  past  year  to  be  laid  before  you  at  the  earliest  possible  period; 
and  in  submitting  the  Estimates  for  the  current  year,   I  entertain  no  doubt  that  you  will  make  such  pron- 
sion  to  meet  them  as  the  Public  Service  may  require. 

Mr.  Pretidenl,  and  GenlUmtn  of  the  Coancil; 

Mr,  Speakei-,  and  Gfnf/emm  of  the  House  of^tembly; 
As  it  is  obvious  that  the  interests  of  the  Colony  can  only  be  advanced  when  a  spirit  of  cordiality  is 
preserved  between  the  different  branches  of  the  Legislature,  I   rely  with  confidence  on  the  continuance  of 
that  harmonywbich  has  hitherto  marked  their  proceedings.     For  myself,  I  beg  to  assure  you  of  my  ready  co- 
opsralioa  in  every  measure  calculated  to  promote  the  improvement  tud  welfare  of  the  Colony.

I  have  had   under  m;  consideration  an  Act  passed  by  the  Legislature  of  Prince  Edward  Island,  No. 
!u2,  with  a  suspending  clause,  to  enable  the  Proprietors  of  the  Bank  of  British  North  Anerica,  to  sue  and 
be  sued  in  the  name  of  one  of  (be  local  Directors  or  Managers. 

Had  the  Act  been  strictly  confined  to  its  proposed  object,  I  ahould  not  hare  hesitated  id  advising  Her 
Alajesty  to  confirm  it.  But  at  the  end  of  one  of  its  clauses  is  introduced,  providing  "  that  nothing  in  this 
'  Act,  or  in  any  other  Act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Island,  shall  prevent  the  Company  from  issuing 
"  Notes  under  £5." 

If  the  Law  in  Prince  Edwaid  Island  be  that  Notes  under  £5  shall  not  be  issued,  this  clause  would  give 
to  this  Company  an  exclusive  privilege  to  which  I  should  object,  and  at  all  events  the  introduction  of  a  pro- 
vision of  this  nature  is  entirely  beyond  the  scope  and  object  of  the  Bill,  as  declared  in  the  Title.  HerMa- 
Jesty's  Government  entertain  a  strong  objection  to  ibis  provision,  and  but  for  the  great  importance  which 
you  stale  to  bo  attached  to  (he  confirmation  of  this  Act,  would  not  have  advised  Her  Majesty  to  confirm  it 
until  the  clause  in  question  had  been  repealed. 

Unwilling,    however,    to  cccasion  so  much  delay,  as  would  thus  he  incurred,  the  Queen  has  been  advi- 
sed (o  sanction  this  Act,  which  Her  Majesty  hits  been  pleased  to  do  by  the  eoclosed  Order,  passed  on  the 
I5tb  instant,  and  I  have  only  to  hope,  that  if  the  Law  on  this  subject  bo  as  1  have  supposed  it  to  be,  Iho

Houses,  aad  for  the  erection  and  maintenance  of  Buoys  and  Beacons.* 

Ne.  500 — '  An  Act  lo  continue  for  One  Ye&r,  and  to  amend  an  Act  passed  in  the  Seventh  Tear  of  Hii

la  my  Dispatch  of  the  1st  June  last.  No,  61,  I  informed  you  that  by  Her  Majesty's  commaDds  I  bad  re- 
ferred for  the  consideration  of  the  Bishop  of  Nova  ScolJa,  the  Joint  Report  of  the  Council  and  Asaemhly  of 
Prince  Edward  Island,  on  the  exclusive  right  of  the  Church  of  England  in  that  Colony  to  the  proceeds  arisisg 
from  Church  and  School  Laads  sold  under  the  Colonial  Act  S  Will.  4,  c.  13.  Id  the  month  of  July  I  received 
from  the  Bishop  his  reply  to  that  Report,  copies  of  which  1  herewith  enclose  for  your  information;  and  after  fullj 
considering  the  arguments  adduced  on  either  side,  I  felt  it  my  duty,  before  tendering  to  Her  Majesty  any  final 
advice  on  the  question,  to  refer  the  papers  for  the  consideration  of  the  Law  officers  of  the  Crown.  A  copy  u! 
their  Report  1  also  enclose  herewith.  You  will  observe  that  the  Queen's  Advocate  and  the  Attorney  and  So- 
licitor General  are  of  opinion  that  although  no  actual  right  accrued  to  such  reservations  until  a  Church  «si 
built,  the  reservations  for  Churches  and  Glebes,  in  the  Order  in  Council  of  1767.  had  reference  solely  toCburcbei 
and  Mioisters  connected  with  the  established  religion.  With  respect,  however,  to  the  reservations  for  Schools, 
they  are  of  opinion  that  no  such  restriction  exists.  These  views  do  not  entirely  accord  with  those  adopted  b; 
the  Legislature  of  Prince  Edward  Island;  but  the  Council  and  Assembly  will,  I  am  convinced,  see  in  ttw 
careful  and  laborious  examiuation  which  this  question  has  undergone,  my  anxiety  to  execute  the  trust  devolved 
on  Her  Majesty's  Government  by  the  Colonial  Acta  Will.  4,  cap.  13,  with  a  due  regard  to  jusUce and U 
the  rights  of  all  parties  interested  in  the  matter.  In  the  opinion  expressed  hy  the  Law  Officers  of  the  Crown, 
I  concur;  and  it  is,  therefore,  my  duty  to  convey  to  you  Her  Majesty's  commands,  that  so  much  of  the  proceed) 
in  the  hands  of  the  Local  Government,  as  arises  from  the  sale  of  Church  or  Glebe  Lands,  should  be  appropriated 
to  such  educational  establishments  only  as  are  connected  with  the  Church  of  England;  and  that  in  order  to  ei- 
sure  a  judicious  and  proper  application  of  these  Funds.you  should  in  this  matter  act  in  concert  with  the  Brsbop 
of  Nova  Scotia.  In  respect,  however,  to  that  portion  of  the  proceeds  which  arises  from  the  sale  of  Schvoi 
Lands,  Her  Majesty  is  anxious  to  consult  the  wishes  of  Her  subjects  in  Prince  Edward  Island,  aud  she  nill 
therefore  be  prepared  to  take  into  Her  favourable  consideration  any  joint  Address  which  may  be  presented  to 
Her  Majesty  by  both  Houses  of  the  Legislature,  specifying  the  manner  and  the  proportions  in  which  it  on  be 
moat  advantageously  appropriated  for  the  promotion  of  general  Education  throughout  the  Island.

Mt  Lord, 
I  have  been  honored  with  a  tetter  from  Sir  George  Grey,  accompanied  by  copiea  of  aandry  papers  re- 
lating to  proceedings  and  correspondence  which  have  reference  to  the  Sale  of  Glebs  and  School  LsnduB 
Prince  Edward  Island,  and  to  the  appropriation  of  the  proceeds  ofthat  Sale.    I  am  kindly  desired  to  lubnil  "* 
your  Lordship  any  obaervaliona  which  those  papers  may  appear  to  demand. 
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My  sllenlion  has  been  particularly  given  to  «  Report  from  a  Joint  Cotnmiltee  of  the  Council  and  Ab> 
■embly  of  that  Colony,  who  had  been  invited  by  the  Governor,  at  the  desire  of  your  Lordahip,  to  take  into 
iheir  consideration  the  sUlemenlB  and  reasoning  contained  in  letters  which  I  had  thought  it  my  duty  to 
address  to  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury  in  March  and  May,  1837,  and  to  furnisb  His  Excellency  with  thair 
reasons  for  coDcurriit);  in  or  dissenting  froin  the  conclusions  id  those  tetters. 

It  is  more  a  subject  for  my  regret  than  my  suprise,  that  the  Legislature  of  Prince  Edward  Island  should 
not  be  satisfied  with  those  conclusions:  but  I  hope  it  will  not  be  thought  inconsistent  with  the  respect  which 
isdue  lo  (hat  Legislature,  to  endeavour  to  satisfy  your  Lordship  that  their  Report  has  little  bearing  upon  the 
most  important  parts  of  the  letters  which  were  referred  tn  them,  and  that  the  lands  originally  reserved  for 
Glebes  were  intended  loUlij  for  the  Clergy  of  the  established  Church. 

For  thia  purpose,  I  have  the  honor  to  request  your  Lordship's  consideration  of  the  remarka  which  I 
have  considered  it  proper  to  make  at  some  length  on  that  Report,  and  also  otobterBotitru  upon  the  same 
Report  which  1  Iniely  received  from  Prince  Edward  Island,  addressed  to  mo  by  some  of  the  most  respectable 
inhabitants,  with  whom  I  have  had  no  communication,  directly  or  indirectly,  that  could  have  led  to  these 
observations,  of  which  I  now  forward  a  copy  lo  your  Lordship. 

And  here,  my  Lord,  it  may  nr.t  be  improper  fur  me  to  remark,  that  my  letters  to  the  Archbishop  of 
Canterbury  did  not  point  to  the  Legislature  oflhe  Island  as  the  source  from  whence  any  compensation  could 
be  expected  It  was  expressly  stated  in  those  letters  the  Act  of  Alienation  was  complete,  that  its  operation 
could  not  be  interrupted,  and  indeed  that  its  object  had  been  accomplished;  for  the  lands  had  been  sold, 
and  the  proceeds  appropriated  by  Law.  No  doubt  was  expressed  of  the  validity  of  that  Act,  nor  of  its  hav- 
ing legally  divested  the  Churrh  ufany  riijht  whicli  she  formerly  possessed  in  those  Glehesj  nor  was  any 
hope  inlimaied  that  the  Legislature  could  be  induced  to  make  any  alteration  of  that  Act. 

But  I  hope  your  Lordship  will  not  think  that  it  was  unnatural  to  entertain  much  hope  that  the  Govtrn- 
mtnt  would  be  ready  to  ajford  relief  The  Reserves  had  been  ordi>red  by  the  Government  for  the  bene5t  of 
the  Church.  Th<-y  were  litscrtts  to  the  Ci-own  for  Glebes  and  School  Lands;  and  could  not  have  been 
diverted  from  their  original  purpose  without  the  acquiescence  of  the  Government.  The  correspondence  be- 
tween the  Secrclatiea  of  Siale  and  the  Governors  nf  the  Island,  shew  lihewise  that  the  confirmation  ofthe  Act 
which  alienated  tbu  lands  was  advised  under  a  misapprehension,  and  therefore  it  is  the  more  reasonable  to 
hope  the  Government  would  be  glad  to  repair  an  injury  to  which  they  had  unintentionally  been  instrumen- 
tal, and  more  cspccinlly  because  they  had  been  re^'orded  as  the  protectors  ofthe  property,  and  that  property 
had  ever  been  considered  perfectly  secure  while  under  their  protection.  It  was  for  these  reasons,  my 
Lord,  that  tlie  Archbishop  of  Canterbury's  appeal  lo  the  Government,  and  lo  the  Government  only,  was  earnest- 
ly solicited  If  further  explanation  on  this  point  i>hall  be  required,  I  shall  be  most  happy  to  supply  it 
while  I  am  in  London.  If  it  be  pu^^sible  that  any  doubt  can  remain  upon  your  Lordship's  mind  as  to  the 
intention  to  make  provision  for  the  Church  in  the  several  Colonies  by  Grants  and  Reserves  of  land,  it 
will  only  bo  necessary  to  request  your  Lordship's  particular  attention  to  the  words  of  those  Grants  and  Re- 
serves, and  to  the  explanation  of  them  (if  explanation  be  necesaary),  which  is  supplied  by  the  Instructions 
to  the  Governors,  and  the  general  understanding  and  usage,  until  a  very  recent  date.  Ample  toleration  was 
indeed  afforded  to  Ui-ssenters,  but  I  confidently  slate  to  your  Lordship,  after  careful  examination  of  the  offi- 
cial correspondence  between  the  Lords  of  Trade,  and  ihe  Governors  of  Nova  Scotia  end  Prince  Edward 
Island,  as  well  as  ofthe  instructions  sent  from  time  t.>  time  from  the  Crown,  for  nearly  a  century,  thai 
not  a  sentence  can  be  found  to  give  the  least  colour  to  a  claim  on  the  part  of  dissenters  to  a  single  acre  of 
Land  which  his  been  reserved  or  granted  for  Glebe. 

The  only  reason  assigned  by  Mr.  Spring  Rice  in  October,  1834,  for  his  consent  to  the  tnle  of  the  Glebes, 
cxpretily  leseicti'g  to  Ine  Givcihmetit  the  future  nppn-jnialion  of  Ihe  proeeedi,  was,  that  "  if  left  in  their  present 
"  unoccupiud  state,  they  must  tend  to  obstruct  the  improvement  of  the  Colony."  In  writing  to  Ihe  Arch- 
bishop of  Canterbury,  I  thought  it  sufficient  to  slate  the  ackowledged  fact  that  the  Reserves  only  conlained 
130  acres,  in  each  tract  of 'JO, 000  acres.  The  conclusion  seemed  evident,  that  it  was  a  mistake  to  suppose 
that  the  improvement  ofthe  country  could  be  materially  aff'ected,  even  by  the  entire  negl'ct  of  so  small  a 
portion  ofthe  land.     Your  Lordship  will  permit  me  to  add  now,  that  even  if  the  cultivation  of  this  small  por^ 
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tioQ  had  bnen  thought  important,  it  could  have  heen  enjoined  upon  tbe  Conservators  of  Glebes,  who  had  beea 
dul}'  authorized  to  take  charge  of  them,  and  were  engaged  in  letting  them  as  opportunities  were  afftirded, 
upon  improving  leases.  But  even  if  this  had  been  tmposxible,  and  the  reserves  must  have  remained  waste 
(which  is  far  from  the  fact),  it  can  hardly  be  thought  that  these  very  small  portions  of  the  land,  intended 
for  the  important  purpose  of  assisting  a  supply  of  religious  instruction  to  those  persona  who  should  occupy 
ibe  extensive  lands  around  these  Glehcs,  should  be  the  first  to  he  alienaUd  for  neglect  of  cultivation,  for  few 
things  can  be  more  clear  than  that  these  should  have  been  the  last  to  be  visited  with  such  severity. 

It  will  not  have  escaped  your  Lordship  that  although  the  Colonial  Act  which  has  alienated  the  Glebes, 
provides  that  the  proceeds  oftbe  Sales  shall  "  be  appropriated  for  the  purpose  of  promoting  general  Edj- 
"  cation  within  the  Island,"  a  provisi  m  is  also  made  for  the  accomplishment  of  this  object  "  in  such  man- 
"  aer  aod  under  sucb  regulations  aa  Her  Majesty,  Bcr  Heirs  or  Siucccsaors,  may  be  pleased  [o  prescribe 
"  or  command." 

It  is  therefore  open  to  the  Government  to  employ  the  agency  of  the  Incorporated  Society  for  the  pro- 
pagation of  the  Gospel,  in  carrying  Into  effect  the  enactments  of  that  Law.  The  lands  which  have  been 
sold  would  otherwise  have  been  applied  to  the  support  of  Missionaries  and  Schoolmasters  from  that  Society, 
who  have  sopplied  instruction  to  Her  Majesty's  Colonies  for  nearly  a  century  and  a  half.  Their  School) 
have  always  been  open  to  all  denominations,  and  their  instruction,  though  scriptural,  is  gentralj  and 
none  bare  derived  more  benefit  from  that  instruction  than  Jews, Romanists  and  Dissenters,  who  have  beea 
as  freely  admitted  aa  members  of  tbe  Church. 

This  arrangement  would  be  attended  with  several  advantages.  It  would  shew  as  much  consideration 
as  con  now  be  shewn,  in  the  execution  of  this  Act,  to  a  Society  who  have  heen  injured  by  it.  It  would 
secure  a  careful  superintendence  of  the  Schools,  which  is  essential  to  their  usefulness.  And  I  am  prepared 
to  satisfy  your  Lordship,  that  it  would  ba  approved  by  some  oftho  most  respectable  individuals  who  concurred 
in  passing  the  Act,  of  which  it  has  been  my  duty  to  complain.  It  is  also  probable  that  it  would  be  more 
generally  acceptable  in  the  Island,  than  either  of  the  two  propositions  which  have  been  submitted  lately  for 
jour  Lordship's  consideration,  because  it  would  tend  to  a  wider  difiusion  of  instruction  through  the  Island, 
than  if  the  funds  were  appropriated  to  the  support  of  only  two  seminaries.  Upon  the  benefits  which  it  miy 
still  be  in  tbe  power  of  the  Government  to  confer  upon  the  Church  in  Prince  Edward  Island,  if,  as  I  Iruil, 
your  Lordship  shall  be  inclined  to  repair  tbe  injury  she  has  sustained,  as  far  as  it  may  be  possible  to  repiif 
it,  I  shall  be  happy  to  hare  the  honor  of  conferring  personally  with  your  Lordship.

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Mj  Lord, 

We  cannot  refrain  from  espressing  our  astonishment  at  reading  a  Keport  of  the  Joint  Committee  of 
the  Council  and  House  of  Assembly  of  this  Island,  on  the  subject  of  the  correspondence  between  the  Arch- 
bishop of  Canterbury,  your  Lordship,  and  bis  late  Majesty's  Ministers,  relative  to  the  sale  of  the  Gtebc 
and  School  Lands  of  this  Island.  Nor  can  we  suffer  a  report  of  this  nature  to  go  abroad  into  the  world, 
without  comment;  for  should  we  do  so,  our  silence  may  be  construed  as  recognizing  the  truth  of  the  assertions 
thereiu  set  forth.  We  cannot  suffer  ourselves  to  think  that  there  ever  could  have  existed  a  doubt  on  the  mind 
of  any  one,  to  whom  the  history  of  the  Colony  was  known,  as  to  what  were  the  intentions  of  Government 
at  the  time  of  the  passing  those  Grants,  or  the  purposes  for  which  the  lar.ds  reserved  for  the  site  of 
a  Church  and  Glebe,  w%re  intended  to  be  applied  In  the  year  1767,  when  the  first  Grants  passed  the  great 
seal,  this  Island  was  a  part  of  the  Province  of  Nova  Scotia,  and  we  think  that  it  is  the  fairest,  as  well 
as  most  rational  mode,  to  consider  how  the  law,  as  well  as  the  instructions  of  Her  Majesty's  Government, 
then  stood,  in  the  Province  oj  JViwa  Scotia,  so  early  as  1758,  an  Act  was  passed  constituting  theChurchof 
England  the  established  Church  of  the  Province;  and  the  Governor  was  thereby  requested  to  induct  every 
minister  of  the  said  Church  into  such  parish,  as  shall  make  presentation  of  him.  Acts  continued  to  be 
psssed  relative  to  the  good  government  of  the  Church  of  £ngland,  and  the  election  of  its  officers,  church- 
wardens. Sec.  from  that  time  until  the  year  1767,  during  which  period  this  Island  it  as  an  integral  part  of  Nova 
Scotia.  And  it  may  perhaps  have  escaped  your  Lordship's  laborious  investigation,  that  in  the  year  1759, 
an  Act  was  passed  conferring  upon  the  Governor  of  the  Province  of  Nova  Scotia,  the  power  of  alloting 
Parishes,  by  metes  and  bounds,  within  his  Province,  for  the  sole  benefit  of  the  Church  of  England,  as  by 
law  established.  Laws  still  continued  to  be  enacted  for  the  bonelit  of  the  Church  from  that  time  until  the 
year  1767,  all  tending  to  the  same  purpose,  and  acknowledging  the  supremacy  of  the  Church  of  England. 
Subsequently  a  few  grants  were  made  by  Governor  Patterson,  the  first  Governor  of  the  Island,  which  are 
in  eiact  conformity  with  the  grants  made  by  Lord  William  Campbell,  the  then  Governor  of  Nova  Scotia.  On 
reference  to  the  instructions  to  Governor  Patterson,  it  will  he  found  that  ho  is  desired  to  confirm  hiinitlfin 
all  nsprcU  to  the  instructions  formerly  issued  to  the  Governor  of  Nova  Scotia,  a  copy  of  which  instructions 
is  there  staled  to  be  annexed,  and  to  be  considered  as  forming  a  part  of  his  then  present  instructions,  evi- 
dently shewing  that  it  was  the  intention  of  the  Government  to  adopt  the  same  principle  of  settlement  in  that 
part  of  thH  Province  of  Nova  Scotia  called  the  Island  of  St.  John,  as  bad  heretofore  been  acted  upon  in  the 
said  Province. 

If  the  I-land  of  St.  John  were  an  integral  part  of  (he  Province  of  Nova  Scotia,  it  must  certainly  have 
been  bound  by  the  same  laws  as  the  rest  of  the  Province;  and  on  considering  what  the  intention  uf  Govern- 
ment was  in  making  the  reservations  alluded  to  in  the  grant*,  (he  law  of  the  Province  of  Nova  Scotia, 
and  the  instructions  to  the  Governor  of  thai  Province,  form  the  best  and  only  solution  of  any  doubt  that 
may  arise  cncer-iing  the  meaning  of  the  words  contained  in  the  grants.  The  ji>inl  Committee  of  the  Council 
and  House  of  Assemhiy  place  no  reliance,  as  they  say,  upon  the  Royal  Instructions  to  the  Governor;  we, 
on  the  conirary,  do;  conceiving,  as  we  think,  that  the  best  explanation  of  the  acts  of  a  servant  is,  by  reference 
to  the  orders  of  his  master,  it  being  a  matter  of  notoriety  that  no  Governor  of  a  Province  is  permitted  to 
depart  from  the  tenor  of  his  instructions.  Should  there  be  any  doubt  that  those  instructions  were  in  strict 
conformity  with  those  of  the  Governor  of  Nova  Scotia,  a  reference  to  tbe  respective  instructions  will  tm- 
mediately  resolve  it. 

It  has  been  stated  that  the  Island  wm  surrendered  at  the  treaty  of  Aix-la-ChappelU,  by  Great  Britain 
to  France,  as  a  dtptndency  of  Cape  Breton.  This  is  an  assumption,  the  grounds  oi  which  we  are  at  a 
loss  to  cooj^ciiire,  unless  it  were  that  tbe  Island  was  not  finally  evacuated  until  the  year  1763,  for  which 
we  need  g-  no  further  than  the  law  of  tbe  Province  of  Nova  Scotia,  passed  is  the  year  1759,  wherein  it  is 
declared  tnai  although  the  French  inhabitants  of  the  Province  of  Nova  Scotia,  of  which  the  then  Island  of 
St.  John  rxnr^iiiuted  a  part,  had,  by  treaty,  agreed  to  become  the  subjects  of  Great  Britain,  ihey  nevertheless 
continued  i..  correspond  with  France,  refused  to  take  the  oath  of  allegiance,  committed  murders  and  de- 
Tastation>  -..[■nn  Hi*  Majesty's  subjects,  so  that  it  was  not  until  the  year  in  which  the  treaty  of  Aii-la-Cbap- 
pellewas  '-..ri>^Ju<lttd,they  w«re  finally  compelled  to  evacuate  the  Island  of  St  John;  nevertheless  it  is  evident 
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fram  Kwry  pnit  oflhe  hiHtory  of  that  period,  that  the  continuance  of  th«  FreDch  inhabitants  ia  the  IbIbdiI  of 
St.  Jiihii.  wa^«  merely  a  boon  granted  by  the  British  tiovernment;  (he  right  to  the  soil,  and  its  hejn^  a  part 
of  the  I'lifvirico  of  Nuva  Scotia,  or  Acadia,  as  it  was  then  called,  was  unquestionably  that  of  Great  Britaio, 
(hat  right  having  never  been  conceded. 

Il  is  rather  astonishing  that  a  House  of  Assemhly  of  Prince  Edward  Island,  in  the  year  1838,  should 
have  been  enublod  so  correctly  to  ascerlnin  what  wore  the  sentiments  of  the  high  contracting  pnilies  at 
the  Tri^aty  of  Aixla-Chappclle,  when  al  the  Treuty  of  Utrecht  it  was  a  matter  of  doubt  ae  to  what  coosti- 
tuted  the  linnits  of  the  then  Province  of  Nuva  Scotia.  Besides  had  other  histories  been  coosuhed,  or  bad 
even  the  words  of  the  Treaty  itself  been  adverted  to,  or  quoted,  it  would  have  been  found  that  the  Island 
ofSaintJohn  was  nevE^ronce  mentioned  or  alluded  to. 

It  is  stated  that  your  Lordship  is  incorrect  in  your  assertion,  that  "  the  words  in  all  the  Grants 
"  were  copied  from  the  38th  section  of  the  Royal  Instructions  of  1769,  as  these  Instructions  were  dated 
"nearly  two  years  subsequent  to  the  order  in  Council,  under  which  the  several  Grants  in  this  CoIodj 
"  issued  from  the  Crown,  and  one  year  ailer,  most  ofthe  Grants  had  passed,"  whereas  had  the  framers  of 
the  Report  reflected  thai  they  had  previously  asserted,  that  the  Order  in  Council  by  which  the  Governor  of 
the  Province  of  Nova  Scotia  was  directed  to  convey  these  Lands  to  the  several  Grantees,  was  dated  in 
the  yfiar  \7tn,  the  Instructions  to  the  Governor  of  the  Province  of  Nova  Scotia  must  at  least  have  bern 
prior  to  that  dale;  and  further,  that  the  version  of  your  Lordship,  as  to  the  Royal  Inslruclions,  is  ma» 
likely  to  be  the  one  most  correct.  The  idea  that  this  Island  was  intended  to  he  settled  "  solely"  by 
German  proteslunts  and  those  averse  to  the  National  Religion,  as  is  assumed  by  the  Committee,  is  so  ab- 
surd, as  not  to  require  refutation.  That  the  English  Government  should  have  entertained  an  intention  so 
ridiculous  as  to  make  this  completely  a  Colony  of  Foreigners,  is  to  suppose  that  they  were  totally  igno- 
rant of  the  law  of  the  laud  :  for  they  must  have  known  that  there  was  a  law  of  the  Kingdom  of  Great  Bri- 
tain, passed  in  the  reign  of  Charles  the  Second,  which  prevented  foreigners  holding  or  occupying 
land  in  these  Colonies,  without  having  first  resided  seven  years  therein,  and  having  taken  the  usual 
Oaths  of  Supremacy  and  Allegiance;  a  law  which  we  have  yetto  learn,  is  not  in  force,  but  which  at  lb« 
data  of  the  passing  of  the  Grants  in  question,  it  cannot  by  any  possibility  be  denied,  was  in  full  vigor 
and  eflect.  Had  there  been  a  doubt,  as  to  who  were  meant  by  Ministers  of  the  Gospel,  had  even  the 
Royal  Instructions  bem  silent  upon  the  subject,  the  law  of  the  Island  of  1802  would  have  afforded  the  fullesl 
information.  Taking  this  therefore  in  connection  wiib  the  Act  oflhe  Province  of  Nova  Scotia,  passed  w 
early  as  the  year  1758,  and  the  Acts  subsequent  thereto,  it  is  evident  that  by  the  words  "  Ministers  of  the 
Gospel"  those  of  the  Church  of  Fngland,  and  none  other,  could  have  been  contemplated.  Twelve  years 
after  the  Royal  Assent  had  been  given  to  the  law  of  1802,  we  find  that  a  Warrant  of  Survey  was  issued  to 
the  Surveyor  General,  directing  him  to  lay  off  the  Glebes  in  every  Township  in  (he  Colony  ;  thereby  af- 
fording a  clear  and  decisive  proof,  if  any  such  were  wanting,  of  the  intention  oflhe  Government  ofihc 
day,  to  appropriate  them  to  the  use  of  the  Church  of  England,  under  the  provision  of  the  aforesaid  Act. 
What  followed  ?  Conservators  of  Glebes  were  appointed  under  the  Great  Seal  of  the  Island;  and  to  whom 
were  (hose  offices  entrusted  ?  To  those  to  whom  the  custody  of  the  lands  in  question  rightfully  appertained, 
the  Ministers  of  the  Church  of  England,  established  not  only  by  the  law  of  the  Empire,  but  also  by  i 
solemn  Statute  of  the  Colony.  It  would  be  derogatory  both  to  your  Lordship  and  ourselves  (o  enter  inio 
the  question  that  is  raised  by  the  House  of  Assembly,  that  your  Lordship  is  erroneous  in  your  asserlioiis 
respecting  the  convcrssiions  had  with  some  of  the  Members  of  that  body;  confiding  as  we  do  in  your  Lord- 
ship's integrity  both  as  a  zealous  and  pious  Pastor  of  the  Church  and  a  learned  and  accomplished  geoile- 
man,  you  must  pardon  us  if  we  refrain  from  even  giving  the  assertion  a  naked  denial.  That  your  Lordship 
in  your  conversations  with  several  gentlemen  in  this  Island,  upon  a  subject  so  naturally  interesting  and  im- 
portant to  you,  might  have  fallen  into  the  error  of  supposing  that  those  who  had  been  Members  of  ibc 
previous  House,  some  of  whom  had  opposed,  and  some  advocated,  the  sale  of  the  Glebe  Lands,  is  per- 
fectly within  the  knowledge  of  many  of  those  who  subscribe  this  document,  and  it  is  with  do  small  feeling 
of  regret,  we  might  even  say  of  indignation,  that  we  find  it  in  a  public  document  attempted  to  be  insinuated, 
that  in  a  matter  so  interesting  (o  the  welfare  of  the  Church  over  which  you  have  been  called  te  preside, 
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you  would  condescend  to  liave  availed  yourself  of  what  the  Committee  of  the  Legislature  must  have  consi- 
dered B  groundless  and  graluitoua  fiction. 

While  we  regret,  my  Lord,  that  our  Church  has  met  with  so  little  faror  at  the  hands  of  the  Legislature 
of  late  years,  and  their  departure  from  the  principlea  of  their  ancestors,  we  cannot  but  feet  grateful,  that  her 
interests  are  entrusted  to  the  keeping  of  one  whom  nothing  can  prevent  from  a  atriot,  conscienlioui  and  up- 
right discharge  of  his  duty.  Go  on,  therefore,  iny  Lerd,  certain  that  you  carry  with  you  the  most  zealous 
wishes  of  (hose  members  of  the  Church  of  England,  residing  in  (his  Colony,  who  feci  anxious  for  its  wel- 
I'iire.  That  your  exertions  to  obtain  for  her  that  remuneration  which  justice  demands  and  requires,  may 
be  crowned  with  ultimate  success,  is  their  fervent  and  constant  prayer.

My  Lord, 

1  have  the  honor  to  address  to  your  Lordship,  the  following  remarks  on  "  a  Report  from  a  Joint  Com- 
"  mittce  of  the  Council  and  Assembly  of  Prince  Edward  Island,  to  whom  was  referred  the  Messags  of  His 
"  Kxcelleocy  the  Lieutenant  Governor,"  transmitting  a  Despatch  from  the  Right  Honorable  Lord  Glenelg, 
with  copies  of  a  correspondence  which  had  taken  place  between  His  Lordship  and  His  Grace  the  Arch- 
bishop of  Canterhnry,  on  the  subject  of  the  Act  for  the  Sale  of  the  Glebe  and  School  Lands  in  this  Colony, 
in  which  correspondenceis  a  letter  from  the  Bishop  of  Neva  Scotia,  asserting  the  exclusive  right  of  the 
Church  of  England  to  (bis  property,  &c.  Slc 

I.  The  Committee,  in  the  commencement  of  their  Report,  "  express  their  surprise  that  the  Bishop  ef 
"  Nova  Scotia  should  havo  deferred,  until  this  late  period,  to  call  in  question  the  justice  of  the  meaaure 
"  adopted  by  the  Legislature;"  they  afterwards  stale,  that  "  during  a  period  of  upwards  of  six  years,  which 
'  -  elapsed  from  the  first  diaeuasion  of  the  question,  until  (he  Royal  Assent  was  given  to  the  Act,  no  objeo- 
"  lion  was  made  by  His  Lordship,  or  any  other  person  against  the  measure,  with  the  exception  of  (he  cora- 
"  municatton  which  appears  to  have  been  addressed  to  the  Right  Henoreble  the  Earl  of  Aberdeen,  (then 
"  Secretary  of  State  for  (he  Colonies,)  by  order  of  the  Society  for  (he  propagation  of  the  Goepel,  on  the  9th 
"  March,  1835;"  and  again,  "  that  no  objection  was  made  to  the  Bill  in  question  before  tha  Royal  Ajseitt 
"  was  given." 

My  first  remark  on  this  part  of  the  Report  is,  that  if  I  had  been  as  negligent  as  the  CtMomittee  have 
slated  me  to  have  been,  in  omitting  to  notice  the  progress  of  our  endeavour  to  alienate  Lands  which  belonged 
to  the  Church,  or  where  intended  for  her  benefit,  no  negligence  on  my  part,  however  culpable,  could  dimi- 
nish the  injustice  of  such  alienations,  or  its  inconsistency  with  (be  original  intention  of  the  Reservee,  or 
mitigate  the  wrong  which  it  inflicted  on  the  Church.  My  next  remark  is,  that  the  Committee  have  been  un- 
der much  miaappreliension  on  (hia  point,  which  will  readily  appear  by  a  simple  statement  of  facts. 

Lipon  the  first  movement  on  the  matter,  I  communicated  with  the  Lieutenant  Governor  of  the  Island, 
upon  the  sultject,  although  it  appeared  scarcely  possible  (hat  the  endeavour  to  alienate  the  Glebe  could 
succeed,  and  I  had  good  reason  to  believe,  that  Hia  Excellency  concurred  in  that  opinion.  No  lime,  however, 
was  lost  in  representing  (he  matter  to  the  Society  for  the  Propagation  of  the  Gospel.  The  sobject  was  alee 
brought  to  the  notice  of  Lord  Goderich,  in  a  letter  which  I  had  tha  honor  of  addresaing  to  his  Lordahip  on 
the  27th  of  March,  1833,  where  I  expressed  the  confidence  i^ich  I  really  entertained,  that  the  bare  mention 
of  the  subject  would  produce  the  effectual  protection  of  the  Government. 

A  copy  of  that  letter  was  sent  at  the  time  to  the  Society,  and  is  now  in  their  Office.  The  matter  wa« 
again  brought  before  the  Society  by  my  letters  in  that  year,  and  very  particularly  afterwards  in  March,  wad 
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in  April,  1834,  when  &  third  Address  from  the  Assembly  of  the  Island  was  forwarded  to  ihe  Coloninl  OfTire. 
It  was  not  unreasonable  to  suppose  that  the  Addresses  from  the  House  of  Assembly  in  IS30  and  in  IS.'tS, 
were  thought  inadmissible,  as  thej  remained  unnoticed  for  several  years.  Thare  was.  perhaps,  still  greater 
recsoDB  to  think  the  Address  of  1834,  would  be  equally  unsuccessful .  It  supplied  no  stronger  reeeons  for 
(he  serious  change  for  which  it  prayed,  than  were  contained  in  the  earlier  Addresses,  ar.d  the  House  of  As- 
sembly had  been  particularly  urged  to  forward  it  by  a  Petition,  whose  character  seemed  unlikely  to  1lsdi^t 
any  measure  which  might  be  grounded  upon  it. 

The  substanoe  of  that  Petition  was  inserted  in  the  Journals  of  the  House,  which  are  rogulurly  forward- 
ed to  Downing  Street,  and  preserved  there. 

When  your  Lordship  is  reminded  that  this  Petition  speaks  of  the  King  when  coming  to  the  Throne,  ts 
haTing/iwiHl  the  Nalian  groaning  under  the  tjUokrabU  buriktn  of  an  t»labli»ked  Church — as  not  having  yet  btin 
abU  to  free  His  aubjectt  from  thtU  galling  yoke  wliick  cannot  be  borne  much  longer  by  freemen — whero  your  I.oril- 
ahip  is  reminded  that  this  same  Petition  represents  an  establiehed  and  itatt  endojctd  Church,  as  one  which  ma^ 
accord  with  Iht  vietut  ofanAitioua  churchmen  and  Priegl-ridden  Prineet,  but  u  looked  tipon  as  a  cruel  impoiilioa  fij 
aU  who  reipect  ihe  tacred  righU  of  eoiwcienee,  and  accuses  Episcopalians  because  they  desire  to  retain  the  lit- 
tle property  originally  intended  for  them,  as  meditating  a  deed  of  plunder  and  rapacity,  and  predicts  that 
their  success  in  this  object  would  not  cease  to  produce  an  abundant  harvest  of  haired  and  envy,  (ill  that 
Church  which  they  are  labouring  to  uphold  by  such  unworthy  means,  shall  be  overturned  both  root  and 
branch. 

When  your  Lordship  is  reminded  of  the  sentiments  thus  expressed  in  the  Petition  of  1 834  to  the  I?ou» 
of  Assembly,  you  wilt  not  be  surprised  that  an  Address  to  the  Throne,  urged  on  by  such  a  Petition,  was 
thought  to  be  aa  unlikely  (s  obtain  any  favourable  regard,  as  those  which  had  preceded  it  in  1830  and  183::. 
It  was,  therefore,  with  as  much  astonishment  as  regret,  that  t  received  a  letter  fVom  the  Lieutenant  Governnr 
of  the  Island,  in  January,  18S5,  containing  the  following  passage: — "  I  have  received  the  orders  of  the  Se- 
"  cretary  of  Slate  to  sell  the  Glebe  and  School  Lands,  and  when  that  is  efiecled  and  reported,  Instructions 
"wilt  bo  transmitted  tome  in  regard  to  the  appropriation  of  the  money  derived  from  the  Sate."  This  letter, 
from  Lieutenant  Giovernor  Young,  wa*  Immediately  (brwarded  to  the  Society  for  the  Propagation  oflhe 
Gospel,  and  probably  induced  an  application  from  that  body  to  the  Colonial  OiGce,  in  March,  1835.  Tb<.> 
reply  from  Mr.  Hay  stated,  that  "  the  unoccupied  state  ofthe  Land  reserved  in  Prince  Edward  Island,  for 
"  the  support  of  the  Ministers  and  Schools,  having  been  represented  to  obstruct  the  improvement  ofthe 
"  Colony,  a  sale  of  those  lands  has  been  authorised — but  without  any  sanotioo  for  the  reversion  oflhe  pro- 
"  ceeds  from  the  purposes  for  which  the  lands  themselves  were  originally  set  apart.  The  only  immediate 
"  objeol  appears  to  have  been,  (o  remove  an  obslruotion  to  the  cullivalion  of  tb*  Iriaod,  and  upon  the  ap- 
"  propriation  ofthe  money  thus  realized,  no  decision  has  been  pronounced. 

"  In  regard  to  the  Bills  alteged  to  have  been  introduced  into  the  Assembly,  Lord  Aberdeen  has  no 
"  further  information,  at  present,  than  is  contained  in  your  Utter,  and  it  would  bo  premature  to  express  bdt 
"  opinion  upon  measures  of  which  the  particulars  are  unknown.  Should  they,  however,  pass  into  laws,  and 
'*  thus  oome  before  His  Majesty  fbr  confirmation,  it  will  be  in  (be  power  ofthe  Society,  or  of  the  Bishop 
"  of  Nova  Sootia,  to  urge  any  objections  which  they  may  consider  applicable  to  (he  Aots,  as  infringing  upoo 
"  tho  rights  of  Itie  Cburoh  of  England." 

This  letter  from  Mr.  Hay  might  easily  lead  the  Society  to  think  no  sueb  Bill  as  was  alluded  to  would 
receive  the  Royal  Assent,  until  an  opportunity  was  afforded  to  them  for  shewing  their  reasons  against  it; 
and  your  Lordship  will  permit  me  to  state,  I  had  still  greater  reason  to  hope  an  opportunity  would  be  afford- 
ed ta  myself  to  make  some  observations  upon  a  Bill, so  vitally  affecting  the  properly  ofthe  Church  under  my 
care,  for  tho  Roya)  Assent  bad  been  leeently  withheld  from  a  Parish  Bill,  passed  by  the  Legislatare  ofthe 
same  Istaad,  of  very  minor  importanoe,  until  it  could  be  referred  to  the  Bialiop  of  tho  Diocese.  Bung  oa 
doty  in  a  very  distant  part  of  my  obarg*— tha  Bay  of  Chateur-^when  Ibis  eommuDioation  first  reached  n^, 
a  icrI]'  ta  it  was  uoaToidably  delayed;  and  a  secoad  cemrnvnicalion  from  tbe  Colonial  Ofike,  on  the  sam* 
■vbjwt,  foUqwed  in«  t«  Btrmuda,  aaQtber  distt^nt  part,  of  my  Qiocese,  from  whence  I  replied  to  it,  «ad  tbea 
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again  Mideavoured  to  obtain  protection  for  the  Glebes  in  Princo  Edward  Island.  Yonr  Lordship  will  there- 
fore, I  Irnst,  acquit  me  of  ihe  negligence  with  which  I  am  charged — at  least  by  implicatioo — although,  if 
the  charge  had  been  well  founded,  it  would  not  have  affected  the  merits  of  the  case;  nor  will  your  Lordship 
be  surprised,  after  all  that  had  taken  place,  at  my  supposing  it  most  improbable  that  the  Government  should 
ever  consent  to  the  alienation  of  the  Glebes  in  Prince  Edward  Island. 

S.  The  Report  of  the  Committee  next  charges  me  with  an  error,  in  stating  that  the  Island  was  a  part  of 
the  Province  of  Nova  Scotia  in  the  year  1749,  and  refers  to  several  treaties,  in  support  of  that  charge. 
This,  however,  appears  entirely  irrulevant;  for  if  the  few  words  in  my  letter  to  the  Archbishop  which  have 
occasioned  the  charge,  and  which  form  only  a  parenthesis — when  Prince  Edward  Islmnd,  then  calUd  the  Jt/tuuf 
of  Si.  JoKn,  aa  wtU  as  JVew  Brwumck,  formed  a  pari  of  Ike  Province  ^ffova  Seolia — were  struck  out  of  th^ 
letter,  the  whole  force  of  all  I  have  said  would  remain,  without  the  least  abatemeat. 

The  object  of  my  reasoning  was,  to  shew  the  intention  of  the  Government  in  making  the  reserve — and 
that  intention  is  as  clearly  shown  without  those  words  as  with  them. 

The  contract  between  the  Government  and  the  Society,  made  in  1749,  was  in  force  at  whatever  period 
tha  Island  was  attached  to  Nova  Sctitia;  and  when  so  attached,  it  became  subject  to  all  the  laws,  and  in- 
structions, and  engagements,  which  applied  to  Nova  Scotia.  I  have  thought  it  right,  however,  to  refer  to 
the  treaties  of  Utrecht  and  Aix-U'Chappelle,  as  these  have  been  mentioned,  and  find  that  the  Island  of  St. 
John  is  not  named  in  them.  It  was  then  little  known ;  but  being  within  nine  milesofthe  shore  of  Nova 
Scotia,  it  had  been  claimed  by  Great  Britain,  as  included  in  the  terras  of  the  Treaty  of  Utrecht,  which  ceded 
(he  Island  of  St.  Christopher's,  in  the  West  Indies,  and  likeuiae  all  JVova  Seolia,  or  J.tadia,  with  ill  anctenl 
boundariet,  and  all  other  Ihinge  in  Ihou  parte  which  depend  on  (he  eaid  Landa  and  blonde.  The  Governors  of 
Nova  Scotia  were  acoordingly  directed,  upon  several  nccaaions,  to  prevent  the  settlement  of  French  inbabi . 
lants  on  the  Island,  whose  aggressions  were  particularly  complained  of  in  1143  and  1T5S,  as  appears  by  the 
correspondence  of  the  Lords  of  Trade  in  those  years. 

As  the  Instructions  to  all  the  Governors  of  Nova  Scotia,  before  Prince  Edward  Island  was  brought  into 
much  notice,  clearly  shew  that  the  urjiforra  intention  of  the  Government  was  to  encourage  and  uphold  the 
established  Church,  so  the  same  intention  was  manifested  in  reference  to  that  Island  as  soon  aa  brought 
more  into  view;  and  although  the  same  inclinalion  that  bad  always  been  manifested,  to  give  full  toleralion 
to  Dissenters,  was  preserved,  nothing  appears  which  can  be  construed  aa  a  desire,  on  the  part  of  the  Go- 
vernment, to  assist  them  by  Grants  of  Land. 

In  February,  1764,  alter  the  period  when  the  Committee  themselves  are  satisfied  that  St  John  formed 
part  of  Nova  Scotia,  the  Lords  of  Trade  recommended  the  settling  of  that  Island  upon  the  plan,  and  under 
the  regulations  approved  offer  Nova  Scotia;  and  the  Instructions,  as  well  as  all  the  Grants  of  Townships 
in  Nova  Scotia,  shew  that  these  regulations  comprehended  allotments  of  land  for  the  Church  and  her  Mi- 
nisters. 

But  upon  this  point  nothing  ean  be  more  express  and  clear  than  the  Order  in  Council,  of  1767,  and  the 
instructions  to  the  first  Governor  of  Prince  Edward  Island,  in  1769.  These  two  instruments  were  suggest- 
ed by  ihe  same  feelings,  and  emanated  from  the  same  authority.  They  serve,  if  csplanation  be  necessary, 
to  explain  each  other,  and  cannot  easily  be  mistaken.  I,  therefore,  beg  to  insert  extracts  from  them  in  this 
letter,  and  may  venture  to  say  to  your  Lordship,  as  I  wrote  to  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  that  if,  after' 
reading  these  extracts  and  contidering  the  previous  Instructions,  and  the  uniform  usage  ia  Nova  Scotia, 
founded  on  these  Instructions,  any  doubt  can  exist  in  your  Lordship's  mind,  as  to  the  only  Church  and  the 
only  Ministers  who  were  interested  in  the  Glebes,  I  will  not  occupy  another  moment  of  your  Lordship's  time. 
They  speak  only  of  fit  Chwrdi  and  the  Minieltn  to  whom  belong  the  Book  of  ComMon  Prayer — who  alone  were 
under  tiw  juriadiotion  of  the  Rthap  cf  London — who  alone  could  receive  Eceleeimlieal  Benefieee — and  who 
alooe  eould  have  an  interest  in  the  several  Fettrit*  in  their  respective  Parishes. 

EMractfivm  an  Order  in  Cewuil,  in  1767.— "That  there  be  also  a  reservation,  in  a  proper  part  of  each 
Township,  of  One  hundred  Acres  of  Land,  for  a  site  of  a  Church,  and  aaa  Glebe  for  a  Minister  of  the  Gos- 
pel, and  Thirty  Acres  for  a  Schoolmaster." 
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Extract  from  the  Royal  Inilrueiiau  lo  Ikt  GoMi-nor  of  frinct  Edward  bland,  dated  iJkc  4J&  o/  Augail,  1  iGD, 
SecOan^l. — "  And  wbereu  Dothing  con  more  eSeclually  promote  the  peace  aad  happtaen  of  our  subjects 
there,  and  impress  upon  their  miada  a  just  eense  of  religioa  aad  morality,  than  an  aniform  and  regular  ohstit- 
vance  of  those  rites  aud  duties  which  our  H0I7  Religion  requires.  You  will,  therefore,  have  a  very  paiti- 
cular  attention  to  this  important  object,  aod  to  that  end,  you  shall  take  especial  care  that  God  Almighty  be 
devoutly  and  duly  served  throughout  your  Government — the  Book  of  Common  Praytr,  a$  by  Late  t$tablitbed, 
read  each  Sunday  and  Holiday — and  the  blessed  Sacrament  admniilertd  according  (0  Ike  rila  of  the  Church  ef 
England." 

Section  28. — "  You  ahall  be  careful  that  the  Churches  herealler  to  be  built  within  our  said  Island,  be 
well  and  orderly  kept;  and  that,  besides  a  competent  maintenance  to  be  assigned  to  At  Mimtter  of  each  ortho- 
dox Church,  a  convenient  House  be  built,  at  the  public  charge,  for  each  Minister;  and  you  are,  in  especial 
manner,  to  take  care  that  One  hundred  Acres  of  Land,  for  the  iUk  of  a  Church,  and  as  a  Gltbtfor  a  Minieler 
of  the  Gospel,  and  thirty  Acres  for  a  Schoolmaster,  be  duly  reserved,  in  a  proper  part  of  every  Township, 
conformable  to  the  direettont  and  conditiota  annexed  to  our  Order  in  Council  of  the  ZQlh  Juf^utl,  1767,  herein  before 
referred  to." 

Section  29. — "  You  are  not  to  prefer  any  Minister  to  any  Ecclesiaalical  Benefice  in  that  our  Island,  nuh- 
out  a  Certificate  from  the  Right  Reverend  Father  in  God,  the  Lord  Bithop  of  London,  of  hi:;  bein^  ci>uf"i li- 
able to  the  doctrine  and  discipline  of  the  Church  of  England,  and  of  a  good  life  and  conversation;  and  if  aor 
person,  preferred  already  (o  a  Benefice,  shall  appear  to  you  (o  give  scandal,  either  by  his  doctrine  or  man- 
ners, you  are  to  use  the  proper  means  for  the  removal  of  him." 

Section  SO. — "  Yoa  are  to  give  orders  forthwith,  that  every  oriAodoxJUtntifcr  within  your  Governmeoi 
be  ontoflht  Fetlrtf  in  hia  respective  Pariah;  and  that  no  Vestry  beheld  without  bim,  except  in  case  of  sicli- 
ness,  Of  that,  after  notice  ofa  Vestry  aummoned,  he  omit  to  come." 

Section  SI. — "  You  are  to  inquire  whether  there  be  antf  Jlfim*f<r  within  your  Government,  who  preaches 
and  administers  the  Sacrament,  in  any  orthodox  Church  or  Chapel,  without  being  in  due  ordert,  and  to  give  as 
account  thereof  to  the  said  Lord  Bidwp  ^  London.'" 

3.  The  Committee  nuzl  declare,  they  'cannot  perceive  the  importance  which  the  Bishop  of  >'ovs 
"  Scotia  would  seem  to  attach  to  the  Royal  Instructions." 

"  Your  Committee  have  yet  to  learn,  that  any  Instructions  can  contravene  Letters  Patent,  under  the 
"  Great  Seal,  in  which  form  the  several  Grants  of  Land  in  this  Colony  passed  from  the  Crown,  and  therefore 
"  his  Lordship's  arguments,  founded  on  such  a  basis,  cannot  avail  him." 

I  have  attentively  examined  my  letters  to  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  and  cannot  discover  a  sen- 
tence which  can  be  thought  to  ezpreaa  any  doubt  respecting  the  validity  of  the  Grants,  or  to  eontravtiu  Lettea 
Patent  under  the  Great  Seal. 

I  suppose  the  meaning  of  certain  words  in  those  Patents  had  not  been  clearly  understood  by  the  Legis- 
lature of  the  Island,  and  considered  the  Order  in  Council,  and  the  Royal  Instructions,  under  which  such 
Grants  were  passed,  to  be  the  beat  guides  to  their  right  i  ate  rp  re  tat  ion.  I  have  no  doubt  that  your  Lordship 
will  concur  in  this  opinion.  It  is,  therefore,  uanecessary  to  dwell  upon  this  point  of  the  Report,  nor  can  it 
be  necessary  to  say  much  upon  the  Committee's  denial  of  the  atUhorily  of  the  Boyai  Inttnctioiu  in  cmttrvlbog 
the  ditpotUion  tf  the  reserved  Lands,  because  those  lustructiwM  form  the  only  proper  gnide  for  such  disposal 
of  the  Lands.  Neither  can  it  be  requisite  to  dwell  upon  the  assertion  of  (he  Committee,  (hat  the  Royal  In- 
structions of  1769  could  have  no  reference  whatever  to  Lunda  which  had  passed  from  the  Crown  before  their 
promulgation. 

These  Instructions  may  certainly  be  used,  not  in  cootraventioo  of  the  Grants  which  passed  immediately 
afYer  the  Order  in  Council  of  1767,  but  to  explain  the  intention  of  those  Grants,  and  especially  because  they 
are  exactly  of  the  same  character  with  all  previous,  as. well  as  all  subsequent.  Instructions.  The  Order  ia 
Council,  of  itself,  could  not  have  furnished  authority  to  the  Governor  to  pass  the  Grants;  but  he  must  hare 
been  instructed  to  pass  them  conformably  with  that  Order;  and  tbeSStb  Section  of  the  Instructiena  in  I7fi9, 
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exprasalj  directs  ih«  reaeFratians  to  bs  ynde  eo&fbrnublo  to  ike  diritlvvu  md  eonditiont  amused  to  aa  Order 
in  Cetmea,  daUdike36tkAiguil,  1167. 

The  spirit  af  all  the  iBstructtoM  oa  tbta  point  wat  the  sam«;'aiid  although  some  eflhe  GruitaipayhBve 
beea  issued  prerionB  to  IT69,  it  ia  not  denied  by  the  Cominittee  tbat  man;  passed  afler  that  d^to-  fbe 
Grant  from  which  m^  Extract  was  talien,  ia  dated  in  1774;  but  the  reaervei  in  all  the  Granta  are  expreesed 
by  the  same  wordB,  and  in  exact  conformity  witb  the  Order  is  Council  in  1767,  with  the  diiectiona  which 
accompanied  tbat  Order,  and  with  the  Instructions  in  1769 — all  ef  which,  aa  has  foeea  already  slKted,  ena* 
nated  from  the  same  authority,  and  were  suggested  by  the  same  spirit  and  feeling. 

4th.  The  Committee  next  assume  that  the  Settlement  of  the  Colony  with  foreign  ProteslanlB  formed 
the  principal  object  of  the  Crown,  and  then  express  their  opinion,  tbat  "  it  never  could  have  been  the  desire 
oflbe  Imperial  Government  lo  force  upon  those  settlsra  the  Communion  of  the  Church  of  England ;  on  the 
contrary,  it  must  be  presumed,  that  In  encouraging  the  settlement  of  foreign  Protestants,  it  was  (be  inlen- 
lion  of  the  British  Government  to  allow  to  (he  spiritual  Pastors  of  those  people  the  benefit  of  the  Glebes  re- 
served for  Miniaters  of  the  Gospel,  unless  the  term  Mxnitler  of  (he  Goeptl  be  considered  as  solely  applicable 
to  Clergymen  of  the  Church  of  England — an  acceptation  which  your  Committee  would  be  very  sorry  to 

T/ie  Obgeroationa  on  the  Report  by  several  gentlemen  in  Charlottetown,  which  I  have  the  honor  to  submit 
Id  your  Lordship,  contain  all  that  is  necessary  to  be  said,  respecting  the  assumption  tbat  the  settlement  of 
liie  Colony  by  foreign  Protestants  was  the  principal  objfict  of  the  Crown. 

I  am  vary  ready  to  admit,  tbat  it  was  not  the  desire  of  tbe  Government  to  fwc«  upon  those  aettlera  the 
Communion  ef  the  Cburch  of  England,  for  such  desire  would  have  been  as  inconsistent  with  (he  feelings  of 
ihe  Government,  and  all  former  Instructions,  as  a  disregard  of  the  interest  of  the  Church  would  have 
been. 

Those  Instructions  uniformly  contained  the  fallowing  directions — "  fou  are  to  permit  a  liberty  of  con- 
■cisQce  to  all  persona,  *o  thallhey  6e  contented  toilh  a  quiet  andptaetabk  tnjoyment  cfAe  tame,  not  gtvwig  t^true 
or  teaadal  lo  the  Gotemmeta"  Here  a  limit  is  assigned  to  that  liberty  of  conscience,  without  the  least  en- 
couTsgement  to  those  to  whom  it  was  granted  to  expect  a  share  in  tbe  property  allotted  to  the  Cburch  and  its 
Ministers.  Indeed,  the  direction  to  grant  liberty  of  conscience  was  so  plain  in  all  the  Instructions,  as 
erideoriy  to  mark  the  difference  between  the  e*t(i6/u/imefit  and  ipcciof  tupport  designed  for  the  Ministers  of 
the  Church;  and  the  indulgences witend«iybr  all  who  did  not  belong  to  her  Commanion.  Tbe  28th  Section 
of  the  loslructionB  of  1769,  when  duly  considered,  appears  very  sufficient  for  itself  to  prove  tbat  the  Chunk, 
tlit  MimtUri  of  Ike  Gotpel,  and  the  GUbet,  were  intended  to  be  intimately  and  indissolubly  connected.  The 
Ministers  there  named  are  moat  evidently  tbe  Ministers  otlkat  Church,  and  the  Glebes  are  expressly  reser- 
Ted  for  Ikae  Jtftiiubrt. 

This  perhaps  might  be  regarded  as  a  sn£Scient  refutattoo  of  tho  opinion  eKprpesfld  by  the  Committee, 
tlal  it  was  the  intention  «f  tbe  British  Government  to  allow  to  the  spiritual  Pastors  of  tbe  foreign  Protestants 
the  bene6t  ofthe  Glebes. 

But  more  may  be  said  upon  this  subject.  These  foreign  Protertants  never  came  to  the  Isltnd;  and  even 
■flhey  had  arrived,  andcould  have  preferred  any  rightful  claim  lo  a  share  in  the  Glebea— which  has  been 
shewn  to  be  impossible— no  such  claim  could  therefore  h«v«  nrisan  on  behalf  of  tbe  vniious  denominations  of 
Diuenters  who  have  Settled  in  the  Island. 

These  claims  are  represented  by  the  Committee  lo  have  been  so  conflicting  aa  to  excite  sach  jealousies 
and  heart  burnings,  that  the  legislature  alienated  the  Lands  instead  ofeotertaining  the  claims,  thus  proving 
tile  claims  themselves  to  be  preposterous,  or  the  admission  of  them  impossible,  while  the  Committee  deem  to 
impute  to  the  Government  of  1761,  the  absurdity  of  having  laid  the  foundattOD  for  such  preposteions  and 
"npossible  claims.

Thers  is  an  impoTtaiit  facl,  which  may  bar*  been  nnknowD,  or  OTerlooked,  by  the  Committee,  althoogfa 
it  is  veil  calculated  to  clear  up  any  doubt,  if  it  ia  posaible  that  doubt  caa  remain  upon  this  subject. 

Before  tbe  settlement  of  Prince  Edward  Island,  several  thousand  foreign  Protestants— French  and  Ger- 
man  had  been  encouraged  to  settle  in  Nova  Scotia.     These  chiefly  belonged  to  those  churches  on  the 

Continent  of  Europe  which  hsTe  been  regarded  as  Sister  Churches  by  our  own  Communion.  It  has  hap- 
pened (sa  might  have  been  thought  probable  at  the  time  of  their  arrival),  that  a  large  portion  of  theae  foreign 
Protestants  have  united  with  the  established  Church.  But  others,  who  constituted  a  very  large  and  respec- 
table majority  of  the  whole  settlement  in  which  they  were  placed,  (at,  particularly,  at  Luaenburgh),  have 
remained  to  the  present  day  with  their  separate  Pastors,  in  the  communion  of  the  Lutheran  and  Dutch  Cal~ 
vinist  Churches.  In  Lunenburgh,  as  in  the  other  Townships  ofNova  Scotia,  a  Glebe  was  reserved;  but  no 
claim  to  any  portion  of  Glebe  was  ever  preferred,  nor,  I  believe,  ever  thought  of,  by  Lutheran  or  Calviaisu, 
either  there  or  elsewhere ;  and  that  Glebe,  like  all  others,  remains  as  it  ever  has  been,  the  sole  and  undis- 
puted properly  of  the  established  Church.  It  would,  therefore,  be  strange  indeed,  if  any  claim  could  now  be 
entertained  on  behalf  of  either  German  or  French  Protestants,  and  still  more  strange,  on  behalf  of  Dissen- 
ters from  the'Church,  to  Globes  in  Prince  Edward  Island,  reserved  in  obedience  to  Iha  same  or  similar 
Instructions  with  those  which  had  directed  similar  reservations  in  Nova  Scotia. 

5.  I  must  now  advert  to  that  part  of  the  Report  which,  although  totally  irrelevant  to  (he  main  subject, 
aeems  to  accuse  me  of  asserting  an  untruth,  or,  at  least,  to  impute  to  me  a  most  gratuitous  misrepresentatioD. 
My  letter  to  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury  contains  the  following  passage: — "  In  the  last  Summer,  I  visited 
Prince  Edward  Island,  and  took  some  pains  to  ascertain,  from  individuals  who  concurred  in  passing  the  Act, 
both  of  the  Council  and  of  the  House  of  Assembly,  what  other  grounds  were  alleged  for  the  measure." 

The  Report  has  the  following  reply— <  The  Committee  of  the  House  of  Assembly  deny  (hat  the  Bishop  of 
'  Nova  Scotia,  on  his  visit  to  the  Island,  in  1836,  ever  had  a  conversation  with  any  member  of  that  House, 
'  upon  the  Act  in  question,  who  had  concurred  in  its  passing,  as  asserted  by  his  Lordship;  hut  the  Com- 
'  mittee  of  the  Council  admit  that  bis  Lordehip  did  converse  on  (be  subject  with  some  of  its  Members,  wbo 
'  concurred  in  the  measure." 

To  any  want  of  courtesy  in  this  denial  it  would  now  be  vain  to  object.  The  explanation,  however,  ia  easy. 
I  was  not  aware  of  a  recent  jdinsolution  of  (he  House,  and  of  the  changes  which  this  produced.  I  conversed 
with  several  Members,  whose  names  1  had  seen  in  the  debates  in  1830,  18S2  or  1334,  when  the  Addresses 
to  the  Ctown  were  agreed  upon;  and  as  the  Acta  which  followed  may  well  be  considered  as  grounded  upon 
those  addresses,  the  former  House,  as  well  as  the  latter,  might  not  improperly  be  regarded  as  having  con- 
curred in  passing  that  Act,  even  if  I  had  known  that  the  change  had  taken  place. 

The  most  remarkable  feature  in  (he  case  is,  that  (he  House  was  informed  of  this  fact  by  some  of  its  own 
Members,  before  the  adoption  of  the  Repor(;  and  to  clear  up  all  possibility  of  mistake,  and  set  the  matter 
right,  the  names  of  the  former  Members,  with  whom  I  had  converHed  on  the  subject,  were  unhesitatingly 
mentioned,  aa  appears  by  a  Report  of  the  debate  in  the  same  QazelU  in  which  (he  Report  of  the  Commillea 
was  printed.  The  Committee,  however,  iaaisted  on  passing  tbatr  Report,  with  this  denial  in  it ;  and  it  was 
adopted  by  a  majority  of  three  to  six. 

6.  I  had  said  that  "  montf  of  the  Glebea  were  under  improving  Leases,  which  the  clergy  had  been  duly 
authorized  to  grant."  The  report  states — "  auch  Leases  were  but  few,  and  were  granted  by  them  in  their 
capacity  of  Coiuenaton  of  OUba  on/y,  to  which  they  were  appointed  by  the  Administrators  of  the  Govere- 
ment."     It  is  unnecessary  to  discuss  the  strict  meaning  of  terms  entirely  relative— although  L  still  thiok  the 

.term  I  used  quite  correct,  if  the  circumstances  of  the' Island,  and  (he  difficulty  of  finding  good  tenants  there, 
be  considered.  But  I  might  ask  why  the  Clergg  were  appointed  Conservators  of  Glebes?  The  Clergy  were 
ftw  in  number,  and,  of  all  men  in  the  Island,  (ha  most  unfit  to  receive  such  appointments,  i/*  the  Gtebta  tfid 
nol  iilong  to  the  Church.  If  they  did  belong  to  the  Church,  the  clergy  were  certainly  the  proper  persons  to 
take  charg«  of  (hem;  and  Mcordingly  the  Adannistrator  of  the  Government  commilted  this  charge  to  then. 
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because  no  doubt  of  Iha  claim  of  the  Church  to  those  lands  waa  entertained  when  the  lands  were  laid  off  by 
ordar  of  the  GoTemment,  and  the  ConBervatora  of  them  were  appointed  under  the  great  seal  of  the  Island. 

7.  The  last  obaerv^ion  which  I  have  to  make  on  the  Report  laual  be  directed  to  the  concluding  part  of  it, 
which  accuses  me,  with  its  usualirrelevancy  to  the  Chwck't  etaimto  the  GUbet,  of  a  '  diaingenuouaand 
'  unfair  assertion.'  I  had  slated,  that  '  on  two  of  the  Glebes  burial  places  had  long  been  used,  and  that 
■  these,  with  their  dead  bodies,  were  sold  wilh  the  rest.'  The  Report  states—'  your  Committee  ate  not 
'  aware  of  more  than  one  Glebe  which  was  so  circumstanced,' 

I  leceived  the  intelligence  from  two  individuah,  in  different  parts  of  tha  Island,  and  therefore  supposed 
that  (100  Globes  were  so  circumstanced.  I  have  had  no  opportunity  of  ascertaining  whether  this  suppositioa 
was  correct.  But  a  single  case  of  the  kind  issufficienllj'  revolting.  A  respectable  Clergyman  in  the  Island, 
to  whom  allusion  was  made  in  the  Report,  felt  called  upon  to  make  a  pMic  statement  of  facts,  relative  to  the 
saleofa  Burial  Ground  within  the  limits  of  his  mission.  I  can  entertain  no  doubt  of  the  accuracy  of  this 
statement,  and  therefore  insert  it  in  this  place,  as  the  heat  reply  to  so  much  of  the  Report  as  relates  to  this 

"  The  part  ofthe  Report  upon  which  I  feel  myself  particularly  called  upon  to  remark  is',  that  which  relates 
to  the  sale  of  the  Burial  Ground  on  Lot  No.  13,  in  which  1  am  sorry  to  say  they  have  deviated  so  far  from 
the  real  facts  of  the  case.  The  Committee  state,  '  That  the  part  which  has  been  used  as  a  Burial  Ground, 
'  with  an  addition  of  about  four  acres,  was  expressly  reatmed,  at  the  time  of  sale,  and  set  up  at  the  request 
'  of  the  Clargyman  ofthe  Parish,  for  the  sole  purpose  of  obtaining  a  title,  and  was  bid  in  hy  him  at  thenoini- 
'  nal  price  of  Twenty  Shillings,  being  the  first  and  only  bid  mode  therefor."  That  this  statement  is  wido 
from  the  truth  is  well  known  to  every  person  who  was  present  at  the  sale,  and  to  none  better  than  to  Mr . 
Pope,  by  whom  the  Report  is  subscribed.  In  the  last  place,  I  would  ask  tha  Joint  Committee,  by  whom 
was  this  express  reservation  made? 

"  The  Act  makes  no  such  reservation,  and  the  Commissioners  appointed  to  sell  the  Glebes,  when  applied 
to  on  the  subject,  expressly  stated  that  they  had  no  power  to  make  such  reservation.  Had  it  been  made  by 
authority,  of  course  it  would  not  have  been  sold.  All  that  the  Commissioners  could  do,  to  preserve  the  dead 
from  molestation,  I  am  happy  to  say  they  cheerfully  did,  which  was,  to  set  up  five  acres,  including  all  the 
graves,  by  itself,  and  then  allow  us  to  buy  it  in  as  cheap  as  we  could.  Instead  of  these  five  acres  being: 
ruervtd,  as  the  Joint  Committee  would  have  us  believe,  they  were  set  up,  like  all  the  other  lands  sold  upon 
ihe  occasion,  for  public  competition;  and  instead  of  being  bid  in  by  me  as  the  first  and  only  bidder.  I  caa 
assure  the  Joint  Committee,  that  there  were  more  bids  for  the  Grave  Yard  than  for  a  much  larger  tract,  sold 
upon  the  same  occasion  to  a  private  individual,  and  at  a  higher  rate  per  acre." 

It  is  evident,  from  the  genera!  style  of  the  Report,  that  I  have  been  so  unfortunate  as  to  incur  the  displea- 
sure ofthe  Committee,  and  to  this  I  must  attribute  the  charges  against  me. 

I  regret  the  misfortune  of  this  displeasure,  because  I  have  much  esteem  for  several  members  ofthe  Legis- 
lature, who  have  been  well  known  to  me  for  a  long  time;  but  I  hope  your  Lordship  will  believe  I  am  pre- 
pared to  submit,  without  much  emotion,  to  greater  evils  than  even  this  misfortune,  if  brought  upon  me  by  a 
•toady  and  conscientious  discharge  of  that  which  i  believe  to  be  my  duty  to  God  and  to  his  Church. 

Having  now  gone  through  the  whole  ofthe  Report  ofthe  Joint  Committee,  I  trust  your  Lordship  will  be 
aatisfied  "hat  iho  three  grounds  upon  which  the  justification  of  the  Act  ofthe  Legislature  of  Prince  Edward 
Island,  which  alienated  all  the  Glebes,  and  the  three  Addresses  from  the  House  of  Assembly  to  the  Crown, 
which  preceded  the  passing  of  the  Act,  has  been  rested,  can  afford  them  no  support.  First,  the  alleged 
impossibility  of  determining  for  what  particular  denomination  of  Christians  the  Glebes  were  intended  by  I  be 
Government;  Secondly,  the  plea  of  impediment  which  these  reserves  opposed  to  the  cultivation  of  the 
Colony;  and.  Thirdly,  the  claim  now  set  up  on  behalf  of  Foreign  Protestants.  I  trust  your  Lordship  will 
be  satisfied  ihut  the  original  intention  ofthe  Government  is  clear  and  explicit,  in  sustaining  the  exclusive 
olaim  ofthe  Established  Church,  and  was  universally  so  considered  and  acted  upon  until  a  very  recent

and  thai  even  if  Buch  impediment  had  existed,  IhealieDation  of  the  Land  was  (he  test  remedy  tb at  should 
have  been  attempted  in  such  a  case:  and,  finally,  that  the  claim  now  set  up  on  behalf  of  Foreign  Proies- 
tants,  ffho  never  vent  to  the  Island,  is  wholly  without  foundattoB;  and  that  any  pretence  of  DiseenleFs, 
grounded  OD  such  ctaiia,  are,  if  possible,  still  more  extra vagaot.

Mr  Lord; 

We  are  honoured  with  your  Lordship's  commands,  signified  in  your  Lordship's  letter  of  the  1 8th  Septeoi- 
bar  last,  stating  thai  in  the  month  of  April,  1834,  an  Address  to  the  Throne  was  transmitted  from  the  Hoon 
of  Assembly  of  Prince  Edwaidlsland,  praying  that  the  proceeds  of  certain  Lands,  reserved  in  that  Colonv 
for  the  support  of  Ministers  of  the  Gospel,  and  Schoolmasters,  should  be  applied  exclusively  to  purpose* 
connected  with  education.  In  reply  to  this  Address,  Mr.  S.  Rice,  in  October,  1834,  directed  that  lbs 
Lands  in  question,  being  at  that  time  unproductive,  and  an  impediment  to  cultivation,  should  be  sold  reset- 
ving  for  future  consideration  the  mode  of  investing  and  appropriating  the  proceeds.  In  April,  1835  a  BitI 
was  accordingly  psased  by  the  Legislature  of  Prince  Edward  Island,  authorizing  the  ssle  of  these  lands, 
but  directing  that  the  proceeds  'shall  be  appropriated  for  the  purpose  of  promoting  general  Education  withia 
'  the  Island,  in  such  manner  and  under  such  regulations  as  His  Majesty,  his  Heirs  or  Successors,  msy 
'  hereinafter  be  pleased  to  prescribe  or  command.'— That  that  fiill  contained  a  clause  suspending  its  opera- 
tion until  His  Majesty's  pleasure  should  be  known— that  it  received  His  Majesty's  special  confirnjatioa on 
the  28th  April,  1836,  and  under  its  provisions  the  lands  have  since  been  sold— That  early  in  the  year  1836 
before  the  Bill  in  question  had  reached  this  country,  the  Society  for  the  Propagation  of  the  Gospe)  commit 
nicated  whh  Lord  Aberdeen  on  the  subject,  and  were  informed  by  bis  Lordship,  that  although  no  intelh- 
gence  ofthe  introduction  ofthat  Bill  had  then  been  received,  yet,  that  if  it  should  come  home,  it  would  be 
in  the  power  of  the  Society  to  make  any  representation  against  its  provisions,  which  they  might  think  neces- 
sary—That no  such  representation  was  made  in  1836,  but,  after  the  sale  had  been  concluded,  a  letter  wu 
received  from  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  enclosing  a  communication  on  the  subject  from  the  Bishop  of 
Nova  Scotia,  the  object  of  which  was  to  shew,  that  the  original  title  to  the  Glebe  and  School  Lands  in  Prince 
Edward  Island  resided  exclusively  in  the  Church  of  England,  and  consequently  that  His  Majesiy'a  Govern- 
ment were  bound,  in  equity,  to  appropriate  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  those  lands  solely  to  Educational 
Establishments  in  connection  with  that  Church. — That  about  the  same  time,  an  Address  was  received  from 
the  Assembly  of  Prince  Edward  Island,  praying  '  that  the  moneys  arising  from  the  sale  of  the  Glebe  and 
'  School  Lands,  under  the  said  Act,  may  be  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  I^cai  Legislature,  on  condilioa 
'  that  the  annual  payment  of  the  legal  Interest  thereof  be  secured,  by  permanent  enactment,  on  the  general 
'  Revenue  of  the  Colony,  and  applied  exclusively  towards  the  support  and  encouragement  of  Elementarj 
'  Schools.'— That  in  answer  to  the  Address  from  the  Assembly,  your  Lordship  transmitted  to  the  Legisla- 
ture of  Prince  Edward  Island  a  copy  of  the  letter  from  the  Bishop  of  Nova  Scetia,  requesting  them  to  slats 
whether  they  concurred  in  or  dissented  from  the  Bishop's  conclusion,  and,  in  case  of  their  dissent,  to  explain 
the  grounds  on  which  they  proceeded.  The  Joint  Answer  of  the  Council  and  Assembly,  controverting  ibe 
arguments  of  the  Bishop  of  Nova  Scotia,  was  received  in  the  month  of  May  last,  and  was  referred  (o  the 
Bishop  for  his  reply.    That  that  reply  reached  your  Lordship  on  the  26lh  of  August,     That  your  Lordtbip 
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has  ainco  received  a  Petition  from  (ha  Mi&istera  and  Elders  of  Ike  Preib^tarian  Church  in  Prince  Edvard 
Island,  on  the  auhject  of  these  Xjands. 

Your  Lordsblp  is  pleased  to  transmit  tons  copies  of  (he  letter  from  the  Bishop  of  Nova  Scotia  to  Ibe 
Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  dated  the  I61h  March,  1837 — oftha  remarks  on  that  letter  hy  both  branches  of 
the  Legislature  of  Prince  Edward  Island — of  the  Bishop's  Answer  to  those  remarks— of  the  Petilion^rom 
lh«  Presbyterian  community — and  of  the  Order  in  CouDCil  passed  in  1167,  for  the  Grants  of  Prince  Edward 
Island,  then  called  the  Island  of  Saint  John;  and  your  Lordship  is  pleased  to  request,  that  we  would  lake 
these  papers  into  consideration,  and,  adverting  to  (he  arguments  therein  adduced — to  the  terms  of  the  Order 
in  Council  of  1767 — and  to  the  extracts  from  the  Instructions  to  the  Governor  of  Prioce  Edward  Island  in 
1769,  quoted  by  the  Bishop  of  Nova  Scotia — that  we  would  report  to  your  Lordship  our  joint  opinion, 
whether,  as  asserted  by  the  Bishop  of  Nova  Scotia,  the  title  to  the  Cburcb  and  School  Lands,  or  to  either, 
previously  to  the  passing  of  the  Act  of  1835,  resided  exclusively  in  the  Church  of  England,  or  whether — as 
maintained  by  the  Colonial  Legislature,  and  ihe  Presbyterian  body — those  lands  were  applicable,  from  the 
first,  to  the  support  of  other  Christian  communities,  as  well  as  the  Church  of  England. 

In  obedience  to  your  Lordship's  commands,  wc  have  taken  these  papers  into  consideration,  and  bare  the 
honor  to  report,  that,  in  our  opinion,  the  Churches  and  Ministers  contemplated  by  the  Order  in  Council  of 
1767,  and  referred  (o  in  the  clauses  of  reservation  in  the  various  Grants  of  Lands,  are  Churches  andMinia- 
tera  of  the  Church  of  England  only.  The  reference  to  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer — to  the  admioistration 
of  the  Sacrament,  according  to  the  rites  of  the  Church  of  England — and  to  the  general  superintendence  of 
the  Bishop  of  London — appears  to  us  (o  ba  conclusive  on  this  point.  It  muat,  however,  be  remarked,  that 
the  mere  reservation  of  the  land  by  the  Crown,  did  not,  of  itself,  give  a  title  to  the  Church.  Its  effect  waa 
merely  to  keep  (he  reserved  property  in  (be  Ciown,  wi(h  the  declared  intention,  however,  ofits  being  appro- 
priated to  the  Church  of  the  District,  when  such  Church  should  be  built.  In  all  cases,  therefore,  where 
churches  have  been,  or  shall  be,  built,  on  Ihe  faith  of  such  reservation,  the  Minister  appears  to  us  to  have 
an  equitable,  if  not  alegal,  title  to  the  Land  reserved;  but  until  a  Church  is  built,  no  person  has  any  title 
whatever  against  the  Crown.  The  only  title  adverse  to  the  Crown  is  the  possible  title  of  the  Minister  of  the 
District,  for  which  the  reservation  was  made,  in  case  there  ever  should  be  such  Minister;  and  not  a  title  in 
the  Church,  considered  abstractedly  in  the  nature  of  a  corporate  body. 

With  respect  to  the  Lands  reserved  for  founding  Schools,  we  do  not  think  that  the  Church  has  any  ground 
whatever  to  contend  for  a  right  to  that  land,  or  that  the  Grown  is  under  any  obligation  whatever  to  confine 
the  Schools  for  Schools  for  the  benefit  of  persons  in  communion  with  the  Church  of  England. 

We  should  add,  that,  in  giving  thia  opinioo,  we  aaanme  that  no  appropriation  has  been  made  beyond  (he 
reservation  in  the  different  Grants.

My  Lord, 

I  regret  to  have  to  infuriQ  jour  Lordship,  that  in  addition  to  the  question  of  Eacheat,  another  Truitful 
•ourco  of  agitation  has  recently  ariaen  among  the  acltlers  in  this  Island  with  rererencs  to  tha  Reserves 
lor  Fisheries,  contained  in  the  original  Grants.  I  therefore  fee!  it  necessary  to  lose  no  lime  in  bringing  this 
subject  before  your  Lordship,  as  clearly  and  concisely  as  lays  in  my  power. 

I  would  first  call  your  Lordship's  ftttenlion  to  the  Order  in  Council,  under  which  the  original  Grants 
were  issued.    It  is  as  follows: 

"  That  in  order  to  promote  and  encourage  the  Fishery,  for  which  many  parts  of  this  Island  are  coo- 
"  veniently  situated,  there  be  a  clause  in  the  Grant  of  tatk  Towmkip  that  abuts  upon  the  sea  shore, 
"  containing  a  reservation  of  liberty  to  all  His  Majesty's  subjccls  in  general  of  carrying  on  a  free  Fishery 
"  on  the  coasts  of  the  said  Township,  and  of  erecting  stages  and  other  necessary  buildiqga  for  (be  said 
"  Fishery,  within  the  distance  of  Five  hundred  feet  irom  high  water  mark." 

I  have  enclosed,  foryour  Lordship's  information,  a  Return  shewing  the  several  Reserves  for  this  pur- 
pose, contained  in  the  different  Townships,  from  which  it  will  appear  that  the  reservation  as  contemplated 
in  the  Order  in  Council,  has  been  strictly  followed  in  only  twelve  Townships.  In  thirty-two  Townships 
the  Reservation  is  as  follows: 

"  And  further  saving  and  reserving/or  At  disposal  of  His  MajeWj,  fua  Heirs  and  tueeeitort.  Five  hundred 
"  feet  from  high  water  mark  on  the  coast  of  the  tract  of  land  hereby  granted,  to  erect  Stages  and  other  ueces- 
"  aary  buildings  for  carrying  on  the  Fishery." 

Oflhe  remaining  twenty-three  Townships,  eighteen  contain  no  FtiAn-if  JtMnrofion,  and  of  five,  no  Grants 
whatever  are  on  Record. 

By  reference  to  a  plan  of  the  Island  annexed  to  the  Return,  your  Lordship  will  perceive  Ibat  aeveial 
of  the  Townships  which  do  conlaia  Reservations  abut  upon  rivers  only,  or  more  strictly  speaking,  aarrow 
arms  of  the  sea. 

All  the  Islands  on  the  coast  contain  Reservations  agreeably  to  the  Order  in  Council.  The  Proprietors 
have  hitherto  exercised  acts  of  ownership  over  these  Reserves,  by  including  them  in  their  Leases  to  their 
Tenanla,  or  otherwise  absolutely  disposing  of  the  fee  simple  with  the  adjacent  lands.  I  should  here  observe 
that  most  of  the  Leases  contain  a  clause  subjecting  the  Tenants  to  all  the  conditions  of  the  original  Grants. 

The  Colonial  Government  has,  in  a  few  instances,  in  cases  where  tlu:  Rtaervalum  i$  to  (he  Crown,  exer- 
cised authority  over  them,  by  granting  Licenses  of  Occupation  in  the  terms  of  the  Grant  to  persons  engaged 
in  th^  Fisheries,  as  will  appear  by  the  Return  enclosed.  Since  my  arrival  in  the  Colony,  I  have  lakea 
upon  myself  to  grant  licenses  of  occupation  of  these  Reserves  in  two  cases  where  the  applicants  were 
freeholdert,  to  the  extent  of  the  fronts  of  their  farms.  I  have  also  had  numerous  applications  ntade  to  ma 
very  racentlyby  Tenanftfor  similar  licenses;  but,  conceiving  that  these  licences  were  to  be  used  with  a  view 
of  defeating  the  Landlord's  claim  for  rent,  and  not  for  the  Aona^tfo  purpose  of  carrying  on  a  Fishery,  I 
have  declined  issuing  any  further  licenses,  until  I  receive  your  Lordship's  iastructions  on  the  subject. 
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It  is  proper  (bal  I  should  call  your  Lordship's  atteolion  to  a  correspondence  which  took  place  between 
Mr.  Robert  StoWart,  Lord  Godetich,  Lord  Stanley,  and  Sir  Aretas  W.Young,  on  the  subject  of  these  Re- 
serves, dated  22d  March,  1833;  25th  do.,  No.  17;  22d  May,  No.  48;24lh  do,.  No.  49;  6lh  Nov.,  No.  6. 

The  records  of  this  corretpondence  will,  of  course,  be  found  in  your  Lordship's  Office;  but  it  may 
save  soma  trouble,  if  I  briefly  recapitulate  the  most  material  points. 

The  first  letter  of  this  correspondence  which  appears  on  record  here,  is  one  from  Mr.  Robert  Stewart, 
nnderdate  the  22d  March,  I8S3,  ia  which  hs  agrees  to  accept  a  lease  of  the  Fishery  abutting  on  bis  pro- 
perty, at  a  reasonable  rate.  This  letter  is  transmitted  in  a  Despatch  from  Viscount  Goderich  to  Sir  A.  W. 
Young,  dated  the  25lh  March,  1833,  No.  17,  wherein  he  is  aulhorized  to  grant  to  Mr.  Stewart,  "or 
"  to  any  other  Proprietor  simiiarly  circumstanced,  who  may  apply  to  him,  a  lease  on  equitable  conditions, 
' '  of  such  portions  of  the  space  of  five  hundred  feet  above  high  water  mark  reserved  to  the  Crown,  as  may 
"  border  on  the  property  of  the  persons  applying  to  him." 

In  reply,  Sir  A.  W.  Younj,  under  date  the  22d  May,  1833,  No.  43,  and  in  a  subsequent  Despatch  of 
the  same  date,  No.  49,  to  which  I  would  especially  call  your  Lordship's  attention,  explains  why  the  Crown 
in  many  cases  has  not  the  power  of  grunting  leases  ofthese  Reserves,  and  very  forcibly  states  his  reasons 
why  it  would  be  highly  impolitic  to  grant  leases  to  the  Proprietors,  tnere  U  even  in  U»  potetr  todoao,  except  for 
a  ivrE|  limited  period;  and  therefore  took  upon  himself  to  suspend  any  finite  measures  on  (he  subject  till 
further  orders  were  received.  The  view  Sir  A.  W.  Young  here  takes  of  the  case,  met  the  approval  of 
Lord  Stanley,  then  Secretary  of  State,  who  in  a  Despatch  dated  the  6th  November,  1833,  No.  61,  thus  ex- 
presses himself — "  I  have  the  honor  to  convey  to  you  my  approbation  of  your  decision  under  the  circum- 
"  stances  stated  by  you,  to  suspend    the   execution   of  the  Karl  of  Ripon's  instructions  on  the  subject." 

The  question  of  these  Reserves  has  latterly  been  much  and  frequently  discussed  throughout  the  Island, 
and  has  been  the  main  subject  of  more  than  one  public  meeting,  in  which  the  determination  I  have  come 
to  not  to  grant  further  licenses  until  I  receive  your  Lordship's  commands,  has  been  the  cause  of  some 
an  imad  ve  rs  ioD . 

As  the  applications  for  licenses  are  likely  to  be  renewed,  and  with  more  plausibility,  at  the  commence- 
ment of  the  Fishing  season  in  May,  I  would  take  the  liberty  of  requesting  your  lordship's  instructions 
at  your  earliest  convenience.  But  I  would  at  the  same  time  press  upon  your  Lordship's  attention  the  im- 
policy, under  any  circumstances,  of  relinquishing  those  Reserves  which  are  in  the  Crown  to  the  Proprietors, 
as  I  am  firmly  convinced  such  a  measure  would  not  only  tend  to  increase  the  present  excitement  against 
the  Proprietors  themselves,  but  also  to  weaken  the  strong  attachment  now  felt  by  the  Colonists  to  the  Mo- 
ther Country.

YouT  Despatch  of  the  8th  of  January  last,  iDarkad  "Separate,"  relative  to  the  applications  which  have 
at  difi*erent  times  been  addressed  to  the  Crown  and  the  local  GovernmeDt,  for  Grsata  of  the  ReservalioDS 
on  (ha  Sea  coast  of  Prince  Edward  Island,  reached  me  oa  (he  35th  ultimo. 

I  have  not  failed  to  devote  my  serious  attention  to  this  important  subject,  and  to  review  the  correspon- 
dence of  my  predecessors  regarding  it — and  I  beg  to  express  my  thanks  for  the  perspicuous  maimer  in 
vliicb,  in  your  Despatch,  you  have  brought  it  befoie  me. 
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It  appears  to  me  that  the  reservation  made  of  landa  adjacent  to  the  Sea  coast,  or  to  the  shoreg  of  in- 
lets  from  tbe  Sea,  for  the  purposo  of  Fishing,  so  far  as  the  right  has  been  reserved  lo  the  Queen's  sobjecd 
collectively,  constitute  a  property  over  which  tbe  power  of  the  Crown  is  exceedingly  queslion&bte.  Tbeie 
lands  would  appear  to  have  been  dediratedto  the  use  of  the  public  for  this  special  purpose,  and  that  d»- 
dication  of  tbem  seems  to  be  irrevocable ;  but  in  cases  where  the  lands  have  hecn  reserved  tn  the  Crown,  ibej 
must  be  considered  as  forming  part  of  that  Territorial  Revenue.which  should  bo  employed  in  (he  public  let- 
vice,  in  whatever  manner  may  be  most  compatible  with  a  prudent  and  economical  use  of  them,  tamofopisioi 
that  such  reserved  lands  ought  not  to  be  alienated  in  perpetuity,  or  for  any  considerable  length  of  lime, 
but  that  they  should  be  put  up  for  Auction,  at  a  fair  upset  price,  to  be  let,  either  for  each  Fishing  seisMi, 
or  at  most  for  one  or  two  seasons  in  advance;  or,  if  the  demand  of  a  rent  would  impede  the  Fisherieaof 
the  Island,  thee  that  they  should  be  thrown  open  (o  all  British  subjects  engaging  in  those  Fisheries,  which 
might  be  regulated  by  such  Laws  as  might  be  found  necessary  for  preventing  improvident  and  injuriou 
practices  in  carrying  them  on.  I  concur  with  you  and  with  Sir  Arelaa  Vf.  Young,  in  deprecating  any  luch 
disposal  of  these  lands  as  would  secure  to  the  proprietors  or  Tenants  of  the  adjacent  soil,  the  eidastn 
posBessioQ  of  those  facilities  which  are  necessary  for  engaging  in  the  Fisheries  of  Prince  Edward  Islind.

I  have  (he  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  Lordship's  letter,  ofthe  10th  of  May  last  (No  4SI, 
replying  lo  my  Despatch  ofthe  8lh  of  January,  on  the  subject  ofthe  Fishery  Reserves  on  the  shoresorihii 
Island, 

With  reference  to  your  Lordship's  BUggestion,thatincaseswhere  theseReservesreniain  in  the  pont 
ofthe  Crown,  they  should  either  be  put  up  to  Auction,  at  a  fair  upset  price  for  each  Fishing  seasoa,  »•< 
most  for  one  or  two  seasons  in  advance,  or  thrown  open  to  all  British  subjects  engaging  ia  i>w» 
Fisheries — I  would  strongly  recommend  that  they  should  be  thrown  open  to  all  Her  Majesty's  sabjecti 
engaging  in  these  Fisheries,  which  would  place  thein  on  the  same  footing  as  the  other  refler?«!ioii> 
on  the  Sea  coast  ofthe  Island,  and  fulfil  the  evident  inlenlionsof  tbe  Royal  Instructions,  ofthe  4tbAu|«l> 
1709.  I  am  of  opinion,  that  tbe  leasing  of  these  reservations,  even  for  a  short  period,  would  be  a  conside- 
rable impediment  lo  the  Fisheries  ofthe  Island — while  such  a  measure  would  cause  a  very  trifling  incretw 
to  its  Revenue.  Should  your  Lordship  approve  of  my  recommendation,  I  beg  to  suggest  that  I  may  be  tu- 
tborized  to  gtva  publicity  to  this  decision  of  Her  Majesty's  Government,  taking  care,  or  course,  to  plao'^ 
reservations  now  in  question,  under  tbe  same  conditions  and  restrictions  as  those  which  have  always  beeo 
reserved  for  the  use  of  all  British  subjects  engaged  in  the  Fisheries.

I  have  had  under  my  consideration  th«  Act  passed  by  the  Legislature  of  Prince  Edward  Island,  on  lb« 
7th  April  last,  "  for  regulating  the  several  Jails  within  (he  Island,  and  establishing  Prison  Discipline 
therein." 

On  comparing  the  provisions  of  this  Act  with  (hose  of  the  £nglish  Jail  Act  of  1833,  I  find  that  muj 
important  regulations,  contained  in  the  latter,  have  not  been  adopted  by  the  Island  Legislature,  and  I  shdl 
therefore  abstain  from  advising  Her  Majesty  to  assent  to  this  Act,  until  the  Council  and  Assembly  sfaiU 
have  had  an  opportuaily  of  caasidaring  (he  amendments  which  the  Law  seems  (o  require. 

I. proceed  to  point  Ihesa  out,  and  I  enclose,  for  (he  coDvenience  of  reference,  a  copy  of  the  Imperial  Ad 
4  Geo.  4,  cap.  64. 

1.  It  should  be  imperative  on  the  Keeper  of  a  Prison,  when  visiting  Female  Prisoners,  to  be  alvtn 
accompanied  by  the  matron,  pi,  in  her  unavoidable  absence,  by  some  Female  Officer  of  the  Prison  (Rule 
3,  p.  176.) 

2.  Tlia  classification  of  the  Prisoners  should  be  carried  still  further.  For  instance,  care  should  b« 
taken  that  persons  committed  on  charge  or  suspicion  of  Felony  be  invariably  kept  apart  from  peraoni  cos>- 
mitted  on  charge  or  Buapicion  of  misdemeanors  and  minor  offences;  and  a  like  separation  should  be  eDforced 
of  persons  convicted  of  Felony,  from  those  convicted  of  misdemeanors.  Witnesses  should  also  be  kept  apvt 
from  all  other  Prisoners  (Rule  6,  p.  776.) 

3.  Provision  should  be  made  for  the  regular  employment  of  convicted  and  other  Prisoners.  On  t bit 
bead  the  Act  ia  silent  (Rules  6  and  8,  p.  p.  776 — 777.

4.  The  regulations  with  regard  to  the  food,  bedding,  clothing,  and  cleanliness  of  Frisonersj  should  k« 
more  explicit  and  stringent  (Rules  13,  14,  17,  18  and  19,  p.  p.  777,  8,  9.) 

5.  Provision  should  be  made  for  the  performance  of  religious  services,  by  a  Chaplain,  or  other  sppoii- 
icd  Officer  (Rules  9,  10,  p.  777.     Also,  sec.  30,  31,  and  34,  p.  780,  787,  and  78B  } 

6.  The  means  of  instruction  ought  to  be  afforded  to  the  prisoners,  and  enforced  (Rule  10,  p.  777.) 

7.  Garnish  money  should  be  strictly  prohibited  (Rule  23,  p.  779.) 

8.  Copies  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations  should  be  exhibited,  in  conapicuous  places,  in  every  Prison,  (ir 
the  information  of  (be  Prisoners  (Sec.  13,  p.  780.

Report  of  the  Visiting  Magistrates  of  Charlottetown  Jail. 
Sir, 
The  Legialnture,  b^  the  late  Act  for  eBtablishing  a  system  of  Prison  Discipline  in  the  Jaita  oftbis  Is- 
land, having  adopted  such  minute  and  judicious  regulations  for  that  purpose,  renders  it  unneceBsary  for  us 
to  enter  into  the  respective  merits  of  the  difTerent  systems  which  have  been  recommended  or  introduced 
in  other  countries. 

While  the  Act  referred  lo  recognizes  the  puoishmenla  of  the  Prisoner,  it  devises  with  anxious  care  the 
means  apparently  the  best  adapted  for  hb  moral  improvement. 

With  this  view  the  Government  has  adopted  so  much  of  that  system  which  requires  the  separation  and 
classtficatioD  of  the  Prisoners,  as  appeared  practicable  in  the  present  building,  and  which  has  been  reduced 
to  practice  on  a  more  extensive  scale  with  much  success,  both  in  England  and  the  United  States.  Your 
Excellency  must  be  aware,  that  carrying  the  views  of  the  Legislature  into  effect,  some  alterations  must  be 
necessary  in  the  arrangements  of  a  building  erected  without  reference  to  an  unproved  system  of  Prison 
Discipline,  and  in  calling  your  Excellency's  attention  thus  early  to  some  of  the  most  striking  difficulties, 
under  which  the  present  management  of  the  Jail  is  labouring.  We  have  done  so,  under  the  conviction  that 
no  improvement  in  the  system  can  be  effected  without  their  immediate  removal. 

We  therefore  beg  leave  to  report  to  your  Excellency  that  the  following  additions  and  alterations  are 
requisite,  and  recommend  their  adoption  without  delay: 

1st.  That  we  consider  the  present  Jail  allowance  of  1  lb.  of  biscuit  per  diem,  to  Criminals  insufficient, 
and  that  an  addition  of  \  lb.  of  Oatmeal,  with  a  suitable  quantity  of  Molasses,  ought  to  be  added  to  each  day's 
allowance. 

3d.  That  a  Matron  should  be  permanently  appointed  to  superintend  the  Female  Prisoners,  in  terms  of 
the  2d  Section  of  the  Act. 

3d.  That  a  piece  of  ground  at  the  North  end  of  the  Jail  should  be  enclosed,  for  the  purpose  of  allowing 
the  Female  Prisoners  to  take  air  and  exercise,  and  appropriated  solely  to  their  use. 
41b.  That  2  Solitary  Cells,  with  small  windows,  should  be  made  in  room  No.  8. 
A  Partition  and  Door  in  No.  7. 

An  outer  Door  and  Porch  to  connect  No.  7,  with  the  enclosure  referred  to  in  No.  3. 
Four  sleeping  Cells  in  No.  9. 

A  Partition  to  divide  the  present  Solitary  Cell  into  two  apartmentB,  and  a  partition  with  door  to 
divide  the  passage  below. 
5th.  That  it  appears  necessary  that  Debtors  and  Criminals  should  have  separate  Yards  for  taking  air 
and  exercise,  and  for  that  purpose  the  remainder  of  the  grounds  which  surrouodfl  the  Jail  should  be  en- 
closed, 

6lh.  That  a  sufficient  number  of  Bibles  should  be  ordered  for  the  use  of  the  PrisonHs. 
We  trust  that  these  suggestions  will  meet  your  Excellency's  approval,  and 
Have  the  honor  to  be.

In  our  Report  of  the  30th  April,  recommeadiog  certain  alterations  in  the  Jail,  we  Had,  after  having  re- 
ceived an  estimate  for  the  same,  that  the  funds  voted  bj  the  House  of  Assembly  were  insufficient  to  accbm- 
plish  the  object.  We,  therefore,  have  revised  our  former  Report,  and  beg  leave  to  restrict  tke  aame  at 
present  to  the  articles  which  we  have  aDnexed,  and  which  are  contained  in  the  estimates  herewith  Inns- 
mitt  ed. 

We  take  this  opportunity  also  to  call  your  Excellency's  atteDtion  to  the  section  of  our  former  Repan, 
respecting  an  addition  to  the  Prison  allowance  of  Food,  which  we  have  no  doubt  you  will  order  to  be  car- 
ried into  effect  without  delay.

Report  of  the  Visiting  Magistrates  of  Charlottetown  Jail,  Isl  January,  1839. 
Sir, 

Having  been  appointed  by  your  Excellency  .Visiters  of  the  Jail  in  this  Town,  for  the  purpose  of  carrv- 
ing  the  intentions  of  the  new  Jail  Act  into  elTect.we  made  a  careful  examination  into  the  state  of  (lie  Prison, 
the  result  of  which  was  detailed  in  a  Report,  which  we  had  the  honor  to  transmit  to  your  Excellency  on  tbe 
38th  April  last. 

At  that  period  there  were  in  the  Jail  18  Debtors,  3  Male,  and  2  Female  Prisoners ;  and  in  order  to  ful- 
fil the  design  of  tba  Legislature,  it  was  necessary  for  us  to  recommend  that  considerable  alterations  should 
be  made  in  the  arrangements  of  the  Jail.  Your  Excellency  having  approved  of  these  allerations,  we  hsTC 
much  pleasure  in  stating  that  they  are  now  completed,  and  the  new  system  of  Prison  Discipline  is  ia  ope- 
ration. 

The  principal  points  to  which  we  then  directed  your  Excellency's  attention,  were — 

Ist.  A  small  additional  allowance  of  Food  to  the  Prisoners. 

3d.  That  a  Matron  should  be  appointed  to  superintend  the  Female  Prisoners. 

3d.  That  a  piece  of  ground  at  the  North  end  of  the  Jail  should  be  enclosed,  for  the  purpose  of  allow- 
ing Female  Prisoners  to  take  air  and  exercise. 

4th.  That  3  Solitary  Cells,  and  4  small  Sleeping  Celb  should  be  coastiucted,  with  a  partition  wall  to 
divide  the  present  Cell  into  two  apartments. 

5th.  That  a  sufficient  number  of  Bibles  should  be  ordered  for  the  use  of  the  Prisoners. 

Lastly.  That  a  set  of  Books  for  recording  the  tianstctions  of  the  Jail  should  be  ordered. 
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We  beg  to  reroiodyour  Excellency,  that  in  coofintDg  our  report  to  the  above  alteratioDs,  we  were  quite 
aware  that  much  more  was  necessary  to  carry  out  fu'Iy  (he  iotention  of  the  Legislature;  but  as  the  funds 
did  not  warrant  a  greater  outlay,  we  necessarily  confined  our  attention  to  those  airangemcDta  which  were 
more  immediately  required. 

The  additional  allowance  of  Food  which  has  been  ordered  for  the  Prisoners  was  absolutely  necessar}-. 
and  has  been  gratefully  received  by  them,  while  the  appointment  of  a  Matron  was  so  much  needed,  that  thi; 
duties  of  that  office  had  in  point  of  fact  been  previously  performed  by  the  Jailer's  wife,  with  much  credit  to 
herself,  and  without  any  prospect  ofremuneralioD. 

The  Female  Prisoners  having  now  a  separate  airing  ground  for  themselves  are  removed  from  tempta- 
tions, (he  evil  consequences  of  which,  while  intermingled  with  the  Male  Prisoners,  required  the  utmo^it 
vigilance  of  the  Jailer  to  prevent. 

The  Cells  for  solitary  confinement,  and  the  separate  sleeping  apartments,  were  aUo  Jndispensible,  with- 
out which,  indeed,  no  system  of  Prison  Discipline  could  be  enforced. 

In  looking  forward  to  further  improvements,  we  trust  that  provision  will  be  made  by  the  Legislature  for 
enclosing  another  piece  of  ground,  in  order  that  Debtors  and  Criminals  may  be  completely  separated.  We 
would  also  respectfully  recommend  that  some  steps  should  be  taken  to  obtain  Divine  Service  for  the  Pri- 
soners once  a  we«k. 

We  might  suggest  to  your  Excellency  many  rules  of  Discipline  which  are  deemed  necessary  for  the 
Jails  at  home;  but,  while  we  are  satisfied  with  the  practical  working  of  the  present  rules,  we  would  question 
very  much  the  policy  of  accumulating  regulations,  which,  however  requisite  in  crowded  Jails,  are  not  es- 
sentially necessary  for  the  state  of  crime  here. 

We  have  much  satisfaction  in  reporting  to  your  Excellency,  that  on  the  28th  June  last  (the  day  of  the 
Coronation  of  our  Gracious  Sovereign),  the  doors  of  the  Prison  were  ibrowa  open,  on  which  occasion  6  Cri- 
minals received  your  Excellency's  pardon,  4  Debtors  were  discharged  in  consequence  of  their  Debts  being 
paid  by  public  subscription,  and  thefiflh  through  the  benevolence  of  a  private  individual  who  paid  the  claims 
against  him. 

There  are  at  present  only  one  Male  and  two  Female  Prisoners  in  the  Jail. 

In  reviewing  our  proceedings  for  the  past  year,  we  have  to  acknowledge  the  assistance  we  have  recei- 
ved from  your  Excellency  in  the  discharge  of  our  duties,  and  the  frank  and  ready  communications  with  which 
you  have  been  pleased  to  honor  us  when  any  difficulty  occurred.     We  also  feet  it  a  duty  to  notice  the  at- 
tention paid  by  Dr.  Da  St.  Croix  la  the  patients  under  his  charge.

Report  of  the  Visiting  Magistrates  of  Georgetovm  Jail. 

Goorgetown,  August  Slst,  1838. 
Sib, 
We  the  undersigned  Magistrates  appointed  to  visit  the  Jail  at  Georgetown,  beg  to  submit  to  His  Ex- 
cellency the  Lieutenant  Governor  the  following  Report  j  and  in  doing  so,  they  have  much  pleasure  in  being 
able  to  state,  that  during. the  last  quarter,  or  rather  since  theJ;  appointment  as  Visiting  Magistrates,  no  Pri- 
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Sonera  have  been  in  coflfineinent  for  criminal  ofiences,  and  that  two  persons  for  small  debts  (and  one  Dflhtm 
for  the  short  period  of  8  days,)  have  been  the  only  Prisoners  in  confinement  during  that  time. 

That  on  the  14th  of  June  we  examined  the  building,  rooms,  cells,  bedding, &c.  there  being  no  Prisoner) 
in  confinement,  the  Rooms  and  Cells  were  clean,  but  the  walls  much  discoloured  with  smoke,  aod  (he  bed- 
ding  much  worn,  and  required  washing  and  mending. 

We  deemed  it  necessary  that  the  Rooms  and  Cells  should  be  whitewashed,  and  the  beddiog  vtAti 
and  repaired,  and  gave  directions  that  such  should  be  done. 

Only  (wo  of  the  Cells  are  finished,  and  fit  for  the  reception  of  Prisoners,  and  those  are'  in  the  fiODi  of 
the  building,  where  persons  sentenced  to  solitary  confinement  (if  any  such  there  should  be,)  couUnotbe 
prevented  from  conversing  with  persons  outside. 

We  therefore  humbly  beg  to  suggest  to  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor  the  propriety  orbiT- 
iog  all  the  Cells  finished,  and  the  inside  of  the  Jail  painted. 

On  the  nth  of  July  we  again  visited  the  Jail,  found  it  clean  and  the  walla  whitewashed,  and  oDepenoi 
John  Murphy,  in  confinement  for  small  Debt. 

On  the  32d  July,  at  the  request  of  the  Jailer,  Mr.  Mackay  visited  the  Jail,  to  inquire  into  the  circuov 
stance  of  John  M'Isaac,  a  debtor  confined  under  a  Capias  Execution,  issued  by  W.  B.  Aitken,  Esq,,  J.  ?.. 
when  it  was  ascertained  that  the  said  debtor  was  without  means  to  support  himself  in  Prison,  and  ii  m 
deemed  necessary  that  the  Prison  allowance  should  be  furnished  to  him,  with  (he  addition  of  porridge  for 
breakfast,  which  the  Jailr  was  directced  to  supply. 

We  again  visited  the  Jail  on  the  14th  of  August,  examined  the  Rooms  and  Cells,  and  directed  the  JiUtr 
to  be  attentive  in  having  them  kept  clean,  and  in  every  particular  to  attend  to  the  requirements  ofili' 
Act  of  the  Legislature  respecting  Prison  Discipline.

Report  of  the  undersigned  Magistrates,  appointed  to  visit  the  Jail  at  Georgetom, 
in  King^s  County. 

Georgetown,  November  30th,  IS38. 

We  the  Magistrates  appointed  to  visit  the  Jail  in  Georgetown,  in  making  our  Report  for  the  quinei 
ending  this  day,  beg  to  submit  to  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor  the  following: 

That  on  the  13th  and  22d  of  September  we  visited  the  Jail,  and  examined  tbe  different  Rooms  aadCtlli. 
and  impressed  upon  the  Jailer  the  necenity  of  keeping  every  part  of  it  clean  and  in  proper  order.  On  A' 
1 8th  of  October,  we  again  visiied  the  Jail  at  the  request  of  the  Jailer,  be  having  the  day  previous  recei™ 
Tom  Williams,  an  Indian,  committed  by  (he  Coroner,  charged  with  the  crime  of  Murder;  the  said  Tom 'Wil- 
liams having  been  delivered  in  the  Jail  in  an  unclean  stMe  in  Irons,  and  with  barely  sufficient  clothiDg  i° 
over  him,  we  deemed  it  prudent  and  necessary  to  direct  the  tattered  clothes  he  had  on  to  be  destroyed,  tL<: 
a  coarse  jacket  and  trowaers,  and  two  shirts,  to  be  provided  for  him,  and  directed  the  Jailer  to  insist  on  tot 
man  using  every  means  to  effect  cleanliness,  and  that  be  be  freed  from  his  Irons. 

Contracted  this  day  for  the  lining  of  the  two  Cells  in  the  rear  of  the  lower  story,  for  the  sum  of  f ''.  ^' 
authorised  by  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor. 
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On  the  27th  w«  were  again  called  upon  to  visit  the  Jail,  in  consequence  of  John  Murphy,  a  prisoner 
confined  for  debt,  being  daagerouily  ill.  This  prisoner  ia  an  old  infirm  man,  who  haa  been  receiving  the 
Jail  allowance  since  he  was  confined,  from  his  inabilitj  to  provide  for  bis  subaisttince,  and  who  appeared 
exceedingly  ill  and  exhausted  from  a  severe  cough  and  fever. 

We  directed  that  Medical  aid  be  obtained,  and  that  proper  care  and  nourishment  be  provided  for  him 
as  speedily  as  possible. 

November  lOth,  we  visited  the  Jail,  Cells,  &c.  &c.  and  found  them  clean  and  in  order,  but  Murphy 
still  confined  to  his  had  and  very  unwell. 

We  this  day  visited  the  Jail,  and  examined  the  rooms,  cells,  &c.  John  Murpby,  though  somewhat  re- 
covered, remains  still  unwell.  Tom  Williams  for  some  time  past  has  given  indications  of  a  deranged  intel- 
lect, and  ou  opening  his  cell  this  day,  he  appeared  at  the  door  armed  with  a  piece  of  firewood,  rose  for  the 
purpose  of  striking,  but  on  his  recognizing  the  Magistrates  he  seemed  ashamed,  and  on  being  informed  that 
if  a  similar  attempt  was  again  made,  that  be  would  be  put  in  Irons ;  be  appeared  to  comprehend,  and  pro- 
mised a  different  line  of  conduct. 

During  the  last  quarter,  four  persons  have  been  in  confinement  for  short  periods  for  debt,  and  four  sea- 
men have  been  confined  one  week  each,  for  neglect  of  duty. 

In  submitting  the  foregoing  statement  for  the  information  of  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor, 
(he  undersigned  feel  gratified  that  during  the  period  to  which  it  refers,  no  person  has  been  committed  for  or 
charged  with  a  criminal  offence  in  the  County  (except  the  unfortunate  Indian  before  alluded  to.)

To  the  Chief  Justice  of  Ike  Supreme  Court. 
My  Lord, 

Having  in  discharge  of  our  duty  deemed  it  necessary  to  inspect  the  Jail,  we  feel  sincere  gratiUcatioii 
in  being  nble  to  approve  of  the  state  in  which  it  is  kept,  and  of  the  judicious  alterations  lately  reeommend- 
ed  by  the  Visiting  Magistrates,  many  of  which  are  now  completed.  We  feel  it  a  duty  incumbent  on  us,  in 
reference  to  these  alterations,  to  notice  the  warm  zeal  and  interest  which  His  Excellency  the  Lieotentnt 
Governor  has  shewn,  not  only  in  providing  the  best  information  on  the  subject,  but  in  his  unwearied  alien- 
tionsto  the  improvement  of  the  Jail. 

We  particularly  approve  of  the  strict  regulations  for  the  separation  of  the  male  and  female  prisoners, 
end  of  the  plan  now  completed  for  allotting  a  separate  airing  ground  for  each  class — and  aa  we  uDdersttnd 
tbat  a  recommendation  has  been  made  by  the  Visiting  Magistrates  to  effect  a  separation  between  the  debtors 
and  criminals,  also  by  affording  to  each  a  separate  yard,  we  trust  that  the  Legislature  will  provide  the  oe- 
cesdary  funds  to  carry  this  alteration  into  effect  without  delay. 

The  regulations  adapted  for  the  separation  of  the  Prisoners,  before  and  afler  (rial,  also  meets  with  oit 
entire  approbation;  and  we  have  every  reason  to  be  satisfied  with  the  attention  of  the  Jailer,  in  perfortniB; 
his  important  duties. 

We  would,  however,  strongly  recommend  that  some  more  efficient  system  of  religious  iastructioo,  iV 
the  benefit  of  the  prisoners,  should  he  adopted,  by  performing  religious  service  in  the  Jail  ouce  every  w^k 
—and  as  the  prisoners  belong  to  various  religious  denominations,  we  would  respectfully  recommend  ibu 
instead  of  the  Chaplain  being  selected  exclusively  from  the  Church  of  England,  the  Visiting  MagislTi'" 
should  be  empowered  and  directed  to  obtain  the  religious  services  of  the  diff'erent  CJergymen  of  this  town, 
in  order  that  this  important  duty  may  not  be  aeglected .

The  attention  ofHer  Majesty's  Government  having  been  directed  to  the  great  importance,  both  to  Great 
Britain  and  to  ber  possessions  in  Pforth  America,  of  establishing  a  direct  conimunicalioD,  by  Steain,  between 
the  two  Countries,  it  ia  in  contemplation  to  substitute  Steam  Packets  for  the  sailing  Vessels  now  eioployed 
in   the  conveyance  of  the  Mails  between  this  country  and  Halifax. 

The  Lord*  Commissioners  of  the  Admiralty  have,  accordingly,  been  instructed  to  advertize  for  Tenders 
for  this  service. 

The  arrangement — if  it  can  be  concluded — will  probably  take  effect  about  the  commencement  of  next 
Spring. 

The  Post  Master  General  will,  in  the  mean  time,  direct  the  local  Post  Office  authorities  to  turn  their 
attention  to  the  tine  of  communication  between  Quebec  and  Halifax,  with  a  view  to  increased  expedition, 
and  also  to  make  the  requisite  preparations  for  supplying,  when  the  alteration  is  to  be  carried  into  opera- 
tion, every  facility,  and  using  every  proper  caution,  in  order  to  give  full  effect  to  the  proposed  arrangement. 
Her  Majesty's  Government  trust  that  the  contemplated  measures,  involving  aa  they  do  considerable 
additional  expenditure,  will  prove  beneficial  to  the  public,  and  give  satisfaction  to  those  Colonies. 

The  co-operation  of  the  respective  Legislatures  ia  essentialto  the  complete  attainment  of  the  advantages 
aoticipated.  I  have,  therefore,  to  desire,  that  you  will,  on  the  opening  of  the  aext  Session  of  the  Legislature 
of  your  Government,  submit  the  matter  for  their  consideration,  and  invite  them  to  co-operate  in  improving  the 
communication  with  Halifax,  and  to  afford  such  other  facilities  as  may  depend  on  those  bodies. 

I  have  further  lo  request,  that,  you  will  endeavour,  before  their  meeting,  to  collect  the  neceuary  in- 
formation  for  the  guidance  of  the  Legislature,  and  that  you  will  render  every  assistance  in  your  power  lo 
further  the  views  of  Her  Majesty's  Government.

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Report  of  the    J'isiter    of  the  District    Schools   of  Prince  Edwaj'd  Island, 
March  3Ut,   1838. 

To  the  Membtrs  of  the  Board  of  Edacalion,    CharlotUtow». 
Gentlemen; 

I  have  the  honor  of  submiUing  to  you,  in  the  following  abstract,  a  view  of  the  stale  of  the  Diatrict  Schnu.^ 
throughout  the  Island. 

Having  in  my  first  Report  laid  before  you  all  the  information  which  I  could  collect  upon  the  stale  ofEJi:- 
cation  generally,  and  so  short  a  space  of  time  having  since  elapsed,  (during  which,  however,  I  was  hsppyto 
observe  a  marked  improvement  in  the  state  of  several  Schools,)  I  have  now  but  little  new  or  intereslia;  to 
communicate  on  the  subject. 

In  several  Districta  where  heretofore  but  little  interest  has  been  evinced  in  educating  the  rising  genefi- 
lion,  I  found  several  good  schoolhouaes  in  the  course  of  erection,  and  an  anxious  desire  on  the  pari  of  the 
inhabitants  to  procure  the  services  of  qualified  and  efficient  teachers. 


QUEEN'S  COUNTY. 
Lot  JVo.  54,  St.  PeterU  Road. 
Robert  RoBERTBOM,  Teacher,  January  10th,  1838. — Visited  this  School  to-day;  the  number  of  SelwJarj 
on  the  Teacher's  list  is  45,  of  whom  35  were  present.  A  class  of  15  read  in  the  Introduction  to  the  English 
Reader,  with  much  correctness.  24  Writers  were  present,  and  SO  in  Arithmetic.  In  all  the  braacbes 
taught  at  this  School,  cansiderable  improvement  was  apparent  in  those  children  whose  attendance  had  bKii 
most  regular.  In  writing,  very  great  proficiency  had  been  made;  and  a  class  of  six,  who  were  eistninH 
upon  Arithmetic,  shewed  a  correct  and  accurate  knowledge  of  the  most  useful  rules  of  that  branch.  The 
methodof  teaching  pursued  in  this  School  is  good,  the  children  being  classed  together  according  to  their 
several  capacities  and  the  progress  ihcy  make,  and  all  well  exercised  upon  the  meaning  of  the  di0*ereal  words 
and  prL<-:iges  they  read,  and  muchcnre  is  bestowed  upon  their  acquiring  a  just  pronunciation;  and  the  pood 
order  n:id  (discipline  which  prevails  in  the  School  tends  greatly  to  facilitate  the  progress  of  the  Scholars.  The 
Scliou!:.,  ii.-rc  is  commodious  and  suHicient.

^Ta;,<  )t.si  Darrach,  Teacher,  Jan.  5th. — The  number  attending  this  School  is  45,  allofwhoiD  were  pte- 
scjil.  The  greater  number  of  these  had  made  rapid  progress  since  their  last  examination  in  Arithmetic  and 
r.  .'<'.!:  l;.  ■■:,.■'.  2  wore  advanced  in  English  Grammar.  The  same  good  improvement  was  not  maniresi  ia  ^^ 
w::i  .'^;  '  ,  ^rliolars;  this  appeared  to  be  owing  more  (o  a  want  of  suitable  desks  than  to  any  inattention  on 
ilv  i' .-,   ■   i:.'.  Teacher.     Schoolhouse  comfortable,  but  not  sufficiently  large. 
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Lot  $1,  EUiM  River. 
DoHALB  LamohTi  Totohcr. — Pieaeot  at  the  examinatiaD  of  tbis  Scliool  20.  Tbs  proficiency  which  has 
been  mada  in  all  the  branchei  in  thia  School  ia  highly  creditable  to  Teacher  and  Scholara.  Thoie  in  the 
lijgbest  claMea  displayed  a  moat  correct  knowledge  of  English  Grammar,  and  were  all  well  acquainted  vith 
tha  principal  rulea  of  Arithmetic;  these  aUo,  read  and  recited  portions  of  the  English  Reader,  both  in  Poetry 
and  Prose,  with  great  correctness;  and  of  these  examined  in  Arithmetic,  the  greater  part  gave  ready  and 
correct  answers  to  the  difierent  questione  put  to  them — a  proof  of  their  being  well  grounded  and  frequently 
exercised  in  that  useful  branch  of  Education.    This  Schoolhonse  is  sufficient. 

Lot  33,  Lytchelt  MUU. 
Albiinoer  M'Cabe,  Teacher. — The  number  attending  this  School  is  35,  present  20,  The  more  advan- 
ced ofthese,  reading  in  the  Testament  and  forming  a  class  of  9,  read  and  spelled  in  general  well;  the  re- 
mainder read  in  the  elementary  books;  several  had  made  some  progress  in  writing,  and  €  of  those  present 
were  learning  tha  primary  rules  of  Arithmetic.  Although  none  of  those  present  were  much  advanced,  yet 
ibe  greater  number  who  had  commenced  their  first  stage  of  education  with  this  Teacher,  had  made  good 
jitoficieDcy  for  the  time  taufht,  and  all  went  through  their  lessons  in  a  very  orderly  manner.  The  Sohool- 
houae  here  is  good  and  sufficient. 

£•148,  Diilriet  School. 
MicBAtL  M'CiRTRT,  TcBcher. — The  attendance  at  this  School  is  37,  present  35;  the  most  advanced  read 
in  the  Introduction;  the  remainder  in  the  Testament  and  elementasy  books.  A  considerable  degree  of  im- 
provement was  evident  in  the  reading  of  those  who  had  been  in  constant  attendance;  several  were  making 
good  progress  io  the  primary  rules  of  Arithmetic,  hut  the  irregular  attendance  of  tha  mare  advanced  writers 
occasioned  very  little  improvement  to  be  apparent  in  that  branch.    The  Scboolhouse  is  sufficient. 

L»t  49,  DUtrict  School. 
JonnLE.pAGK,  Teacher.— Present  at  the  eiaminalion  of  (his  School  IT,  in  attendanceSS.  The  more 
advanced  of  the  Scholars  who  were  present  at  the  examination  ef  the  School  in  August  last,  were,  with  few 
eiceplioDs,  absent  at  this  visit;  the  School  also  had  been  open  hut  three  months  during  the  last  half  yeaf,  in 
conaequence  of  the  house  being  out  of  repair;  still  all  have  made  very  creditable  improvement  during  the 
little  apace  of  time  they  have  been  in  attendance.  The  specimens  of  writing  shewn,  bear  testimony  to  the 
great  altenlioo  given  by  the  Teacher  to  that  department .  One  only  has  made  any  progress  in  Arithmetic ; 
all  read  with  great  propriety,  and  in  spelling  especially,  excelled.  The  Schoolhonse  haa  been  put  in)>8tter 
repair  than  when  last  visited.

UoxALD  LtriNGsfoK,  Teacher. — This  School  is  at  present  vacant;  the   Teacher  alteodingtbe  Central 
Academy.

ARGHiBkLB  Uaskikhoh,  Tcacher — -Present  at  examination,  ST.  The  School  having  been  formed  little 
more  than  a'week,  the  Teacher  could  not  ascertain  yet  (he  number  of  Scholars  to  be  taught  during  the  year. 
This  6chool  was  visited  in  Ai^ust  last,  since  which  time  U  has  been  vacant ;  although  no  proficiency  couid 
be  yet  expected,  all  gave  promise  of  improvement,  and  went  through  their  various  e;cerciBefl  with  much  cor- 
rect ness  and  good  order.

Auuf  Stewart,  Teacher. — The  number  taught  at  thia  School  is  50.  The  Teacher  has  been  BiatieAed 
here  but  two  montha.

■pelUng,  and  are  not  all  sufficiently  supplied  with  suitable  books .  In  writing,  aeToral  have  made  good  pro- 
liciency;  one  only  is  advanced  in  Ajithnetic.  The  Icboalhoiue,  with  a  Ultte  repair,  ni^  b«mad«jniS< 
cieat  and  suitable. 
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Lot  60,  Flat  Sieer. 
JoHtl  M'KiNNON,  Taacher. — At  the  azftminatioii  of  this  School  thare  were  37  present;  the  number  tangM 
19  43;  several  of  those  who  bad  beeQ  regular  in  attendance  on  the  School  had  made  some  progreii  ia  ibeit 
reading  and  spelling;  none  were  yet  advanced  in  arithmetic.  In  writing  no  satisfactory  proficiency  hu been 
made — the  acholarg  for  th«  most  part  being  very  irregularly  provided  with  ivriling  materials.  The  School- 
houae  hero  ia  rather  small,  but  JD  good  repair.

XetL  M'KrNNeN,  Teacher. — The  number  taught  at  this  school  is  40;  the  scholars  in  general  have  made 
very  creditable  improvemant  Jn  Writing  and  Arithmetic,  and  are  carefully  inatructad  in  Reading  and  Spell- 
ing; but  the  want  ofsuitable  books  among  several  of  Ihn  children,  tends  greatly  to  retard  their  oini  progiets. 
and  acts  as  a  drawback  upon  the  efficiency  of  the  Teacher.  Tbeachoolhouiie  is  of  the  same  descripttao  vub 
the  one  tasl  named.

Jizih  Arbvckle,  Teacher. — The  number  attending  this  school  is  SO,  25  of  whom  were  present;  raicy  d( 
these  are  not  provided  with  suitable  booka;  the  Schoolhouaa  is  also  in  a  very  unfinished  state;  and  the  p- 
gresa  of  the  Scholars  appeared  to  have  been  much  retarded  in  consequence  of  these,  and  other  disadvuiiigH 
under  wbUh  they  labour.

Fierce  Rtan,  Teacher.— Attending  this  School  SO;  29  were  present  at  the  examination;  a  class  oifunt 
liail  made  considerable  proficieiicy  in  Arithmetic ;  in  Reading,  aeme  impro\  ement  was  apparent,  with  teip«t 
to  pronunciation,  observing  of  panaea,  &.c.  but  in  nothing  else  was  there  any  improvement  visible,  sincelu 
«xainiiiad;  the  attandanae  of  the  children  appeared  to  have  been  very  irregular.  This  schoolbouse  wanll 
laquire  to  he  put  in  better  repair  before  it  could  be  considered  good  and  safficicDt.

AscHisAtD  M'Kenzis,  Teacher.— At  the  examination  of  this  School  Ibere  were  but  live  preaeut;  iIkdibI' 
ber  usually  taught  is  45.  The  cause  of  the  falling  olT  in  the  attendance  at  thia  time  was  the  preTslentr «'' 
tickneaa  among  the  children  of  the  district.  The  few  who  were  present  manifested  the  same  proGonicj 
in  their  different  studies  which  was  remarked  on  the  occasion  of  their  first  examination.  Thescfaooilioujei) 
•mall,  and  not  sufficient  to  accommodate,  without  iaconvenience,  the,  number  of  scholars  usually  taugbl. 

Lot  59,  Montague  River. 
Roderick  Cahfbbll,  Teacher. — This  school,  under  the  present  Teacher,  has  been  opened  sobaaqaeit  U 
my  first  visit;  the  number  on  the  Teachers  list  ia  38;  of  whom  33  were  present.  The  school  bariog  biti 
but  BO  recently  opened,  much  proficiency  could  not  have  bean  expected.  In  the  writing  departroent,*!"'* 
the  improvement  could  be  more  easily  and  visibly  seen,  the  proficiency  made  was  very  great.  A  cli»  o^'' 
were  examined  on  Arithmetic,  and  shewed  an  accurate  knowledge  of  thu  principal  rules  thereof.  Aclsn*'' 
were  making  good  progress  in  English  Grammar,  10  were  commencing  the  study  of  Geography,  I  of  Hi- 
Ihematioa,  and  one  Book-keeping.  It  is  creditable  to  those  connected  with  this  school,  that  the  children  in 
geoeially  well  provided  with  books,  thus  enabling  the  Teacher  to  class  his  scholars,  and  by  concenlrstiog  bi*

John  M'Niil,  Teacher. — Thii  School  hu  beea  est&bliahad  but  k  few  weeks  under  the  present  Teacher; 
there  were  27  scbolars  preaeat  at  the  examiaation;  the  cumber  on  the  Teacher's  Hit  is  36:  Those  reading 
were  divided  into  separate  classes,  from  the  English  Reader  down  to  the  elementary  books;  of  the  more  ad- 
vanced of  these,  a  class  of  10  were  commeEciog  the  elements  of  English  Grammar;  those  learning  Arithme- 
tic were,  with  (he  exception  of  three,  all  beginners;  each  class  went  through  its  lessons  and  exercises  with 
great  correctness  -and  reg'ularitj',  and  in  every  thing  gave  fair  promise  of  creditable  improvement,  under  the 
judiciotis  metlisd  ofinstruction  pursued  bj  their  Teacher.     The  Schoolhouae  »  good  and  sufficient. 

Lot  51,  Georgtloan  Road, 
Xathanibi.  H'Labek,  Teacher. — This  School  also  has  been  but  very  recently  established.  The  number 
in  attendance  is  32,  present  31;  those  writing  and  in  arithmetic  appeared  to  have  made  very  good  improve- 
ment since  the  opeoing  of  the  School;  the  several  reading  classes  rand  and  spelled  in  general  with  much 
propriety  and  correctness.  The  children  are  generally  well  provided  with  books,  and  the  Schoolhonss  is 
very  suitable  and  sufiicieot. 

Lot  5$. 
Edmdnd  Shea,  Teacher. — Present  at  the  examination  of  this  School  20,  on  the  Teacher's  list  S3.     Al- 
though many  ofthesescholars  are  deficient  in  suitable  books,  aeveral  have,  notwithstanding,  made  very  good 
progress  in  reading  and  spelling;    three   were  welt  acquainted  with  the  primary  rules  of  arithmetic.     The' 
Scfaoolhouse  ia  small,  but  comfortable. 

Lot  39,  Savage  Sitrbow. 
Darikl  SeoTT,  Teacher. — The  number  attending  on  this  School  when  last  examined  was  30;  several  of 
these  were  well  advanced ;  those  in  the  highest  claaa  read  in  general  with  correctness,  and  in  the  inferior 
classes  all  were  making  fair  progress  in  reading  and  ipelliog;  of  16  who  were  writing,  several  whose  attend- 
ance at  School  had  been  most  regular,  were  making  good  proficiency,  and  a  few  wera  well  acquainted  with 
arithmetic;  and  the  good  method  adopted  by  the  Teacher  was  apparent  in  the  progress  the  scholars  had 
made,  in  reading  especially.  The  Schoolhouse,  althoagh  of  small  dimensions,  is  tolerably  well  provided  with 
the  necessary  accommodations  of  seata  and  deaks. 

Lot  43,  Bay  Fortune. 
John  U'Nkil,  Teacher. — Freaant  at  the  examination  13;  on  the  Teacher's  list  25.  In  consequence  of  Ibo 
prevalence  of  sickness  among  the  children,  the  greater  part  were  unable  to  attend;  the  attendance  for  some 
time  back  appeared  to  have  been  very  irregular,  and  has  retarded  considerably  the  progress  of  the  scbolars ; 
those,  however,  who  wore  present,  in  the  highest  reading  class,  read  and  spelled  in  general  correctly:  In 
writing,  also,  some  proficiency  had  been  made;  one  only  ia  advanced  in  arithmetic,  and  shewed  a  oorrect  and 
extensive  acquaintance  with  the  principal  rules  thereof.  Several  who  had  recently  commenced  reading 
were  making  very  good  progress  in  the  elementary  hooks.  The  School  haa  been  lately  put  in  better  repair, 
by  the  addition  of  sufficient  desks  and  seats. 

Lot  47,  Eail  Poinl, 
JoKR  Slittbrt,  Teacher. — At  this  School  there  are  taught  34  scholars;  a  class  of  6  were  learning  the 
Tudimentsof  Latin;  one  who  was  advanced  to  Cscsar's  Commentaries,  ia  thvt  language,  and  was  making 
very  considerable  progress  when  last  examined,  was  not  present  at  this  time.  Several  read  and  spelled  cor- 
rectly, hut  the  greater  part  bad  made  but  little  progress  in  reading,  naoy  not  having  been  in  coostanl  at- 
tendance, but  very  great  improvement  was  visible  in  the  writing;  and  in  arithmetic  several  were  making 
very  good  proficiency,  and  were  wall  grounded,  and  frequently  oxareised  ia  that  braach.  The  Scboolhouie^ 
with  Iktle  repair,  would  be  rvoderod  goftd  tad  sufficient. 
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PRINCE  COUNTY. 
Ltt  36,  Bnk^w. 
W.  H.  Nelib,  Teicfaer. — Tho  average  number  of  scholarB  taught  &t  this  School  at  present  is  30,  of  these 
l3  were  present  at  the  examination;  tvo  oftheae  have  made  some  progreea  in  the  French  language,  and  have 
attained  to  a  correct  knowledge  of  English  grammar.  Another  class  read  and  recited  passages  in  Englisli 
in  a  very  superior  manner,  and  all  were  well  versed  and  exercised  in  the  significniion  of  words,  and  on  tfac 
meaning  ofthe  difiisrent  passages  they  read;  and  the  great  correctness  and  propriety  with  which  all  r«id, 
bore  testimony  to  the  great  attention  ofthe  Teacher  to  their  improvement  in  elocution.  In  arithmetic  many 
were  well  acquainted  with  the  principal  rules,  and  with  few  exceptions  all  bad  made  very  great  proficiencr 
ill  writing.  The  Schoolroom  is  comfortable  in  winter,  hut  from  its  small  dimensions,  must  be  too  mucb 
confined  in  the  summer  season. 


Lot  18,  Bickmi»td  Bay. 
Benjaxik  C  lilbk,  Teacher. — The  number  attending  this  School  is  40.  This  School  has  been  but  mr 
lately  established,  yet  very  fair  improvement  has  been  made  by  those  writing,  and  several  are  already  well 
acquainted  with  the  primary  rules  of  arithmetic;  the  scholars  are  classed  together,  so  far  as  their  books  and 
respective  progress  will  allow,  and  all  give  promise  of  creditable  improvement,  under  the  good  method  of 
instruction  followed  by  the  Teacher.  The  room  in  which  the  School  ia  at  present  held  is  unauitable  in  m. 
veral  respects,  but  a  good  and  sufficient  Schoolhouse  is  in  the  course  of  being  completed. 

Pnnctloum  Royally. 
Sbbastiah  DAVinsoK,  Teacher. — At  the  examination  of  this  School  there  were  31  scholars  in  attendance; 
acloBBofT,  who  were  examined  in  English  grammar,  went  through  their  ezereises  in  a  highly  crediUlle 
manner ;  one  had  made  some  progress  in  geography ;  those  learning  arithmetic  "liad  made  very  great  prc^i- 
ency,  and  all  read  and  spelled  in  general  with  correctness;  and  the  regularity  and  good  order  obserredbj' 
all  in  the  course  of  their  examination,  gave  proof,  along  with  the  improvement  which  had  been  efiDced,or 
the  good  method  pursued  by  the  Teacher.    The  Schoolhouse  is  large  -and  commodious. 

Lot  16,  Eliii  Sivtr, 
John  M'Kihnoh,  Teacher. — Present  at  the  examination  of  this  School,  30;  ofthe  mare  advanced  scholin, 
two  were  learning  English  grammar,  and  had  made  very  considerable  proficiency;  the  improvement  inmi- 
ting  and  arithmetic  was  equally  creditable ;  and  the  rapid  progress  many  have  made  in  reading  and  spellutg. 
bore  testimony  to  the  assiduity  and  attention  ofthe  Teach«r.  The  method  puraued  is  in  every  respect  good 
nnd  judicious,  and  few  Teachers  in  the  country  maintain  the  like  good  discipline  and  order  vhkh  ehUK- 
terize  this  School.    The  Schoolhouse,  although  amall,  serves  to  accommodate  the  nvmher  uaoalty  tiaghL

has  been  but  recently  established  in  tfata  place;  the  scholars  kave  already  made  cmsiderablepreABisecf  ol- 
der the  very  good  method  followed  by  the  Teacher;  and  in  elocution  seTeraletpecially  nxcelled,  and  leciied 
several  passagea,  and  poetical  extracts,  with  great  correctness  and  taste;  4  are  commencing  Englisb  gitsi- 
mar.  The  Schoolhouse  is  commodious  and  sufficient,  and  well  provided  with  the  necessary  accommodilioiu 
of  desks  and  seats.

— On  the  Teacher's  list  tbere  are  37  ■efaolats,S2  of  wbora  were  preaeiil;  cow- 
arable  ^proficiency  bad  been  made  sinoe  laat  ezanioed,  by  Mvend  otHtowa  wba  mre  moat  re^ar  in  UUai- 
aiice«ntheSofaeol;s«Teni]  had  made  good  progress  in  withmetic,  and  a  few  in  writing,  «id  the  higM 
classes  of  readers  read  and  spelled  with  correctness.  The  attenda^ee  of  tiw  ohiidien  »ppe»ied  imioiicw*' 
to  have  been  very  irregular.    The  Scheolhouse  u  good  and  sufficient. 
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Lot  14. 
John  RotfirNE,  Teacher,— Present  at  the  ezamiaation  of  this  School,  ST,  on  the  Teacher's  list,  40.  In 
this  School  there  are  none  yet  much  advanced;  a  class  of  10  read  the  Testament,  and  the  remainder  the 
elementary  books;  one  only  is  advanced  in  arithmetic;  in  writing  no  satisfactory  proficiency  appeared  to 
have  been  made,  but  the  greater  number  had  considerably  improved  in  reading  and  spelling.  The  School- 
house  is  of  rather  small  dimensions. 

The  above  are  the  Schools  at  present  established  under  the  operalion  of  the  Education  Act.  There  are 
yel  several  Teachers  who  have  received  certificates  of  qualification  from  your  Board,  whose  Schools  are  not 
mentioned  in  this  Report;  two  of  wJioni  were  not  licensed  at  the  time  I  passed  their  Schools  in  the  course 
of  my  last  visit;  the  Scboolbouse  of  one  had  been  burned,  and  another,  in  consequence  of  indisposition,  has 
been  unable  for  some  time  back  to  teach.

Second  and  Third  Reports,  for  the  year  ending  Slst  December,  1838. 

To  the  JIfemim  of  the  Board  of  EdwiUion. 

Gbntlbuem ; 

In  laying  before  yon  the  following  summary  of  the  state  of  the  District  Schools  of  Prince  Edward  Is- 
land, separately,  there  is  one  circumstance  which  I  cannot  overlook,  viz:  that  the  most  necessitous  settla- 
tnents  are  those  which  in  general  make  the  least  efibrta  to  procure  for  themselves  and  their  posterity  the 
benefits  of  Education.  Several  schools  in  which  the  elements  of  education  were  taught  for  years,  are  now 
without  teachers. 

It  occurred  to  me,  that  the  most  expedient  means  for  the  removal  of  this  disadvantage  would  be,  to  in- 
sert advertisements  in  our  Colonial  Periodicals,  inviting  the  attention  of  teachers  to  these  vacant  stations, 
which  advertisements  are  now  before  the  public.  Ifevertheless,  I  fear  that  the  scarcity  of  teachers  in  the 
Colony  is  such,  that  few  of  these  can  be  supplied;  and  in  this  I  feel  more  satisfied  from  the  fact,  that  the 
number  of  schools  in  operation  has  been  about  the  same  permanently,  since  I  was  first  appointed  Visiter. 
It  would  appear  from  this,  that  all  the  teachers  are  employed,  consequently  that  there  is  but  little  hope  of 
supplying  the  Schools  now  vacant  without  increasing  the  number  of  our  teachers  in  the  Colony.  To  ac- 
complish this  object,  one  of  two  alternatives  must  be  adopted — either  to  import  teachers,  or  to  open  a  Nor- 
mal School  for  training  up  young  men  in  our  own  Colony  for  the  profession. 

As  to  the  stations  above  mentioned  in  which  there  are  no  schools,  and  the  want  of  them  seems  to  be  but 
partially  felt,  perhaps  it  might  prove  a  remedy  were  the  Legislature  to  divide  the  Island  into  Sections,  and 
plant  a  School  in  each  of  these,  endowing  each  school  with  an  annual  grant  from  the  public  funds,  and  obli- 
ging the  inhabitants  of  such  Section  to  contribute  to  the  support  of  the  school  by  the  payment  of  a  perma- 
nent adequate  sum,  to  be  raised  by  assessment  or  otherwise. 

If  schools  were  thus  established  permanently,  the  benefit  of  Education  would  be  self-erident  to  the 
people  at  large,  and  instruction  would  become,  not  only  more  general,  but  also  the  rising  generation 
would  be  enabled  to  plenish  a  more  extensive  stock  of  acquirements  from  the  peiffluent  character  of  tbs 
schools. 
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Without  desirlDg  to  see  the  staadBrd  of  qualification  fixed  by  the  Law,  for  teachers,  lowered,  I  am  a! 
opinion  that  it  would  be  beneficial  to  some  of  the  poorer  aad  more  dcatitnte  of  the  setllementR,  were  some 
small  provision  made  in  the  mean  lime,  to  aid  in  the  support  of  a  few  of  the  moat  deserving  oflhoae  teachers, 
who  for  such  remuneration  aa  the  Inhabitants  could  afibrd,  should  make  (hemseWes  useful,  in  iraparting  in- 
struction to  their  children,  and  advancing  then  in  the  first  stage  of  education. 

At  the  request  of  the  Committee  of  the  Highland  Society  of  this  Island  for  enquiring  into  the  state  of 
Education,  I  furnished  that  Committee  with  a  more  detailed  statistical  account  of  the  educational  wants  of 
the  ColoDy;  to  which  statement  I  heg  leave  to  refer  you,  in  Appendix,  Letter  A. 

The  office  which  I  have  the  honour  of  holding  was  instituted  with  a  view  to  aid,  not  only  in  eitendin;; 
Education  in  the  Island,  but  also  in  suggesting  and  introducing  such  additional  improvements  as  the  pre»nt 
state  of  society  and  recent  advances  in  the  art  of  instruction  may  suggest  or  require.  I  am  aware  of  theai- 
duous  nature  of  the  duties  which  have  devolved  on  me;  and  I  flatter  myself  that  I  may,  without  incuniD' 
the  imputation  of  arrogance  or  presumption,  pretend  to  some  knowledge  ofthose  responsible  duties;  foi  mv 
time  and  attention  have  hitherto  been  devoted  with  tittle  interruption  to  that  professional  training  whicb  it 
indispensable  in  the  efficient  iostriictor  of  youth ;  the  successful  prosecution,  however,  of  this  object  is  no 
easy  undertaking;  and  requires  both  "  tact  and  talent;"  so  much  bo,  that  in  my  humble  opinion,  the  prores- 
sion  of  a  teacher  is  one  of  the  most  difficult,  as  it  is  one  of  the  most  important  in  human  life. 

In  the  premises  I  have  alluded  to  the  expediency  and  importance  of  professional  training.  It  is  dm 
enough  in  the  teacher  of  youth,  to  have  himself  acquired  much  useful  knowledge;  it  is  indispensable  thai  he 
have  also  an  aptitude,  natural  or  acquired,  for  imparting  his  knowledge,  and  infusing  his  energy  into  othei^. 
This  is  the  proper  art  and  business  of  the  schoolmasters — and  yet  this  is  the  only  art  in  which  there  iscu 
early  training,  nor  means  provided  for  bestowing  it  on  such  aa  are  willing  to  be  trained. 

In  Scotland,  from  an  early  period,  we  have  striking  proofs  of  the  desire  to  raise  high  the  qualificitioii^ 
of  the  Bohoolaaatar.  In  1640,  an  academic  education  and  a  knowledge  of  Latin  were  required  ofthe  puisli 
schoolmaaters;  but  the  idea  of  subjecting  them  to  a  ajfalemalic  professional  training  seems  hardly  to  have  oc- 
curred to  the  fbuadera  ofthe  National  Schools  of  that  country  or  of  any  other  cosntry  in  Europe  at  tiiii 
time.  The  only  approximation  in  Scotland  to  such  institutiona  as  the  seminaries  now  called  Normal,  >u 
in  the  Model  school  of  theSosiety  for  propagating  Christian  knowledge,  about  100  years  ago,  in  which  rei* 
trained  teachers  for  the  Society's  schools  in  the  Highlands. 

Prussia  was  the  first  European  nation  that  seems  fully  to  have  appreciated  the  importance  ofadticlly 
piofeKioBal  education  to  schoolmasters,  and  which  engrafted  Seminaries  for  this  purpose  on  its  natiwtl 
system. 

In  th^  comatry  there  are  at  present  no  fewer  than  SO  of  these  school  masters'  cotlegeSj  whose  pspih; 
afler  one  or  two  years' study,  are  sent  forthwith  their  diploma  of  qualification  according  to  the  plaeaik*)' 
occupy  at  tks  final  examiBatioB.  Under  the  infltieiiGe  of  these  semiaariea  the  quality  of  ednealion  hajbcca 
gradually  rising  for  the  tast  20  years;  and  the  profesaioa  of  a  sehootaoastsi  has  risen  in  public  8stimiti<»< 
not  so  much  in  consequence  of  high  salaries,  as  of  high  professional  training,  and  of  the  rewards  and  booonn 
which  await  the  sueceisful  teacher,  from  the  mastership  of  an  Elementary  school  to  the  directory  ofa  for- 
mal Seminary,  or  Professorship  ofthe  theory  of  Eduuation  in  a  Prussian  Univeraity. 

The  French  Gevkmrnent,  soon  after  the  Revolution  of  July,  1830,  turned  its  attention  to  the  ereitiOT 
of  a  national  system  of  Education,  and  for  this  purpose  dispatched  Professor  Cousin  to  Germany,  to  *"' 
mine  the  institutiona  of  Prussia.  In  his  interesting  "  Report  on  the  state  of  pnblic  instruction  in  Pnus»i 
the  subject  of  Nomal  Schools  occupies  a  pFomin«Qt  place;  and  hia  reeootmendationB  on  ibis  bead  wtct 
adopted  by  the  French  Minister  of  public  instruction,  and  have  been  attended  with  the  nioBt  fiivoiinl>l' 
results. 

In  England  an  approximation  has  been  made  to  a  Normal  school,  both  by  the  National  School  Socie? 
and  the  British  and  Foreign  School  Society.    The  former,  in  its  Central  school,  Westminster,  receirci 
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young  men  to  be  trained  u  teachers;  tha  Kverage  period  or  attendance  is  fivo  months.  The  British  and 
Foreign  School  Society,  inlheir  Borough  Road  School,  have  ateo  been  in  the  habit  of  training  teachers; 
but  the  average  period  of  attendaace  ia  only  two  months. 

The  Government  model  School  in  Dublin  ia  also  employed  for  the  same  purpose.  In  Edinhurgh,  Mr. 
Wood's  school  haa  aerved  to  the  same  limited  extent  the  purposes  of  a  seminar/  for  training  teachers,  as 
well  as  of  an  admirable  model,  fW>m  which  hundreds  have  received  useful  hints,  and  a  atimulua  in  the  path 
of  improvement,  the  effects  of  which  have  btien  felt  more  er  less  over  the  whole  of  Scotland. 

These  were  the  first  and  only  efforts  in  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  with  which  I  am  acquainted,  for 
providing  the  means  of  professional  training  for  schoolmasters  prior  to  1835. 

About  this  period,  the  attention  of  some  of  (he  friends  of  Education  in  Britain  was  directed  to  the  im- 
portance of  theae  institutions;  and  an  educational  society  was  first  farmed,  asfar  as  I  can  learn,  in  Glasgow, 
whose  principal  object,  as  set  forth  in  its  constitution,  was,  "to  solicit  Parliamentary  enquiry  and  aid,  in 
behalf  of  (he  extension  and  improvement  of  parochial  schools, — and,  in  particular,  to  establish  a  JVurmoI 
SaaisuiTy  for  the  inatrnctioQ  of  teachers  in  the  most  improved  modes  of  intellectual  and  moral  training,  so 
that  schoolmasters  may  enjoy  a  regular  professional  education." 

This  society  heving  turned  ita  attention  to  the  beat  mode  of  commencing  «o  desirable  an  institntion. 
Dr.  Walsh,  of  Edinburgh,  visited  Prussia  in  the  year  1835,  and  furnished  the  Society  on  his  return  with  a 
mass  of  valuable  information  on  the  working  of  the  educational  system  of  that  country. 

The  Society  was  impressed  moreover  with  the  practical  wisdom  of  the  advice  which  the  French  Pro- 
fessor gave  to  (he  Minister  of  public  instruotion  on  thiri  subject  "choose  the  best  conducted  primary  (ele- 
mentary)  school  in  the  department,  that  which  is  in  the  hands  of  the  master  of  the  greatest  ability  and  tniBt- 
worthiness;  annex  to  this  school  a  class  called  normal,  in  which  the  same  master  shall  teach  his  art  to^ 
certain  number  of  young  men  of  the  department,  who  are  willing  to  coma  to  it,  to  form  theniselvea  for 
schoolmasters.  By  this  plan,  before  six  months  are  over,  you  may  have  in  each  department  an  excellent 
little  Normal  sehool,  which  from  year  to  year,  you  can  extend,  improve  and  enlarge.  The  plan  which  X 
propose  does  not  commit  you  to  any  future  measures,  yet  it  at  once  covers  Franca  with  Normal  achools, 
which  will  supply  aur  first  wants;  it  is  for  lime,  zeal,  and  diligence  to  do  the  rest." 

These  hints  the  society  made  the  ground  work  of  its  system,  and  chose  model  schools,  annexing  to 
these  a  class  called  normal,  over  which  was  appointed  an  able  and  intelligent  master  as  director.  From  the 
beginning  these  seminaries  have  now  increased  through  the  principal  towns  and  parishes  of  the  land.  Such 
is  a  brief  and  ifn perfect  sketch  of  the  rise  and  progress  of  those  institations,  which  have  proved  of  such  ad- 
vantage to  the  oonntries  where  they  are  established. 

The  following  testimony  to  the  utility  of  the  system  is  borne  by  a  Gentleman  who  appears  to  have  been 
well  acquainted  with  (he  nature  and  practical  operation  of  these  seminaries:  "The  great  excellence  of  a 
Normal  Seminary  is  this: — that  while  it  has  model  schools  es  a  part  of  its  eatabHshment,  schools  that  are 
conducted  on  the  best  methods,  and  by  the  bast  masters,  it  has  also  a  Rector,  who  is  specially  entrusted 
with  the  care  af  the  young  man  who  have  come  to  learn  the  art  of  teaching;  and  while  the  Rector  sees  that 
they  are  eonveraant  with  the  branches  of  Ednsatiolt  they  are  afterwards  to  teach,  instructing  and  examining 
them  regularly  for  that  purpose;  and  while  he  acquaints  them  with  the  theory  ofa  weH  conducted  school,  he 
has  the  modal  achools  at  hand,  in  whose  classes  they  may,  under  his  eye  pat  into  actual  use  the  lessons 
they  have  received,  and  thus  become  trnly  accomplished  at  once  in  the  theory  and  in  the  practice  of  their 
profaasioc."  • 

The  suceessfal  working  of  the  scheme  has  now  been  tested  by  the  experience  oF  three  years,  as  will  be 
apparent  by  the  following  extract  from  the  Report  of  the  Educational  Society's  Committee,  with  which  I 
shall  conclude  my  notice  of  this  subject,  "  the  committee  think  it  important  to  announce,  that  no  teacher 
who  has  given  himself  a  course  of  training  at  this  school,  and  quitted  it  with  marked  approbation,  without

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receiving  almost  immediataly  an  appointmeat  to  aome  eligible  eituation;  and  so  rapid  is  the  approprislitmoC 
teacbera  qualified  at  this  seminary,  tbat  very  often  the  committee  are  requested  to  recomnaend  to  well  en- 
dowed ichools,  where  there  is  not  a  aingle  lit  expectant  on  their  list;  the  supply  lingers  much  behind tbe  de- 
mand, and  the  demand  is  a  striking  proof  how  much  the  defective  state  of  education  is  felt  Ihrougbout  Lh« 
country. " 

When  such  is  the  language  used  in  reference  to  the  old  scholastic  economy  of  that  country,  whoBs  edu- 
cational system  has  been  regarded  by  the  world  as  so  excellent;  when  its  state  is  acknowledged  to  be  defec- 
tive, and  felt  as  euctt  through  the  country ; — how  much  more  defective  then,  must  be  our  Colonial  educa- 
tional system,  and  what  urgent  necessity  there  exists  for  our  taking  immediate  steps  to  improve  and  exieiHl 
it  i  The  way  appears  now  to  be  plain  before  us;  and  with  the  eiample  in  view  of  what  the  insiitution af 
the  Normal  School  has  done,  and  is  noiv  effecting,  in  other  countries,  should  we  not  be  considered  aa  le- 
miss,  in  hesitating  to  follow  a  path  so  clearly  and  distinctly  pointed  out  i  But  I  would  wish  it  to  be  under- 
stood, that  I  do  not  desire  to  put  this  forward  merely  as  a  scheme  of  innovation;  that  though  zealous  to 
amend  whatever  is  defective  in  our  educational  institutions,  and  to  see  the  schools  of  Prince  Edward  IsIbdiI 
placed  upon  as  perfect  and  efficient  a  footing  as  the  exigencies  of  the  country  will  allow.  1  should  not  wieb 
to  belong  to  that  class  of  improvers,  whose  first  impulse  is,  to  pull  down  whatever  already  exists,  tor  no- 
thing else  than  the  high  crime  and  misdemeanor  of  being  old.  I  would  &ot  consecrate  an  abuse  merely  be- 
cause it  is  covered  with  the  venerable  dust  of  "  hoar  antiquity,"  nor  worship  a  finely  gilded  theory,  nwrely 
because  it  is  new. 

The  fact  is  certain,  that  whilst  the  mechanical  arts  have  their  period  of  apprenticeship,  and  the  libtnl 
professiona  their  period  of  study  and  probation,  whoever  will,  may  enter  upon  the  profession  of  aa  inBlnidiic 
of  youth  unprepared,  and  often  unauthorized.  Here,  when  every  thing  else  fails,  any  man  is  ready  n»de 
for  a  schoolmaster. 

To  this  cause  may  be;  ascribed  the  sight,  which  too  often  presents  itself  in  this  country,  of  schools  ud- 
ducted  on  the  worst  possible  methods — whose  masters  know  little  and  can  impart  little,  except  in  the  media- 
nical  arts  of  reading  and  writing,  and  even  these  in  a  slovenly  manner.  This  is  entirely  owing  to  the  wut 
of  that  professional  education,  from  which  even  the  worst  masters  would  have  acquired  a  better  meibod, 
and  the  best  would  have  greatly  benefited.  Left  hitherto  to  any  method  or  no  method,  young  teachen  Miii- 
der  on  aa  thay  best  can;  and  the  effect  of  thus  leaving  them  without  a  professional  education,  is  to  gire  (o 
the  rich,  the  most  enterprising,  successful  and  experienced  teachers — and  to  leave  to  the  poor,  too  general- 
ly, the  sluggards  and  novices  of  the  profession. 

Satisfied  oa  I  am,  that  if  the  attentionoftheLegislaturecouldbesuccessfully  drawn  to  this  all  imptntut 
subject.  Normal  Schools  might  be  established  in  Torioufl  parts  of  the  Island,  and  tbat  from  them  leadien 
properly  qualified  could  he  sent  into  the  different  districts,  and  the  education  of  the  youth  of  the  CoIob;, 
placed  upon  a  firm  and  permanent  basis. 

These  remarks  I  have  presumed  to  submit  to  you,  knowing  that  from  my  frequent  visitations  ofihedi^ 
ferent  settlements,  I  had  an  opportunity  of  becoming  better  acquainted  with  the  necessities  of  the  jnhibi- 
tants  than  any  other  person  connected  with  the  instruction  of  youth  in  the  Colony;  and  if  from  any  bint  I 
may  have  given,  you  shall  be  enabled  more  fully  to  advance  the  intereets  of  education,  I  shall  reap  an  abnn- 
dant  harvest  of  satisfaction.

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Summary  of  the  state  of  the  District  Schools  of  Prince  Edward  Island,    embraced  in 
the  Report  of  the  Visiter,  3Ut  December,  1838  : 

QUEEN'S  COUNTY. 

Lot  49,  District  School,  John  Le  Page,  Teacher.  June  lat,  1838,  visited  this  School  to  dfty— th«  num- 
ber ofscholars  attending  ta  25,  of  whom  22  were  present.  The  elder  scbolara  were  exBmined  in  reading, 
orthography,  and  English  grammar,  and  in  all  these  exerciees,  their  proficiency  was  very  gratifying.  The 
junior  classes  also  displayed  a  very  sntiifactory  improvement  in  reading  and  spelling;  and  tboir  answers  lo 
questiona  arising  out  of  their  leasons,  shewed  that  their  attention  had  heen  directed  to  the  meaning  of  what 
they  read;  and  sltogethsr,  the  steady  progress  made  by  the  diSbreot  clasaes,  since  last  examined,  reflects 
credit  upon  the  assiduity  of  the  Teacher. 

The  Bchool-heuse  has  lately  been  rendered  sufficient  by  further  repairs . 

In  the  further  extremity  of  this  Township,  Lot  49,  another  School  has  been  recently  opened,  which  is 
taoght  by  Patrick  Fitzgerald.  This  settlement  having  been  without  a  School  during  several  years,  the 
children  attending  are,  with  few  exceptions,  rather  backward  in  their  education.  The  present  teacher  hav- 
ing recently  succeeded  to  the  charge,  no  proficiency  of  consequence  is  yet  apparent;  but  it  is  lo  be  hoped 
that  the  attention  of  the  teacher  to  the  important  duties  of  his  calling,  will,  ere  long,  cause  an  improvement 
in  the  state  of  the  School  to  be  manifest. 

The  District  School  of  Lot  34,  St.  Peter'a  Road,  Robert  Robertson,  Teacher,  numbers  44  scholars,  30 
of  whom  were  present  when  examined.  Those  scholars  whose  attendance  had  been  most  regular  and  con- 
stact,  have  made  considerable  proficiency.  In  reading,  spelling,  English  grammar  and  writing,  the  im- 
provement has  on  the  whole  been  sstisfaclory .  In  arithmetic,  several  had  made  good  progress,  (as  appear- 
ed by  their  books)  but  were,  with  two  exceptiona,  absent  at  this  time.  The  advantage  and  benefit  of  the 
good  system  of  instruction  pursued  in  this  School,  is  apparent,  in  the  creditable  improvement  of  the  pupils, 
as  evinced  at  each  examination. 

The  Dog  River  School,  Lot  33,  is  taught  by  filaloolm  Darrach.  The  daily  average  attendance  is  about 
40  scholars,  38  of  whom  were  present.  The  proficiency  made  by  the  pupils,  generally,  since  last  examined, 
has  been  satisfactory.  The  correct  manner  in  which  the  senior  classes  especially  read,  and  the  knowledge 
of  grammar  which  they  displayed,  was  highly  pleasing. 

The  school-house  has  been  considerably  enlarged  since  my  last  visit. 

Lot  S3,  Lytchett  Mills,  Frincetown  Road,  Alexander  M'Gabe,  Teacher.  At  this  examination,  as  at  the 
last,  I  found  none  ef  the  scholars  much  advanced;  this  I  cannot  ascribe  to  the  inefficiency  of  the  teacher, 
who  discharges  his  duties,  I  have  every  reason  to  believe,  with  fidelity,  but  rather  to  the  irregular  attend- 
ance of  the  scholars,  many  of  the  more  advanced  of  whom  quitted  the  school  within  the  preceding  twelve 
months.   The  school  numbers  S5. 

'llifl  Elliot  River  School  ia  still  under  the  tuition  of  Donald  Lament.  The  state  of  this  school,  and  the 
general  proficiency  of  the  pupils,  merit  approbation.  The  several  classes,  especially  the  senior,  went 
through  their  exercises  in  a  manner  sufficiently  creditable;  and  the  proficiency  made  during  the  last  quarter 
of  a  year,  particularly  in  English  grammar,  elocution  and  arithmatic,  bears  testimony  to  the  application  of 
the  scholars.  At  a  subsequent  visitto  this  schoolin  the  month  ofNovemfaer  last,  I  found  that  little  or  no 
improvement  had  taken  place  in  the  state  of  the  school  since  the  previous  examination  in  June;  this  appear- 
ed to  be  owing  to  a  long  vacation  in  the  interval,  occasioned  by  the  enlargement  and  repair  of  the  school- 
house. 
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Lot  39,  Sable,  Archibald  M'KinnoD,  Teacher.  At  this  school,  ona  of  the  largest  on  Ihe  Jaland,  53  scho- 
lars were  preaent  at  tho  examination.  Although  labouring  under  man/  disadvantages,  such  as  a  want  of 
suitable  books,  a  school-housa  insufficient,  and  out  of  repair,  Sic.  the  teacher  has  been  nevertheless  sac- 
cessfvl  in  his  efforts  to  advance  his  pupils;  aaany  read  and  spelled  with  great  propriety;  and  ia  arithmetic, 
the  proficiency  mads  was  equally  satisfactory;  and  several  excellent  specimens  of  writing  were  shewn;  all 
bearing  testimony  to  tho  attention  of  Ihe  teacher  to  the  instruction  of  bis  pupils. 

A  new  and  commodious  school^bouse  for  this  District  ia  nearly  completed  in  the  vicinity  of  Ibe  presenL 
house. 

Braokley  Point,  Allan  Stewart,  Teacher.  Twenty-five  attended  on  tbe  examination  of  this  school — on 
Ihe  teacher's  list  30.  I  regret  to  say  that  very  little  proficiency  has  been  made  at  this  school  since  last  visi. 
ted.  The  settlement  here  is  scattered,  and  the  children  ia  the  remote  parts  thereof  cannot  attend  regularly 
upon  the  school  at  all  seasons  ofthe  year.  Some  improvement  in  reading  was  apparent,  but  in  arithmetic 
and  spelling  none  of  consequence.     This  school  is  now  vacant,  tbe  teacher  having  lately  resigned  hia  charge. 

Lot  60,  Flat  River.  At  this  station  there  ia  a  numerous  school  taught  by  John  M'Kinnon^on  the  li^l 
there  are  60  scholars,  40  were  preaent  on  this  occasion.  In  tbe  diSbrent  branches  taught  here,  embracing 
English  grammar,  book-keeping,  arithmetic,  and  writing,  considerable  progress  has  been  made;  the  im- 
provement in  reading  and  spelling  has,  upon  the  whole,  too,  been  satisfactory;  and  the  aasidaity  of  tbe 
teacher  has  been  apparent,  in  the  approved  pronunciation,  orthography,  and  attention  to  the  rules  of  correci 
reading  generally,  on  tbe  part  ofthe  scholars. 

Lot  62,  Belie  Creek.  This  station  is  vacant,  the  teacher  of  the  last  year,  Neil  M'Kinnon,  having  r»- 
moved  to  Ibe  Braekley  Point  Road  School.  In  this  latter  District  is  a  sufficient  and  suitable  school-house, 
which  was  visited  very  recently  after  its  opening  under  the  present  teacher,  i  found  25  scholars  assembled, 
many  of  these  had  been  well  advanced  in  their  education  under  the  tuition  of  the  former  teacher,  (ftlr.  J. 
Arbuckle);  and  althongh  since  then,  the  school  has  been  vacant  several  years,  the  proficiency  thai  appearMt 
to  have  been  made  in  several  of  tbe  higher  branches  of  £nglish  education,  by  many  ofthe  pupils,  was  a 
proof  of  tbe  ability  of  their  former  instructor.  The  state  ofthe  gchool  under  the  present  teacher,  is  alio  pro- 
mising; and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  on  a  future  occasion,  such  improvement  will  be  manifest,  as  will  gain  for 
the  school  that  oontmendation  which  shall  always  be  bestowed  on  tbe  deserving. 

The  Lot  €7  School,  is  taught  by  Neil  Arbuckle — the  school  numbers  30  scholars,  none  much  adduced. 
Although  this  teacher  could  not  be  efficient,  in  a  school  station  requiring  ability  on  the  part  ofthe  master,  oi 
an  acquaintance  with  tbe  higher  branches  of  English  education,  yet  his  services  are  useful  in  this  settlemeot, 
where  the  ambition  ofthe  inhabitants  generally,  does  not  extend  beyond  providing  for  their  children  tbe 
means  of  acquiring  a  little  knowledge  of  reading.  Several  in  the  school  were  making  considerable  progress 
in  the  first  stags  of  their  education;  and  the  teacher  appears  to  he  constantly  attentive  to  his  charge. 

Lot  57,  Orwell-head.  The  School  at  this  place  is  taught  by  Donald  Graham,  and  consists  of  about  30 
scholars.  A  large  proportion  have  attained  to  considerable  proficiency  in  reading  and  spelling ;  and  altboagb 
tbe  attendance  on  the  school,  from  various  causes,  had  been  very  irregular  during  the  interval  of  my  visits,  1 
found  that  aa  mncb  progress  as  eould  bt  expected,  bad  been  made  in  tbe  varinua  braochea  taught.  In  gram- 
BBT,  especially,  a  class  of  four  boys  had  mode  rapid  progress.  A  large  and  commodioaa  ■choel-bouse  was 
eieoted  is  (hisaettlenent.bQt  Hnfortunately,  destroyed  by  fire;  the  present  house  is  of  Bsrall  dimeosioBS, 
but  mast  be  put  in  better  repair  before  it  can  be  ceaudered  sufficient. 

The  Newtown,  Belfast^  School  is  taught  by  Charles  M'Eachern — 40  scholars  appear  on  tbe  lisl,  33  of 
whom  wer«  present  at  tbe  examination;  a  few  of  (he  elder  ones  were  conaiderebly  advanced  in  arithmetic,  hat 
in  reading  and  spelling  tbe  progress  was  not  so  satisfactory.  Several  were  also  totally  destitute  of  books,  and 
on  some  occasions  in  reading,  one  book  was  made  to  serve  perhaps  three  or  four  children,  who  were  also 
frequently  at  different  stages  in  their  proficiency;  this,  with  other  causes,  tended  to  retard  their  impren- 
ment,  especially  in  reading  and  pronunciation. 
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Poiat  Prim,  Dooald  Hurchiton, Teacher. — Preunt  vheo  ihts  school  was  visited  95,  on  the  list  38.  I 
found  aaveral  making  good  proficienc^f  ia  grammar  and  arithmetic — the  yoanger  claBses  appeared  to  have 
been  careltiilj  instructed  in  reading  and  spelling,  a  fe^  wrote  tolerably  well.  At  a  subsequent  visit  in  the 
month  of  December,  the  improvement  that  had  taken  place  during  the  interral  was  highlj  gratifj'ingi  and 
the  knowledge  displayed  by  the  mora  advanced  boys,  particularly  in  arithmetic,  was  quite  aatisractory. 

Lot  5S,  Belfast,  John  Arbuckle,  Teacher.  The  examination  ofthis  School  took  place  in  presence  of  the 
Trustees,  and  several  of  the  parents  of  the  children.  The  number  on  the  teacher's  list  ia  SO,  40  of  whom 
were  present;  these,  divided  into  eight  classes,  went  through  their  different  exercises  in  a  manner  highly 
creditable.  The  proSciency  made  by  the  junior  classes,  in  a  short  space  of  time,  in  reading  and  spelling, 
was  remarkable,  and  the  correct  answers  returned  by  them  to  the  various  questions  asked,  was  a  proof  of 
their  attention  being  regularly  directed  to  the  meaning  of  what  they  read.  Nor  was  the  examination  of 
those  ia  the  higher  classes,  less  satisfactory  in  its  results;  these  were  learning  English  grammar,  trigono- 
metry and  elocution,  and  their  correct  knowledge  of  those  branches,  was  creditable  alike  to  teacher  and 
pupils;  notwithstanding  the  Nckness  which  prevailed  in  the  District  in  the  summer  season,  and  caused  the 
school  to  close  for  several  weeks.  The  irregular  attendance  of  many  of  the  children  from  this  and  other 
causes,  rendered  the  exhibition  less  aatiafactory  in  some  respects  than  it  would  otherwise  most  probably  hare 
been.  Another  circumstance  deserviog  of  aotice  is  the  success  which  attended  the  efforts  of  the  teacher,  to 
impart  instruction  through  the  medium  of  the  Gxlic  language,  this  being  the  vernacular  tongue  of  the  great 
majority  of  his  pupils,  many  of  whom  are  almost  totally  ignorant  of  Englbh  on  entering  the  school.  A  class 
of  these  learning  the  English  spelling  Books,  re^d  a  chapter  in  St.  John's  Gospel  in  Gmlic,  and  under  the 
dii'ectioQ  of  the  teacher,  by  comparing  and  translating,  enjoyed  the  advantage  of  being  enabled  to  read  in 
both  languages,  while  they  made  a  rapid  progress  by  this  method  in  learning  to  speak,  and  to  understand  the 
English . 

At  Lot  49,  Fullarton's  Marsh,  the  School  of  the  District  is  taught  by  Donald  M'Leod.  This  school  ia 
yet  in  its  infancy;  with  the  exception  of  three,  all  commenced  the  first  stage  of  their  education  with  the  pre- 
sent teacher,  and  those  who  have  been  regular  to  attendance  have  made  suitable  proficiency  in  reading  and 
■peiling.  A  class  of  seven  have  recently  commenced  writing,  and  the  study  of  the  elements  of  grammar. 
The  school  numbered  26 . 

Charlottetown,  P.  B,  Doyle,  Teacher.  This  School  has  been  visited,  and  examined  om  three  Mveral  oc- 
casions since  making  my  last  report  of  the  Schools.  At  the  second  examination,  which  took  place  in  Sep- 
tember last,  4T  scholars  were  in  attendance,  and  some  improvenunt  was  apparent  in  the  state  of  sever^  of 
the  classes.  Although  from  the  wont  of  books  among  many  of  the  children,  their  proCciency  in  rending  and 
spelling  was  not  so  great  or  so  satisfactory  as  could  have  been  looked  &r.  At  a  subsequent  examination  on 
the  SOth  December,  I  found  but  comparatively  few  attending:  this  falling  off  was  the  oonsequesee  of  the 
prevalence  of  sicknessinmaDyefthefamiliesconnected  with  the  School;  and  from  the nme  cause,  theiU- 
tendaace  of  the  scholars  had  since  the  previous  examination  been  very  irregular.  It  ia  to  be  regretted  that 
an  this  account  their  progress  since  then  has  been  so  limited.  A  class  that  had  been  more  than  usually  re- 
gular in  attendance,  excelled  especially  in  arithmetic  and  writing. 

The  School  at  New  Glasgow,  Lot  34,  i«  taught  by Blanchard.    This  teaeherhas  recently  succeeded 

to  Uie  charge  of  thifl  School,  which  was  vacant  for  a  considerable  time.  34  Mholsrs  attend,  divided  ioto 
several  classes,  according  to  the  different  stages  of  their  progrese.  The  isore  advanced  rend  wkh  propriety 
in  the  English  Reader,  and  Introduction;  and,  although  from  the  short  period  since  the  re-opening  of  the 
School,  little  improvement  in  the  state  thereof  oevld  be  expeoted,  yet,  from  what  appeared  of  the  method 
of  iostiuction  followed,  the  papiia  bode  fair  to  make  suitaUe  progrsM  voder  the  care  and  attention  of  the 
Teodier. 

Cavendish  School,  Donald  Livingston,  Teaches.  This  School  has  «1m  been  but  lately  r«*o^iied  tinder 
thia  Teacher.    Many  of  the  edielara  now  atteadtDg,  bad  nade  mgh  piogien  aader  tomu  toaehen,  md 
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crincad  u  aequaiotanee  with  Bome  of  the  el«menta  orEngliih  Grunmar,  lUoding  and  Arithmetic.  Al  the 
period  of  this  examiaatioo,  the  School  could  only  be  coniidered  as  organized  anew.  The  scholara  are  moie 
than  ordiaarilj  well  provided  with  booka;  the  achoolhouse  is  aufficient;  and,  «ith  these  adTRotagea,  it  is  to 
be  hoped  that  the  proficienc;  of  the  pupils  Will  eqaal  the  expectations  formed  of  them,  and  at  a  futvre  eit- 
mioation  earn  for  thamselves  that  approbation  which  will  be  the  anre  result  of  their  application  and  diligeace, 
and  which  will  also  depend  upon  the  care  and  attention  of  the  teacher  to  his  duties. 


PRINCE  COUNTY. 

Princetown  Kojralty,  District  School,  Sebastian  Davidson,  Teacher.  On  the  teacher's  list  in  Jul;  lut, 
there  were  39  scholars.  At  the  examioation,  preBonl  SI .  It  is  unnecessary  to  particularize  the  Btate  of 
this  school  further  than  by  stating,  that  the  scholara  appeared  to  be  steadily  progressing  in  their  knowledge 
of  the  difibrent  branches  which  they  were  engaged  in  learning  at  the  period  of  the  previous  examinaliDn. 

At  a  Bubaequent  visit  to  this  District  in  the  month  of  November  last,  a  new  and  commodious  schoolhouse, 
erected  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  the  old,  was  nearly  completed. 

In  this  Royalty  is  also  another  School,  taught  by  Alexander  Rae.  At  the  request  of  the  TruatecH  ofthb 
school,  I  paid  it  a  visit  in  the  month  of  July  last,  and  found  43  present;  the  average  daily  attendance  luccr- 
tained  to  be  36.  ^Tbo  scholars  acquitted  themselves  on  their  examination  in  a  manner  highly  creditable, 
and  the  whole  arrangement  and  method  in  the  conducting  of  the  school  were  excellent,  and  such  as  to  be  ei* 
pectedfVom  the  ability  of  the  Teacher.  It  is  a  subject  of  regret  that  this  part  of  the  Royalty  of  Prineelon 
should  thua  be  divided,  and  two  Schoola  located  in  the  immediate  neighbourhood  of  each  other;  one  oftLe 
two  is  thus  prevented  fromobtainug  any  share  of  the  Provincial  allowance;  one  school,  to  all  appeiruce), 
would  be  sufficient,  and  the  expense  of  supporting  it  would  press  lighter  on  those  connected  with  it,  wen  Ike 
inhabitants  unanimous  in  their  views  on  this  matter.  Before  the  erection  of  the  new  District  achool-iiDnM, 
the  inhabitants  of  the  lower  section  of  the  Royalty,  viz:  those  connected  with  Mr.  Rae'a  school,  otde  i  pro- 
posal to  join  in  the  support  of  the  Central  or  District  School,  provided  that  achoolhouse  were  removed  fron 
ita  present  locality,  to  a  situation  more  central  or  more  convenient  to  the  m^ority  of  themselves— but  ike 
parties  being  unable  to  meet  on  a  common  ground,  or  come  to  a  further  understanding  on  the  subject,  the 
two  achoob  yet  remain  in  the  position  described  above . 

The  School  at  Oyster  Cove,  Lot  18,  is  taught  by  Benjamin  Clark,  On  the  list  are  47  scholars,  ofwhon 
"24  only  were  prsaent  at  the  examination.  Several  in  the  higher  classes  had  made  some  progress  id  Aritb- 
metic  and  Writing  since  last  visited;  in  this  latter  branch,  the  improvement  was  very  creditable,  the  neat  tnd 
clean  appearance  of  the  writing  copies  being  highly  pleasing.  In  the  junior  reading  classes,  the  ptogren 
was  not  so  great  nor  so  aatiafsctory.  The  attendance  on  the  achool  in  many  instances  appeared  to  have  been 
irregular  throughout  the  summer  aeaioo. 

Lot  11,  Lot  16,  and  Bedeque.  In  these  Districts  the  Teachera  of  last  year  are  all  yet  stationed;  lodef 
these  Schools  it  will  be  aufficient  to  mention,  that  from  the  short  apace  of  time  which  has  elapsed  siace  the 
visit  immediately  preceding,  little  difierence  in  point  of  improvement  was  apparent,  especially  as  several  at 
the  mote  advanced  of  the  scholars  had  either  quitted  school,  or  were  absent  on  this  occasion. 

In  the  first  mentioned  school,  31  attended;  at  the  Bedeque,  30;  and  at  the  Lot  16  school,  39. 

In  the  Dunk  River  settlement  of  Bedeque  is  also  a  School,  James  H.  Fitzgerald,  Teacher.  At  the  eli- 
mination of  this  school  in  July,  SO  scholars  were  present;  at  the  next  visit  in  the  month  of  December,  IS 
only  were  that  day  in  attendance,  although  on  the  teacher's  list  there  were  50;  at  this  latter  period,  I  founs 
the  proficiency  among  the  few  who  were  present  to  be  something  more  satisfactory  than  on  the  first  occaiiw 
— some  little  improvement  being  perceptible  in  Reading,  Spelling,  &c.  None  are  advanced  in  AritbDWhe. 
This  Schoolhouse  is  large,  but  out  of  repair,  and  on  that  account  uncomfortable  in  the  winter  aesHO. 
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Lot  14,  Grtad  River,  John  Ronayne,  Teacher.  This  School  numbers  40  scholars,  all  of  whom  were  pre- 
sent.  I  CKDDot  state  that  anj  improvement  was  visible  in  the  state  of  the  School  since  last  visited;  the  at- 
tendance of  the  children  too,  has  not  been  constaat.  A  class  of  3  had  made  some  progress  in  the  elements 
of  Grammar;  but,  before  completing  their  knowledge  of  this  branch,  it  is  to  be  regretted,  had  left  the  School. 
At  the  period  of  my  last  visit,  I  found  a  targe  class  reading  the  Scriptures,  and  the  remainder  learning  to 
read  the  first  elementary  books. 

The  other  District  Schools  in  this  County  are,  a  School  liUely  opened  in  Lot  14,  Dubois  Smith,  Teacher— 
33  scholars.  All  those  who  were  present  were  in  the  lirat  stage  of  their  progress;  and  also  a  School  at  New 
Bidefbrd,  John  Stewart,  Teacher.  There  is  a  respectable  school  at  this  station  of  about  30  children;  and, 
although  the  majority  of  these  are  in  the  first  stages  of  instruction  (the  settlement  having  been  some  years 
without  a  School,)  the  progress  many  had  made  in  the  short  period  since  the  opening  of  the  School,  and  the 
care  and  attention  which  the  teacher  apparently  bestowed,  gave  every  indication  of  future  creditable  im- 
provement. 

The  School  at  Port  Hill  was  vacant  on  my  last  visit.  At  Lot  19,  Bedeque,  a  school  has  for  several  years 
back  been  established;  it  is  now  taught  by  Thomas  Collins,  who  has  been  the  teacher  during  the  last  3  or  4 
years.  In  December  last,  I  examined  this  school  in  presence  of  the  Trustees  thereof,  and  found  every  thing 
to  approve  in  the  proficiency  of  the  scholars,  and  in  the  method  of  conducting  the  school.  The  teacher 
gives  the  greatest  satisfaction  to  all  concerned,  by  bis  close  and  constant  attention  to  his  duties. 


KING'S  COUNTY. 

Brudenell  River,  and  Lot  60,  Districts.  The  Schools  at  these  stations  are  taught  by  the  teachers  of  the 
last  year.  Having  detailed  with  minuteness  in  my  last  Report  the  state  of  these  schools,  separately;  and 
finding  but  little  alteration  on  my  two  last  subsequent  visits,  in  the  state  of  either  of  them,  it  will  be  unneces- 
sary to  meDtioa  more  at  this  time  than  the  fact  of  the  satisfaction  which  the  teachers  continue  to  give  to  those 
concerned,  generally  in  the  improvement  of  those  committed  to  their  charge.  In  the  latter  school,  partieu- 
larly  the  proficiency  which  the  pupils  were  attaining  in  one  branch,  writing,  was  striking,  the  good  order  and 
neat  appearance  oftho  copies  being  very  pleising. 

The  Montague  School  is  now  vacant;  the  late  teacher,  Roderick  Campbell,  has  succeeded  to  the  charge 
of  the  Georgetown  school,  recently. 

At  Slurray  Harbour,  the  School  ofthe  District  is  under  the  snperintendenee  of  the  former  teacher,  Archi- 
bald M'Kenzie.  The  state  of  this  school  continues  to  bo  prosperous,  holding  out  advantages  in  its  excellaat 
arrangements,  and  in  the  ability  ofthe  teacher,  poasesEed  by  few  school  stations  in  the  Colony. 

The  School  at  White  Sands,  Guernsey  Ca\e,  continue  in  operation;  but  the  teacher  is  not  so  efficient  for 
this  station  as  could  be  wished.  From  the  desire  of  the  inhabitants  generally  to  give  their  children  a  suit- 
able education,  a  person  possessing  higher  qualifications  than  the  present  incumbent  would  be  more  service- 
able in  this  District. 

Savage  Harbovr,  Donald  Scott,  Teacher.  I  find  at  intervals  the  state  of  this  School  gradually  improving. 
In  the  reading  department,  the  distioctneai  and  general  accuracy  of  pronunciation,  together  with  readiness 
in  spelling,  is  remarkable;  and  the  proficiency  ofthe  scholars,  notwitiurtanding  the  broken  attendaace,  de- 
serves commendation. 

St.  Peter's  Bay,  Morel.  This  school  is  taught  by  Thomas  Bambrick,  and  although  but  very  recently 
opened,  the  improvement  evinced  by  the  pupiUin  liftw  moBttiB,  was  auperioi  tony  expectations;  and  it  must 
be  confesaed,  is  very  creditable  to  the  master.

At  Little  Ponds,  Lot  56,  Edmund  Shea,  Teacher,  whose  school  is  but  limited  in  number,  and  the  Jtt^hwe- 
ment  upon  the  whole  appeared  to  be  satiafactory.

I  sball  in  th«  first  place  proceed  to  shew  the  number  of  children  in  this  Island  st  preaent  deetitute  of  the 
means  of  adequate  instruction. 

In  order  toascertain  what  proportion  ofthe  population  of  on;  country  ought  to  be  at  scboolj  so  as  to  ensnie 
uairersal  jurenile  sduoatMB,  we  must  lodt  to  (be  population  returifl  of  the  number  of  youths  within  the 
educational  a^,  Hie  jurenile  ednealional  Kg9  tH  Itom  stz  to  fourteen.  Every  child  then  betveen  six  and 
fourteen  ought  to  be  at  school,  in  order  to  ensure  universal  and  efficient  education;  and  by  ascertaining  tbe 
proportion  of  the  population  within  those  Iges,  we  cottie  to  tbe  knowledge  of  the  number  of  youth  which 
should  attend  juvenile  schools. 

By  the  last  census  ofthe  Island,  takea  in  1833,  the  entire  popalation  was  found  to  be  32,293,  of  which 
16,207  were  under  sixteen  years  of  age.  The  proportion  betwedn  these  last,  and  those  within  the  educa- 
tional age  above  mentidnod,  may  be  assumed  at  one  btif,  oi  about  8,000;  but  of  these  8,000,  the  number  at 
present  enjoying  tbe  benefits  of  public  instruction,  kccording  to  returns  taken  in  my  recent  visit  to  the 
schools,  is  below  fi,090,  leaving  the  large  proportion  of  6,000  children  wholly  negleuted  in  their  edueotioo. 

The  proportion  the  Scottish  part  ofthe  population  btars  to  tbe  Whole,  is  said  to  be  about  two-thirds:  From 
these  data  then,  and  without  allowing  for  the  increase  of  population  since  1833,  we  arrive  at  the  conclusion, 
that  there  ore  at  this  moment,  at  the  lowsot  computatiob,  4,000  of  the  children  of  tttir  country  men  growing 
up  in  lamentable  ignorftnce  ofthe  first  rudiments  of  lehrning. 

The  Legislature  have  indeed  shewn  a  laudable  desire  to  encourage  and  promote  Education;  and  One 
thousand  Pounds  ofthe  public  revenue  is  annually  appropriated  to  the  support  of  District  Schools;  and  Fiily- 
fivo  Teaobers  enjoy  the  benefit  ofthe  Education  Act — yet  it  is  apparent  how  much  remains  yet  to  be  done. 

Tbe  parents  in  many  cases  are  too  ignorant  to  lament  what  they  have  now  learned  to  deplore  as  the  great- 
est of  all  evils.  Others  are  sufficiently  enlightened  to  mourn  over  this  sad  destitution,  inflicting  upon  their 
ofTdpring  the  same  intellectual  degradation — plunging  them  in  the  same  mental  darkness  which  has  depressed 
themselves ;  these  have  an  anxious  desire,  without  having,  in  many  instances,  either  the  opportunity  or  the 
means  of  educating  their  children,  and  bail  with  joy  the  establishment  of  a  Branch  of  tbe  Highland  Society 
of  London  among  them,  and  view  its  leading  object  as  the  most  acceptable  boon  which  could  be  offered  them. 

In  tbe  annexed  Table  I  have  subjoined  a  list  of  these  Townships  which  are  more  than  commonly  destitute 
of  Schools,  and  also  the  number  of  schools  required  for  each ;  it  will  be  seen  that  the  supply  required  for  these 
stations*  falls  far  short  ofthe  actual  destitution;  but  in  those  Townships,  from  the  density  of  the  population 
ID  some  of  the  settlements,  the  prospect  of  establishing  schools  at  present,  is  greater,  and  more  obvious.  In 
someof  those,  school-houses  have  already  been  built,  and  the  Inhabitants  generally  would  contribute  their 
means  in  aid  of  the  object  ofthe  society,  to  procure  for  them  tbe  services  of  qualified  and  efficient  teachers. 
Schoolmasters  and  boohs  sent  from  home  would  awaken  a  new  spirit,  and  lend  a  more  vigorous  impulse  to 
the  cause  of  education,  and,  to  quote  the  language  of  the  address  ofthe  Society  of  Nova  Scotia  to  their  fel- 
low Countrymen,  "  we  should  then  enjoy  the  happiness  of  seeing  introduced  into  this  country  the  same  in- 
tellectual training,  or  at  least  some  approaches  to  it,  which  forms  the  moral  character  of  Scotland,  at  once 
lier  happiness  and  pride."

Letters  Patent,  under  the  Great  Seal  of  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and 
Ireland,  appointing  Lieutenant  General  Sir  John  Colborne,  Knight  Grand  Cross  of  the 
Most  Honorable  Military  Order  of  the  Bath,  Captain  General  and  Governor  in  Chief  in 
and  over  the  Island  of  Prince  Edward,  and  directing  therein  a  separation  of  the  Councils, 
as  also  a  Warrant  appointing  Sir  Charles  Augustus  Fitz  Boy,  K.  H.,  to  be  Lieutenant 
Governor  of  the  said  Island — having  been  read.

First. — With  these  our  Instructions,  you  will  receive  our  Commission  under  the  Great

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General  and  Crovernor  in  Chief  in  and  over  our  Island  of  Prince  Edward.  Tou  are  there- 
fore, with  all  convenient  speed,  to  assume  and  enter  upon  the  execution  of  the  trust  we 
have  reposed  in  jou.

do  hereby  nominate  and  appoint  them  the  said  George  Wright^  Thomas  Heath  HavUand,

the  same  were  thereby  vested  in  the  said  Executive  Council;  and  Her  Majesty  did  thereby 
appoint  and  declare  that  the  said  Executive  Council  and  the  said  Legislative  Council  res- 
pectively, should  thereafter  consist  of  such  and  so  many  members  as  should  from  time  to 
time,  for  that  purpose  be  nominated  and  appointed  under  Her  Royal  Sign  Manual  and  Sig- 
net, or  as  should  be  provisionally  appointed  by  the  said  Sir  John  Colborne,  until  Her 
Majesty's  pleasure  therein  shall  be  known:  Provided  nevertheless,  that  the  total  number 
of  the  Members  for  the  time  being,  of  the  Executive  Council,  resident  within  the  said 
Island,  should  not  at  any  time,  by  any  provisional  appointment,  be  raised  to  a  greater 
number  thaii  Nine;  and  that  the  total  number  of  the  Members  of  the  said  Legislative 
Council,  resident  within  the  said  Island,  should  not  at  any  time,  by  any  provisional  appoint- 
ment, be  raised  to  a  greater  number  than  Twelve ;  and  Her  Majesty  did  thereby  direct  that 
Five  Members  of  the  said  Executive  Council  should  be  a  Quorum,  for  the  despatch  of  the 
business  thereof;  and  that  Seven  Members  of  the  Legislative  Council  should  be  a  Quorum, 
for  the  despatch  of  the  business  thereof;  and  Her  Majesty  did  thereby  further  direct  and 
appoint  that  the  Members  of  the  said  respective  Councils  should  hold  their  places  therein 
during  Her  Majesty's  pleasure,  and  not  otherwise;  and  that  the  senior  members  respec- 
tively for  the  time  being,  of  each  of  the  said  respective  Councils,  preside  at  all  the  delibe- 
rations thereof  respectively,  saving  when  he  the  said  Sir  John  Colborne  should  be  preseot 
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and  presiding  at  the  deliberations  of  the  said  Executive  Council.  A  nd  in  case  of  the  death 
or  absence  out  of  the  said  Island,  of  bim  the  said  Sir  John  Colborne,  Her  Majesty  did  b) 
these  presents,  give  and  grant  all  and  singular  the  powers  and  authorities  therein  to  bim 
granted,  to  tbe  Lieutenant  Governor  for  the  lime  being  of  the  said  Island;  And  whereas 
Her  Majesty,  by  warrant  under  Her  Royal  Sign  Manual  and  Signet,  bearing  date  tbe 
said  Thirteenth  day  of  December  last,  huth  been  pleased  to  appoint  me  Her  LieutenaDt 
Governor  of  the  said  Island,  and  bath  authorised  and  required  me,  in  the  absence  of  the  said 
Sir  John  Colbome,  to  execute  and  perform  all  and  singular  tbe  powers  and  directions  con- 
tained in  tbe  said  Letters  Patent:  And  whereas  Her  Majesty,  by  Her  Instructions  uoder 
Her  Royal  Sign  Manual,  dated  at  Windsor  on  the  said  Thirteenth  day  of  December  last, 
did  nominate  and  appoint  George  Wright,  Tltomas  Heath  HavUand,  Robert  Jfydgion, 
John  Brecken,  Oeorge  Richard  Goodman,  James  Peake,  Charles  Worrell,  Donald 
Macdonald,  Wiiliam  Macintosh,  and  John  Livett,  Esquires,  to  be,  during  Her  Majes- 
ty's pleasure.  Her  Majesty's  Legislative  Councillors  in  the  said  Island:  And  whereas  the 
said  George  Wright  and  James  Peake,  Esquires,  have  resigned  their  seats  in  the  said 
Legislative  Council:  Now  know  ye,  that  I  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  exercising  the  powen 
and  authorities  aforesaid,  in  the  absence  of  the  said  Sir  John  Colborne,  in  virtue  of  said 
Letters  Patent,  and  for  further  carrying  into  e£fect  Her  Majesty's  pleasure  therein  declared, 
and  reposing  especial  trust  and  confidence  in  the  loyalty,  integrity  and  ability  of  you  Ibe 
said  George  Dalrymple,  Samuel  Cfreen,  Peter  Stetcart  Macnutt  and  John  Maegowai, 
Esquires,  do  by  these  presents  provisionally  nominate  and  appoint  you  tbe  said  Georgt 
Dalrymple,  Samuel  Green,  Peter  Stewart  Macnutt,  and  John  Jnacgowan,  Esquins, 
to  be  Members  of  tbe  Legislative  Council  aforesaid,  for  tbe  said  Island  of  Prince  Edward, 
until  Her  Majesty's  pleasure  shall  be  made  known:  And  I  do  hereby  declare  Her  Majesij's 
will  and  pleasure  to  be,  that  all  and  every  tbe  powers  and  authorities  at  any  time  or  times 
heretofore  vested  in  the  Council  or  Councils  of  the  said  Island,  so  far  as  respects  the  enact- 
ment of  any  laws  to  be  made  within  the  said  Island,  and  any  other  Acts  and  functions  wbich 
the  said  Council  in  its  Legislative  capacity  heretofore  has  been  accustomed  to  exercise,  or 
might  have  exercised,  shall  henceforth  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  vested  in  tbe  said  Legi^ 
latlve  Council:  And  I  do  further  declare  Her  Majesty's  will  and  pleasure  to  be  that  anj 
Seven  of  the  said  Legislative  Council  shall  be  a  quorum;  and  that  the  senior  Member  of  the 
said  Council  shall  preside  in  the  said  Legislative  Council. 

Given  under  my  Hand  and  the  Great  Seal  of  the  said  Island,  at  Charlotte- 
town,  this  Fourth  day  of  March,  in  the  year  of  Our  Lord  One  Ibou- 
sand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-nine,  and  in  the  Second  year  of  Her 
Majesty's  Reign.

The  Gentleman  Usher  of  the  Black  Rod  then  received  His  Excellency's  command  to 
desire  the  attendance  of  the  House  of  Assembly  immediately  in  the  CouncU  Chamber. 

The  House  of  Assembly,  with  their  Speaker,  having  attended  accordingly^  His  {aKccI- 
lency  was  pleased  to  open  the  Session  with  the  following  Speech: —

Mr.  Sptaktr,  and  Gentlanen  of  the  Houte  ofjStumblyi 
Having  by  the  last  packet  received  Ber  Majesty's  commands  to  separBls  and  reconstruct  the 
Councils  of  this  Island,  it  becamo  my  duty  to  teiminalo  the  lato  SessiOQ  of  (he  General  Aasembl/,  and 
to  prorogue  it  for  a  short  period,  in  order  to  carry  this  arrangement  into  effect.  I  have  now  called  jou 
together,  trusting  that  you  will,  without  inconvenienee,  he  able  to  lake  up  and  complete  such  businesB  as 
remained  unfinished  at  ihe  recent  prorogation,  or  as  the  interests  of  the  Colony  may  require. 

During  the  short  interval  which  hss  elapsed  since  the  termination  of  the  late  Session,  I  regret  to  have 
to  inform  you  that  intelligence  has  reached  me  of  active  measurea  having  been  taken  by  the  State  of  Maine, 
to  enforce,  by  arms,  their  alleged  claim  to  the  !erritory  in  dispute  between  that  State  and  Her  Majeaty'a 
Province  of  New  Brunswick.  This  outrage,  in  defiance  of  existing  treaties,  and  of  the  amicable  profes- 
nions  ofthe  General  Government  ofthe  United  States  towards  that  of  Her  Majesty,  has  created  a  aensation 
of  general  indignation  in  New  Brunswick  and  Nova  Scotia;  and,  although  the  season  ofthe  year  precludes 
the  poeaibility  ofthis  Colony  rendering  any  active  assistance  at  the  present  moment,  yet  I  am  Bure  it  will 
unirersaliy  respond  to  the  feeling  so  forcibly  ezpressed  by  the  Council  and  Assembly  ofthe  neighbouring 
Province   of  Nova  Scotia. 

The  House  of  Assembly  then  withdrew,  and  His  Excellency  was  pleased  to  retu-e  soon 
after. 

The  Oath  of  Office  was  then  administered  to  J.  P.  CoHww,  Esq.  as  Clerk  of  the  Legis- 
lative Council. 

The  President  reported  His  Excellency's  Speech,  which  being  read  by  the  Clerk — 
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Resolved,  That  aa  humble  Address  be  presented  to  His  Excellencj  the  Lieuteaant 
GoTerQor,  to  return  the  thanks  of  this  House,  for  his  Speech  delivered  this  day. 

Ordered,  That  Mr.  Brecken,  Mr.  Macintosh  and  Mr.  Dalrymple  be  a  Committee  to 
prepare  a  Draft  pursuant  to  the  above  Resolution.

Sixth. — To  prevent  misunderstandings,  and  for  avoiding  offensive  Speeches,  when  mat- 
ters are  debating,  either  in  the  House  or  at  Committees,  all  personal,  sharp,  or  taxing 
speeches  be  forborne;  and  whosoever  answereth  another  man's  speech,  shall  apply  his 
answer  to  tbe  matter  without  wrong  to  the  person ;  and  as  nothing  offensive  is  to  he  spoken, 
so  nothing  is  to  be  ill-taken,  if  the  party  that  speaketh  it  shall  presently  make  a  fair  exposi- 
tion, or  clear  denial  of  the  words  that  might  bear  any  ill  construction;  and  if  any  offence 
of  that  kind  be  given,  as  tbe  House  itself  will  be  very  sensible  thereof,  so  it  will  sharply 
censure  the  offenders,  and  give  the  party  offended  a  fit  reparation  and  a  full  satisfaction. 

Seventh. — That  for  avoiding  all  mistakes,  unkindnesses,  or  other  differences  which  may 
grow  to  quarrels,  tending  to  the  breach  of  the  peace,  if  any  Member  shall  coaceive  himself 
to  have  received  any  affront  or  injury  from  any  other  Member  of  the  House,  either  in  the 
Council  Chamber,  or  at  any  Cotnmittee,  or  in  any  of  the  Rooms  belonging  thereto,  he  shall 
appeal  to  the  House  for  his  reparation ;  which,  if  he  shall  not  do,  but  occasion  or  entertain 
quarrels,  declining  (he  justice  of  the  House,  then  the  Member  that  shall  be  found  therein 
offending,  shall  undergo  the  severe  censure  of  this  House. 

^^hth.—T^hat  if  any  Member  have  occasion  to  speak  with  another  Member  in  this 
House,  whilst  the  House  is  sitting,  they  are  to  go  together  below  the  Bar,  or  else  the 
President  is  to  stop  the  business  in  agitation. 

JVtn/A. — The  privilege  of  this  House  is,  that  no  Member  of  the  said  House,  during  the 
sitting  thereof,  or  within  the  usual  times  of  privilege  of  Parliament,  is  to  be  imprisoned  or 
restrained,  without  sentence  or  order  of  this  House,  unless  it  be  for  Treason  or  Felony,  or 
for  refusing  to  give  security  for  the  peace. 

Tenth. — That  such  Members  of  this  House,  as  shall  make  protestation,  or  enter  their 
dissents  from  any  vote  of  this  House,  as  they  have  a  right  to  do,  without  asking  leave  of 
this  House,  either  with  or  without  their  reasons,  shall  cause  their  protestations  or  dissents 
to  be  entered  in  the  Clerk's  Book  the  next  sitting  day  of  this  House,  before  the  rising  of  the 
House,  and  shall  then  sign  the  same  on  such  day  before  the  rising  of  this  House. 
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Eletenth. — That  all  Orders  of  ihe  day,  which  by  reason  of  any  adjournmeDl,  shall  not 
have  been  proceeded  upon^  shall  be  considered  only  as  postponed  to  the  next  day  on  which 
the  House  shall  sit. 

Twelfth. — That  when  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be  received  in  the 
House,  unless  for  the  purpose  of  amending,  committiDg  or  postponing  it  to  a  certain  day, 
or  for  the  order  of  the  day,  or  to  adjourn. 

Thirteenth. — That  an  Order  Book  be  kept  by  the  Clerk,  in  which  Member's  desirous  of 
introducing  any  subject  to  the  consideration  of  the  House,  unconnected  with  any  measure 
actually  in  progress,  shall  be  required  to  enter  notice  thereof  specifying  the  day  on  which 
the  same  shall  be  brought  forward,  giving  at  least  One  day's  notice — not  to  extend  to  ques- 
tions of  privilege. 

Fourteenth. — That  any  motion,  with  leave  of  this  House,  may  be  withdrawn  at  anv 
time  before  amendment  or  decision. 

Fifteenth. — That  after  the  question  hath  been  entirely  put  by  the  President,  no  Mem- 
ber is  to  speak  upon  the  question  before  voting. 

Sixleenlh, — That  after  a  question  is  put,  and  the  House  hath  voted  thereon,  no  Mem- 
ber shall  depart  out  of  his  place,  until  the  House  hath  entered  upon  some  other  business. 

Seventeenth. — That  in  voting,  the  contents  shall  rise  In  their  places,  and  the  non-coo- 
tents  continue  to  sit. 

Eighteenth. — That  in  all  Messages  from  the  Assembly  to  this  House,  with  a  Bill  or 
otherwise,  the  same  cannot  be  received  unless  the  object  of  it  be  expressed  verbally,  as 
hath  hitherto  been  the  practice. 

JVineteenth.—As  it  might  deeply  intrench  on  the  privileges  of  this  House,  for  any  Mem- 
ber to  answer  an  accusation  in  the  House  of  Assembly,  either  in  person,  or  by  sending 
his  answer  in  writing,  or  by  his  Counsel  there — it  is  ordered,  that  no  Member  of  this  House 
shall  either  go  down  to  the  House  of  Assembly,  or  send  his  answer  in  writing,  or  appear  by 
Counsel,  to  answer  any  accusation  there,  upon  penalty  of  being  committed  to  the  Serjeant 
at  Arms,  or  to  prison,  during  the  pleasure  of  this  House. 

Twentieth. — For  our  meeting  with  any  of  the  Lower  House,  either  npon  occasion  of 
Messages,  which  they  send  up  to  us,  or  upon  Conference,  when  they  come  up  to  us,  the 
manner  is  thus — When  notice  is  given  to  the  House,  by  the  Serjeant  at  Arms,  that  a  Mes- 
sage or  Deputation  is  sent  to  us  by  the  House  of  Assembly,  they  attend  until  the  House  is 
prepared  to  receive  them;  then  we  being  seated,  send  for  them;  on  their  coming  up  to  the 
middle  of  the  Bar,  the  President  rises,  and  goes  down  to  the  Bar,  and  receives  their  Mes- 
sage uncovered;  the  Message  is  then  read  and  delivered  to  the  President,  by  one  of  the 
Members  of  the  deputation ;  on  their  retiring,  the  President  resumes  the  Chair,  and  stand- 
ing uncovered,  reports  the  Message  for  the  information  of  the  Members;  the  House  then 
resumes  the  business  it  had  before  it. 

Twenty-Jirst, — That  each  Member  of  this  House  has  a  right  to  require,  that  the  ques- 
tion or  motion  in  discussion  be  read  for  his  information,  at  any  time  of  the  debate. 

Twenty-second. — Bills  are  seldom  opposed  at  the  first  reading,  but  are  generally  com- 
mitted, upon  motion,  at  the  second  reading,  at  which  time  the  principle  is  usually  debated. 
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Ttoenty-tkird. — That  to  annex  any  clause  or  clauses  to  a  Bill  of  aid  or  supply,  the 
matter  of  which  is  foreign  to  and  different  from  the  matter  of  the  said  aid  or  supply,  is  un- 
parliamentary. 

Ttoenty-fourth. — That  when  a  Bill,  origioating  in  this  House,  has  once  passed  through 
its  final  stage  in  this  House,  no  new  Bill  for  the  same  object  can  afterwards  be  originated 
in  this  House,  during  the  same  Session. 

Twenty-jyth. — That  for  the  future,  no  motion  shall  be  granted  for  making  any  Order  of 
this  House  a  Standing  Order,  or  dispensing  with  a  Standing  Order,  the  same  day  it  is  made. 
nor  before  the  Members  of  this  House  in  town  shall  be  summoned,  to  consider  of  the  same 
motion. 

Ticenty-sixth. — That  Bills  brought  up  from  the  House  of  Assembly,  when  reported  by 
the  President,  and  handed  to  the  Clerk,  shall  be  carefully  read  over  by  him,  and  all  verbal 
mistakes,  if  any,  noticed  by  him  to  the  President  in  writing. 

Twenty-seventh. — The  President,  when  be  speaks  to  the  House,  is  always  to  speak 
uncovered,  and  is  not  to  adjourn  the  House,  or  do  anything  else  as  mouth  of  the  House, 
without  consent  of  the  Members  first  had — except  such  things  as  are  of  course,  wherein 
the  Members  may  likewise  overrule;  and  in  case  of  difference  amongst  the  Members,  it  is 
to  be  put  to  the  question;  and  if  the  President  will  speak  to  any  thing  particularly,  he  is  to 
go  to  his  own  place  as  a  Member. 

Twenty-eighth. — That  every  Member,  previous  to  his  speaking  to  any  question  or 
motion,  or  other  matter  before  the  House,  shall  rise  from  his  seat  uncovered,  and  address 
himself  to  the  House. 

Twenty-ninth. — When  a  question  is  decided  by  vote,  the  number  of  both  the  affirmatives 
and  negatives  shall  be  inserted  in  the  minutes,  and  also  the  Members'  names,  if  desired. 

Thirtieth. — That  any  Member  may  at  any  time  desire  the  House  to  be  cleared  of  stran- 
gers, and  the  President  shall  immediately  give  directions  to  execute  the  order,  without  debate. 

Thirty-jirat. — That  any  Member  who  brings  up  a  Petition,  shall,  in  his  place,  acquaint 
the  House  of  the  general  purport  of  such  Petition,  and  ask  leave  for  it  to  be  read ;  which 
must  be  seconded  before  it  is  read. 

Thirty-second. — No  Member  is  to  speak  twice  to  any  Bill  at  one  time  of  reading  it,  or 
any  other  proposition,  unless  it  be  to  explain  himself  in  some  material  point  of  his  Speech, 
but  no  new  matter,  and  that  not  without  leave  of  the  House  first  obtained.  Every  Mem- 
ber speaks  standing  uncovered,  and  names  not  Members  of  the  Housfe  commonly  by  their 
names,  but  "  the  Member  that  spoke  last" — '*  last  but  one" — "  last  but  two"^-or  some 
other  note  of  distinction. 

Thirty-third. — To  have  more  freedom  of  debate,  and  to  facilitate  business.  Committees 
are  appointed,  either  of  the  whole  House,  or  of  individuals;  Committees  of  the  whole 
House  sit  in  the  House,  but  then  the  President  sits  not  in  the  Chair  as  President. 

Thirty-fourth. — Every  Member  is  to  sit  in  his  due  place  when  the  House  is  put  into  a 
Committee. 
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Thirty-jyth. — If  it  be  desired  by  any  Member,  that  tbe  House  be  put  into  Committee, 
it  ought  not  to  be  refused. 

Thirty-sixth. — That  in  a  Committee  of  the  whole  House,  the  Rules  of  the  House  shall 
be  observed,  in  so  far  as  they  may  be  applicable,  excepting  the  Rule  limiting  the  time  of 
speaking;  and  that  no  motion  for  the  previous  question,  or  for  adjournment,  can  be  receiv- 
ed, but  a  Member  may  at  any  time  move  that  tbe  Chairman  do  leave  tbe  Chair,  or  report 
some  progress  made,  and  ask  for  leave  to  sit  again. 

7%irty-seventh. — ^That  no  Bill,  Resolution  or  other  proceeding,  founded  upon  any  appli- 
cation, addressed  to  the  House  of  Assembly,  be  sustained  by  the  Council,  unless  an  appli- 
cation to  the  same  effect,  vrith  such  documents  as  may  accompany  the  same,  be  also  pre- 
sented to  the  Council  in  General  Assembly. 

Thirty-eighth. — That  when  any  Bill  shall  be  sent  by  this  House  to  a  Committee,  such 
Committee  shall  examine  in  the  first  place  whether  the  Standing  Orders  of  this  House  have 
or  have  not  been  complied  with,  and  shall  report  the  same  to  the  House. 

Thirty-ninth. — That  any  Deputy  or  Assistant  Clerk  of  this  House,  shall  not  be  at  any 
time  suspended  or  displaced  from  bis  office  or  employment,  without  the  leave  of  the  House. 

Fortieth. — That  the  Serjeant  at  Arms  shall  be  entitled  to  take  and  receive  the  foUowing 
Fees: — 

For  taking  a  Member  of  the  House  into  custody, 
For  taking  a  Stranger  into  custody. 
For  every  day  in  custody,  _  _  .  _ 

For  bringing  a  Member  of  the  House,  or  any  other  person 

to  the  Bar,    to  be  reprimanded,  -  -  0    6    8 

For  travelling  charges,  when  ordered  by  the   House,  for 

«very  mile  travelled,  -  -  -  -  0    0    6

lEAD  the  proceedings  of  yesterday. 
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Mr.  Attorney  General,  from  the  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  His  Excellency  the 
Lieutenant  Governor's  Message,  with  the  copy  of  a  Despatch  from  the  Right  Honorable 
Lord  Glenelg,  suggesting  several  amendments  to  the  Act  passed  in  the  Session  of  1838, 
"  for  the  regulation  of  the  several  Jails  within  this  Island,  and  establishing  Prison  disci- 
pline therein,''  presented  to  the  House  the  Report  of  the  said  Committee,  which  he  read  in 
his  place,  and  afterwards  delivered  it  to  the  Clerk,  who  read  the  same,  as  follows: 

Your  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  Message  of  His  Excellency  the  Lieutenant 
Governor,  on  the  subject  of  the  Act  of  this  Island,  passed  in  the  Session  of  1838,  "  for  the 
regulation  of  the  several  Jails  within  this  Island,  and  establishing  Prison  DiscipHoe  there- 
in," and  the  various  documents  accompanying  said  Message,  beg  leave  to  report  as  follows; 
They  recommend  the  adoption  of  that  part  of  the  Imperial  Statute,  which  requires  the 
Keeper  or  other  Officer  visiting  Female  prisoners,  to  be  accompanied  by  the  Matron,  if 
one  be  appointed;  but  as  there  is  no  permanent  appointment  yet  made  of  a  Matron  for 
Prince  and  King's  County  Jails,  your  Committee  recommend  that  it  be  part  of  the  clause, 
that  in  such  case  the  Keeper,  or  other  OfHcer  should  be  accompanied  by  some  female,  leav- 
ing the  selection  of  such  female,  in  the  case  of  said  two  Jails,  to  the  discretion  of  the 
Keeperor  Visiting  Justices.  Four  Committee  also  recommend  that  that  part  of  the  Sixth 
Rule  of  the  Imperial  Statute,  which  relates  to  the  classification  of  Prisoners,  be  adopted,  as 
also  the  proviso  of  that  rule,  which  authorises  the  Visiting  Justices  to  employ  prisoners  in 
menial  offices  within  the  prison  and  its  precincts.  Your  Committee  also  recommend  the 
adoption  of  the  14th  Rule  of  the  Imperial  Act,  which  allows  prisoners  confined  for  Debt, 
or  before  trial  for  any  supposed  crime,  and  not  receiving  any  Jail  allowance,  to  procure  for 
themselves,  or  receive  articles  of  food,  bedding  and  clothing,  and  other  necessaries,  subject 
to  such  rules  and  regulations  as  the  Visiting  Justices  may  deem  necessary;  and  also  that 
part  of  the  17th  Rule  of  said  Act,  which  requires  a  Surgeon  to  examine  a  prisoner  when 
committed;  and  that  part  of  same  rule,  which  prohibits  the  discharge  of  any  prisoner  whilst 
labouring  under  acute  disease,  unless  at  his  own  desire.  Your  Committee  also  recommend 
the  adoption  of  the  ISth  Rule  of  the  Imperial  Act^  relating  to  the  bedding  of  Prisoners,  and 
the  numbers  confined  in  each  cell;  also  that  part  of  the  19[h  Rule  of  said  Act  which  relates 
to  the  providing  of  soap,  towels  and  combs;  also,  that  part  of  section  12,  of  same  Act,  which 
requires  the  Rules  of  the  prison  to  be  exhibited  in  conspicuous  places  within  it;  also,  the 
23d  Rule  of  the  same  Act,  which  prohibits  Garnish  money;  and  also,  the  4>0th  section  of 
said  Act,  which  impowers  the  Justices  to  inflict  punishment  on  persons  convicted  of  intro- 
ducing, or  attempting  to  introduce  spirituous  or  fermented  Liquors  within  prisons.  The 
above  recommendations  appear  to  your  Committee  to  meet  all  the  objections  taken  by  my 
Lord  Glenelg,  to  the  Island  Statute,  with  the  exception  of  objection  3,  5  and  6;  the  third 
is,  that  "  provision  should  be  made  for  the  regular  employment  of  convicted  and  other  per- 
sons;" thefifth,  that  "  provision  should  be  made  for  the  performance  of  religious  services, 
by  a  Chaplain,  or  other  appointed  officer;"  and  the  sixth,  "  that  the  means  of  instruction 
ought  to  be  afforded  to  the  prisoners,  and  enforced;"  and  to  the  third  objection,  your  Commit- 
tee beg  respectfully  to  remark,  that  by  an  Act  of  the  General  Assembly  of^  this  Island,  of 
the  5th  Will.  4,  cap.  2,  there  appears  sufficient  power  given  to  the  Justices  appointed  under 
that  Act,  for  the  employment  of  convicted  criminals,  which  Act  could  not  have  been  adverted 
to  by  my  Lord  Glenelg.  With  regard  to  the  fifth  objection,  your  Committee  beg  to  observe, 
that  from  the  small  number  of  criminals  confined  in  our  Jails,  and  from  the  multiplicity  of 
creeds  professed  by  the  people  of  this  Island,  It  appears  to  your  Committee  that  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  Clergyman  of  any  one  denomination,  would  entail  an  expense  upon  the  Colony, 
without  benefiting  any  other  criminals  but  those  few  that  might  chance  to  profess  the  creed  of 
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that  particular  clergyman;  and  on  this  subject  the  Grand  Jury  of  Queen's  County,  at  the 
last  Hilary  Term  of  the  Supreme  Court,  made  a  strong  remonstrance  against  any  one 
Clergyman  being  employed  as  a  Chaplain  to  a  Jail,  to  the  exclusion  of  those  of  other  deoo- 
minations.  Your  Committee  therefore  recommend  that  the  Visiting  Justices  be  empowered 
to  request  the  gratuitous  services  of  Clergymen  professing  the  faith  of  such  crlmiaala  as 
may  from  time  to  time  be  imprisoned  in  the  respective  Jails  of  this  Colony,  at  such  timesas 
they  may  fix  upon ;  and  that  they  be  empowered  to  enforce  the  attendance  of  such  crimi- 
nals during  the  time  of  the  performance  of  divine  service  by  such  Clergyman.  And  with 
regard  to  the  sixth  objection,  your  Committee  deem  it  Inapplicable  to  the  local  circumstances 
of  this  Colony,  in  consequence  of  its  thin  population,  and  the  few  criminals  under  punish- 
ment; theofifence  of  Vagrancy,  which  in  England  is  so  rife,  and  to  which  this  objection  seems 
to  the  Committee  more  particularly  to  apply,  being  unknown  in  this  Colony.  Your  Com- 
mittee further  recommend  that  a  Bill,  embodying  the  above  suggestions  and  recommenda- 
tions, be  introduced  in  amendment  of  the  Act  of  this  Island  relating  to  Prison  Discipline. 

Ordered,  That  tbe  Report  of  the  Committee  be  received. 

On  motion.  Ordered,  that  the  Committee  who  prepared  tbe  above  Report,   be  a  Com- 
mittee to  prepare  and  bring  in  a  Bill  in  accordance  with  tbe  said  Report.

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Mr.  Attorney  General,  from  the  Committee  appointed  to  prepare  and  bring  in  a  Bill,

That  the  Leasehold  Interests  are  of  unequal  value,  some  being  for  a  kmg  (niB«f 
yetrs,  and  others  for  a  shorter  period ;  some  leases  ere  at  a  bigh  re»t,  end  probably  «f  Mo 
raJoe,  while  on  other  leasehold  landA  the  Tenants  improTemMibi  far  eftoeeds  the  Landlord's 
fee  simile  interest,  and  it  is  necessary  that  tbe  Legielatere  shc^d  at  an  early  period  take 
the  aubject  into  consideration,  and  bring  ut  a  Bill  noie  geaeraUy  applicable  to  tbe  different 
classes  of  leaseboklers. 

2d.  That  the  reason  which  raduced  the  House  of  Assembly  to  pass  (be  Bill  in  its  pre- 
sent ^ape,  was,  that  tbe  late  period  of  the  Session  rendered  it  in  many  respects  inconvenient 
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to  enter  upon  the  full  cousideration  of  a  subject  upon  which  such  a  variety  of  opinions  were 
known  to  be  eptertained,  and  therefore  that  to  pass  the  Bill  for  a  shorter  period  than  that 
proposed  by  the  Legislative  Council,  would,  without  subjecting  Leaseholders  to  any  prac- 
tical inconvenience,  afford  to  the  Members  of  both  Houses  of  the  Legislature  sufficient  time 
to  mature  their  opinions  upon  a  subject  so  Important  to  a  large  class  of  the  community.

'  reserving,  for  the  disposal  of  His  Majesty,  his  Heirs  and  Successors,  Five  hundred  feet  from  high  water 
'mark,  on  the  coast  of  the  Tract  of  Land  hereby  granted,  to  erect  stages,  and  other  necessary  buildings  for 
'carrying  on  the  Fishery:' — And  whereas  the  Right  Honorable  Lord  Glenelg,  Her  Uajesty's  Principal 
Secretary  of  State  for  the  Coloniea,  by  two  several  Despatches,  bearing  date  respectively  the  Tenth  day  of 
May,  and  the  Fourteenth  day  of  September,  One  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty>eight,  conveyed, 
authority  to  the  Lieutenant  Governor  of  this  Island  for  throwing  open  to  all  British  subjects  engaged  in  the 
said  Fisheries,  the  said  last  mentioned  reservations,  and  to  place  the  same  under  the  same  conditions 
and  restrictions  as  (hose  which  have  been  reserved  for  the  use  of  all  British  subjects  engaged  in  the  Fish- 
eries, to  be  regulated  by  such  Laws  as  might  be  found  necessary  for  preventing  improvident  and  injurious 
practices  in  carrying  them  on:  And  whereas  but  a  small  proportion  of  the  said  Reservations  has  hitherto 
been  required  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  on  a  Fishery,  and  many  of  them  have  been  sold  and  leased  with 
the  adjoining  Lands,  by  the  original  Grantees  of  such  Townships,  or  their  Heira  or  Assigns,  and  have  been 
cleared  and  cultivated,  and  dwelling  houses  and  other  valuable  buildings  have  been  erected  thereon;  and 
it  is  but  just  and  equitable  that  the  said  Lessees  and  Purchasers,  and  their  Heirs  and  Assigns,  should 
be  quieted  in  their  respective  possessions  of  the  said  Reservaticns,  and  that  the  future  uses  and  occupations  of 
the  said  Reservations  should  be  regulated  by  Law: — Be  it  therefore  enacted,  by  the  Lieutenant  Governor, 
Council  and  Assembly,  That  the  clause  in  iheGrants  fromthe  Crown,  of  the  following  Townahips.  to  wit. 
Numbers  One  (1),  Three  (3),  Fonr(4),  Five(5),  Seven  (7),  Nine  (9),  Thirteen  (13),  Fourteen  (14), 
Eighteen  (18"),  Twenty-two  (22),  Twenty-four  (24),  Thirty  (30).  Thirty-three  ('33^,  Thirty-four  (34), 
Thirty-five  (36),  Thirty -six  (36),  Thirty-seven  (37),  Thirty-eight  ("38^,  Thirty-nine  fSSJ,  Forty  f  40^, 
Forlyone(4I),  Forty-two  (42),  Fifty  (50),  Fifty-one  (51),  Fifty-four  (64),  Fifty-five  (55),  Fifty-six  (6«), 
Sixty-one  (61),  Sixty-two  (&i).  Sixty-three  (63)  and  Sixty-four  (64),  reserving  Five  hundred  feet  on  the 
coaststbereofrespectively,  for  the  disposal  of  His  Majesty,  his  Heirs  and  Successors,  for  a  Fishery,  shall 
be  construed  to  have  the  same  meaning  and  effect,  so  far  as  extending  the  right  to  all  British  subjects  to  the 
use  of  the  said  Reservations,  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  on  a  Fishery  thereon,  with  the  reservations  con- 
taiaed  in  the  Grants  from  the  Crown  ofthe  following  Townships,  to  wit.  Numbers  Two  ('2^,^ Ten  (10), 
Fifteen  (15).  Sixteen  (16),  Nineteen  fl9J,  Twenty-one  (21),  Twenty-three  C^A),  Forty-three  (43), 
Forty-five  (46),  Forty-seven  (47),  Fifty-three  (53)  and  Fifty-nine  (59)— any  thing  in  the  said  Grants  of  the 
said  first  enumerated  Townships  to  the  contrary  thereof  in  any  wise  notwithstanding. 

And  whereas  no  Grants  from  the  Crown  of  the  following  Townships  appear  on  record  in  this  Island,  to 
wit.  Numbers  Eight  (8),  Twelve  (12),  Twenty  (20),  Twenty-five  (25).  Forty-four  (44)  and  Forty-six  (46): 
Be  it  therefore  enacied.  That  if,  at  any  period  after  the  passing  of  this  Act,  any  ofthe  said  Grants  shall  he 
placed  on  record,  and  it  shall  appear  that  a  reservation  on  the  coast  thereof,  in  the  form  of  either  of  the 
Reaervations  set  forth  in  the  preamble  of  Ibis  Act,  is  contained  in  the  seme,  then  the  said  Reservation  in  the 
said  Grant,  so  recorded,  shall  be  subject  to  alt  the  enactments  and  provisions  contained  in  this  Act,  relating 
to  the  Reservations  in  the  Grants  from  the  Crown,  ofthe  several  Townships  herein-hefore  enumerated. 
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And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  in  all  cases  where  anypenon  ar  persons,  who  at  thaiimeofthe  pasiiiig 
of  this  Act  Bhall  be  in  tbe  bonajU«  possMsion  oroccnpatioo  ofan^ofthasaid  FuherjReserrei,  eiiherby 
rirtaeofaay  Deed,  Grant,  Lease,  or  AgreemenC  for  Lease,  or  other  CoBvajsnee,  from  any  original  Grutee, 
his  Heirs  ar  Assigns,  every  such  person  or  persons,  their  Heirs,  Executors,  Administrators  or  Atsigos,  sbsll 
be,  and  they  are  hereby  confirmed  in  tbeir  several  possessions  and  ocaupalioes  as  af«Teaaid,  subject  ii«<ei- 
theless  to  the  right  reserved  for  a  free  Fishery  for  ail  Her  Majesty's  subjects,'  as  herein-adsr  proTideil, 
under  the  following  iiraitatioB  and  restriction  (that  is  to  say) — that  no  portion  of  the  said  Reserve  which 
nhatt  be  occupied  by  any  Building  of  any  description,  Farm-yard,  Gardea,  Orchard,  Mill-dam  orShipyud, 
or  on  the  front  side,  or  end  naarest  the  coast  of  any  Building,  Farm-yard,  Garden,  Orchard,  Mill-dam  or 
Shipyard,  or  within  the  spacn  of  Sixty  feet  of  any  other  aide  or  end  of  any  Building,  Farm-Yard,  Garden. 
Orchard,  Mill-dam  or  Shipyard,  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  liable  lo  be  occupied  for  tbe  purpose  of  carrying  on 
the  said  Fishery  during  the  continuance  of  the  term  for  which  such  person  or  persons  shall  be  in  such  b«N 
ji4e  peesession  or  occupation,  as  aforeeaid. 

And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  to  prevent  persons  holding  such  Reserves,  or  any  part  or  parts  thtrecf. 
under  any  demise  or  lease,  or  agreement  for  a  demise  or  lease,  (whether  tbe  same  bo  written  or  pirol;, 
from  any  Proprietor  or  Proprietors  of  sny  Lands  adjoining  thereto,  from  being  faaiaased  by  suits  at  Lav, 
for  the  recovery  of  any  Rent  already  accrued  due,  or  that  might  beraaller  accrue  due,  thereon,  in  respeeitf 
such  part  or  parts  of  the  satd  Reserves,  under  any  such  demise  or  lease,  or  agreement  for  a  deminor 
leam,  as  aforesaid,  no  Proprietor  or  Proprietors  shall  be  enlhled  to  bring  any  action,  or  recover  intiif 
Court  of  Law  in  this  Island,  againit  any  Tenant  or  Tenants,  Lessee  or  Leasees,  ia  the  occupation  of  uj 
part  or  parts  of  the  said  Reserves,  under  any  such  demise  or  lease,  or  agreement  for  a  demise  or  leue, 
as  aforesaid,  for  any  rent  due,  or  hereafler  to  accrue  due,  in  respect  of  such  Reserves:  Aadif  on  tbctrii! 
of  any  action  for  Rent,  the  Defendant  or  Defendants  shall  prove  that  all  the  Rent  for  which  such  ictm 
shall  upon  such  trial  appear  to  have  been  brought  has  been  paid  or  satisfied,  except  such  portion  (herMi 
as  may  have  accrued  due  in  respect  of  land  on  the  said  Reserve,  then  such  Defendant  or  DefendanU  oir 
give  this  Act  in  evidence,  under  ibe  general  issue,  and  the  same  shall  in  such  case  be  held  a  tuffieiw 
answer  in  any  Court  of  this  Island,  to  entitle  such  Defendant  or  Defeodaots  to  a  Verdict  in  hia  or  tliw 
favor;  and  the  said  Court  shall  tax  to  the  said  Defendant  or  Defendants  luch  costs  as  are  usually  taied.alKS 
a  Verdict  is  given  for  the  Defendant  in  said  Court:  Provided  always,  that  nothing  herein  contaioedM 
extend,  or  be  construed  to  extend,  to  any  suit  or  suits,  action  or  actions,  now  instituted  or  pending,  or  vhicii 
shall  be  brought  or  commenced  before  the  psseing  of  this  Act,  in  any  Court  of  this  Island. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  no  such  Tenant  or  Tenants,  Lessee  or  Lessees,  shall  be  entitled  (o  brii; 
□ny  action  or  suit,  either  at  Law  or  Equity,  in  against  any  Proprietor  or  Landlord  who  shall  have  dsDHH^Q' 
leased,  or  agreed  to  demise  or  lease,  any  of  the  said  Reserves,  or  any  parts  or  portions  thereof,  for  u' 
damages  whatsoever,  by  reason  of  the  said  Tenant  or  Tenants,  fcernee  or  Lessees,  being  evicted  frot 
or  disturbed  in  his  or  their  possession  of  such  Reserves,  or  any  part  thereof,  by  virtue  of  this  Act:  u' 
in  any  action  or  suitso  brought  or  commenced  in  any  Court  of  Law  or  Equity,  for  the  purposes  afimwJ 
the  Proprietor  or  Landlord  may  give  this  Act  in  evidence,  as  a  ttifl  answer  thereto;  aad  if  such  *si<  " 
action  shall  be  brought  at  Law,  the  Defendant  or  Defendants  shall  b«  entitled  to  a  Verdict  In  his  or  An' 
favor,  with  costs,  to  be  taxed  aa  usual  in  such  cases;  and  if  in  Equity,  the  Complaioaat'a  Bill  abtUk 
dismissed  with  coats  to  the  said  Defendant  or  Defendants,  aa  is  otnal  in  audi  oaaaa. 

And  whereas  great  mischief  and  incoavenience  nky  nesuH  fism  parmtlting  peraona  anongfiil'T  ' 
posseeaion  of  parts  of  the  said  Reserves  to  hold  the  a^fl  against  tha  Proprietor,  Lessor  or  Otner  of  (^ 
Lands  adjanent  to,  and  in  the  rear  thereof,  notwithstanding  saeb  parsons  may  be  liable  to  be  ejected" 
amoved  from  snch  Lands  in  rear  thereof : — For  the  preveoting  of  which,  be  it  tberefoto  aBaotad,  TU 
whenever  any  Proprietor,  Lessor  or  Owner  of  Lands  iramedJately  in  rear  and  aijaaeat  to  the  aaid  ftilfl 
Reserves,  shel),  would  or  may  be  able  to  maiat«D  an  action  aganat  tbe  Teaant  or  Tenant^  Oectipia*' 
Occupiers  of  such  Lands,  for  recovering  the  [iiiTisinn  IherMl^  anah Fraprieter;  Lcmoi ia  Omar  AaU  il* 
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have  a  right  to  enter  into  or  maintain  an  action  against  such  or  any  Tenant  or  Tenants,  Occupier  or 
Occupiers,  having  or  being  in  possession  ofany  part  or  parts  of  the  said  Reserres,  adjacent  to  and  in  front  of 
such  Lands,  unless  such  Tenant  or  Tenants,  Occupier  or  Occupiers,  shall  shew  a  good  and  legal  right  and 
title  thereto,  or  to  the  possession  thereof: — And  in  like  manner,  be  it  further  enacted,  That  whenever  any 
Ueot  shall  be  due  and  in  arrear,  for  and  in  respect  ofany  Lands  adjacent  la,  and  in  the  rear  of  the  said 
Reserves,  and  the  Lessor  or  Landlord  thereof  shall  be  entitled  to  distrain  therefor  on  such  Lands,  it  shall 
and  may  be  lawful  for  such  Lessor  or  Landlord  to  enter  upon  any  part  or  parts  of  the  said  Reserve,  and 
(tiatrain  thereon,  for  the  purpose  of  satisfying  such  arrears  of  Rent,  although  by  virtue  of  this  Act,  such 
Rent  may  be  only  due  and  in  arrear  in  respect  of  or  chargeable  on  the  Land  adjacent  to,  and  in  rear 
(ifthepart  of  the  said  Reserves  upon  which  such  entry  may  be  so  made,  or  distress  taken:  Provided,  that  tho 
person  or  persons  in  possession  of  the  part  of  tho  said  Reserves,  into  which  such  Lessor  or  Landlord 
»ball  go,  enter  or  distrain,  be  Tenant  or  Tenants,  Occupier  or  Occupiers  of  the  Land  adjacent  lo  and  in 
rear  thereof,  and  in  respect  of  which  such  Rent  shall  have  accrued  due;  And  further  provided  always, 
that  nothing  in  this  clause  contained  shall  extend,  or  be  construed  to  extend,  to  give  any  right  of  action  or 
suit  against  or  in  any  way  to  enable  or  empower  any  Proprietor,  Lessor  or  Owner,  to  disturb,  injure  or 
molest  any  person  or  persons  in  the  possession  of,  or  occupying  any  part  of,  the  said  Reserves  for  fishing 
purposes,  according  to  aini  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  or  (o  extend,  or  be  construed  lo  extend,  to 
atTcct,  change,  alter,  take  away,  or  in  anywise  interfere  with  the  right  of  Her  Majesty,  her  Heirs  or  Suc- 
cessors, to  the  whole,  or  any  part,  or  the  said  Reserves;  but  that  as  between  her  said  Majesty,  her  Heirs  and 
Successors,  and  such  Proprietors,  Lessors  or  Owners,  the  right  to  the  said  Reserves  shall  stand  and  be  in 
the  same  plight  and  condition  as  if  this  clause  bad  not  been  enacted. 

And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  where  any  land  that  may  be  bounded  by  the  sea  coast  of  this  Island  has 
been  granted  or  sold  by  the  Crown,  or  on  behoof  nftbe  Crown,  or  by  the  authority  of  the  Acl  of  the  Gene- 
ral Assembly  intituled  ^n  Act  to  authorize  Uie  lalt  r/Landt  tn  lhi»  hiand,  retcrred  as  siUtfor  Churches,  andfor 
Glebe  and  School  Lands,  in  pieces  or  parcels  not  exceeding  Three  hundred  acres  in  one  piece  or  parcel,  with- 
out any  allowance  or  deduction  having  been  made  for  the  said  Reservation  in  the  said  Grants  orDeeds,  then, 
and  in  such  case,  such  Grantee  or  Feoffee  aliatl  not  be  liable  or  subject  to  the  said  Reservation,  but  shall  re* 
tain  the  same,  and  keep  possession  thereof,  peaceably  and  quietly,  the  same  as  jf  this  Act  had  not  been 
made. 

And  whereas  it  is  not  reasonable  or  just  that  the  Freeholders  and  Tenantry  of  this  Island  should  be  har- 
assed with  frequent  and  expensive  litigation,  if  it  can  be  prevented;  but  it  is  nevertheless  probable,  that  in 
consequence  of  the  numerous  disputes  and  controversies  likely  to  occur,  as  to  (be  extent  of  the  said  Fishery 
Reserves,  they  will  be  exposed  lo  the  same,  unless  the  extent  of  the  said  reserves  be  in  some  way  defined  and 
ascertained — For  remedying  of  which,  and  for  the  preventing  of  harassing  and  ruinous  litigation,  he  it 
therefore  further  enacted.  That  as  soon  as  conveniently  may  be,  alter  the  passing  of  this  Act,  it  shall  and 
may  be  lawful  for  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  or  Commander  in  Chief,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  Her  Majes. 
ty's  Executive  Council,  to  oppoiut  three  fit  and  proper  persons  (of  whom  the  Surveyor  General  of  this  Island 
for  the  lime  being  shall  be  one),  to  be  Commissioaers  for  ascertaining  and  settling  the  extent  of  the  said 
Fishery  Reserves,  in  the  manner  hereinaflcr  directed;  which  said  Commissioners  (being  first  duly  sworn, 
beforesome  Judgeoftho  Supreme  Court  of  this  Island,  well  and  faithfully  to  discharge  the  duties  of  their 
olTice,  according  lo  the  best  of  their  skill  and  judgment)  shall  within  Twelve  Months  after  their  appointment, 
examine  the  Headlands  or  Entrances  ofthe  several  harbours  or  inlets  on  the  coasts  »f  this  Island,  and 
define  and  settle  the  same,  by  declaring  what  respective  headiaads  or  points  shall  be  considered  and  held 
to  form  the  mouth  or  entrance  of  such  harbours  or  inlets  respectively:  And  the  said  Commissioners  shall 
thereupon  make  a  Report  and  Plan  of  their  proceedings,  under  their  hands,  clearly  pointing  out  and  spe- 
cifying the  respective  headlands  or  points  so  defined  and  settled  by  them  as  aforesaid,  and  shall  file  (be 
same  in  the  office  ofthe  Surveyor  General  of  this  Island — which  Plan  or  Report,  so  filed  as  aforesaid,  shall 
be  received  and  taken  as  conclusive  evidence  ofthe  proceedings  of  said  Commissioners,  in  all  the  Courts 
of  this  Island;  and  that  none  ofthe  said  Fishery  Reserves  shall  beheld  or  construed  t»  extend  or  coma 
within  the  Mouth  or  Entrance  ofany  harbour  or  inlet  on  the  coast  of  Ihia  Island,  beyond  sucb  respective

faeadlaniia  or  points  so  defined  kodieUled  as  aforesaid:  and  in  case  of  the  death,  absence  or  ramoTsl  of  any 
of  the  said  Commissioners,  before  the  whole  duly  of  (heir  office  shall  have  been  completed,  tt  shall  and  may 
be  lawful  for  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  Her  Majesty's  Executive  Coancil,  to 
appoint  another  or  others  in  the  place  of  such  Commissioner  or  Commissioners  so  dying  or  being  absent, 
or  removing.  Provided  alivays,  that  the  power  of  the  said  Commissioners  shall  not  extend  to  declare  any 
of  the  Marshes  or  Sandhills,  or  any  part  thereof,  on  the  coasts  of  this  Island,  to  be  within  (he  said  Fishery 
Reserves;  but  the  same  are  hereby  declared  not  to  extend  to  the  said  Marshes  or  Sandhills,  or  any  part 
thereof— anything  in  the  Reservations  contained  in  the  said  Grants  from  the  Crown  of  the  respective  Towa- 
shipa  or  Islands  belonging  thereto,  to  the  contrary  thereof,    in  any  wise  notwithstanding. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  as  soon  as  maybe,  aflerthe  said  Commissioners  shntl  have  made  a  Report 
and  Plan  of  their  proceedings  as  aforesaid,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  by  and 
with  the  advice  of  Her  Majesty's  Executive  Council,  to  appoint  Two  or  more  peisons,  as  Conservators  of 
Fishery  Reserves,  in  each  of  the  Counties  of  this  Island,  who  shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to  enter 
into,  examine,  lay  off  and  admeasure  any  parts  of  the  said  Reserves,  in  their  respective  Counties,  in  such 
form  and  manner  as  are  hereinafter  directed  by  this  Act. 

And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  when  and  as  often  as  any  person  or  persons  shall  be  desirous  of  obtaining 
any  part  or  parts  of  any  of  the  said  Fishery  Reserves,  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  on  a  free  Fishery,  be  shall 
apply  to  one  or  more  of  the  Conservators  appointed  for  the  County  in  which  such  Reserve  is  situated  (which 
application  shall  be  made  in  writing,  on  or  before  the  First  day  of  ^prit,  in  each  and  every  year),  and  shall 
also  make  and  subscribe  the  affidavit  to  this  Act  annexed,  maiked  (A.),  before  the  said  Conservator,  who 
is  hereby  empowered  and  required  to  administer  the  Oath  and  attest  the  same;  whereupon  the  said  Con- 
servator is  authorized  and  directed  to  proceed,  without  unnecessary  delay,  to  examine  the  particular  part  of 
the  said  Fishery  Reserve  which  the  said  applicant  is  desirous  of  obtaining;  and  if  the  said  Conservator 
shall  be  of  opinion  that  the  said  situation,  so  applied  for,  be  eligible  for  the  purpose  for  which  it  is  re- 
quired, he  shall  thereupon  layoff  a  proportion  of  the  said  Fishery  Reserve,  to  the  extent  to  which  the 
said  applicant  may  be  entitled,  as  is  herein-after  provided;  and  shall  grant  a  Certificate,  under  his  band, 
stating  the  name  ofthe  person,  if  any,  in  the  possession  thereof,  and  describing  (he  Boundaries,  and  the  area 
thereof,  and  whether  the  same  is  in  a  cultivated  or  wilderness  state — which  Certificate  shall  be  fumishcd 
to  the  person  or  persona  applying  for  the  said  Fishery  Reserve,  who  is  thereupon  required  to  serve  a  copy 
ofthe  same  at  the  Dwelling  House  ofthe  person  in  possession  ofthe  same,  if  any;  and  within  ten  days  neit 
after  such  service,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  said  person  or  persons,  to  whom  the  said  Certificate  of 
the  said  Conservator  is  granted,  to  enter  into  possession,  and  occupy  the  said  Fishery  Reserve  described  in 
the  said  Certificate,  so  long  as  it  shall  be  required  for  the  6ona^^  purpose  of  carrying  on  a  free  Fishery  as 
aforesaid:  and  in  case  the  said  Fishery  Reserve  shall  be  in  a  wilderness  and  unoccupied  state,  then  it  shall 
and  may  be  lawful  for  the  person  or  persons  to  whom  the  same  has  been  allotted  by  the  said  Conservator,  to 
enter  into,  take  possession  of,  and  occupy  the  same  immediately  upon  the  Certificate  from  (he  said  Con- 
aervator  being  granted:  Provided  always,  that  if  within  four  months  next  after  granting  such  Certifieate,  no 
possession  or  occupation  shall  have  taken  place  by  such  person  or  persons  obtaining  the  same,  then  the  said 
Certificate  shall  be  void,  and  of  no  effect:  Provided  also,  that  in  all  cases  where  any  person  or  persms 
ahall  consider  himself  or  themselves  aggrieved,  by  reason  of  any  Station  being  selected  and  certified  by  any 
auch  Conservator,  and  which  he  or  they  shall  consider  ineligible  or  too  extensive  for  the  purposes  required, 
then,  and  in  auch  case,  every  such  person  shall  have  the  right  to  appeal  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  Judica- 
ture, at  any  time  within  ten  days  after  service  of  auch  Certificate,  by  giving  to  the  said  party  applicaoi 
notice,  in  writing,  of  auch  his  or  their  intentioo— which  nottcs  shall  be  in  the  form  ofthe  Schedule  to  this 
Act  annexed,  marked  (B.);  and  upon  hearing  evidence  thereupon,  the  said  Court  is  hereby  authorised  and 
empowered,  in  a  summary  way,  either  to  confirm  the  said  Certificate,  or  vary  or  lessen  the  aama,  as  to  tl» 
■aid  Court  shall  appear  most  conducive  to  the  ends  of  justice,  and  in  its  discretion  to  give  to  either  party  such 
coats  as  the  Court  may  award. 

And  be  it  enacted,  That  no  person  or  persons  ahall  be  deemed  to  be  carrying  oa  a  Fishery,  under  tbe 
meaning  of  this  Act,  unless  such  person  or  persons  shall  keep  at  least  one  good  and  sufficient  Boat,  ef  not 
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less  than  eighteen  r«et  keel,  properly  equipped,  and  manned  with  at  leait  fonr  able-bodied  men,  and  aball 
keep  the  same  exclusively  employed,  for  and  during  the  space  of  Ninety  daya,  between  (he  First  day  of  ^foy, 
and  the  First  day  of  October,  in  carrying  on  the  Fishery;  and  that  no  person  or  persona  shall  occupy  more 
than  twenty  feet  of  the  front  of  the  said  reaerred  Lands  for  every  male  person. 

Provided  also,  and  be  it  further  enacted,  That  nothing  in  this  Act  contained  shall  estend,  or  be  construed 
to  extend,  to  prevent  any  of  Her  Majesty's  subjects,  engaged  in  fishing  Mackerel,  Herrings  or  Alewivea, 
from  drying  bis  or  their  nets,  or  from  curing  the  fish  so  taken,  on  any  part  of  (he  said  reserved  Land,  not 
being  previonsly  occupied  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  on  the  Fishery. 

And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  nothing  in  this  Act  contained  shall  be  construed  to  prohibit  or  prevent 
any  person  or  persons,  who  shall  carry  on  a  Fishery  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  and  who  shall  erect 
nny  Building  or  Buildings  for  that  purpose  on  said  Reserves,  from  removing  such  Building  or  Bnildings,  or 
from  disposing,  by  himself  or  themselves,  or  his  or  their  Heirs,  Executors,  Administrators  or  Assigns,  of  the 
said  Building  or  Buildings,  to  any  other  person  or  persons  who  may  continue  to  carry  on  said  Fishery,  as 
contemplated  by  this  Act:  Providedalways,  that  if  any  such  person  or  persons  shall  cease  to  carry  on  such 
n  Fishery,  between  the  First  day  of  May,  and  the  First  day  otJ^ovembtr,  in  any  year,  or  shall  neglect  to 
dispose  of  or  remove  such  Building  or  Buildings,  during  the  period  aforesaid,  then  he  or  they  shall  forfeit  the 
title  of  possession  to  such  Premises,  and  the  Buildings  erected  thereon,  and  the  same  may  be  occupied  by 
any  other  person  or  persons,  who  shall,  in  the  manner  hereinbefore  directed,  have  obtained  the  same  for  the 
purposes  of  the  Fishery.

Teromeiit,  your  Excellency  will  be  pleued  to  lue  youi  iofluence  to  obtain  those  portions  which  are  yet  required 
to  complete  th«n. 

The  Cooncil  and  Assembly  avail  themselves  of  this  opportunity  of  expressing  their  undiminished  confidence 
in  jour  Excellency's  exertions,  to  meet  the  views  and  wishes  of  the  Legislature,  and  to  subBerve  the  true  interests 
of  the  people. 

On  motioD,  Ordered,  that  the  said  Address  be  agreed  to. 

On  motion,  the  follofriDg  Resolution  was  unanimously  agreed  to: 

Whereas  it  appears  from  the  Journals  of  the  House  of  Assembly,  that  a  Resolution  has 
been  passed  by  that  body,  gravely  reflecting  upon  the  discretion  exercised  by  this  House 
in  refusing  their  assent  to  the  Bill,  intituled  "  An  Act  to  regulate  the  Forfeiture  of  Lands, 
and  the  Settlement  of  the  Inhabitants  of  this  Island,"  Therefore,  Resolred,  that  as,  in

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After  which  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Aisembly  addressed  His  EiceUency  as  folbws:

An  Act  for  appropriating  certain  Moneys  therein  mentioned,  for  the  service  of  the  Year 
of  our  Lord  One  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thir^-nine. 

To  each  of  which  His  Excellency  was  pleased,  in  Her  Majesty's  name,  to  signify  his 
assent. 

And  then  His  Excellency  was  pleased  to  make  the  following  Speech  to  both  Houses:

Among  the  important  matters  which  have  engaged  your  attention,  I  hare  to  regret  that  you  hare  not  been 
able  to  agree  upon  some  measure  for  the  regulation  of  the  Fishery  Reaerres,  to  aa  to  have  given  effect  to  the 
liberal  concession  proposed  by  Her  Majesty's  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Colonies,  of  opening  those  Reserves 
which  remained  at  the  disposal  of  the  Crown  to  all  Her  Majesty's  subjects  engaged  in  the  Fiabeiiet:  I  however, 
hope,  that  during  the  approaching  receaa,  the  means  will  suggest  Uiemselves  of  bringing  to  a  satisfactory  con- 
clusion, this  important  question.

QUERIES. 

l.v  pursuanco  of  the  Order  in  Council  liereto  annexed,  marked  (A),  the  Grant  hereto  annexed,  marked  (B), 
was  issued  on  the  Second  day  of  September,  I7G8.  With  reference  to  the  lerniB  of  that  Order  in  Counci), 
and  of  the  said  Grant,  what  in  your  opinion  is  the  meaning  of  the  term  "  Coast,"  contained  in  that  part  of 
the  said  Grant  which  reserves  for  the  disposal  of  His  Majesty,  Hit  Heirs  and  Sutctssors,  Five  hundred  feet 
from  high  water  mark,  on  the  coast  of  the  tract  of  land  thereby  granted,  to  erect  stages  and  other  necessary 
buildings,  for  carrying  on  the  Fishery  ?  Is  it  strictly  applicable  to  the  sea  coast,  or  sea  shore  only,  or  does  it 
extend  to  llie  shores  of  the  bays,  inlets  and  rivers  of  this  Island?  If  in  your  opinion  it  applies  to  the  shores  of 
ihe  bays,  inlets  and  rivers  of  the  Island,  what  extent  of  the  shores  of  the  said  bays,  inlets  and  rivers,  is  em- 
braced by  the  said  reservation  r 

Doosthe  Act  of  the'J]  James  1st,  cap.  2,  intituled  "An  Act  for  the  general  quiet  of  the  subjects,  against 
all  pretences  of  concealment  whatsoever,"  extend  to,  and  ia  it,  in  your  opinion,  now  in  force  in  this  Colony^ 

Does  the  Act  of  the  9  Geo.  3d,  cap.  16,  intituled  "  An  Act  to  amend  and  render  more  effectual  an  Act 
' '  made  in  the  Twenty-iirst  year  of  the  Reign  of  James  the  First,  intituled  Jtn  Act  Jot  the  gtntral  quitt  of  Ifte 
"  i>ihject3,agairul  all  pittenett  of  concealment  ichnltontr,"  extend  to,  and  ia  it  now  in  force  in  this  Colony — 
I'reraising  that  from  its  conquest,  until  the  Fourteenth  day  of  July,  1769,  it  formed  part  and  parcel  of  the 
Province  of  M'ova  Scotia,  and  at  that  (]ate  wan  coastituted  a  separate  government  f 

Supposing  that  both  or  either  of  the  aforementioned  Acts  to  be  now  in  force  in  this  Colony,  do  both  or 
either  of  the  said  Acts  contain  any  enactment  or  enactments,  which,  in  your  opinion,  now  bar  the  right  of  the 
Crown  to  make  the  disposition  contemplated  on  the  re&ervalion  quoted  in  the  first  query,  and  contained  in 
the  said  Grant  hereto  annexed,  marked  (B),  supposing  that  right  has  never  yet  been  e.«rcised  by  the 
Crown?  Is  that  right  of  disposition  barred  after  the  lapse  of  any,  and  what  lime,  and  under  what  peculiar 
rircumslancea?  Or  is  the  Grantee,  claiming  under  thai  grant,  or  others  claiming  wtder  him,  where  the  right  of 
disposition  has  not  been  exercised  by  the  Crown,  estopped  from  setting  up  adverse  possession  against  the 
Crown  or  the  Grantee? 

If  the  Crown  have  exercised  its  right  of  disposal  of  the  reservatioas  aforesftid,  ia  one  or  more  other  cases 
(I  (Grants  coalaining  similar  reservations  with  that  he  rein -before  set  forth,  will  that  be  a  sufficient  exercise  of 
the  general  right  to  include  within  it  the  disposal  of  the  reservations  in  the  said  grant  hereto  annexed,  marked 
(B),  in  which  such  right  of  disposition  has  not  been  exercised? 

If  the  Statutes  of  James  First,  and  9  Geo.  3d,  extend  to  (he  ColonieSf  is  the  right  of  the  Crown  to  the 
disposal  of  the  said  Fishery  Reserves,  such  a  right  as  comes  within  the  raaaning  of  these  Statutes;  oriait 
merely  a  trust  for  the  benefit  of  the  subject  ?  And  what,  in  your  opinion,  is  the  difference  in  point  of  Law? 
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Opinion  of  the  Mtomey  General,  in  answer  to  the  foregoing  Querifs. 

I  have  given  the  Queries  submitted  to  me  every  consideration  in  my  power,  and  premising,  that  a^  a 
Memberof  that  Legislative  body  from  whichthey  have  emanated,  I  shall  be  enabled,  on  the  discussion  of 
the  question  to  which  they  have  reference,  to  offer  oralty,  and  ifnecesaary,  at  length,  auch  reasoaa  as  have 
had  weight  with  me  in  forming  the  opinions  which  I  am  about  (o  give,  I  shall  now  proceed  to  answer  them 
aa  concisely  as  possible. 

To  the  first  query — I  am  of  opinion  that  the  word  "  Coast,"  in  the  reservation  contained  in  the  grant  sub- 
mitted with  this  query,  can  only  intend  the  "  sea  coast."  The  definitian  of  the  word  "  coast,"  as  given  iu 
the  best  English  Dictionaries,  is  "  the  edge  or  margin  of  the  land  next  Ihe  »«;"  and  Crabb,  in  his  Techno- 
logical Dictionary,  states  it  to  be  "  the  country  lying  along  the  edge  of  tlie  tea.''  Iu  common  parlance  ihe 
term  is  never  applied  in  any  other  manner;  thus  we  say,  the  coast  of  a  Country  or  Island, .but  never  the  cni^t 
of  a  Biver  or  Hatbour.  I  feel  convinced  that  no  other  construction  could  be  given  to  it  in  the  preseol  in- 
stance, was  there  no  other  mode  of  arriving  at  the  intention  of  the  Crown  in  making  the  reservation,  eice|>c 
what  could  bfi  collected  from  the  face  of  the  grant  itself;  but  the  nrder  in  Council,  referred  to  in  the  query, 
on  which  it  must  be  presumed  the  grant  issued,  in  my  opinion,  settles  the  point  satisfaclorily.  The  iastruc- 
tion  or  order  is,  "  that  there  he  a  clause  in  the  grant  o(each  loanship  tliat  abuls  upon  the  »sa  titore,  conlaining 
"  a  reservation  of  liberty  to  all  His  Majesty's  subjects  in  general  of  carrying  on  a  free  fishery  on  the  coasts 
"  of  Ae  taidtowTuhip."  The  obvious  meaning  of  the  term  "  coast,"  used  in  the  grant,  is,  in  my  opiaion. 
gynonunous  with  the  tarm  "  saa  shore,"  used  in  the  instruction  or  order;  and  in  fact  the  terms  are  synoni- 
mottsiatha  inatructioB  or  order  itself,  fof  "  sea  shore"  and  "  sea  ooasis"  are  both  used  to  express  the  ssim 
meaning,  I  am  aware  that  there  is  this  discrepancy  between  the  terms  of  the  instruction  or  order,  and  those 
ofthe  reservation  in  the  grant,  viz.  that  in  the  former,  the  right  is  to  all  ilis  Majesty's  subjects,  for  a  freu 
flshety;  and  in  lbs  lattor,  it  ts  for  the  disposal  of  His  Majesty,  His  Heirs  and  Successors,  for  the  same  use- 
but  the  ifitBBtioH  is  not  lost  sight,  and  the  eame  principle  is  carried  out  in  both.  I  do  not  wish  to  be  under- 
stood as  meauiflg  to  say  that  the  instruction  or  order  could  control  the  words  of  the  grant,  had  there  e.iistf  d 
any  material  difierenca  between  them;  on  the  contrary,  in  such  case  I  should  hold  to  the  evident  sense  oflhe 
words  of  reservatioo  contained  in  the  grant ;  but  in  this  case  there  is  no  suoh  dtfferenjce.  I  am  of  opioioa  thtt 
the  term  "  coast"  cannot  be  construed  to  extend  to  the  shores  of  inlets  or  rivers,  nor  to  those  of  any  place, 
termed,  in  common  parlance,  "  a  bay,"  which  Is  not  open  to  the  sea,  or  which  is  so  leod-loched,  that  Ihe 
jurisdiction  ofthe  ordipary  tribunals  ofthe  Colony  attends,  to  It;  but  that  it  does  extend  to  indeatationsonlhe 
coqst  which  are  open  to  the  sea,  and  which  are  also  termecft"  bays."  I  am  sensible  that  it  may  be  objected 
that  some  of  the  grants  of  townships  on  this  Island,  which  abut  on  rivers  or  inlets,  contain  similar  reserri- 
tiQns  to  those  which  abut  on  the  "  sea  coast;"  and  that  it  may  be  asked,  why  this  reservation  was  inserted 
in  such  grants,  if  not  intended  to  embrace  the  shores  of  rivers  or  inlets?  To  this  I  reply,  by  a  quotation  from 
'  a  work  of  authority,  on  the  construction  of  grants,  viz:  that  "  the  rule  that  grants  shall  be  construed  moA 
"  £lWWl«Uy,fiMtha  King,  ia.  suliJMtt  to  auiy  twaitattoDe  and  exoeptions.  In  the  first  place,  no  strained  or 
"  •itiwragsBt  eonatruclisDia  to.be  made  in  fJavotiv  of  lb«  King.  If  th«  inteation  be  obvious.  Royal  gruif 
"  «!•  tio.iiM.*tF4  •  fiutraMlbiheialeoriitrHOtiDn."  If,  therefore,  I  am  correct  in  roy  opinion  ofthe  meaaiiit 
of  the  term  "  coast, "  it  appears  to  roe  to  be  "  a  sbraiaed  oonatvtMtion"  of  that  terra,  to  apply  it  to  town- 
ships butting  upon  rivers  or  inlets;  and  I  think  that  1  have  shewn,  from  the  (rue  me«aing  ofthe  term  used 
i»  the  grants,  fted  the  instruction  or  order  under  which  it  is  to  be  presumed  they  were  issued,  (hat  the  i»lf- 
titm  M  o&Mons. 

In  the  second  query — 1  am  of  opinion  that  the  Act  of  the  21st  James  1st,  cap.  5,  mentioned  in  this  query, 
is  not  in  force  in  this  Colony;  it  is  quite  inapplicable,  and  has  no  relation  to  the  possessioa  of  lands  ofthe 
Crown  obtained  aRer  its  passing. 

To  the  third  query — I  will  here  introduce  some  quotations  from  the  epinions  of  eminent  Lawyers,  to  sbc 
what  is  the  general  rule  of  constructioa  as  to  Statutes  made  in  England,  applying  to  the  Colonies.  Mr.  WeU 
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says,  in  answer  tot  question  as  totti«  extension  of  the  eonumm,  as  wolJ  as  tiatule  lam — "  (he  common  law  of 
"  Englsniilis  the  common  law  of  the  Plantations,  and  all  statutes  in  affirmance  of  the  common  law  passed  in 
"  England,  antecedent  to  a  settlement  of  a  Colony,  arc  in  force  in  that  Colony,  unless  there  is  some  private 
"  Act  to  ihe  contrary,  though  no  itatules  made  since  those  settlements  are  there  in  force,  unless  the  Colonics 
"  are  parliculatly  mentioned."  The  Attorney  and  Solicitor  Generals  Henley  and  C.  Yorke,  on  a  case  re- 
ferred from  Xova  Scotia,  say—"  we  are  of  opinion  that  the  proposition  adopted  by  the  Judges  there,  that 
"  the  inbahitantsof  the  Colonies  carry  with  them  the  jfalufc /atos  of  this  realm,  is  not  true,  as  a  general  propo- 
"  sition,  but  depends  upon  circumstances,  the  effect  offheir  charter,  usage  and  Acts  of  their  Legislature, 
"  and  it  would  be  both  inoonvenient  and  dangerous  to  take  it  in  so  large  an  eilent."  And  the  Attorney 
General  Philip  Vorke,  (alletwards  better  known  as  the  celebrated  Lord  Hardwicke)  in  reply  to  a  question 
relating  to  the  extenaion  of  English  statutes  to  Maryland,  aaye — "  I  am  of  opinion  that  such  general  8ta(Ut«B 
"  as  have  boon  made,  since  the  settlement  of  Maryland,  and  are  not,  by  txftu  teordi,  loealid,  oAtr  t*  the 
"  Planlaliotu  in  general,  or  lo  ihe  Province  in  parlictUar,  are  not  in  force  there,  unless  they  have  b«en  inirvductd 
"  and  declared  lo  be  latns,  bytamt-Scltof  AisembUj  of  At  Prooince,  ar  have  betn  received  there  by  long  uniaUrmpUd 
"  u)age  orpraclice,  which  may  import  a  tacit  consent  of  the  Ixird  Proprietor,  and  the  people  of  the  Colony, 
"  that  they  should  have  the  force  of  a  lawthere."  And  anote  at  the  foot  of  this  opinion,  slates,  that  "  by 
"  Statue  -25  Geo.  2d,  cap.  6,  sec.  10,  it  appears  that  the  Legislature  considered  usage  as  sufBcienI  to  have 
"  extended  an  Act  of  Parliament  to  the  Colonies."  From  its  conquest,  or  cession  by  treaty,  up  to  the  14lh 
diiy  of  July,  1769,  this  Colony  formed  part  of  the  Province  of  Nova  Scotia,  and  at  that  date  was  constituted 
R  separate  government,  being  the  very  year  in  which  the  Statute  of  the  9th  Geo.  3d,  cap.  16,  passed.  In 
1769,  therefore,  Nova  Scotia  had  a  Legislature  of  its  own,  and  according  to  the  dictum  laid  down  in  the 
aforegoing  opinions,  the  Act  in  question  could  not  be  in  force  there  at  that  time.  Ist.  Because  it  has  no 
express  words  locating  it,  (to  use  the  phraseology  of  Mr.  Attorney  General  Yorke)  either  to  the  Planta- 
tions in  general,  or  to  that  Province  in  particular,  it  being  a  general  Act.  3d.  Because  it  does  not  appear 
to  have  been  introduced  and  declared  to  be  taw  in  that  Province  at  that  time,  (nor  even  up  to  the  present 
time,  according  to  Mr.  Murdoch's  Epitome).  3d-  Because  being  then  of  so  recent  an  origin,  long  uninter- 
rupted usage  or  practice  could  not  of  course  apply.  Assuming  it  then  not  to  hare  bean  in  force  in  Nova 
Scotia  in  1769,  it  may  be  necessary  to  consider  whether  its  separation  from  Nova  Scotia  in  that  year,  in- 
duced such  adifftireat  state  of  things  "  quoad"  this  Colony,  as  to  nakotheAct  in  force  hwe,  I  cannot  see 
that  it  did.  This  Colony  was  than  leltUd,  (the  grant  reforred  to  in  the  first  query,  dated  neatly  a  year  pre- 
vious, is  good  evidence  of  this  fact),  and  up  to  (he  time  of  separation  muit  have  been  deemed  a  part  of  Nova 
Scotia,  (which  had  a  constitution)  and  subject  to  its  laws;  aad  from  the  separation  ia  1769,  until  the  first 
General  Assembly,  called  here  in  177S,  a  period  of  only  four  years,  the  Gore ruor  and  Cetini^  appear  to 
have  bad  the  power  of  passing  ordinauoes,  ^c.  binding  on  Us  inhabitants,  because  the  fint  Act  to  be  found 
on  the  Statute  Book  of  this  Colony,  passed  in  1773,  abrogates  such  ordinances,  &o.  And  the  ActoftbeSth 
Geo.  3d,  cap.  16,  in  my  opinion,  faeii^  a  general  statute,  aad  made,  aotooly  since  tbesdUnunJof  the  Colo- 
ny, but  when  it  was  either  part  of  the  Pro\-ince  of  Nora  Scotia,  or  subject  to  its  own  peculiar  oonstitntion, 
vested  in  the  Governor  and  Council,  aiid  not  cooUuning  ezprese  wordi  loeating  it  eitber  to  the  Coteaies  in 
general,  or  to  Nova  Scotia,  or  this  Island  in  particular;  and  never  having  been  introdueed  and  declared  to 
be  law  by  any  Acta  of  either  of  those  Colonies;  and  never  having  been  received  here  by  "  long  uninterrapt- 
ed  usage  or  practice,"  or  in  fact  by  aay  usage  or  praelice  whatorer.  I  am  therefore  of  opinion  thai  it  is 
not  now  in  force  in  this  Calony.    , 

To  the  fourth  query— The  Actofthe  21  si  James  1st,  cap,  5,  is  entirely  out  of  the  question;  but  n^pposing 
the  Act  of  the  9th  Geo.  8d,  cap,  16,  in  force  here,  I  am  of  opinion  that  it  does  contain  enactments  to  bar  the 
right  of  the  Crown  to  make  (he  disposition  contemplated  in  the  reservation  quoted  in  the  first  query,  where 
adverse  possession  has  been  held  of  such  reservation  against  the  Crown  for  sixty  years,  in  terms  of  said  Act, 
supposing  the  right  never  to  have  been  exercised  by  the  Crown  on  any  part  of  the  reservation.  By  the 
term  "  adverse  possession,"  here  used,  I  do  not  mean  a,  mere  presemptioa  of  posaession,  by  reason  of  a 
Grantee  holding  lands  adjoining  to  such  reservation,  but  an  actual  culture  or  occupation  of  it,  by  himself, 
or  by  some  person  claiming  under  him,  or  an  actual  culture  or  occupation  of  it  by  a  stranger. 
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To  the  fiflti  query — Svppoaing  the  Act'or  the  9[h  Geo.  Sd,  cop.  16,  ia  force  in  this  Colony,  and  that  an 
"  adverse  possession"  ofthe  reservation  contained  in  the  grant  rererred  to,  has  been  held  against  the  Crown 
for  sixty  years,  in  accordance  with  (he  construction  which  I  have  given  the  (erm  "  adverse  possession,"  ia 
my  answer  to  the  last  query,  and  (hat  the  Crown  has  exercised  its  right  ofdisposalto  similar  reservations  con- 
tained in  other  grants,  I  am  of  opinion  (hat  the  exercise  of  such  right  in  (hose  cases  could  not  be  deemed  to 
militate  against  the  adverse  possession  to  the  Crown,  of  (he  reservation  contained  in  the  grant  referred  to. 

To  (he  sixth  and  last  query — In  my  opinion,  by  the  words  of  reservation  contained  in  the  grant  referred 
to,  that  is  to  say — "  saving  and  reserving,  for  the  disposal  of  His  IWajesty,  his  Heirs  and  Successors,  five 
"  hundred  feet  from  high  water  mark,  &c."  the  right  to  the  soil  of  such  reservation  is  in  (he  Crown,  anil 
never  passed  lothe  grantee;  but  in  grants  where  the  reservation  gives  "  a  liberty  to  all  His  Majesty's  sub- 
"  jects  in  general,  to  carry  on  a  free  fishery  on  the  coaslsof  paid  township,  S(.c."  the  right  to  the  soil  is  in 
the  grantee,  subject  to  such  partial  interruption,  for  the  purposes  of  carrying  on  a  fishery.  Therefore,  in 
(he  first  case,  I  think  the  Crown  has  yet  (he  right  to  dispose  of  such  reservation,  for  the  purpose  ofcarryin: 
on  a.  fishery ;  and  in  the  latter  case,  that  the  right  may  be  exercised  by  the  subject  without  any  reference  to 
the  Crown.

Opinion  of  the  Solicitor  General. 

Hiving  given  the  best  consideration  I  am  able  to  the  annexed  case,  I  proceed  to  answer  the  queries  there- 
in contained;  and  as  some  of  them  are  new  and  highly  important,  and  many  members  of  the  body  by  whom 
the  case  is  submitted,  quite  competent  of  themselves  to  draw  legal  conclusions,  I  trust  I  will  be  excused  Tor 
assigning,  with  more  than  usual  fulness,  some  of  the  reasons  which  have  induced  mc  to  form  the  opinions  I 


In  answer  to  the  first  query,  viz: — what  is  the  roeaniag  of  the  term  "  Coast,"  in  that  part  of  the  uDeied 
grant  relating  to  the  reserve  of  five  hundred  feet  for  a  fishery  ?  I  think,  as  to  so  much  of  that  question  as  te- 
iatea  to  Rivers,  there  is  little  difliculty  in  saying,  that  the  reservation  cannot  be  held  to  apply  to  them.  The 
Tuleof  Law  for  the  construction  of  every  instrument  ia  this— "that  it  must  be  construed  according  to  ili> 
"  sense  and  meaning,  as  collected  from  the  terms  used  in  it,  which  terms  are  themselves  to  be  understood 
"  in  their  plain,  ordinary  and  popular  sense,  unless  the  context  evidently  points  out  that  they  must,  in  ik 
"  particular  instance,  and  in  order  to  effectuate  (be  intention,  be  understood  in  some  other  special  sense." 
And  the  grants  (where  the  words  are  doubtful)  are  to  be  construed  favourably  for  the  Crown;  there  is  nolb- 
iitg  to  exempt  them  from  thi»  rule  of  construction.  Now,  the  word  "  coast"  is  always  used,  and  is  laid  doim 
by  (he  beat  English  Lexicographers,  to  denote  the  edge  or  margin  of  land  next  the  tea  shore ;  and  it  cannot  be 
contended  that  a  river  forms  part  of  the  sea;  indeed,  (if  it  were  necessary)  there  are  plenty  of  authoritietlo 
prove  it  does  not;  and  unless  it  did,  its  shore  could  not,  according  to  the  above  definition,  be  termed  (he 
"  coast."  But  if  the  term  be  doubtful,  all  difhculty  ceases  when  we  refer  to  the  Order  in  Council,  of  (he  Slh 
of  July,  1767;  it  directs,  that  in  the  reserve  be  inserted,  the  grants  of  all  tovutobifta  thai  abvl  uponlhe  sea  thm. 
Piow,  if  those  who  drew  this  order  had  understood  themselves  as  making  a  reservation  on  the  banks  of  riven, 
it  is  impassible  to  suppose  they  would  have  taken  the  trouble,  with  such  particularity,  to  have  confined  tbe 
reservation  to  townships  abutting  on  the  sea  shore,  since  many  which  did  not  might  be  intersected  vitb 
rivers.  Again,  the  reservation  is  five  hundred  feet  from  high  water  mark,  "  on  the  eoaal."  Why  inserl  (be 
latter  words,  unless  to  contradistinguish  h^h  wafer  mark  on  the  eoatl,  from  high  water  mark  on  the  rxrin? 

The  remainder  ofthe  question,  viz:  that  part  which  relates  to  Bays,  I  feel  to  be  oneofreal  difficulty.  Tie 
mofit  confined  construction  which  can,  I  think,  legally  be  given  to  that  pnrt  ofthe  grant,  will  be  to  hold  the 
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remrvatioa  lo  extend  to  such  shores  ooly  as  form  the  margin  of  waters  over  which  the  Admiralty'  Court 
would  have  jurisdiction.  To  what  waters  then  on  the  coasts  of  this  Island  does  its  jurisdiction  extend?  A 
boolc  of  good  authority  thus  speaks  on  the  subject:  "  It  is  laid  down  as  a  general  rule  in  our  common  Law 
"  books,  that  the  Admiral's  jurisdiction  is  confined  lo  matters  arising  on  the  high  uas  only;  and  that  he  can- 
"  not  take  connisance  of  contracts,  &.c.  made  or  done  in  any  river  or  creok  within  any  count/,  &.c.  But 
"  our  books  seem  not  to  he  agreed  what  shall  be  counted  allum  mare  or  the  high  teat.  By  some  it  is  no  part 
' '  of  the  sea  where  one  may  see  what  is  done  on  the  other  side  of  the  water.  That  what  is  within  the  body 
"  of  the  county  i«  no  part  of  the  sea.  That  the  Admiralty  Court  cannot  hold  plea  of  any  thing  done  upon 
"  the  River  Thames,  because  within  the  body  of  the  county.  Not  of  a  matter  arising  at  Limehouse.  But 
"  by  Owen,  such  place  as  is  covered  with  salt  water  is  altum  mare.  By  Coke,  the  Admiralty  Court  hath 
"  connisance  of  a  matter  done  in  a  ship  riding  in  a  port,  that  is  not  within  the  body  of  the  county." 

In  Brown's  Admiralty  Law,  it  is  saiJ— "the  Statute  of  J5  Rich,  declares  that  the  Court  of  the  Admiral  halh 
"  no  manner  ofcognizance  of  any  contract  done  within  the  body  of  the  county,  either  by  land  or  water." 
In  a  note  he  adds — "  this  I  conceive  means  the  water  of  rieeri,  for  on  the  tea  eoatlt,  the  water  between 
"  high  and  low  water,  when  the  tide  is  in,  is  not  within  the  body  of  the  county." 

In  one  case  where  the  sentry  on  board  a  ship  in  Portamoulh  harbour  fired  at  a  boat  without  cause,  and 
killed  a  boy  therein,  it  was  held  PorlsmouLb  harbour  was  within  the  Admiralty  jurisdiction. 

These  authorities,  and  others  that  I  might  cite,  though  somewhat  conflicting,  clearly  shew  that  the  waters 
of  bays  are  within  the  Admiralty  jurisdiction;  and  as  to  be  so  they  must  be  considered  parts  of  the  sea,  (its 
jurisdiction,  as  will  he  observed,  being  confined  to  altum  mare,  or  the  high  sea),  I  think  that  to  the  shores 
of  such  waters  the  reservation  extends. 

I  will  next  state  in  what  sense  I  conceive  it  was  intended  to  be  used,  according  to  the  intention  to  be  col- 
lected from  the  grant  and  order  in  Council :  To  what  parts  did  the  King  intend  the  reservation  to  extend  ?  The 
order  in  Council  expressly  states  that  the  object  of  ihe  reservation  was  to  promote  and  encourage  the  fishery. 
How  was  it  proposed  to  do  this?  By  accommodating  and  conveniencing  the  fishermen,  and  by  reserving  a 
place  where  they  might  erect  fishing  establishments,  Etc.  Where  would  the  fisherman  naturally  require  and 
want  this  privilege?  Certainly  not  in  exposed  and  unsheltered  situations,  where  the  landing  must  be  preca- 
rious, and  his  craft  insecure;  but  in  those  bays  and  indentures,  where,  sheltered'  from  storms,  the  produce  of 
his  industry  might  at  all  times  be  securely  landed,  and  his  boats  lie  protected  and  safe.  In  such  places  only 
would  the  right  be  of  any  value.  Can  it  be  supposed  then  that  the  King,  intending  to  grant  a  privilege  for 
the  purpose  of  promoting  and  encouraging  the  fishery,  would  confine  it  to  places  where  scaree  any  fisherman 
would  use  it?  Such  a  construction  would  defeat  his  clearly  expressed  intentions,  which  the  law  will  not 
allow.  Besides,  the  reservation  does  not  seem  to  contemplate  any  particular  description  of  fishery,  but  ex- 
tends lo  all  generally.  Now,  'tis  well  known  that  some  kinds  of  fisheries  are  carried  on  in  bays.  Could  the 
King  be  supposed,  when  reserving  a  piece  of  ground  to  promote  and  encourage  a  fishery  of  this  kind,  to 
mean  that  the  fisherman  should  go  away  from  the  fishing  ground,  to  some  exposed  situation,  before  be  could 
land  his  fish?  This  would  be  no  encouragement  lo  carrying  it  on.  It  may  be  said  that  part  of  this  reasoning 
would  be  equally  applicable  to  rivers:  I  answer  not,  because  the  intention  must  be  collected  from  the  terms 
used,  which  1  have  already  shown  do  not  apply  to  them. 

I  do  not  know  if  there  are  in  this  Island  any  of  those  places  usually  called  salt  water  lakes;  or,  perhaps 
some  might  call  them  (I  think  improperly)  bays,  where  the  entrance  is  so  narrow,  that  the  water  is  almost 
surrounded  by  land;  such  a  place  might  perhaps  be  said  to  be  wUhm  the  body  of  the  cotmtif,  and  would  Vk«1j 
be  held  (when  the  order  in  Council  was  considered)  to  be  exempt  from  it. 

I  cannot  help  adding,  that  the  conclusion  I  have  come  lo  on  this  point,  is  very  different  from  the  oplnioa 
I  entertained  before  I  had  maturely  considerred  the  order  in  Council,  and  grant;  and  I  siscerely  faopA  the 
view  I  now  take  may  prove  erroneous,  as  I  am  well  aware  ofthe  great  mischief  this  reserre  will  occasion 
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by  subjecting  the  best  cultivaled  parts  ofthe  most  fertile  farms  to  useless  iaterruption ;  a  grievance  wljich 
will  become  intolerable,  \xn\en,  before  tluretemes  are  Ikroun  open,  sttoag  And  ample  guards  be  provided  to 
preveat  interruption,  tbrough  pretended  exercises  ofthe  right. 

The  next  question  is,  whether  the  Statute  of  21  Jac.  I,  cap-  2,  (I  presume  a  clerical  error,  meaol  I'u: 
cap.  5)  is  in  force  in  this  Colony? 

The  answer  to  this  is  easily  given.  The  Statute  of  21  Jac.  1 ,  cap.  5,  merely  enacted,  that  a  quiet  inil 
uninterrupted  enjoyment  for  sixty  years,  be/ore  the  patnng  of  lluit  Act,  of  any  estate  originally  derived  from 
the  Crown,  should  bar  the  Crown's  right  of  recovery.  This  Act  secured  the  rights  of  such  as  could  prove  a 
possession  of  sixty  years,  lU  Ihe  lime  of  ila  paiting;  but  no  possession  acquired  ader  that  period  is  wilhiai;. 
It  cannot  therefore  be  in  force  in  this  Colony,  for  the  simple  reason,  that  it  is  impossible  a  case  can  occur 
to  which  its  provisions  would  apply. 

The  next  question,  viz — Does  the  Statute  of  9  Geo.  3,  cap.  16,  extend  to  this  Colony?  is  by  no  means 
so  easily  answered.  Before  expressing  an  opinion  upon  it,  I  will  therefore  cits  some  authorities,  iUustriuive 
ofthe  general  rules  by  which  the  application  of  English  Statutes  to  Colonies  is  usually  determined. 

Where  a  country  is  conquered  or  ceded,  and  has  already  laws  of  its  own,  the  King  m^y  change  those 
laws,  and  impose  those  of  England,  or  any  other  system  he  pleases;  but  until  he  doet  actually  changt  Ihtn. 
ihe  ancient  laae  remain  in  f*Tce.  As  the  constitution  of  most  American  Colonies  gave  them  the  laws  of  Eng- 
land, so  far  as  they  were  applicable  to  their  circumstances,  the  English  Statutes,  passed  antecedent  to  the 
dates  oftheir  respective  constitutions,  have  been  generally  held  to  apply,  but  those  subsequently  passed  di' 
not.  Thus  the  Statute  of  Frauds  has  been  held  not  to  extend  to  Barbadoes  or  Bermuda,  but  for  the  re3«):i 
that  they  were  settled  before  the  passing  of  that  Act.  And  for  the  like  reason  it  has  been  held  in  the  Conn': 
of  Pennsylvania  not  to  extend  there;  and  the  rule  above  stated  is  fully  confirmed  by  Lord  Mansfield,  iatbc 
case  of  Campbell  vs.  Halt. 

The  Province  of  Nova  Scotia  had  a  Legislature  of  its  own  long  prior  to  1769,  when  the  Statute  of  A  Gen 
3,  cap.  16,  was  passed,  and  I  think  there  is  no  doubt  it  does  not  apply  there.  And  as  this  Island  at  ifaai 
time  formed  part  ofthe  Province,  (by  which  I  presume  is  meant,  it  had  received  its  constitution  andps.iici- 
pated  in  its  lavs)  it  did  not  apply  here  at  that  period.  The  question  then  is,  did  the  constitutiaa  which  ihe 
Island  received  on  the  14th  of  July,  1769,  have  the  effect  of  giving  operation  to  an  English  Statute,  which 
would  have  no  eSect  if  it  still  continued  part  of  Nova  Scotia?  The  question  is  a  novel  one,  and  therefore 
not  perhaps  altogether  free  from  difficulty. 

The  American  Judge  Tucker,  speaking  ofthe  old  Colonies  conquered  from  the  Dutch  and  Swedes,  «nJ 
which  form  part  ofthe  present  United  States,  says — "  The  tract  claimed  by  these  two  nations  was  conquer- 
"  ed  by  the  English,  and  confirmed  to  the  Crown  of  England  by  the  treaty  of  Breda,  in  1767.  The  Doich 
"  inhabitants  remained  in  their  settlements  in  New  York;  the  Swedes  were  removed  from  Delaware  lo 
"  New  York,  where  they  likewise  remained.  According  to  Judge  Blackstone,  the  laws  of  England  coulii 
"  have  no  authority  there,  this  being  a  conquered  and  ceded  country,  and  not  a  Colony  originally  pUnlM 
"  by  Englishmen.  And  according  to  his  pricciples  also,  the  laws  of  Holland  and  Sweden  w»rB  the 
"  municipal  laws  of  those  Provinces  until  the  period  oftheir  conquest,  ani  to  onltnuttt  wdU  other  laat  <fC" 
"  impoiedvpon  Aembtj  the  Crown  of  England.  When  and  in  what  degree  a  change  was  made  in  this  manner, 
"  or  whether  any  such  change  was  ever^onnalJy  made,  can  only  be  determined  by  recurrence  to  documcsts 
"  not  within  the  reach  of  the  anther  of  these  sheets." 

And  a  case  bearing  some  similarity  to  the  present,  seems  to  have  arisen  in  the  Colony  of  New  Plymoulh. 
In  consequence  ofthe  intolerant  spirit  ofthe  Colonists,  its  charter  was  abrogated  in  1684,  and  a  new  Cbtr- 
ter  was  obtsiaed  for  it  in  1691,  upwards  of  sixty  years  from  the  date  ofthe  former,  and  seventy  years  froD 
the  first  settlement  ofthe  Colony.  In  the  mean  time,  the  laws  of  England  had  undergone  many  maleni! 
alterations.  On  the  publication  ofthe  new  Charter,  it  was  qnestiened  what  was  the  law  in  civil  and  crimi- 
nal matters,  and  what  English  Statutes  had  operation.     The  difficulty  appears  to  have  been  got  rid  of,  Vf

passing  an  Act  declaring  the  laws  of  Massachusetts  to  be  in  Torce. 

The  New  England  Colonies  which  sprung  out  of  MsssnchuaetCs,  seem  to  have  taken  the  English  Statutes 
in  force  at  the  lime  of  receiving  their  respective  cons  tit  utionii,  and  not  those  of  the  Colony  from  whence  they 
immediately  emigrated. 

These  authorities  might  Bt  lirst  leave  room  to  suppose,  that  the  English  Statutes,  up  to  the  date  of  a 
Colony's  constitution,  apply,  no  matter  how  it  may  be  formed,  whether  by  separation  from  an  old,  or  by  peo- 
pling a  new  one.  But  it  appears  to  me  as  a  general  rule,  (unless  there  be  some  special  provision  in  the  firat 
Governor's  commission  or  instructions,  Ilc.)  that  where  a  Colony  is  divided  into  two,  the  mere  efleci  of  that 
division  cannot  be  to  deprive  the  part  separated  of  laws  by  which  it  was  previously  governed,  or  to  intro- 
duce Statutes  which  before  had  nooperation.  The  Province  of  New  Brunswick  formed  at  one  time  part  of 
Nova  Scotia;  after  its  separation  the  taws  of  the  latter  were,  I  presume,  thought  to  be  in  force,  as  I  find  a 
statute  was  passed  to  annul  them. 

Predicating  my  opinion  therefore  on  the  presumption,  that  by  its  annexation  (o  Kova  Scotia,  this  Island 
must  be  considered  to  have  received  a  constitution  at  that  period,  and  that  there  is  nothing  in  Governor 
Patterson's  commission  to  take  this  case  out  of  the  general  rule  above  stated,  I  think  that  though  the  sta- 
tute of  9  Geo.  ■?,  cap.  IG,  was  passed  prior  to  the  I4(h  of  July,  1769,  it  is  not  in  force  in  this  Island. 

I  am  bound  however  to  add,  that  my  opinion  may  he  much  altered,  by  the  perusal  of  documents  which  1 
liave  never  seen,  and  on  which  the  imperfect  records  of  this  Island  afford  very  little  information,  viz:  Gover- 
nor Patterson's  commission  and  instructions,  the  royal  proclamation,  letters  patent,  or  whatever  instrument 
it  was,  which  annexed  this  Island,  after  its  conquest,  to  Nova  Scotia.  The  case  submitted  is,  I  apprehend, 
somewhat  inaccurate  in  this  respect,  as  it  states  it  to  have  farmed  part  of  Nova  Scotia,  from  its  conquest ;  but 
the  conquest  or  ceding  of  it  by  the  treaty  of  Paris  in  176S,  did  not  constitute  it  part  of  that  Province;  and  I 
rather  think  it  wilt  be  found  not  to  have  been  annexed  far  some  years  subsequent  to  that  date,  and  until  it 
^vas,  the  French  laws  would  remain  in  force.  The  document  which  annexed  it  will  inform  us  when  and  in 
what  degree  those  laws  were  altered;  and  Governor  Patterson's  commission  will  also  afibrdmuch  information, 
by  shewing  whether  at  its  date  this  Island  was  looked  on  as  a  conquered  country,  or  in  the  same  light  as 
other  Colonies,  in  consequence  of  its  annexation  to  Nova  Scotia;  a  point  on  which  I  confess  some  passages 
in  the  instructions  to  Governor  Patterson,  now  in  the  Colonial  Secretary's  Office,  (but  so  defaced  that  the 
whole  cannot  be  read)  cause  mo  to  entertain  some  doubt.  If,  however,  Mr.  Clarke,  in  his  book  on  Colonial 
Law,  be  correct,  the  documents  to  which  I  allude  will  not  atTect  the  question,  as  he  says  that — "  the  laws  of 
"  this  Island  must  he  the  laws  of  England  in  force  at  the  time  of  its  acquisition  (so  far  as  they  are  applica- 
"  ble  to  the  Colony);  the  laws  of  Nova  Scotia,  so  far  ss  they  have  not  been  altered  since  the  Island  be- 
"  came  subject  to  a  distinct  Government;  and  the  Acts  passed  in  its  own  Assembly  since  that  period."  But 
aa  Mr.  Clarke  probably  wrote  only  from  general  principles,  and  may  not  have  examioed  the  documents 
to  see  if  there  be  any  specialty  in  the  case,  the  point  is  still  worthy  of  attention. 

I  am  aware  that  Mr.  Murdoch,  In  his  Epitome  of  the  Laws  of  Nova  Scotia,  thinks  the  Statute  will  apply 
to  that  Province  by  presumption — that  is,  that  after  a  possession  of  sixty  years,  a  title  would  be  presumed 
against  the  Crown.  How  far  bis  dictum  is  correct,  it  is  not  necessary  to  inquire;  as  I  am  of  opinion,  that 
even  taking  the  law  aa  he  states  it,  it  will  not  affect  the  present  question,  there  being,  as  I  will  presently 
shew,  (in  answer  to  the  next  query)  a  wide  difTereoce  between  the  legal  effect  of  the  application  of  the 
Statute  itself,  and  a  presumption  of  law,  drawn  from  analogy  to  the  Statute. 

As  to  the  fourth  query — Supposing  the  9  Geo.  3,  cap.  Ifi,  to  be  in  force  in  this  Colony,  I  think  a  case 
might  arise  on  the  reserve  contained  in  this  grant,  within  the  enactments  of  the  Statute.  But  before  putting 
a.  ease,  I  will  state  what  I  conceive  to  be  the  legal  effect  of  the  reservation  in  this  grant,  as  regards  the  right 
of  soil  in  the  live  hundred  feet  reserved.  A  grantee  may  reserve  a  right  or  privilege  over  the  whole,  or 
some  portion  of  the  land  granted,  or  may  except  apiece  of  the  land  described  out  of  the  grant.  In  the  for- 
mer case,  the  legal  estate  in  all  the  land  passes  to  the  grantee;  in  the  latter,  he  takes  no  interest  in  the  piece 
excepted.  The  reserve  in  (he  present  grant  I  conceiv^  to  be  of  the  latter  description;  and  my  opinion  is, 
that  the  legal  estate,  (or  in  plainer  words)  the  right  af  soil  in  the  five  hundred  feet  from  high  water  mark  on 
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(ha  comst,  did  not  pBBS  to  John  PownaU,  the  grantee,  but  that  the  Nune  remained  in  the  Crown;  nor  u  be- 
tween the  Crown  and  the  public,  was  there  anv  legal  obligation  to  prevent  the  disposal  of  it  in  any  wty  (he 
Crown  might  think  fit;  though  perhaps  the  grantee  might  have  an  equity  to  prevent  the  Crown's  disposing  of 
it  in  a  way  more  injurious  to  him  than  the  purpose  for  which  it  was  reserved. 

If  I  am  correct  in  this,  the  five  hundred  feet  excepted  would  (for  the  ptirpoa«  of  this  Statute)  slftod  io  the 
same  plight  as  other  Crown  lands,  and  the  grantee  would  have  no  right  to  enter  into  possession  of  it. 

Then  suppose  the  grantee  could  prove  sixty  years  posaeision  of  a  piece  excepted,  {bj  which  I  meia  leu- 
ing,  cutting  down,  cultivating,  clearing,  and  such  other  acts  ofdominion  as  usually  denote  ownership  of  pro- 
perty), that  he  had  never  f  since  taking  the  grant  J  acknowledged  the  right  of  the  Crown,  and  that  quit  rent  for 
ihe  whole  had  been  exacted.  I  think  this  would  be  a  strong  case  within  the  statute.  Its  being  excepted 
out  of  the  grant  would  not  avoid  the  effect  of  such  a  poeaeestoo,  because  that  would  onl/ shew  that  the  |rui- 
tec  entered  wrongfully ;  and  a  holding  after  a  wrongful  entry,  is  Just  the  way  to  raise  a  case  for  the  opera- 
tion of  the  statute.  If  the  legal  title  in  the  live  hundred  feet,  afler  passing  the  grant,  remained  in  the  Crovn, 
there  would  be  the  same  right  of  action  against  the  grantee  for  intrusion  on  the  reserve,  as  on  aoy  other 
piece  of  Crown  land  in  the  Island;  and  where  the  9  Geo.  3,  cap.  16,  applies,  every  right  of  this  kind  (excfpi 
reeerviog  Hberlies  and  franchises,  which  this  is  not)  must  be  asserted  within  sixty  years,  or  else  it  is  baricd 
by  the  positive  enactment  of  the  Statute.  If  a  mere  declaration  by  the  Crown,  that  a  cerlaiD  tract  of  land  !> 
held  for  a  particular  purpose,  were  allowed  to  avoid  the  Statute,  it  seems  to  me  its  object  (which  was  to  pre- 
vent the  waking  up  of  rights  long  slumbered  over  and  forgotten)  might  be  wholly  defeated.  The  otsly  w 
in  which  the  Crown  could  avoid  the  effect  of  such  a  possession,  would  be  by  shewing  that  it  was  permissiK: 
but  unless  some  application  to  the  Crown  respecting  the  reserve,  or  some  acknowledgment  of  the  rigbt. 
could  be  shewn,  it  does  not  occur  to  me  how  this  could  be  made  to  appear. 

But  auppoxe  the  Statute  applies,  as  suggested  by  Mr.  Murdoch,  end  that  ader  sixty  years  possession! 
grant  ia  to  be  presumed,  "  presumptions  may  be  rebutted  by  facts,  or  by  contrary  and  stronger  presump- 
tions;" and  it  is  then  a  question  fur  the  jury.  This  will  be  better  explained  by  quotingtbe  words  ofanemincDl 
judge — "  Grants  are  to  be  presumed  where  the  originol  possession  or  enjoyment  cannot  be  otherwise  legilN 
"  accounted  for,  or  satisfactorily  explained.  But  where  the  original  possession  is  satisfactorily  accouoieJ 
"  for  and  explained,  without  the  aid  of  a  grant  or  conveyance,  it  is  then  a  question  to  be  determined  by  ihe 
"jury  whether  in  fact  any  grant  or  conveyance  was  ever  made,"  The  different  effect  of  the  twomodwof 
the  application  of  the  Statute  will  from  this  be  clearly  apparent.  The  Statute  operates  by  positive 
enactment,  and  bars  the  Crown,  how  clearly  soever  the  party  in  possession  may  appear  to  have  been  in  In- 
truder, the  legal  presumption  drawn  from  analogy  to  il,  only  pretumtt  a  grant,  which  circumstances  ntay  k- 
btil;  and  I  think  thefact  of  thepiece  being  excepted  out  of  the  grant,  and  the  right  having  been  eierci»J 
on  other  townships,  would  be  a  presumption  strong  enough  for  that  purpose;  though  this  last  would  ban 
no  effect  if  the  statute  were  in  force;  for  if  (he  owner  of  Lot  Five  proved  sixty  years  possession,  it  would  be 
no  answer,  on  the  part  of  the  Crown,  (o  say  a  similar  exception  was  made  on  Lot  10,  and  sufficient  vigiluct 
lias  been  used  there  to  prevent  its  ownor  getting  a  sixty  years  adverse  possession ;  each  case  would  hin  to 
dtand  upon  its  own  merits. 

Ar  to  the  question  whether  the  grantee,  and  those  claiming  nnder  him,  would  not  be  estopped  from  seitin; 
up  adverse  possession  against  the  Crown — I  do  not  see  what  the  doctrine  of  estoppel  can  have  todo«ilhl" 
case.  Estoppel  merely  prevents  a  man  from  denying  a  fac(  he  has  before  admi(ted;  it  does  not  prevent  bi! 
asfierting  a  right  afterwards  acquired,  or  availing  himself  of  a  flaw  iohis  adversary's  title,  which  has  occui- 
red  subsequent  to  the  admission— for  example,  a  tenant  is  estopped  from  disputing  hb  landlord's  title;  but  w- 
raitting  he  had  a  good  one,  at  the  time  he  took  his  lease,  he  may  shew  that  bis  landlord's  title  has  since  ei- 
pired.  In  setting  up  B  sixty  years  adverse  possession  in  this  case,  the  grantee  would  not  dispute  tbsttw 
live  hundred  feet  was  excepted,  or  that,  at  the  date  of  (he  grant,  the  crown  had  a  right  to  it.  HevoeU 
merely  say,  that  by  circumstances'  which  had  subsequently  occurred,  the  Crown  bad  lost  its  right;  *hieb 
would  be  no  denial  of  any  thing  previously  admitted.  ' 
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The  answer  te  the  question,  if  the  Crown  have  exercJaed  tlie  right  of  disposal  of  the  reserves  in  other 
townships,  whether  that  would  he  sufficient  e»idence  for  an  enercise  of  its  right  over  that  contained  in  thid 
:;rant,  is  involved  in  the  answer  elread}'  given  to  the  query  which  immediately  precedes  it. 

The  last  query  appears  la  me  to  be  the  same  in  substance  as  the  fourth,  which  I  have  endeavoured  fully 
lo  answer.  If  there  be  any  material  difference  between  the  two,  I  do  not  understand  the  question,  and  can- 
not therefore  answer  it  until  it  is  more  fully  explained. 

In  conclusion,  I  miiat  observe,  that  what  I  have  said  relates  to  the  reservation  in  this  grant,  with  respect  to 
which  only  the  queries  are  put,  I  cannot,  however,  but  we  aware  that  there  are  other  grants  where  the  reserva- 
tion is  very  diflerenlly  worded,  viz:  a  reservation  of  a  fifi^riy  to  ail  His  Majesty's  subjects,  &c.  In  such  grams 
there  is  no  doubt  that  the  right  of  soil  Jn  the  reserve  passed  to  the  grantee;  and  the  observations  I  have 
made  respecting  the  Statute  of  9  Geo.  3,  cap.  16,  will  not  apply  to  them,  because  it  is  a  mere  liberty  or 
franchise  not  within  the  Statute,  and  because  the  grantee's  possession  would  not  be  inconsistent  with  the 
right  claimed;  nor  had  the  Crown  ever  any  right  of  action  against  him.

1  have  perused  the  Copy  Order  in  Council  and  Copy  Grant  submitted  to  me,  end  find  the  Grant  does  not 
appear  to  have  or  contain  a  reserve  for  the  Fishery  as  in  this  Order  in  Council,  neither  as  it  respects  the 
dale  or  substance  of  the  Order.  That  recited  in  the  Grant,  and  under  which  it  appears  to  have  been  issued, 
is  dated  S6th  August,  1767,  whereas  the  Copy  Order  sent  to  me  bears  date  the  8th  July  previous,  and  the 
Reservation  in  the  Grant  as  respects  the  Fishery  is  essentially  difTerent  from  the  Order;  but  after  a]l,  per- 
haps the  Order  recited  in  the  Grant  means  only  the  Mandamus  to  issue  it — be  that  as  it  may,  there  are  many 
instances  of  the  Great  Seal  of  Colonies  having  been  used  contrary  to  Royal  Inst  met  ion  a,  where  the  Govern- 
ment aderwards  refused  to  interfere  or  disturb  the  Grantees;  (1)  and  therefore,  although  I  suppose  all  the 
Grants  may  have  been  originally  intended  to  be  made  subject  to  the  Fishery  Reserve,  as  stated  in  the  Copy 
Order  in  Council  now  before  me,  and  many  of  them  have  not  been  so  made,  I  am  of  opinion  the  Grants  must 
all  at  this  day  be  considered  aa  valid  as  if  this  supposed  mistake  or  alteration  had  never  occurred;  and  ao 
they  appear  to  be  treated  by  the  late  Despatch  from  the  Colonial  Office.  Bat  the  legal  effect  of  the  two  Re- 
servations varies  much  in  my  opinion;  the  Reserve,  as  stated  in  the  Grant  beforeme  ("for  the  diapoial  of 
the  Crown,  &c.")  having,  aal  think,  no  legal  operation  whatever  to  diveit  the  Grantee  of  the  benefit  confer- 
red by  the  other  parts  of  the  Grant;  it  is  amere  declaration  of  an  intention  on  the  part  of  the  Crown,  and 
must,  in  my  opinion,  be  at  least  subject  to  the  rules  of  Election,  ores  muchaatheReservea,  for  laying  out  of 
Highways,  Glebe  and  School  Lands,  l^-c.  are;  for  -if  the  Crown  delays  to  do  these  until  the  Grantee  or  his

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Assigns  hag  sold  or  let  the  Lanil  (particularly  ir  in  small  tracta  to  actual  settlers),  surely  it  would  be  moa- 
Btrous  to  hold,  that  the  occupants  could  he  legally  dialurhed,  and  under  such  a  merely  intended  Reserve  as 
this  alluded  to,  which  might  never  be  acted  on;  besides,  the  Grant  reserves  the  Quit  Rent  on  the  entire  ^0,- 
000  Acres,  and  I  believe  payment  has  always  been  exacted  to  that  extent ;  and  it  is  a  ma:tini  that  the  King's 
Grant  shall  be  construed  forhis  honour,  and  generally  in  favour  of  the  Grantee  (2).  Navr,  it  would  not  by  any 
means  accord  with  this  maxim,  to  exact  and  receive  Quit  Rent  and  Taxes  for  a  large  quanlity  of  Land  (:iticl 
most  valuable  front  lands  too)  from  a  Grantee,  who  at  the  same  time  is  by  some  said  to  have  no  interest  in 
it.  I  am  aware  it  may  be  replied  that  the  freehold  and  right  of  soil  is  in  the  Grantee,  and  he  has  a  right  i<> 
the  wood  and  marshes  on  and  in  front  ofthe  supposed  Reserves,  under  both  forms  of  Fishing  Reserves,  and 
that  this  is  an  equivalent  to  the  Grantee  for  the  payment  of  Quit  Rent;  and  I  agree  that  the  Grantee  has 
those  rights  over  the  Reserves,  (3)  and  that  in  no  case  have  the  public  nny  other  right  than  the  use  of  them  (ut 
curing  fish. — Besides,  it  may  be  asked,  how  it  is  that  the  Grants  to  Loyalists,  and  those  given  of  Lands  on 
Townships  15  and  55  since  their  Escheat,  contain  no  Fishery  Reserves?  And  what  is  the  operation  of  the 
Acts  which  have  laid  and  enforced  Assessments  on  Land;  and  also  of  certain  parts  of  the  Boundary  Act, 
whereby  it  appears  the  Grantees  may  have  lines  run  across  the  Island  from  natural  marks  on  the  very  shores, 
and  run  across  Rivers  and  Creeks,  and  whether  salt  or  fresh  water  Jn  them,  and  tide  or  no  tide;  and  if  land 
has  been  sold  or  let  on  either  side  of  those  lines,  the  Act  deals  with  it,  without  any  saving  of  rights  of  Fisli- 
ery  whatever?  Now  it  is  evident  with  respect  to  Townships  15  and  55,  that  supposing  the  Grantees  to  have 
forfeited  their  rights,  still  the  right  of  the  public  in  the  Fishery  Reserves  on  the  coasts  ofthose  Townsbip-s 
whatever  it  was,  would  remain,  not  being  made  dependent  on  any  neglect  of  the  Grantees,  if  the  Reserve  wis 
in  the  words  of  the  Order  in  Council  now  before  me,  as  I  suppose  it  was;  and  yet,  the  fronts  of  those  Ton-n- 
ships,  I  believe,  are  now  nearly  all  granted  away  as  I  have  mentioned.  These  facts  may  in  part  shew  what 
has  been  the  opinion  at  (he  Colonial  OITice  as  to  Fishery  Reserves  here,  until  the  exchange  of  recent  de)- 
patcbes  on  that  subject. 

I  have  now  stated  my  opinion  as  to  the  Fishery  Reservation  in  the  Grant  before  me,  and  I  will  procee.-i 
to  give  it  as  if  the  Grant  contained  a  Reservation  as  in  the  Order  in  Council  now  before  me.  In  such  ■ 
Grant  I  think  the  Grantee  must  be  supposed  to  be  in  actual  legal  possession  of  the  whole  premises  maatioa- 
ed  in  the  Grant,  including  the  soil  of  the  Fishery  Reserves,  from  the  delivery  of  the  Grant  to  him,  ortoanj 
one  on  his  behalf;  but  I  do  not  think  that  either  of  the  Statutes  of  James  or  George  3d.,  to  which  I  am  re- 
ferred, extend  to  this  Colony;  and  if  they  did,  I  am  of  opinion  that  they  would  not  apply  to  the  Fishery  Re- 
serves, as  I  think  those  Reserves  would  come  within  the  meaning  of  "  liberties  and  franchises"  excepted  in 
(hose  Acts.  I  also  am  of  opinion  (hat  (he  word  "  Coast"  used  both  in  the  Order  and  Grant,  must,  by  ibe 
rales  of  fair  construction,  beheld  as  synonymous  to  the  word  "Seashore,"  used  also  with  the  word  "  Coast" 
in  tbe  Order  in  Council ;  and  to  say  that  the  Const  extends  into  Harbours,  and  up  Rivers  and  Creeks,  would, 
in  my  opinion,  lead  to  the  grossest  injustice  and  absurdity,  and  be  also  directly  contrary  to  established  Rule* 
laid  down  for  the  construotior.  of  Royal  Grants  (4).  I  therefore  think  that  where  the  Reserves  have  not  been 
washed  away  since  the  Grantees  received  their  Titles,  (he  public  have,  nnder  such  a  reservation  as  is  con- 
tained in  the  Order  before  me,  a  right  to  land  their  fish  on  (he  coas(  or  shore,  or  elsewhere,  at  the  neartd 
place  where  they  safely  can  to  the  Coast  or  Seashore,  with  a  right  of  way  from  such  nearest  landing  to 
that  Coast  or  Shore,  and  there  to  cure  and  roship  thetr  fiah,  Aty  nets,  ttc  ,  and  no  further  right  whatever. 

As  I  am  of  opinion  that  tba  Acts  mentioned  do  not  extend  to  this  Island,  nothing  arises  on  the  question 
of  Estoppels  for  me  to  reply;  but  I  scarcely  think  that  doctrine  would  hold  for  want  of  mutuality  to  bind  the 
Grantees;  and  I  do  not  think  that  tbe  Fishery  Reserve,  as  contained  in  (he  Oant  now  before  me,  raises  evea 
the  alightest  trust  in  favour  of  the  public,  for  they  are  not  so  much  as  once  named  in  it,  and  it  is  not  stated 
whether  the  King  or  his  subjects  shall  carry  on  the  intended  Fishery;  and  therefore,  if  the  Grantee.to  whon 
the  fee  is  expressly  given,  subject  to  this  easement,  makes  the  first  election  to  "  dispose,  !lc."  in  such  a 
case,  I  think  the  reservation  and  right  of  disposal  is  gone  both  from  the  Crown  anif  the  public,  and  tbe  Acts 
I  have  referred  to,  and  Instructions  from  the  Colonial  Office  to  make  certain  Grants  I  have  also  alluded  to, 
confirm  me  in  this  opinion.

Whereas  vrt  did  by  certain  Letlers  Patent  under  the  Great  Seal  or  nur  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain 
and  Ireland,  bearing  date  at  Westminster  ttie  Sixth  day  of  February,  One  thousand  eight  hundred  and  tliirty- 
ei'hl,  in  the  Firat  year  ofuiir  Reign,  constitute  and  appoint  nur  right  trusty  and  right  well-beloved  Cousin 
and  Councillor  John  Georgo  Eaki.  or  Durham,  to  be  Captain  General  and  Governor  in  Chief  in  and  over 
cur  Island  of  Prince  Edward,  during  our  Royal  pleasure,  oa  by  the  said  recited  Letters  Patent  relating,  being 
thereunto  had,  may  mora  fully  and  at  large  appear:  Now  know  you,  that  vre  have  revoked  and  determined, 
and  by  these  preeeota  do  revoke  and  determine,  the  said  recited  Letters  Patent,  and  every  clauKe,  article  and 
thing  therein  contained.  And  Turlher  know  you,  that  we,  reposing  especial  trust  and  confidence  in  the  pru- 
dence, courage  and  loyalty  of  you  the  said  Sir  John  Colbornb,  of  our  special  grace,  certain 
knowledge  and  mere  motion,  have  thought  fit  to  constitute  and  appoint,  and  do  by  these  presents 
constitute  and  appoint  you,  the  said  Sir  John  Colborne,  to  be  our  Captain  General  and  Governor  in 
Chief  in  and  over  our  said  Island  of  Prince  Edward,  And  whereas  we  have  deemed  it  expedient  that  there 
should  henceforth  be  two  distinct  Councils  in  our  said  Island  of  Princt  Edward,  for  the  purposes  herein- 
after mentioned,  We  do  therefore,  by  these  presents,  grant,  provide  and  declare  that  there  shall  henceronh 
be  within  our  said  Island  ofPrince  Edivsrd  two  distinct  and  separate  Councils,  to  be  respectively  called  the 
Legislative  Council  apd  the  Executive  Council  of  our  said  Island  of  Prince  Edward.

And  we  do  hereby  ap- 
point and  declare  that  the  said  Executive  Council  and  the  said  Legislative  Council  respectively  shall  here- 
after consist  of  such  and  so  many  Members  as  shall  from  lime  to  time  for  that  purpose  be  nominated  and 
appointed  by  us,  under  our  sign  manual  and  signet,  or  aa  shall  be  provisionally  appointed  by  you  the  said  Sir 
John  Colborne,  until  our  pleasure  therein  shall  be  known :  Provided  nevertheless,  and  we  do  hereby  declare

[hereof.  And  we  do  further  direct  and  appoint,  that  the  Members  of  the  said  respective  Councils  shall  hold 
heir  places  therein  during  our  pleasure,  and  not  otherwise;  and  that  the  senior  Members  respectively  for 
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^ho  time  being  ofench  of  the  said  reipective  Councils  shall  preside  fct  all  (he  deliherations  thereof  reipectivelj, 
save  only  when  you  (ha  >aid  Sir  John  Colborne  shall  be  preteot  aod  presiding  at  the  delibflralions  of  the  siid 
Execulire  Council — the  senontyofthe  Members  of  the  said  Couacils  reapectiveljr  between  themselves  being 
determined  by  such  rules  and  regulations  as  are  for  that  purpose  provided  by  such  Instructions  as  are  herein- 
alter  mentioned.  And  we  do  hereby  require  and  command  you  to  do  and  execute  all  thing>  in  due  manner  that 
flhall  belong  unto  your  said  command,  and  the  trust  we  have  reposed  in  you,  accordingto  the  several  powers  and 
authorities  granted  or  appointed  you  by  this  present  Commission,  and  the  Instructions  herewith  given  to  you. 
or  by  such  further  powers,  instructions  and  authorities  as  shall  at  any  time  hereafter  be  granted  to  or  ap- 
pointed you  under  our  Sign  Manual  and  Signet,  or  by  our  Order  in  our  Privy  Council,  or  by  us  through  out 
uf  our  Principal  Secretaries  of  State,  and  according  to  auch  reasonable  Laws  and  Statutes  as  are  now  in 
force,  or  aboil  hereafter  bo  made  and  agreed  upon  by  you,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  our  Council  and 
Assembly  of  our  said  Island,  under  your  government,  in  such  manner  and  form  as  hereinafter  is  expressed 
And  our  will  and  pleasure  is,  that  you  ihe  said  Sir  John  Colborne,  as  soon  as  may  be  after  the  publication  of 
these  our  Letters  Patent,  do  take  (be  Oaths  appointed  to  be  taken  by  an  Act  passed  in  the  First  yearorttie 
Reignof  King  George  the  First,  intituled  "An  Act  for  the  further  security  of  His  Majesty's  person  and 
government,  and  the  succession  of  the  Crown  in  the  Heirs  of  the  late  Princess  Sophia,  being  Protestants, 
and  for  extinguishing  the  hopes  of  the  pretended  Prince  of  Wales,  and  his  open  and  secret  abettors,"  as  alter- 
ed and  explained  by  an  Act  passed  in  the  Sixth  year  of  the  Relgo  of  His  late  Majesty  King  George  iBe 
Third,  intituled  "  An  Act  for  altering  the  Oath  of  Abjuration,  and  the  Assurance;  and  for  amending  so 
much  of  an  Act  of  the  Seventh  year  of  Her  late  Majesty  Queen  Anne,  intituled  "  An  Act  for  tbo  improve- 
ment  of  the  Union  of  the  two  Kingdorasi"  as  after  the  time  therein  limited  requires  the  delivery  ofcertaia 
lists  and  copies  therein  mentioned,  to  persons  indicted  of  high  treason  or  misprison  of  (reason;  orinlitn 
(hereof,  the  Oath  required  to  be  taken  by  an  Act  passed  in  the  Tenth  year  of  the  Reign  of  Hia  late  Majesty 
King  George  the  Fourth,  intituled  "  An  Act  for  tbs  relief  of  Hia  Majesty's  Roman  Catholic  subjects;" 
according  as  the  said  former  Acts  in  the  said  last  mentioned  Act  shall  be  applicable  to  your  case;  and  like- 
wise that  you  take  the  usual  Oath  for  the  due  execution  and  performance  of  (he  office  and  trust  of  our  Cap- 
tain General  and  Governor  in  Chief  of  our  said  Island,  and  fortbe  duo  and  impartial  administration  ofju)- 
tice — all  which  said  Oaths  our  Executive  Council  of  our  said  Island,  or  any  three  or  more  of  the  Mcmben 
thereof,  hove  hereby  full  power  and  authority,  and  are  required,  to  tender  and  administer  unto  you;  all  wbicli 
being  duly  performed,  you  shall  administer  unto  each  of  the  Members  of  the  said  Executive  Council  and  of 
the  said  Legislative  Council  respectively,  such  of  the  said  Oaths  mentioned  in  the  said  several  Acts,  as  sbjil 
be  applicable  to  the  case  of  the  individual  Member  of  said  Council  taking  the  same;  and  you  are  also  la 
administer  to  them  the  usual  Oath  for  the  due  execution  of  their  places  and  trusts.  And  we  do  further  gire 
and  grant  unto  you  (he  said  Sir  John  Colborne,  full  power  and  authority  from  time  to  time,  and  at  any  time 
hereafter,  by  yourself,  or  by  any  other  to  be  authorized  by  you  in  that  behalf,  to  administer  and  give  such  of 
ihe  said  Oaths  in  the  said  several  Acts  contained  as  shall  be  applicable  to  the  case  of  the  individual  to  whom 
the  same  shall  be  administered,  to  all  and  every  such  person  or  persons  as  you  shall  think  fit,  wbo 
:)linll  hold  qny  ofEce  or  place  of  trust  or  profit,  or  who  shall  at  any  lime  or  times  pass  into  tbe 
said  Island,  or  be  resident  or  abiding  therein.  And  we  do  hereby  give  and  grant  unto  you  the  i»ii 
Sir  John  Colborne,  full  power  and  authority  to  suspend  any  of  the  Members  of  our  said  Execu- 
tive and  Legislative  Councils  respectively  from  sitting,  voting  and  assisting  therein,  if  you  sbsll 
tind  just  causa  for  so  doing:  And  if  it  shall  at  any  time  happen  that  by  the  death,  departure  oui 
of  our  said  Island,  suspension  or  resignation  of  any  of  the  said  Councillors,  or  otherwise,  there  shall  be  a 
vacancy  in  either  of  our  said  Councils,  our  wilt  and  pleasure  is,  that  you  signify  the  same  to  us  by  the  kni 
opportunity,  that  we  may,  under  out  signet  and  sign  manual,  constitute  and  appoint  others  in  their  steads 
But  that  our  affairs  at  that  distance  may  not  suffer  for  want  of  a  due  number  of  Councillors,  We  do  faereb; 
give  and  grant  unto  you  the  said  Sir  John  Colborne  full  power  and  authority  to  choose  as  many  personsout 
of  the  principal  Freeholders,  inhabitants  of  our  said  Island  Prince  Edward,  as  shall  be  necessary  to  supply 
any  vacancy  or  vacancies  which  may  from  time  to  time  occur  in  tbe  said  Councils,  or  either  of  them— whicb 
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persons  so  chosen  and  appointed  by  you  shall  be,  to  all  intents  and  purposes,  Councillors  in  out  said  Island, 
until  tbair  appointments  shall  either  be  confirined  or  disallowed  by  us.  And  ve  do  hereby  give  and  granl 
into  you  the  said  Sir  Jobn  Colboroe  full  power  and  authority,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  our  said  Eze- 
eutire  CoUQoil,  from  time  to  lime,  as  need  shall  require,  to  summoas  and  call  a  Genwal  Assembly  of  the  Free* 
holders  and  Salllers  within  the  said  Island  under  your  Government,  in  such  manner  and  form  as  has  been 
alraedy  appbinted  and  used,  or  according  to  such  further  powers,  instructions  and  authorities  aa  shall  at  any 
time  heraafler  be  granted  or  appointed  you  under  our  signet  and  sign  Manual,  or  by  our  order  in  our  Privy 
Council:  And  our  will  and  pleasure  is  that  the  persons  thereupon  duly  elected  by  the  major  part  of  the  Free- 
holders of  the  respective  Counties  and  places,  and  so  returned,  shall,  before  their  sitting,  take  such  of  the 
Oaths  mentioned  in  tho  said  several  Acts  as  shall  be  applicabFe  to  the  case  of  the  individual  taking  the  same; 
which  Oaths  you  shall  commission  fit  persoos,  under  the  public  seal  of  our  said  Island,  to  tender  andadmin- 
ister  unto  them;  and  until  the  same  shall  be  so  taken,  no  person  sh^ll  be  capable  of  sitting,  thongh  elected. 
And  we  do  hereby  declare  that  the  persons  so  elected  and  qualiiied  shall  be  called  and  deemed  the  General 
Assembly  of  our  said  Island  of  Fiince  Edward;  and  that  you,  the  said  Sir  John  Colborne,  with  the  advice^ 
and  consent  of  our  Legislative  Council  and  Assembly,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  shall  have  full  power  and 
authority  to  make,  constitute  and  ordsin  Laws,  Statutes  and  Ordinances,  for  the  public  peace,  walfare  and 
good  government  of  our  said  Island,  and  the  people  and  inhabitants  thereof,  and  such  olhet-a  as  shall  resort 
thereto,  and  for  the  benefit  of  Us,  our  Heirs  and  Successors;  whichsaid  Laws,  Statutes  and  Ordinances  are  not 
to  be  repugnant,  but  as  near  as  local  circumstances  will  admit, agreeable  to  the  Laws  and  Stalutea  of  our  United 
Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland;  provided  that  all  such  Laws,  StatutesandOrdinances,  of  what  nature 
or  duration  soever,  be,  within  three  months,  or  sooner,  aOer  the  making  thereof,  transmitted  to  Us,  under 
the  public  seal  of  our  said  Island,  for  our  approbation  or  disallowance  of  the  same,  as  also  duplicates  of  the 
same,  by  the  next  coaveyance ;  and  in  caae  any  or  all  of  tho  said  Laws,  Statutes  and  Ordinances,  not  before 
confirmed  by  us,  ahaU  at  any  time  be  disallowed  end  not  approved,  and  so  signified  by  vs,  our  heira  or 
successors,  under  our  or  their  sign  manual  and  signet,  or  by  order  ofour  or  their  Privy  Council,  untpyoalhe 
said  Sir  Jobn  Colborne,  then  such  and  so  many  of  the  aaid  Laws,  Statutes  and  Ordinances  as  shall  t>e  so  dia- 
atlowed  and  not  approved,  shall  from  thenceforth  cease,  determine  and  become  utterly  void,  and  of  none 
effect— any  thing  to  the  contrary  thereof  in  any  wise  nalwithstanding.  And  to  the  end  that  nothing  may  b^ 
passed  or  done  by  our  said  Legislative  Council  or  Assembly,  to  tho  prejudice  of  Us,  our  heirs  and  succes- 
sors. We  will  and  ordain  that  you,  the  said  Sir  John  Colborne,  shall  have  and  enjoy  a  negative  roice  in  the 
making  and  passing  all  Laws,  Statutes  and  Ordinances  as  aforesaid;  and  you  shall  and  may  likewise,  from 
time  to  time,  as  you  shall  judge  it  necessary,  ad  jo  urn, -prorogue  or  dissolve  all  General  Assemblies  oa  afore- 
said. And  our  further  will  and  pleasure  is,  that  you  sbfttt  and  may  keep  and  use  the  public.  Seal  of  our  said 
Island  of  Prince  Edward,  for  scaling  all  things  whatsoever  that  pass  the  S^al  of  our  said  Island  under  your 
government.  And  we  do  hereby  authorize  and  empower  you  to  constitute  and  appoint  Judges,  and  in  case 
requisite.  Commissions  ofOyer  and  Terminer,  Justices  of  the  Peace,  and  other  necessary  oflicers,  ministers  in 
OUT  said  Island,  for  the  belter  administration  of  justice,  and  putting  the  law  in  execution;  and  to  administer, 
or  cause  to  be  administered,  unlo  them,  such  oath  or  oaths  as  are  usually  given  fqr  the  due  execution  nnd 
performance  of  offices  and  places,  and  for  the  clearingof  truth  in  judicial  causes.  And  we  do'hereby  give 
and  grant  unto  you,  the  said  Sir  John  Colborne,  full  power  and  authority,  in  cas6  any  person  or  persona  com- 
missioned or  appointed  by  us  lo  any  office  or  offices  wilhii)  our  said  Island,  for  which  they  raay  be  lipble  to 
be  removed  by  us,  shall,  in  your  opinion,  be  unfit  to  continne  in  our  service,  to  siispend  or  remove  such  per- 
son or  persons  from  their  several  employments.  And  we  do  hereby  give  and  grant  unto  yon  the  said  Sir 
John  Colborne,  full  power  and  authority,  when  you  shall  see  cause,  or  shall  judge  any  ofibnder  or  offenders 
in  criminal  malterB,  or  for  any  fines  or  forfeitures  due  unto  us,  fit  objects  of  onr  mercy,  to  pardon  all  such 
offenders,  and  to  remit  all  such  offences,  fines  and  forfeitures.  And  we  do  by  these  presents  give  and  grant 
unto  you  the  said  Sir  Jobn  Colborne,  full  power  and  authority,  witfaout  expecting  any  Airier  special  warrant 
from  us,  from  time  to  time,  to  give,  order  and  warrant  for  the  preparing  ofGrants  of  the  Custodies  of  Idiots 
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and  Lunatics,  and  (heir  estates,  as  shall  be  fouad  upon  inquiaition  thereof  taken,  or  lo  be  taken,  and  return- 
able unto  our  Court  of  Chancery,  and  thereupon  to  make  and  pass  Grants  and  Commitments,  under  the 
public  Soal  of  our  said  Island,  of  the  custodies  of  all  Idiots  and  Lunatics,  and  their  estates,  to  such  person 
or  persona  auitors  in  that  behalf,  as  according  to  the  rules  of  Law  and  the  use  and  practice  in  those  and  the 
likecases  you  shall  judge  meet  for  (hat  trust.  And  ive  do  by  these  presents  authorise  and  empower  you 
the  said  Sir  John  Colboroe,  to  collate  any  person  or  persons  lo  any  Churches,  Chapels,  or  other  Ecclesias- 
tical beaeiices  within  our  said  Island  Prince  Edward,  as  ofleo  aa  any  of  them  shall  be  void.  And  our  will 
and  pleasure  is,  that  all  public  moneys  raised,  or  which  shall  be  raised,  by  any  Act  made,  or  hereafter  (o  be 
made  as  aforesaid,  in  our  said  Island,  be  issued  out  by  Warrant  from  you,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent 
of  our  said  Executive  Council,  and  disposed  of  by  you  fur  the  support  of  the  government  of  our  said  Island,  or 
for  such  other  purposes  as  shall  be  particularly  directed  in  and  by  such  Act,  and  not  otherwise.  And  we  do 
hereby  likewise  give  and  grant  unto  you  full  power  and  authority,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  our 
aaid  Executive  Council,  in  our  name  and  on  our  behalf,  to  grant  and  dispose  of,  under  the  public  Seal  of  our 
said  Island,  Buch  lands,  tenements  and  horeditaments  within  the  said  Island,  as  now  are,  or  hereafter  shall 
be  in  our  power  to  grant  or  dispose  of;  Provided  neverlheless,  and  we  do  require,  that  in  granting  and  dis- 
posing of  all  Bucb  lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments,  you  do  conform  to  and  observe  the  provisions  in  that 
behalf  contained  in  any  Act  or  Acts  made,  or  to  be  made,  by  the  Governor,  Legislative  Council  and  Assem- 
bly of  our  said  Island,  for  regulating  the  sale  and  settlement  thereof.  And  we  do  hereby  declare  our  plea- 
sure to  be,  that  all  such  Grants  shall  be  entered  upon  record  by  such  olTicer  or  officers  as  shall  be  appointed 
thereunto,  and  shall  be  good  and  c&ectual  in  Law  against  Us,  our  heirs  and  successors.  And  we  do  hereby 
declare,  ordain  and  appoint,  that  you  the  said  Sir  John  Colborne  shall  and  may  hold,  execute  and  enjoy  iho 
said  office  and  place  of  our  Captain  General  and  Governor  in  Chief  in  and  over  our  Island  of  Prince  Edward, 
together  with  all  and  singular  the  powers  and  authorities  hereby  granted  unto  you  for  and  during  our  will 
and  pleasure.  And  in  case  of  your  death  or  absence  out  of  our  said  Island,  we  do  by  these  presents  ^ive 
and  grant  all  and  singular  the  powers  and  authorities  herein  to  you  granted,  to  our  Lieutenant  Governor  for 
the  time  being  of  our  said  Island;  or  in  the  absence  of  any  such  Lieutenant  Governor,  to  such  person  as  we 
may,  by  warrant  under  our  sign  manual  and  signet,  authorize  and  appoint  (o  be  the  Administrator  of  the 
Government  of  our  said  Island — such  powers  and  authorities  to  be  by  him  executed  and  enjoyed  during  our 
pleasure.  But  if  upon  your  death  or  absence  out  of  our  said  Island,  there  be  no  person  upon  the  place 
commissioned  and  appointed  by  us  to  be  our  Lieutenant  Governor,  or  specially  appointed  by  us  to  adminis- 
ter the  Government  within  our  said  Island,  our  will  and  pleasure  is,  that  until  you  return  from  any  sudi 
absence,  or  until  our  further  pleasure  shall  be  known,  the  senior  Military  Officer  for  the  time  beiag  ia 
command  of  our  land  forces  within  our  said  Island  of  Prince  Edward,  shall  take  upon  him  the  Administra- 
tioaof  the  Government  thereof,  and  shall  execute  this  our  Commission  and  the  aforesaid  Instructions,  sad 
the  several  powers  and  authorities  therein  contained,  in  the  same  manner,  and  to  all  intents  aad  pnrpasM, 
as  other  our  Captain  General  and  Governor  in  Chief  should  or  ought  to  do.  And  we  do  hereby  require  tad 
conunand  all  our  Officers  and  Ministers,  Civil  and  Military,  and  all  other  the  Inhabitants  of  our  said  Islsad, 
to  be  obedient,  aiding  and  assisting  unto  you  the  said  Sir  John  Colborne,  in  the  execution  of  this  our  Com- 
mission, and  of  the  powers  and  authorities  herein  contained, 

Witness  ourself  at  Wsfi- 
muister  the  Thirteenth  day  of  December,  in  the  Second  year  of  our  Reign.

— Wi(b  these  our  loBlructioDs  yoa  will  receive  our  Commisaion  under  the  Gre&t  Seat  of  our  ITaileil 
KiagdoiD  of  Great  Britain  aad  Ireland,  conatituting  yoa  our  Captain  General  and  Geveruor  in  Chief  in  and 
over  our  Island  of  Prince  Edward.  Von  are,  therefore,  with  all  convenient  speed,  to  assume  and  enter  upon 
the  eiecution  ofihe  trust  we  have  reposed  in  70U. 

Second. — And  whereas  we,  by  our  said  Commission  appointing  you  our  Captain  General  and  Governor  in

Neverlhelesi, 
if  it  should  happen  that  you  should  have  reasons  for  suspending  any  Legislative  oi  Executive  Councillor, 
not  fit  to  be  communicated  to  the  said  respective  Councils,  you  may  in  that  case  suspend  such  person  with- 
out their  coiuent;  but  youare  thereupon  immediately  to  send  to  us,  through  one  of  our  Principal  Secretaries 
of  State,  an  account  of  your  proceedings  therein,  with  your  reasons  at  large  for  such  suspension. 

JVtntft. — And  whereas  effectual  care  ought  to  be  taken  to  oblige  the  Members  of  onr  said  respective  Conn- 
cilfl  to  a  due  attendance  therein,  in  order  to  prevent  the  many  inconveniences  that  may  happen  for  wanlof 
a  quorum  of  the  said  rtspective  Couocils  to  transact  business  as  occasion  may  require:  it  is  our  will  and 
pleasure  that  if  any  of  the  Members  of  our  said  respective  Councils,  residing  in  our  said  Island,  shall  here- 
after wilfully  absent  themselveB  from  the  said  Island,  and  continue  absent  above  the  space  of  Six  Monili) 
together,  without  leave  from  you  first  obtained,  under  your  hand  and  seal,  or  shall  remain  absent  for  ibe 
space  of  one  year,  without  our  leave  given  them  under  our  Royal  signature,  his  or  their  place  or  plica 
in  the  said  respective  Couacila  shall  immediately  thereupon  become  void :  and  that  if  any  of  the  Members 
of  our  said  respective  Councils,  residing  in  our  said  Island,  shall  wilfully  absent  themselves  bureafter  fiwn 
the  said  respective  Councils,  when  duly  summoned  by  you,  without  good  and  sufficient  cause,  and  shall  pec- 
list  in  such  absence  after  being  thereof  admonished  by  you,  you  are  to  suspend  such  Councillors  so  abseot- 
ing  themsetvB,  till  our  further  pleasure  be  known  therein,  giving  immediate  notice  tbereofto  us,  througboie 
of  onr  Principal  Secretaries  of  State.  And  wo  do  hereby  will  and  require  you,  that  this  our  Royal  plessure 
be  signified  to  the  several  Members  of  onr  said  respective  Councils ;  and  that  it  be  entered  in  the  respectiie 
Council  Books  as  a  standing  rule. 

Ttnth. — You  are  to  commuDicete  to  our  said  Executive  Council  sugb  and  bo  many  of  these  onr  loitioc- 
tiooB,  wherein  their  advice  and  consent  are  mentioned  lo  be  requisite;  and  likewise  all  such  Others,  from  li>* 
to  time,  as  you  shall  find  convenient  for  our  serrice  to  be  imparted  to  tbem. 
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Eleventh. ^~Yo\i  are  to  permit  the  Members  of  our  said  reapective  Councils  to  have  aod  eojoy  freedom 
of  debate  and  vote  in  all  a6*airs  of  public  concern  wljich  may  be  debated  in  the  said  respective  Councils. 

Ttt^ih. — And  whereas  bj  our  Commission  to  you,  under  the  Great  Seal  of  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great 
Britain  and  Ireland,  you  are  authorized  and  empowered,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  our  said  Execnlive 
Council,  to  summon  and  call  General  Assemblies  of  the  Freeholders,  inhabitants  of  our  said  Island,  under 
your  government,  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Legislative  Council  and  Aaaeinblj  of  the  said 
Island,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  to  make,  constitute  end  ordain  Laws,  Statutes  and  Ordinances,  for  the 
public  peace,  welfare  and  good  government  of  our  said  Island,  it  is  our  will  and  pleasure,  that  the  following 
regulations  be  carefully  obaerved  in  the  framing  and  passing  all  such  Laws,  Statutes  and  Ordinances  as  may 
be  passed  by  you,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  our  said  Legislative  Council  and  Assembly,  viz: 

ThirUenth. — That  the  style  of  enacting  the  said  Laws,  Statutes  and  Ordinances,  be  by  the  Goremor, 
Council  and  Assembly,  aud  no  other.  That  each  different  matter  be  provided  for  by  m  different  Law,  with- 
out including  in  one  and  the  same  Act  such  things  ai  have  no  proper  relation  to  each  other.  That  no  clause 
be  inserted  in  any  Act  or  Ordinance  which  shall  be  foreign  to  what  the  title  ofit  imports;  and  (hat  noper- 
petual  clause  Depart  of  any  temporary  Law.  That  no  Law  or  Ordinance  whatever  be  suspended,  altered, 
revised  or  repealed  by  general  words,  but  that  the  title  and  date  of  such  Law  or  Ordinance  be  particularly 
mentioned  in  the  enacting  part.  That  no  Law  or  Ordinance  respecting  private  property  be  passed  without  a 
clause  suspending  its  execution  until  our  Royal  pleasure  be  known;  nor  without  a  saving  of  the  right  of  Us, 
our  Heirs  and  Successors,  and  of  all  bodies  politic  and  corporate,  and  of  all  persons,  except  such  as  are  men- 
tioned in  the  said  Law  or  Ordinance,  and  those  claiming  from,  by  and  under  them.  And  before  such  Law 
or  Ordinance  is  passed,  proof  must  be  made  before  you  in  Council,  and  entered  upon  the  Council  books, 
that  public  notification  was  made  of  the  party's  intention  to  apply  for  such  Act  in  the  several  Parish 
Churches  where  the  Land  in  question  lies,  for  three  Sundays  at  laast,  successively,  before  any  such  Law 
or  Ordinance  shall  be  proposed;  and  you  are  to  transmit  and  annex  to  the  said  Law  or  Ordinance  a  cerlifi- 
c^ite  under  your  hand  that  the  aame  has  passed  through  all  the  forms  above  mentioned.  That  in  all  Laws  or 
t>rdinance9  for  levying  moneys  or  imposing  fines  and  forfeitures,  express  mention  be  made  that  the  same  are 
irranted  to  us,  our  heirs  and  successora,  for  the  public  uses  of  the  said  Island,  and  the  support  of  the  Govem- 
ment  thereof,  as  by  the  said  Law  or  Ordinance  shall  be  directed.  That  alt  such  Laws,  Statutes  and  Ordi- 
nances be  transmitted  by  you  within  three  months,  or  sooner,  after  the  passing  thereof,  to  us,  through  one 
of  our  principal  Secretaries  of  State;  amd  that  all  such  Laws,  Statutes  or  Ordinances  be  fairly  abstracted  in 
the  margins,  and  accompanied  with  full  and  particular  observations  upon  each  ofthem — that  is  to  say,  whe* 
ther  the  same  is  introductory  to  a  new  Law,  declaratory  of  a  former  Law,  or  does  repeal  a  Law  then  before 
in  being.  And  you  are  also  to  transmit  in  the  fullest  manner  the  reasons  and  occasion  for  enacting  such 
Laws  or  Ordinances,  together  with  fair  copies  of  the  Journals  and  Minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  the  said 
Legislative  Council  and  Assembly. 

FowUenth. — It  is  our  will  and  pleasure,  that  you  do  not  give  your  assent  to  any  Act  or  Acts  for  raising 
Money  by  the  institution  of  any  public  or  private  Lotteries. 

Fifteenth. — It  Is  our  will  and  pleasure,  that  you  are  not  to  give  your  assent  to  any  Bill  for  ascertaining  the 
duration  of  Asaembliea,  the  fixing  or  altering  the  qualific&tiona  of  the  electors  or  elected,  or  establisbiag  any 
regulations  with  respect  thereto,  until  you  shall  have  transmitted  the  draft  of  such  Bill  or  Bills  unto  us, 
throughoneof  our  Principal  Secretaries  of  State,  and  shall  have  received  our  Royal  pleasure  thereupon; 
or  that  a  suspending  clause  as  aforesaid  shall  be  inserted  therein. 

SixteetUh. — It  is  our  will  aod  pleasure,  that  you  do  not,  upon  any  pretence  whatsoever,  give  your  oaaent  to 
any  Bill  or  Bills  that  may  hereafter  be  passed  by  the  Legislative  Council  and  Assembly  of  the  Island  of 
Prince  Edward,  under  your  government,  for  the  naturalization  of  Alieas;  nor  for  the  divorce  of  persons 
joined  together  in  holy  matrimony ;  nor  for  establishing  a  title  in  any  persons  to  lands,  tenements  and  real 
estates  in  oar  said  Island  of  Prince  £dward,  originally  granted  to  or  purchased  by  Aliens  antecedent  to 
naturalization. 
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Stvenluttth. — And  whereaa  great  mischiefs  may  arise  from  passing  Bills  of  an  unusual  and  exlraordinary 
nature  and  importance  in  our  Plantations,  which  Bills  remain  in  force  there  from  the  time  of  enacting  oalil 
our  pleasure  be  signified  to  the  contrary :  We  do  hereby  will  and  require  you  not  to  pass  or  give  your  asseot 
to  any  Bill  or  Bills  of  an  unusual  and  extraordinary  nature  and  impoTtance,  wherein  our  Prerogative,  orihc 
property  of  our  subjects,  may  be  prejudiced,  or  the  trade  and  shipping  of  this  Kingdom  in  any  way  afTecud. 
until  you  shall  have  first  transmitted  unto  ua,  through  one  ofour  Principal  Secretaries  of  State,  the  draft  or 
such  Bill  or  Bills,  and  shall  have  received  our  Royal  pleasure  thereupon,  unlessyou  take  care  that  there  bt 
a  clause  inserted  therein  suspending  and  deferring  the  execution  thereof  until  our  pleasure  shall  be  hiio«ii 
concerning  the  seme. 

EtghUei^—Aad  it  is  oar  further  will  and  pleasure,  that  you  do  not  re-enact  any  Law  to  which  the  assMi 
of  us  or  our  Royal  Predecessors  has  once  been  refused,  without  express  leave  for  that  purpose  first  obtained 
from  US,  upon  a  full  representation  by  you  to  be  made  to  us,  through  one  of  our  Principal  Secretaries  of 
State,  of  the  reasons  and  necessity  for  passing  such  Law- 

^ftnettetiA. — And  it  is  our  express  will  and  pleasure,  that  no  Law  for  constituting  any  Court  or  Courts  of 
Judicature,  or  for  establishing  the  Militia,  shall  be  a  temporary  Law;  and  that  no  Law  for  granting  unln 
us  any  sum  or  sums  of  money,  by  Duties  of  Impost,  Tonnage  or  Excise,  be  made  (o  continue  for  less  thin 
one  whole  year;  as  also  that  no  other  Laws  whatsoever  be  made  to  continue  for  a  less  time  than  two  yean; 
except  only  in  cases  where  it  may  be  necessary,  upon  some  unforeseen  emergency,  to  make  provision  by  Lav 
for  a  service  in  its  nature  lempornry  and  contingent. 

Tittntietk. — It  is  our  will  and  pleasure,  that  you  do  not,  on  any  pretence  whatsoever,  give  your  aueni 
to,  orpassany  Bill  or  Bills  in  our  Island  of  Prince  Edward,  under  your  Government,  by  which  the  Lands, 
Tenements,  Goods,  Chattels,  Rights  and  Credits  of  persons  who  have  never  resided  within  our  said  Isleod 
of  Prince  Edward,  shall  be  liable  to  be  attached  for  the  recovory  of  debts  due  from  such  persons,  is  m 
manner  inconsistent  with  the  usage  and  practice  within  this  our  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ire- 
land, until  yon  have  first  transmitted  unto  us,  through  one  of  our  principal  Secretaries  of  State,  the  Driti  of 
such  Bill  or  Bills,  and  shall  have  received  our  Royal  Pleasure  thereupon— unless  you  take  care  in  the  pac- 
ing of  such  Bill  or  Bills,  that  a  clause  or  clauses  be  inserted  therein,  suspending  and  deferring  the  execution 
thereof  until  our  Royal  Pleasure  be  known  thereupon. 

Twaitif-fint. — It  is  our  will  and  pleasure,  that  you  Jo  in  all  things  conform  yourself  to  the  pravisioiu 
contained  tc  an  Act  of  Parliament  passed  in  the  Fourth  Year  of  the  Reign  of  His  late  Majesty  King  Gctr;' 
the  Third,  intituled  "  An  Act  to  prevent  Paper  Bills  of  Credit  hereaaer  to  be  bsued  in  any  of  His  Majes- 
"  ty's  Colonies  or  Plantations  in  America,  from  being  declared  to  be  a  legal  tender  in  payment  of  money; 
"  and  to  prevent  the  legal  tender  of  auch  Bills  as  are  now  subsisting  from  being  prolonged  beyond  the  petiol 
"  limited  for  calling  in  and  sinking  the  same;"  and  also  of  an  Act  passed  in  the  Thirteenth  Year  of  BU 
said  late  Majesty  King  Georgt  the  Third,  to  explain  and  amend  the  above  recited  Act,  passed  in  the  Fourth 
Year  of  His  Reign  as  aforesaid;  and  you  are  not  to  give  your  assent  to  or  pass  any  Act  whereby  Bilbot' 
Credit  may  be  struck  or  issued  in  lieu  ofraoney,  or  for  payment  of  money  to  you  our  Governor,  or  to  aoy 
other  person  whatsoever,  unless  a  clause  shall  he  inserted  in  such  Act  declaring  the  same  shall  not  lake 
effect  until  the  stud  Act  shall  have  been  approved  and  confirmed  by  us,  our  Heirs  or  Successors, 

Twenty  •second.-— -You  are  not  to  suffer  any  Public  money  whatsoever  to  be  issued  or  disposed  of  otbec- 
wise  than  by  Warrant  under  your  hand;  but  the  Assembly  may  nevertheless  be  permitted,  from  time  to  time, 
to  view  and  examine  the  accounts  of  money  disposed  of  by  virtue  of  Laws  made  by  them,  aa  there  shoJI  ^x 
occasion.  Ann  we  do  hereby  particularly  require  you  to  take  care,  that  fair  Books  of  Accounts  of  all  Re- 
ceipts and  Payments  of  all  Public  Moneys  be  duly  kept,  in  which  Books  shall  be  specified  every  parlicnlir 
sum  raised  or  disposed  of.  together  with  the  names  of  the  persons  to  whom  any  payment  shall  be  mads, '"' 
the  end  that  we  may  bo  Bali«fied  of  (he  right  and  due  application  of  the  Revenue  of  our  said  Island  of  Pri«(= 
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Edvoid,  with  the  probability  t(  the  increase  or  dimiaution  of  the  same,  under  every  head  and  article 
thereof. 

Tae^y-third. — Our  will  and  pleasure  is,  tliat  you  do,  in  all  civil  ciusea,  on  application  being  made  to 
you  for  (hat  purposa,  permit  and  allow  Appeals  from  any  oflhe  Courle  of  common  Law  in  our  said  Island  of 
Prince  Edward ;  and  you  are  for  that  purpose  to  issue  a  Writ  in  the  manner  which  has  been  usually  accus- 
tomed, returnable  before  yourself  and  the  Executive  Council  of  the  said  Island  of  Prince  Edward,  who  are 
to  proceed  to  hear  and  determine  such  Appeals,  wherein  such  of  the  said  Executive  Couucillori  of  our  said 
Island  of  Prince  Edward  as  shall  be  at  that  time  Judges  of  the  Court  from  whence  such  Appeal  shall  be  so 
made  to  you,  and  to  our  said  Executive  Council  as  aforesaid,  shall  not  be  admitted  to  vote  upon  the  said 
Appeal,  but  they  may  nevertheless  be  present  at  the  heariog  thereof,  to  give  the  reasons  of  the  Judgment 
given  by  them,  in  the  causes  wherein  such  Appeal  shall  be  made;  Provided  nevertheless,  that  in  all  such 
Appeals  the  sum  or  value  appealed  for  do  exceed  the  sum  of  Three  hundred  Pounds,  Sterling;  and  that

cil, although  the  immediate  sum  or  value  appealed  for  be  of  a  less  amount  or  value:  And  it  is  Our  further 
will  and  pleasure,  that  in  all  cases  where  by  your  Instructions,  you  are  to  admit  Appeals  to  Ui  in  Our  Privy 
Council,  execution  be  suspended  until  Our  final  determination  of  such  Appeal,  unless  good  and  sufficient 
security  be  given  by  the  Appellee  to  make  such  ample  restitution  of  all  that  the  Appellant  shall  have  lost  by 
means  of  such  Decree  or  Judgment,  in  case  upon  the  determination  of  such  Appeal  such  Decree  or  Judg- 
ment should  be  reversed;  and  restitution  awarded  to  the  Appellanl. 

Tteaity-fourth . — Tou  are  also  to  admit  Appeals  unto  Us  in  Our  Privy  Council,  in  all  cases  of  Fines  im- 
posed for  Misdemeanors,  provided  the  Fines  so  imposed  amount  to  or  exceed  the  sun  of  One  hundred  Pounds, 
Sterling — the  Appellant  first  giving  good  security  that  he  will  effectually  prosecute  the  same,  and  answer  the 
condemnation  of  the  sentence  by  which  such  Fine  was  imposed,  be  confirmed. 

Twenty-jyih You  shall  not  remit  any  Fines  ar  Forfeitures  whatsoever  above  the  huoi  of  Fitly  Pounds, 

DOr  dispose  of  any  Forfeitures  whatsoever,  until  you  signify  the  same  to  Us,  through  one  of  Our  principal  Se- 
cretates  of  State,  and  shall  have  received  Our  directions  thereupon;  but  you  may  in  the  mean  time  suspend 
the  payment  of  the  said  Fines  and  Forfeitures. 

Taenly-Bixth. — You  are,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  our  Executive  Council,  to  take  especial  care  to 
regulate  all  Salaries  and  Fees  belonging  to  places,  or  paid  upon  emergencies,  that  they  be  within  the  bounds 
of  moderation;  and  that  no  exaction  he  made  on  any  occasion  whatsoever;  as  also  that  Tables  of  Fees  he 
publicly  huag  up  in  all  places  where  such  Fees  are  to  be  paid . 

Taenty-taaiOi.—Aai  you  are  to  transmit  to  Us,  through  one  of  Our  principal  Secretaries  ofState,  with 
all  convenient  speed,  a  particular  account  of  all  establishments  of  Jurisdiction,  Courts,  Offices  and  Otflcers, 
Powers  and  Authorities,  Fees  and  Privileges  granted  and  settled  within  our  said  Island  of  Prince  Edward; 
as  likewise  an  account  of  all  the  expences,  if  any,  attending  the  establUhments  of  the  said  Courts  and 
Offices/ 

TattUy-tish&.~Ani  it  is  Our  will  and  pleasure,  thai  all  Comntssioni  to  be  granted  by  you  to  any  per- 
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son  or  persona,  to  be  Judge,  Justice  of  the  Peace,  or  other  necessary  Officer,  be  granted  during  ptetsuie 
only. 

Twenty-imtA. — Vou  ahsll  not  displace  nor  suspend  sny  of  the  Judges,  Justices,  Sheiifis,  or  other  OfTi- 
cers  or  Ministers  within  Our  said  Iilaad  of  Prince  Edward,  witheut  good  and  sufficient  cause,  to  be  signified 
in  the  most  full  and  distinct  manner  to  Us,  through  one  of  Our  principal  Secretaries  of  State. 

mrtidh. — It  being  of  the  greatest  importance  to  Our  service,  and  to  the  welfare  of  Our  Plaotationi, 
that  Justice  be  everj  where  speedily  and  duly  administered,  and  that  all  disorders,  delays,  and  other  uDdue 
practices  in  the  administration  thereof  be  effectually  prevented.  We  do  particularly  require  you  to  take 
especial  care  that  in  all  Courts  where  you  are  authorized  to  preside,  justice  be  impartially  adminislered, 
and  that  in  all  Courts  established  within  our  said  Island  of  Prince  Edward,  all  Judges  and  other  persoas 
therein  concerned,  do  likewise  perform  their  several  duties  without  delay  or  partiality. 

T%irly-Jirit, — You  shall  not,  by  color  of  any  power  or  authority  hereby  or  otherwise  granted,  or  men- 
tioned to  be  granted,  unto  you,  take  upon  yon  to  give,  grant,  or  dispose  of  any  place  or  office  within  our  s^d 
Island  of  Prince  Edward,  which  now  is  or  shall  be  granted  by  Warrant  under  our  Signet  and  Sign  Manual, 
any  further  than  that  you  may,  upon  the  vacancy  of  any  such  office  or  place,  or  upon  the  suspension  o(m 
such  Officer  by  you  as  aforesaid,  put  in  any  fit  person  to  officiate  in  the  interim,  until  you  shall  have  repre- 
sented the  matter  unto  Us,  through  one  of  our  principal  Secretaries  of  State. 

mny-ueond. — And  whereas  complaints  have  been  made  by  the  Officers  of  our  Custoirs  in  our  Plan- 
tations in  America,  that  they  have  been  frequently  obliged  to  serve  upon  Juries,  or  personally  to  appear  ia 
Arms  whenever  the  Militia  is  drawn  out,  and  thereby  are  much  hindered  in  the  execution  of  thetr  employ- 
ments: Our  will  and  pleasure  is,  that  you  take  effectual  care,  and  give  the  necessary  directions,  that  tbe 
several  Officers  of  eur  Customs  be  excused  and  exempted  from  serving  upon  any  Juries,  or  personally  sp- 
peariog  in  Arms  in  the  Militia,  unless  in  cases  of  absolute  necessity,  or  serving  on  any  parochial  officu 
.which  may  hinder  them  in  the  execution  of  their  dutiei. 

Tkirbj-lhird. — And  whereas  you  will  receive  from  our  Commissioners  for  executing  the  office  of dur 
High  Admiral  of  our  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  and  of  the  Plantations,  a  CommisgiDD 
constituting  you  Vice  Admiral  of  our  said  Island  of  Prince  Edward,  you  are  required  and  directed  care- 
fully (o  put  in  execution  the  several  powers  thereby  granted  (e  you, 

Thuiy-fourtk. — And  there  having  been  great  irregularities  in  the  manner  of  granting  Commissiooa  m 
the  Plantations  to  private  Ships  of  War,  you  are  to  govern  yourself,  whenever  there  shall  be  occasion,  ac- 
cording to  the  Commission  ahd  Instructions  granlad  in  this  Kingdom;  but  you  are  not  to  grant  Commissionii 
of  Marque  or  Reprisal  against  any  Prince  or  State  in  amity  with  Us,  to  any  person  whatsoever,  witboW 
our  especial  command. 

TKiHvffth. — Whereas  Commissioners  have  been  granted  in  our  Colonies  and  Plantations,  for  trjinj 
Pirates  in  those  parts,  pursuant  to  the  several  Acts  for  the  more  effectual  suppression  of  Piracy,  and  a  Com- 
mission  has  been  issued,  empowering  you  aa  our  Captain  General  and  Governor  in  Chief  of  our  Island  of 
Prince  Edward,  with  other  persons  therein  mentioned,  to  proceed  accordingly  in  reference  to  tbe  said  Is- 
land of  Prince  Edward:  Our  will  and  pleasure  is,  that  in  all  raatters  relating  to  Pirates  you  govern  youraelf 
dccordingto  the  intent  ofthe  said  Acts.

'  any  way  to  enable  or  empower  any  Proprietor,  Lessor  or  Owner,  to  disturb,  injure  or

'  w  by  the  authority  of  the  Act  of  the  General  Assembly,  intituled  "  An  Act  to  autbo- 
'  rize  the  sale  of  Lands  in  this  Island,  reserved  as  sites  for  Churches,  and  for  Glebe  and 
'  Sdiool  Lands,"  in  pieces  or  parcels  not  exceeding  Three  hundred  acres  in  one  piece 
'  or  parcel,  without  any  allowance  or  deduction  having  been  made  for  the  said  Resn- 
'  vation  in  the  said  Grants  or  Deeds,  then,  and  in  such  case,  such  Grantee  or  Feoffee

the  said  Building  shall  be  completed,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Administrator  of  the  Govern- 
ment, by  and  with  the  advice  of  Her  Majesty's  Council,  to  Dominate  and  a[^iot  Two 
Members  of  the  Legislative  CouqcII,  and  the  House  of  Assembly  shall  select  and  cboose 
fire  of  their  Members,  who  shall  continue  in  office  during  the  existence  of  the  said  House, 
of  whom  one  shall  be  from  each  County,  who,  together  with  the  Chief  Justice,  the  President 
of  the  Legislative  Council,  and  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Assembly,  and  their  Succes- 
sors in  office,  shall  be  Trustees;  and  which  said  Trustees  shall  have  power,  from  time  to 
time,  to  make  and  ordain  suoh  Rules  and  Regulations  for  the  management  of  the  said 
Asylum  and  House  of  Industry,  and  to  appoint  the  several  Officers  required,  and  to  fix 
and  determine  the  amount  of  Salaries  to  be  paid  to  sucb  Officers,  as  to  them,  or  the  majority 
of  them,  shall  seem  needful  and  necessary."  And  the  Honse  of  Assembly  having,  by  tbefr 
managers  of  the  Conference,  expressed  their  determinatioa  to  adhere  to  that  partof  toe  sectioa 
which  provides  that  six  of  the  ten  Tmstees  therein  mentioned  shall  consist  of  the  Speaker  and 
five  Members  of  the  House  of  Assembly,  to  be  named  by  tbentadres ;  this  House  deems 
tbe  assumption  of  such  authority,  on  the  part  of  the  House  Of  Assembly,  not  only  to  be 
highly  objectionable  In  principle,  but  unprecedented  in  all  parliamentary  proceedioss,  tbe 
House  of  Commons  of  Great  Britain  never  having  attempted  to  assume  a  similar  right  to 
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that  nowelaimed  by  the  House  of  Assembly.  This  House  further  conceives  the  right  now 
insisted  upon  by  the  House  of  Assembly  to  appoint  to  offices  of  trust,  to  be  a  direct  infringe- 
ment upon  the  p^erogative  of  the  Crown,  in  which  alone  this  power  is  properly  vested  by 
the  constitution.  This  House,  however,  is  unwilling  to  deprive  the  country  of  the  liberal 
provision  granted  in  aid  of  the  charitable  objects  of  the  said  Bill,  and  are  therefore  iadnced 
to  give  its  assent  to  the  said  Bill,  under  protest  that  such  innovation  sb&U  not  be  drdiwn  into 
a  precedent  on  any  future  occasion.

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TO  THE  QUEEN'S  MOST  EXCELLENT  MAJESTY. 
The  humble  Address  of  the  Legislative  Council  of  Prince  Edward  Iiland. 
May  it  please  your  Majesty; 

We  your  Majesty's  faithful  and  loyal  subjects,  the  Legislative  Council  of  Prince  Edward  Island,  in 
Colonial  Parliament  assembled,  beg  leave  to  approach  the  Throne  with  those  feelings  and  sentiments  of 
loyalty  and  afTection  to  your  Majesty's  Royal  person  and  goveromeat,  which,  as  it  it  our  duty,  it  has  ever 
been  our  pride  to  cherish. 

Your  Majesty  having  been  pleased  to  order  the  formation  of  a  Legislative  as  well  as  an  EiecuLve 
Council  in  this  Colony,  distinct  and  separate  from  each  other,  we,  the  members  of  the  former  body,  who 
have  been  the  first  appointed  by  your  Majesty's  commands  to  this  honourable  and  highly  responsible  trust, 
deem  it  expedient,  in  order  to  tlie  due  performance  of  our  duties,  humbly  to  roptesent  ro  your  Majesty  a 
difficulty  under  which  we  labour,  with  a  view  to  its  remoral,  and  without  which,  we  humbly  conceive,  our 
usefulness,  as  a  distinct  and  independent  branch  of  the  Legislature,  vrill  be  in  a  great  measure  diminished. 

It  has  been  of  late  years  the  practice  of  the  House  of  Assembly  (although  the  right  so  to  do  has  been 
at  different  times  contested  by  the  late  Executive  Council,  when  acting  in  their  Legislative  capacity)  to 
send  up  the  Bill  for  the  appropriation  of  the  whole  of  the  Supplies  granted  to  the  Crown  for  the  current 
year,  when  the  Session  is  about  drawing  to  a  close,  thus  insisting  upon  your  Majesty's  Council  agreeing  to 
or  dissenting  from  it,  without  reference  to  the  items  of  which  the  Bill  is  composed.  By  this  mode  of  pro- 
cedure— ^not  in  unison  either  with  the  Royal  Instructions  or  with  the  practice  of  the  neighbouring  and 
other  Provinces — no  alternative  b  left  your  Majesty's  Legislative  Council,  but  to  pass  a  BUI,  a  great  i  - 
of  which  they  may  deem  highly  objectionable,  and,  in  some  cases,  prejudicial  to  the  public  servioi  , ,  *" 

beat  interests  of  the  Colony,  or,  by  consciontiously  withholding  their  assent,  subject  the  country  to  i,-. '  .. 
inconvenience  and  embarrassment.  In  the  adoption  of  the  former  alternative,  an  unredeemable  public 
debt  has  been  incurred ;  and  the  Appropriation  Bill  of  the  present  Session  will  exceed,  upon  the  most 
sanguine  expectation,  the  disposable  Revenue  of  the  Colony. 

In  order  to  remedy  an  evil  pregnant  with  much  present  and  future  mischief,  your  Majesty's  Legislative 
Council  would  humbly  suggest,  with  respect  to  all  supplies  for  the  public  service,  that  the  House  of 
Assembly  be  recommended,  by  your  Majesty's  Representative,  to  provide  for  each  different  matter  or 
subject  by  a  separate  Bill,  without  blending,  in  one  and  the  same  Act,  gmnts  of  money  for  totally  different 
and  independent  objects,  having  no  proper  relation  to  each  other,  in  accordance  with  the  unifonn  prac- 
tice of  your  Majesty's  Imperial  Parliament,  which,  as  far  as  circumstances  will  admit,  it  is  our  pride,  as 
it  ia  our  enviable  jwlviiega,  to  follow — so  that  your  Majesty's  Council  may  avoid  being  j^soed  ia  such  ;i 
poflitioD  as  to  be  obliged,  either  to  pass  the  Bill,  contrary  to  their  reason  and  judgment,  as  a  matter  of 
expediency,  or  to  reject  it  entirely. 

May  it  therefore  please  your  Majesty,  graciously  to  take  this  our  complaint  into  your  Royal  considera- 
tion, and  to  give  such  instructions  to  your  Majesty's  Lieutenant  Governor  of  this  Colony,  on  the  subjecl. 
as  will  6nthle  us,  in  future,  to  demand  that  die  House  of  Assembly  shall  either  fi^low  out  the  practice 
e^istine  ia  the  neighbouring  Colonies,  of  sending  up  money  votes  separately  to  the  Legislative  Council, 
for  their  concurrence,  before  blending  them  in  one  and  the  same  Bill;  or  else,  to  adopt  the  usage  of  the 
Imperial  Parliament,  and  classify  the  different  appropriations  in  distinct  and  separate  Bills,  under  their 
proper  and  respective  heads — by  which  means  we  shall  be  enabled  the  better  to  dischaige  our  duty  to 
yovr  Mqesty,  and  to  our  own  ntishctioo,  and  also  to  the  Batisfaclion  of  our  fellow  MbJM:t8,  th«  int^i- 
laMi  of  this  Island.

And  because  such:  despatdi,  elicited'  b}'  the  Legislative  Council  thetuselres,  we  cod- 
ceive  contains  the  final  decision  of  the  Imperial  Oovernment  on  the  point;  in  which  opinion 
we  are  borne  out  by  Ihe  acquiescencBofthe  Legislative  Council,  in  the  practice  whicbbas 
eversinceprevailed,  of  the  House  of  Assembly  sending  up  to  the  Council  the  whole  appro- 
priations of  the  ctrrrenf  year,  in  One  and  the  same  Bill.  Because  the  practise  of  sending 
up  alt  the  Approprmtions  for  the  current  year  in  the  same  Bill,  has  prevailed  in  this  Colony 
for  at  leasC  npm^rda  of  Mtagn  years^  without  being  attended  with  any  very  evil  conse- 
quences to  the  public  service,  inasmuch  as  the  Assembly  has  always,  with  the  exceptioa 
of  one  solitary  instance,  in  the  Session  of  18^,  in  Conference,  struck  out  from  tlw  Bill 
any  items  objected  to  by  the  Council ;  the  only  instances  withia  that  period  where.  Appro- 
priation Bills  have  been  lost,,  having  occurred  in  tbe  Sessions  of  1838  and  IS^;  audit 
appears  from  the  Joumala  of  the  LegisIaiSve  Council,  that  in  the  hitter  Sessiou  the  Bill 
was  rejected  by  the  Council,  not  because  ibe  Appropriations  for  the  current  year  were 
eidbodinii  in  od«  and  Ibe  saige^  BUI  before  being  submHletl  to  tbe  CovacH  in  separate  vofes 
or  resolutions,  but  because  the  House  of  Assembly  had  blended  tbe  Rerenat  Bills  and 
Approjtriations  together,  and  which,  mode  that  FIousc  has  praaticstiy  abandoned^  as. it  bas 
never. since  bean  attempted.  .  .

Because  the  Hoose  of  Assembly  consider  that  many  CAses  of  jnaecuracy  on  the  State  of 
Boundary  Lites  k  King's  and  ^een's  Counties,  wfaiob,  although  mot  actually  represents 
ed  to  tbe  Commlaiioners  of  Boundary  Lines,  or  publicly  known,  do  exist,  and,  if  acted 
upon,  by  the  provisions  of  the  Boundary  Line  Acts,  might  be  productive  of  evils  as  gredt 
as  tbose  which  are  apprehended  may  ensue  from  any  peculiar  case  in  Prince  County-^the 
more  particularly  as  cases  have  already  occurred  in  Queen's  County,  wherein  individuals 
have  considered  their  rights  materially  affected  by  the  operation  of  the  provisions  of  the 
Bonndary  Act,  as  at  present  in  force;  whence  the  Hotise  of  Assembly  deem  0iat  it  calls 
for  amendments  in  different  particulars — and  in  those  as  afiecting  the  whole  Island.

WUliam  CSindall,  Eaq.  one  of  the  Commissioners  appointed  ander  the  Act  for  estab- 
lishing the  Boundary  Lines  of  Counties  and  Townships  in  this  Island,  appeared  at  the 
Bar,  and  was  examined  touching  the  Bill  now  before  the  House,  for  suspending  for  a  limited 
period,  certain  parts  of  the  above  mentioned  Act. 

Mr.  Worrellf  from  the  Committee  appointed  to  wait  upon  His  Excellency  the  Lieu- 
tenant Governor,  praying  that  His  Excellency  would  be  pleased  to  forward  the  Address 
of  this  House  to  Her  Majesty,  relative  to  the  mode  adopted  by  the  House  of  Assembly  in 
sending  up  their  Appropriations,  reported  that  they  had  waited  upon  His  Excellency,  who 
was  pleased  to  say  that  he  would  transmit  the  Address,  as  requested  by  the  House. 

On  motion,  Ordered,  that  a  Committee  be  appointed  to  draw  up  reasons  to  be  offered 
at  a  further  Conference  in  support  of  the  amendments  to  the  Bill,  intltnled  "  An  Act  to 
suspend  for  a  limited  period,  certain  parts  of  an  Act  made  and  passed  in  the  Fourth  year  of 
His  late  Majesty's  Reign,  intituled  "  An  Act  for  ascertaining  and  establishing  the  Boun- 
dary Lines  of  Counties  and  Townships,  and  parts  of  Townships,  and  for  regulating  the 
Duty  of  Surveyors,  and  to  repeal  a  certain  Act  therein  mentioned,"  and  report  the  same 
to  this  House. 

Mr.  Goodman  accordingly  reported  from  the  Commfttee,  Reasons  which  they  had  pre- 
pared, and  the  same  were  read,  and  are  as  follow: 

Because  the  Council  are  not  cognizant  of  any  inaccuracies  in  the  original  Map  or  Plan 
of  this  Island,  in  the  Boundary  Lmes  of  King's  and  Queen's  Counties,  which  ought  to 
induce  the  Legislature  to  suspend  the  operation  of  the  Boundary  Acts,  so  far  as  relates  to 
Tovmship  Lines  in  those  two  Counties ;  and  they  are  led  to  believe,  that  no  difficulties  do 
exist  to  prevent  the  ascertaining  and  establishing  the  said  Township  Lines  in  the  said  two 
Counties,  from  the  examination  of  George  Wright,  Esquire,  Deputy  Surreyor  General, 
and  William  Cundall,  Esquire,  one  of  the  Commissioners  under  the  said  Act,  taken  before 
the  Council  on  this  matter:  and  if  no  such  inaccuracies  do  exist,  the  Council  are  of  opinion, 
that  the  suspension  of  the  Acts,  as  regards  those  two  Counties,  will  operate  as  a  hardship 
on  individuals  possessing  Townships,  or  parts  or  shares  of  Townships,  in  said  two  Counties, 
who  may  be  desirous  of  having  the  Boundaries  of  their  lands  defined  under  the  said  Acts. 
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Od  motion,  the  said  Reasons  were  agreed  toby  the  House. 

On  motion,  the  House  was  adjourned  during  pleasure,  and  put  into  a  Committee  on  the 
further  consideration  of  the  Bill,  intituled  "  An  Act  to  authorize  the  Crown  to  purchase 
the  Lands,  and  to  regulate  the  Settlement  of  the  Inhabitants  of  this  Island,  and  to  repeal 
certain  sections  ofan  Act,  intituled  *  An  Act  for  levying  an  Assessment  on  all  Lands  in 
this  Island.'  " — and  the  documents  sent  up  by  the  Assembly  relative  thereto.  Aftersomc 
time,  the  House  was  resumed,  and  Mr.  Brecken  reported,  that  the  Committee  having  had 
under  their  consideration  the  said  Bill,  had  come  to  tlie  following  Resolutions,  which  they 
recommend  to  the  adoption  of  the  House,  viz: 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  Committee,  that  the  Documents  sent  up  from  the  House  of 
Assembly,  in  accordance  mth  the  Message  from  the  Council,  desiring  to  be  furnished  with  copies  of  tlie 
evidence  or  documents  on  which  the  Bill  to  authorize  the  Crown  to  purchase  the  Lands,  and  to  r^ulate 
the  setUement  of  the  Inhabitants  of  this  Island,  and  to  repeal  certain  sections  of  an  Act,  intituled  '  An 
Act  for  levying  an  Assessment  on  all  Lands  in  this  Island' — end  which  Documents,  with  the  said  Bill, 
have  been  referred  for  the  consideration  of  this  Committee,  are  wholly  irrelevant  to  the  subject  matter  of 
the  said  Bill,  the  object  of  which  appears  to  this  Committee  to  be  the  reinvestment  iu  the  Crown,  by 
voluntary  sale,  of  the  Lands  in  this  Colony. 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  Committee,  that  any  equitable  arrangement,  by  voluntary  sale, 
on  the  part  of  the  Proprietors,  by  which  the  Crown  con  be  re-invested  with  the  said  Lands,  so  as  to 
enable  the  Crown  to  sell  the  same,  at  a  reasonable  rate,  to  actual  occupiers,  would  tend  greatly  to  increase 
the  settlement  of  this  Colony,  and  advance  its  prosperity,  and  would  be  considered  as  a  boon,  calling  for 
the  utmost  extent  of  gratitude  from  its  inhabitants. 

Resolved,  That  although  this  Committee  thus  far  recognize  the  princi[Je  of  the  Bill,  they  cannot  con- 
cur in  its  details;  and,  in  fact,  they  deem  any  enactment  on  the  subject,  not  only  premature,  but  inex- 
pedient and  unnecessary,  until  the  consent  of  the  Crown  and  the  Proprietors  to  the  measure  contempla- 
ted by  the  said  Bill  shall  be  first  obtained. 

Resolved,  That  although  this  Committee  cannot  rec(»nmend  the  House  to  pass  the  said  Bill,  they 
would,  however,  su^^st  to  the  House,  the  propriety  of  joining  the  House  of  Assembly  in  an  Address  to 
the  Throne — should  that  House  deem  such  a  course  of  proceeding  advisable — praying  Her  Majesty  to  take 
the  measure  contemi^ted  by  the  Bill  into  Her  favourable  consideration,  and  to  grant  the  means  for 
effecting  the  purchaae  of  the  said  lands,  provided  the  Proprietors  shall  be  found  wiUmg  to  dispose  of  the 
same. 

On  motioD,  Ordered,  that  the  Report  of  the  Committee  be  agreed  to. 

Ordered,  That  the  further  consideration  of  the  said  Bill  be  postponed  until  this  day 
three  months.

Mr.  President, 

The  House  of  Assembly  do  agree  to  a  further  free  Conference,  as  is  desired  by  the 
Legislative  Council  on  the  subject  matter  of  the  last  Conference,  and  have  appointed  the 
same  Committee  who  managed  the  last  Conference,  a  Committee  to  manage  this  further 
free  Conference. 

Thereupon  the  Committee  went  to  the  Conference,  and  having  returned,  reported  that 
they  had  complied  with  the  instructions  given  them  by  this  House. 

On  motion,  the  following  Resolutions  were  agreed  to: 

WHEREAS  the  House  of  Assembly,  on  Saturday  die  25th  of  April,  instant,  passed  certain  ResolutitHis, 
reflecting  upon  the  proceedings  of  the  Legislative  Council,  and  upon  the  Elxecutive  Government  of  this 
Island;  and  whereas  the  inference  to  be  drawn  from  the  Second  of  the  said  Resolutions  goes  to  chai^ 
tlie  L^slative  Council  with  opposing,  in  every  instance — particularly  within  the  last  eight  years — the 
just  representations  of  a  majority  of  the  House  of  Assembly: 

Therefore  Resolved,  that  such  cha^e  is  utterly  unfounded  in  fiict,  as,  npcm  reference  to  the  Journals 
of  both  Houses,  it  will  appear,  that,  upon  every  occasion  in  which  the  true  interests  of  the  Colony  could 
be  advanced  with  an  honest  and  conscientious  regard  to  the  sacred  rights  of  property,  the  Council  have 
given  the  fullest  effect  in  their  power  to  the  wiahes  of  the  House  of  Assembly;  and  in  no  one  instance,  of 
any  moment,  have  the  Council  opposed  the  views  of  the  House  of  Assembly,  until  the  last  Seseion,  when 
the  Legislative  Council  refused  their  assent  to  the  Bill,  intituled  "  An  Act  to  regulate  the  forfeiture  of  the 
Lands,  and  the  Settlement  of  the  Inhabitants  of  this  Island,"  which  exhibited  so  flagrant  a  disr^ardofall 
Private  rights,  and  such  an  undi^:uiaed  attempt  unjustly  to  deprive  individuals  of  Iheir  property,  that  the 
Council  were  bound,  by  every  principle  of  law  and  equity,  and  by  common  honesty,  to  give  the  said  Bill 
— subsequently  designated  by  the  Right  Honorable  Lord  John  Russell,  Her  Majesty's  Principal  Secretary 
of  State  for  the  Colonies,  in  his  Despatch  of  the  17th  September,  1839,  as  "  an  inequitable  proposal" — 
their  unanimous  and  unqualified  refusal. 

Residved,  That  the  prosperity  of  a  country  is  best  promoted  by  an  equal  representation  of  its  various 

interests  in  both  branches  of  the  L^islature,   and  the  L^slative  Coundl   unequivocally  deny  that  any 

undue  preponderance  of  any  particular  interest  eiists  in  its  present  construction.     Of  the  ten  individuals 

composing  the  Legislative  Council,  two  only  are  Proprietors,  and  a  third  is  Agent  for  a  Proprietor  owning

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less  than  one  Township  of  Land  in  this  Colony — the  remaining  seven  are  wholly  unconnected  with  Pro- 
prietors, and  have  a  far  greater  interest  and  stake  in  the  Colony  than  is  possessed  by  the  whole  of  the 
maiority  of  the  Houae  of  Assembly  who  voted  for  the  said  Resolutions. 

Betolved,  That  it  is  a  matter  of  notoriety,  gathered  from  the  Public  Prints  and  other  sources,  that  the 
said  majority  of  the  House  of  Assembly  have  attained  their  present  portion  in  that  House,  by  deluding 
the  Tenantry  of  this  Colony  into  a  belief,  that,  if  elected  as  their  Representatives,  they  would  relieve  thenj 
irom  the  payment  of  Rents,  and  obtain  for  them  Grants  from  the  Crown,  confirming  them  in  their  several 
possessions;  and  that  this  system  of  delusion  has  been  practised  by  the  leaders  of  the  said  majority,  for 
several  years  past,  whereby  the  Tenantry  have  been  encouraged  to  withhold  the  payment  of  their  Rents, 
until,  in  numerous  instances,  they  have  incurred  arrears  which  their  utmost  exertions  never  can  en^le 
them  to  discharge;  and  the  leaders  of  the  said  majority,  now  finding  that  they  cannot  carry  out  their  delu- 
sive promises,  attempt  to  relieve  themselves  from  the  just  odium  of  their  Constituents,  by  representing 
the  Legislative  Council  and  the  Executive  Government  as  inimical  to  Uie  interests  of  the  People,  an  im- 
putation no  less  unjust  than  untrue,  the  sympathies  of  both  the  Legislative  Council  and  the  Executive 
Goveriunent  having  been  invariably  evinced  in  hvour  of  the  true  interests  of  the  People  of  this  Colonv, 
at  the  same  time  that  they  have  endeavoured  to  awaken  the  Tenantry  to  the  ruin  which  must  inevitably 
follow  their  fetal  delusion. 

Reaolved,  That  the  proceedings  of  the  Legislative  Council  and  the  Executive  Government,  upon  all 
those  maasures  which  have  so  fatally  agitated  the  minds  of  the  Tenantry  in  this  Colony,  for  several  years 
past,  have  been  in  accordance  with  the  views  and  determinations  of  the  Imperial  Government,  repeatedly 
avowed  through  Her  Majesty's  Principal  Secretaries  of  State  for  the  Colonies;  and  the  House  entertains 
no  apprehension  of  the  result  of  the  appeal  made  by  the  House  of  Assembly  to  the  Crown,  in  which  their 
motives  and  conduct  are  bo  unjustly  arraigned. 

RitoltitA,  That  this  Honae  relies  with  confidence  upon  the  good  sense  and  unprejudiced  opinions  of  the 
People,  to  appreciate  the  motives  iriiich  have  actuated  the  Council  in  their  votes  upon  all  questions  affisct- 
ing  their  interests,  when  they  shall  calmly  contrast  them  with  the  extreme  views  exemplified  in  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  said  majority  of  the  House  of  Assembly.

Sir, 

I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  Despatch,  No.  22,  of  the  4th  July  last,  transmit- 
ting ten  AcU  passed  by  the  Legislature  of  I^nce  Edward  Island  during  their  recent  Session. 

I  enclose  an  Order  passed  by  Her  Majesty,  in  Council,  on  the  21st  instant,  leaving  eight  of  these 
Acts  to  their  operation.  The  Act  No.  517,  (cap.  6)  amending  the  Act  for  the  regulation  of  Jaib,  is 
still  under  the  consideration  of  Her  Majesty's  Government;  and  I  have  to  request  your  attention  to  the 
following  observations  on  the  Act  No.  519,  for  the  relief  of  the  American  Loyalists: 

The  Preamble  of  this  Act  sets  forth  the  circumstances  under  which  grants  of  Land  were  many  years 
back  made  to  certain  Ain»ican  Loyalists,  and  how  it  has  happened  that  these  individuals,  or  their  heirs, 
are  not  now  in  possession  of  the  Lands  so  granted. 

The  objects  of  the  present  Bill  are  to  establish  a  ConuaisnAii  for  investigating  the  claims  of  these  per- 
sons, or  their  descenitents,  and  to  provide  for  the  satisfaction  of  such  claims  as  may  be  established,  partly 
by  grants  from  the  remaining  waste  Lands  of  the  Crown,  and  partly  by  the  applteation  for  that  purpose 
of  the  Lands  of  the  Grantees,  or  their  heirs,  with  whom  the  plan  or^nated  in  1783,  of  alienating  parts 
of  their  estates  for  the  benefit  of  that  class  of  persons.  The  facts  are  too  imperfectly  explained  in  the 
Preamble  to  admit  of  any  confident  opinion  being  formed  as  to  the  merits  of  the  questions  controverted 
between  the  old  Proprietors  and  the  Loyalists;  indeed  it  is  scarcely  possible  to  ascertain  what  may  have 
been  the  nature  of  those  questions.  All  that  appears  b,  that  the  Grantees,  amwigst  whom  nearly  the 
whole  stirlace  of  the  Island  had  been  divided^  were  persons  living  in  England,  without  the  slightest  in- 
tention of  residing  on  the  Lands  assigned  to  them. 

The  American  Loyalists  were  at  first  regarded  with  great  favour,  because  their  settlement  in  the  Isknd 
would  increase  the  value  of  the  estates  of  the  Absentees,  and  to  tempt  them  thither,  the  offer  was  made 
of  a  surrender  tq  them  of  certain  parts  of  the  wilderness,  in  the  hope  that  the  rest  might  thm  beeone  an 
available  source  of  emohunent.  The  project  was  defeated  by  misunderstandings  and  (^spates.  All  Uus 
occurred  fifty-six  years  ago.  That  the  Loyalists  may  have  been  defrauded,  disappmnted  and  opfmMKtA, 
is  but  too  pfobable.  Tfa^t  the  fault  may  have  been  their  own,  or  portly  so,  is  no  eitteme  improbat^^. 
But  the  whole  rests  on  conjecture  and  surmise.  Assuming,  however,  as  the  local  Legislature  have 
assumed,  every  thing  against  the  Proprietors,  and  in  favour  of  the  Loyalists,  I  cannot  allow  that  even 
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on  that  assumption  this  Act  could  be  justified.  For,  Ist.  after  a  lapse  of  more  than  half  a  century  of 
undisturbed  posBession  by  the  old  Proprietors,  there  is  a  prescriptive  title  which  I  must  advise  the  Crown 
to  respect. 

3d.  The  effect  of  this  Bill  would  be  to  transfer  to  the  Commissioners  to  be  appointed  under  it,  not 
merely  the  proper  function  of  the  tiibunals,  but  the  power  of  reviving  questions  on  which  these  tribunals 
may  have  fdready  adjudicated. 

3d.  The  Bill  affords  no  protection  to  bona  fide  purchasers  of  these  Lands  from  the  old  Proprietors, 
who  acquired  them  without  notice  of  the  remote  and  dormant  claims  of  the  Loyalists,  &c. 

4th.  The  LegisUture  here  assume  a  right  to  dispose  of  the  waste  Lands  of  the  Crown,  which  the 
Crown  has  never  yet  surrendered  to  their  controul. 

For  these  reasons  I  should  not  fee)  myself  justified  in  advising  Her  Majesty  to  confirm  this  Bill.

With  reference  to  my  Despatch,  No.  9,  of  the  31st  ultimo,  I  have  now  the  honor  to  inform  you,  that 
the  Inspectors  of  Prisonii,  to  whom  the  Act  No.  517,  aa  well  aa  the  former  Act,  had  been  referred,  have 
reported  that  several  important  clauses  in  the  Gaol  Acts  which  are  in  force  in  this  Country,  should  be 
embodied  in  the  Colonial  Law. 

I  enclose  a  Memorandum  of  the  clauses  to  which  they  refer. 

I  consider  it  indispensable  for  the  good  government  of  Prisons,  that  there  should  be  a  regular  and  per- 
manent appointment  of  a  Chaplain;  and  also  of  a  Matron  in  every  Gaol  to  which  female  prisoners  are 
committed. 

You  will  endeavour  to  obtain  a  further  amendment  of  the  original  Act,  in  conformity  vrith  these  sug- 
gestions, and  in  the  mean  time  no  decision  will  be  taken  upon  either  of  them  by  Her  Majesty  in  Counal.

Extract  or  Trkasust  Letter,  dated  29Ui  April,  1839. 

With  reference  to  your  letter,  of  the  3d  instant,  and  its  enclosure,  from  Sir  John  Harvey,  urging  the 
importance  of  establishing  a  Steam  communication  between  this  country  and  British  North  America,  at 
the  earliest  possible  moment,  and  to  the  correspondence  which  has  previously  taken  place  on  the  subject 
of  Steam  communication  with  Halifax,  I  have  it  in  command  from  the  Lords  Commisntmets  of  Her 
Majesty's  Treasury  to  request  you  will  state  to  the  Marquis  of  Normanby,  that  my  LcM'ds  have  not  failed 
to  use  their  earnest  efforts  to  ca^  the  views  expressed  in  their  former  communications  into  effect. 

In  furtherance  of  this  object,  the  Lords  of  the  Admiralty,  in  communicaUon  with  this  Board,  adverti- 
sed  for  Tenders,  but  no  ofier  was  made  on  conditions  which  answered  the  advertisement  on  which  my 
Lords  conadered  it  would  be  satisfactory  to  accept. 

Subsequently,  however,  my  Lords  have  been  able  to  conclude  an  arrangement,  by  which  a  communi- 
cation by  Steam  twice  every  month  will  be  effected  ;  and  they  have  every  reason  to  believe  this  airange- 
ment  will  be  carried  into  effect  in  June,  1640. 

With  reference  to  this  pmnt,  my  Lords  herevnth  tranmiit  copy  of  a  letter,  dated  12th  instant,  bom 
the  Board  of  A^utalty,  which  will  fttmish  Lttfd  Normanby  wiUi  the  detailed  information. 

Thesa  Lordships  would  further  add,  that  they  have  directed  a  consida^le  reduction  to  be  made  in 
the  Packet  rate  of  postage  on  letters  firom  and  to  the  British  Colonies  in  North  Arnica,  whidi  has 
already  come  into  operation.

With  reference  to  your  letter  of  the  27th  February  last,  respecting  the  conveyance  of  the  Mails  in 
Steam  Vessels,  by  contract,  between  this  country  and  the  North  American  Colonies,  I  am  commended 
by  my  Lords  Commissionera  of  the  Admiralty  to  acquaint  you,  for  the  information  of  the  Lords  Commis- 
sioners  of  Her  Majesty's  Treasury,  that  my  Lords  have  concluded  an  agreement  with  Mr.  Cunard,  for 
the  conveyance  of  the  Mails,  &,c.  twice  in  each  Calendar  Month,  between  Liverpool  and  Halifax,  Nova 
Scotia,  and  between  the  latter  place  and  Boston,  United  States ;  and  also  between  Pictou,  New  Bruns- 
wick and  Quebec,  as  long  as  the  St.  Lawrence  is  open,  for  the  sum  sanctioned  by  the  Lords  of  the 
Treasury,  viz :  £55,000,  in  Vessels  of  not  less  than  300  horses  power,  for  the  tiansatlantic  passage,  and 
not  less  than  150  horaea  power,  for  the  other  passages — the  service  to  commence  Ist  June,  1840,  or 
sooner,  if  possible.

In  reply  to  the  queries  which  have  been  proposed  for  my  consideration,  respecting  the  Acta  relating  to 
the  Prison  Discipline  of  this  Island,  I  would  submit,  as  my  opinion,  that  the  present  Acts,with  some  slight 
amendments,  appear  to  be  fully  equal  to  the  present  requirements  of  the  Colony.  That  to  adopt  all  the 
suggestions  propounded  by  the  Inspectors  of  Prisons  in  ^le  Mother  Countoy,  would  heap  a  complicated 
and  expensive  machinery  upon  us,  which  the  circumstances  of  the  Colony  do  not  require. 

That  the  Jail  of  this  Town  is  not  calculated,  nor  could  it  be  rendered  tit  for  the  system  adopted  in 
England,  which,  though  much  to  be  admired  in  that  densely  populated  Country,  and  absolutely  neces- 
sary there,  would  be  ^together  out  of  place  in  this  small  community,  where  crime  is  of  comparatively  rare 
occurrence,  and  seldom  aggravated  in  its  ch^^cter.  That  the  Building  has  been  undeigoing  alterations, 
(which  it  is  expected  the  present  year  will  be  completed,)  in  order  to  adopt  it  as  closely  as  possible,  to  the 
system  proposed  for  our  imitation;  but  to  carry  out  the  system  fully,  and  make  all  the  arrangements  in 
strict  conformity  to  the  plan  upon  which  Prison  Discipline  in  England  is  based,  an  entirely  new  structure 
would  be  requisite,  which  would  prove  far  too  expensivo  for  the  present  resources  of  the  Colony,  without 
at  the  same  time  affording  a  fair  prospect  of  an  equivalent. 

That  it  would  unquestionably  be  most  desirable  to  have  the  services  of  a  regularly  appointed  Chaplain, 
and  consistent  with  every  feeling  of  propriety,  that  rehgioas  instniction  should  be  imparted  to  every  indi- 
vidual prisoner,  but  as  there  are  so  few  inmates  of  our  Prison  in  the  course  of  the  year,  there  would  be 
scarcely  sufficient  to  occupy  the  attention  of  a  Chaplain,  who  would  nevertheless  be  under  the  neccnity 
of  devoting  the  whole  of  his  time,  to  the  daily  duties  attached  to  his  office,  (be  the  prisoners  many  or  few,) 
and  consequently  a  high  salary  would  be  expected,  which  in  the  present  posttion  of  the  Colony  would  not 
be  readily  granted.  That  this  being  impracticable,  the  Keeper  be  recommended  to  read  the  Prayers  to 
the  Prisoners  daily,  be  remunerated  for  such  extra  service,  and  that  books  selected  by 
be  provided  for  the  Prisoners;  some  arrangement  of  this  nature  being  made  until  there  appeared  room  for 
the  adoption  of  the  course  su^ested  by  the  Inspectors  of  Prisons  at  home. 

That  the  clauses  respecting  the  Keeper,  end  that  relating  to  the  permanent  appoiDtmeitl  of  ft  Mfttron 
may  be  adopted,  and  upon  referrii^  to  the  Acts  of  1S38,  and  the  amendments  thereto  in  1839,  some  of 
the  gogg^tions  appear  to  have  been  anticipated,  indeed  the  Report  of  the  Conmutteeto  whom  w^  refer- 
red  Hit  Excellency  the  Lieutenant  Governor's  Message,  with  the  copy  of  the  Dispatch  from  Lord  Glene^, 
suggesting  several  amendments  to  the  Act  passed  m  1836  "for  the  regulation  of  the  several  Jails  within 
the  Island,"  ccHiiprebends  much  of  that,  according  to  my  mind,  which  occupies  the  pftges  of  tfie  Report 
of  the  Inspectors  of  Prisons  in  England  in  greater  detaS. 

With  the  perfect  model  of  a  well  regulated  and  crowded  Prison  in  England  inmiediately  in  view,  the 
remarks  with  which  we  have  been  favoured  by  the  Inspectors  would  naturally  suggest  themselves,  but  were 
the  eye  to  fall  upon  the  comparatively  empty  walls  of  our  Island  Prison,  the  illusion  would  disappear,  and 
I  cannot  but  entertain  an  impression  that  a  little  local  information  ia  alone  requisite  to  enable  die  advo- 
cates for  the  application  of  the  same  system  to  us,  to  arrive  at  conclusions  more  consistent  with  the  re- 
quirements of  these  new  Countries.  Here  we  have  neither  the  means  to  set  the  machinery  in  motion,  nor 
the  materials  to  work  upon  in  the  event.

Report  o/the  Visiter  of  tiie  District  Schools  of  Prince  Edward  Island,  up  to 
January  29thj  1840. 

To  the  Membera  of  tKe  Board  <if  Education. 

Gkntlziunj 

In  laying  before  you  the  present  report  upon  the  state  of  (he  Common  Schools  of  the  Island,  I  have 
the  satis&ction  of  announcing  to  you  an  increase  during  the  past  year,  in  the  number  of  our  schools. 
According  to  my  Report  of  January,  1839,  the  numbw  of  District  Schools  at  that  period  was  41;  at  the 
present  moment  50  Schools  are  in  operation,  and  14  additional  teachers  have  been  licenced  during  the 
last  year. 

Although  these  Gacta  prore,  that  the  diffusion  of  Education  is  progressive  in  some  degree  among  as. 
the  yet  defective  slate  of  our  Educational  system  cannot  be  denied.  The  many  evils  which  retard  the 
advancement  of  Education,  and  which,  from  my  official  connection  with  the  Schools  of  the  Cokmy  for 
nearly  the  last  three  years,  I  have  had  an  opportunity  of  ascertaining — I  shall  endeavour  briefly  to  point 
out,  humbly -submitting  my  views  to  the  cooeideration  of  those,  whose  province  it  is  to  apply  a  remedy. 

In  the  first  place,  the  necessity  of  having  fixed  and  stationary  schools  appears  to  me  every  day  more 
obvious.  The  migratory  character  of  our  schools,  of  the  shifting  of  them  from  place  to  place,  has  an  inju- 
rioua  effect  upon  the  progress  of  Education;  a  long  lapse  of  time  frequently  takes  place  after  the  ei piiation 
of  the  engagement  of  one  Teacher  before  another  is  appointed;  the  progress  of  the  children  is  thus  sud- 
denly stopped;  the  former  locality  is  perh^w  altt^ther  deserted,  and  the  School  removed  to  another  part 
of  the  District.  TfaisdiMdvantage  would,  in  my  opinion,  be  obviated,  were  Schools  made  stationary  for  a 
certain  number  of  years  at  least  ('say  lOor  I3J  in  a  given  District;  the  locality  to  be  chosen  by  two  thirds  ot 
the  male  heads  of  funilies,  or,  more  properly  speaking,  of  those  sending  children  to  School;  and  in  remote 
situations  or  new  settlements,  where  the  people  could  not  have  access  to  the  common  School  of  the  District, 
some  small  provision  should  be  made  for  a  teacher  of  inferior  qualifications.  Were  the  Schoolmaster  invaria- 
bly lodged  and  boarded  in  one  family  or  place,  the  present  almost  mendicant  system  of  going  from  bouse 
to  hoilse,  would  be  obviated.  Were  it  made  compulsory  on  all  Schools  receiving  Legislative  aid,  to  adopt 
and  use  the  same  kind  of  etementry  books,  the  great  desideratum  of  a  unifonnity  in  the  method  of  teach- 
ini^  might  be  more  (iilly  carried  out;  the  same  elementry  books  would  greatly  facilitate  the  labours  of  the 
Teacher,  as  well  as  accelerate  the  prt^ress  of  the  taught.  It  is  quite  impossible  that  children  can  make 
any  improvement  of  consequence,  who  have  books  of  every  sort  and  set,  and  some  of  these  often  most 
unsuitable  either  to  the  years,  attainments,  or  capacity  of  the  Scholar.  I  am  further  of  opinion,  that  a 
table  of  School  fees  per  quarter,  to  be  fixed  by  the  Legislature,  would  have  a  much  better  eRect  than  the 
present  mode  of  agreement  entered  into,  between  the  Teacher,  and  the  parents  of  the  diildren, 
US  in  any  populous  district,  if  the  Teacher  be  anywise  dihgent  and  successful,  there  is  little  danger  of  his 
failing  to  command  a  laig«  enough  attendance  of  Scholars. 

I  would  also  b^  leave  to  su^;e8t  the  propriety  of  authorising  the  Board  of  Education,  to  use  a  discre- 
tionary power  of  grantbg  licences  to  teachers  for  one  year,  or  some  limited  period  of  time,  as  occasion 
might  seem  to  require;  the  obvious  tendency  of  such  a  practice  would  be,  to  stimulate  teachers  in  the  path 
of  improvement,  and  in  the  continual  aquisition  of  knowledge.  Another  improvement,  in  my  opioicm. 
iqion  the  present  mode  of  granting  certificates  to  Teachers,  would  be,  to  allow  Schoolmasters  to  coupete 
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for  Schools,  by  which  means  the  most  competent.  Tesctere  would  obtain  the  most  eligible  situations.  I 
would  further  respectiully  suggest  the  propriety  of  rosing  tHe  qualifications  of  someofourTeacherB  some- 
what higher  than  the  reciuirements  of  tbe  present  act,  as  respects  the  first  Class — that  is,  that  the  second 
Class  of  the  late  School  Act  be  restored — and  I  would  also  say  the  same  of  the  scale  of  pecuniary  allow- 
ance which  the  Legislature  at  present  makes  for  them.  Without  some  liberal  encouragement  from  our 
Local  Government,  in  a  countiy  so  generally  poor,  and  where  Schoolmasters  ore  so  poorly  paid,  we  can 
never  expect  that  men  of  character  and  qu^ification  would  submit  to  the  toil  and  drudgery  of  teaching  a 
commoD  St^ool  as  a  perataaentwcatiop.  ,       .  .         '  '      - 

AsreepectsthedimensionB  of  School-houses,  I  wouM  beg  leave  to  remark,  that  although  the  Act  requires 
that  they  should  be  "sufficient,"  very  few  throughout  the  Island  are  of  a  size,  or  otherwise  sufficiently 
furnished,  to  correspond  with  the  true  intent  of  the  Act.  This  evil  might  be  remedied,  by  enacting  that 
all  School-houses  should  be  of  certain  dimensions,  and  furnished  with  a  definite  number  of  seats  and 
desks. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  beg  to  express  my  despair  of  ever  seeing  Education  universally  diffused,  while 
our  Schools  depend  for  support,  to  such  an  extent  as  they  do,  upon  voluntary  contributions.  Could  an 
equitable  scheme  of  Assessment  be  devised,  by  which,  if  not  every  man,  at  the  least,  every  person  having 
a  family  to  be  Educated,  should  contribute  to  an  Educational  fund,  permanent  Schools  might  be  esta- 
blishcd  in  every  District,  and  the  means  of  Educating  his  children  placed  within  tlie  reach  of  the  poofest. 
man  in  the  Colony. 

The  following  presents  a  view  of  the  slate  of  the  different  District  Schools  of  the  Island,  embmcing,  in  one 
general  Annual  Report,  the  result  of  three  several  visits,  and  examinations  of  all  those  Schools  whicli 
have  been  established,  or  in  operation,  prior  to  the  First  day  of  January,  1839. 

QUEEN'S  COUNTY. 

Sable  District  School,  Archibald  M'Kinnon,  Teacher. — This  School  numbers  60  scholars;  53  was  die 
greatest  number  I  found  present  at  my  examioalioa.  The  Improvem^it  displayed  by  the  scholars  from 
time  to  time  was  highly  satisfactory,  several  havii^  acquired  a  cwreet  knowledge  of  English  Otammar, 
Arithemctic,  and  Book-keeping;  the  rapid  progress  made  by  a  junior  daM,  particularly  in  reeding, 
afforded  a  pleasing  proof,  along  with  the  geneml  proficiency  of  the  pupils,  of  the  diligence  and  efficiency 
of  the  Teacher.     A  new  and  commodious  School-house  has  been  erected  in  this  Dbtrict. 

Elliot  River,  Donald  LamcMit,  Teacher. — ^This  Schophhaving  been  in  constant  operation  during  the 
last  year,  tlie  proficiency  of  many  of  the  scholars  was  equal  to  my  expectations,  and  creditable  to  the  con- 
tinued exertions  of  the  Teacher.  The  branches  taught  are  Gec^raphy,  English  Grammar,  Book-keeping 
and  Arithmetic — the  number  attending  30. 

The  School  of  Lot  33,  Princctown  Road,  is  taught  by  Alexander  M'Cabe,  The  averagB  attendance  of 
scltolars  is  25.  Although  none  of  the  pupils  here  are  much  advanced,  they  appear  to  be  well  groanded 
in  the  knoivledge  of  the  various  branches  they  learn;  and  the  good  method  persued  by  the  teacher  tends 
to  preser\'e  the  utmost  order  and  discipline  in  the  School. 

The  Dog  River  School  ia  taught  by  Malct^  Danach — numbers  40  in  daily  average  attendance.  The 
proficiency  of  the  scholars  during  this  year  has  be«i  opon  the  whole  salisfactory,  several  being  well 
advanced  in  Grammar,  Adtbmfitut  and  WrUing. 

Lot  34,  St.  Peter's  Road,  Robert  Robertson,  Teacher. — This  School  numbers  45,  of  which  40  have 
usually  attended  examinations.  The  high  character  which  this  school  has  gained  for  the  proficiency  of 
its  scholars,  continues  still  to  mark  it  in  the  correctness  of  their  reading,  their  intimate  knowledge  of  the 
various  branches  of  English  Grammar,  Arittunetic,  &c.  in  which  they  are  thoroughly  grounded  gradually 
as  they  advance;  the  specimens  of  Writing  proved  also  creditable;  the  Inhabitants  of  this  District  enjoy 
the  advantage  of  having  had  their  school  in  constant  operation  daring  several  yean  undei  the  same  teacher; 
the  good  effects  of  which  are  so  apparent  as  to  require  no  further  commentary. 
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The  School  of  Lot  48,  continues  to  be  taught  by  John  Butler;  the  aven^  attendance  ie  40;  sereml 
throughout  the  last  year  bad  made  considerable  pn^ress  in  Arithmetic,  Reading  and  Writing;  and  the  im- 
provement shewn  by  the  junior  classes  which  have  suppUed  the  places  of  the  more  advao^,  anny  of 
whom  have  quitted  School,  was  very  saUsfactory,  and  bore  testimony  to  the  assiduity  of  the  Teacher;  a 
class  of  four  or  five  particularly  excelled  in  Arithmetic  and  Writing. 

Fort  Augustus  School,  Patrick  Fitzgerald,  Teacher. — This  School,  which  is  yet  in  its  infancy,  has  been 
established  but  a  few  months  under  the  present  Teacher,  consequently  no  great  improvement  can  yet  be 
expected;  the  average  attendance  is  30,  21  of  whom  were  present  at  the  examination;  a  class  of  4  (the 
furthest  advanced)  are  commencing  the  first  rules  of  Arithmetic,  and  all  the  remainder  read  in  lis  first 
and  spelling  books;  a  few  have  made  a  little  improvement  in  Writing* 

The  District  School  ofFlat  River  is  sdil  taught  by  John  M'Kinnon,  and  numbers  50  scholars.  Although 
this  Teacher  labours  under  the  disadvantage  of  a  large  daily  attendance  of  scholars  crowded  in  a  small 
Schol'house,yet  considemble  progress  has  been  made  during  the  year  by  the  more  advanced  scholars  espe- 
cially; several  shewed  an  extensive  knowledge  of  English  Grammar,  Book-keeping  and  Arithmetic 

The  Schocd  of  Pinette,  under  the  saperintendance  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  M'Lennan,  is  attended  by  36  scho- 
lars; a  class  of  5  have  made  some  prt^ess  in  Latin,  2  of  whom  already  read  with  considerable  correct- 
ness the  classics  of  that  language;  in  addition  to  these,  several  are  well  versed  in  Geography,  EngUsh  Gram- 
mar, History  end  Arithmetic,  and  exhibited  some  lair  specimens  of  writing. 

Newtown,  Belfast  district,  Charles  M'Eachem,  Teacher. — On  the  Teacher's  list  are  40  schohits;  of 
these  a  class  of  six  displayed  an  exiensive  and  accurate  knowledge  of  Arithmetic.  In  Reading  and  Spel- 
ling also  some  improvement  was  apparent;  and  although  a  few  good  writers  were  also  found  in  the  School, 
the  insufficient  state  of  the  house,  want  of  accranmodation  for  writing,  operated  as  a  bar  in  the  way  of 
any  satis&ctory  improvement  in  that  branch. 

The  School  at  Orwel  Head,  numbering  about  30  scholars,  taught  by  Donald  Graham,  is  now  vacaoti 

Point  Prim,  Donald  Murchison,  Teacher. — ^The  number  attending  this  School  is  30;  the  improvement 
shewn  1^  the  schohrs  here  in  Reading,  Writing  and  Arithmetic,  during  the  past  year  was  very  satisfac- 
tory. In  English  Grammar  also  several  were  proHctent;  in  Arithmetic  espicially  the  rapidity  and  accu- 
racy of  calcu^tion  of  a  (ew  of  the  more  advanced,  reflected  much  credit  upon  both  teacher  and  taught. 

The  School  of  Cavendish  is  taught  by  Donald  Livingston.  The  proficiency  of  the  chiMren  attending 
on  this  School  has  not  been  so  satisfactory  this  year  as  was  anticipated;  their  improvement  has  not  been 
equal  to  that  of  many  others  who  have  not  had  the  same  advantages  of  regular  supplies  of  books,  a  suffi- 
otent  school-house,  &c.  This  is  attributed  by  the  teacher  to  the  very  irregular  attendance  of  these  schohus 
for  some  time  put  ? 

Brackley  Point  Road,  Neil  Mackinnon,  Teacher. — At  this  School  appeared  during  the  several  exami- 
nations thereof  generally  about  30  scholars.  This  school,  although  several  vacations  of  considerable 
length  have  intervened  during  the  year,  gives  promise  of  f»r  improvement;  those  writing  especially  have 
made  satisfactory  prepress,  as  well  as  smne  classes  in  arithmetic.  The  house  is  sufficient,  and  weU  fur- 
nished with  seals  and  desk*. 

Covehead  Road,  District  School,  E.  J.  M'Cormack,  Teacher. — ^Thia  School,  consisting  of  35  schoJars. 
average  attendance,  has  been  opened  this  year  fur  the  first  time  under  the  present  teacher,  and  in  conse- 
quence the  children  are  aH  in  the  first  nt&ge  of  their  education.  The  judicious  arrangements  and  method 
of  instruction  which  the  teacher  here  has  made  and  carried  out  in  his  school,  have  proved  of  much  benefit 
to  his  charge,  and  have  facilitated  their  progress,  notwithstanding  the  disadvantages  imder  which  many 
labour  in  the  want  of  suitable  books;  the  improvement  which  is  already  apparent  reflects  credit  i^mo  ll^ 
teadier,  and  proves  the  interest  he  taltea  in  the  monU  and  intellectual  improvement  of  his  pupils. 

The  Little  York  Sdiool  is  taught  by  Allan  Stewart,  and  nwnbers  80  scholars.  The  improvement  here 
has  been  upon  the  whole  ntislactory,  and  equal  to  the  time  taught,  a  considerable  vacation  having  occur- 
red daring  the  year;  the  attendance  of  the  scholars  has  also  been  insular*,  although  none  are  much 
advanced,  several  of  those  in  the  reading  claseea  read  and  spelled  with  propriety  and  correctness. 
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Crapaud  District  School,  Oeorge  Bynon,  Teacher. — The  number  of  scholars  attending  this  School  is 
49;  at  the  difTerent  examinations  I  found  a  very  marked  improvement  in  the  state  of  the  school,  the  good 
method  punined,  and  the  general  proficiency  of  the  scholars,  bore  testimony  to  the  eiGciency  and  fidelity 
of  the  teacher;  one  class  had  made  considerable  progress  in  English  Grammar,  and  those  in  the  higher 
reading  classes  gave  proof  of  their  proficiency,  not  only  in  the  me^anical  part  of  reading,  but  also  in  their 
accurate  knowledge  of  the  meaning  of  what  they  read. 

At  Lot  30,  South  Shore,  a  school  has  been  lately  opened,  Ewen  LamonI,  Teacher.  The  children 
here,  with  few  exceptions,  commenced  in  their  first  stage  under  the  present  teacher;  and  on  a  second 
visit,  the  improvement  which  was  found  to  have  taken  place  in  the  state  of  the  school  in  the  interval  of  & 
few  months,  was  very  gratifying;  several  at  this  time  being  able  to  read  with  considerable  correctness  in 
the  English  Reader,  Introduction,  &c.;  a  few  had  also  commenced  arithmetic  and  Writing, 

In  this  District  is  also  a  School  taught  by  Archibald  Macneill,  which  is  yet  in  its  infancy,  and  having 
been  visited  but  once,  no  other  report  can  be  given  than  that  the  teacher  continues  to  give  sa^foction 
to  all  connected  with  the  School.     Numbers  30. 

York  River,  Charles  Macdonell,  Teacher. — This  School  numbers  about  35  Scholars,  and  has  been  in 
oporation  under  this  teacher  during  two  years;  the  greater  number  of  the  children  commenced  in  thie 
Alphabet  with  him,  and  with  some  exceptions  have  made  suitable  progress.  During  the  first  year  parti- 
calarly  the  improvement  of  the  scholars  was  quite  satisfactory;  the  &lhng  off  latterly  is  attributed  by  the 
teacher  to  irregular  attendance.  There  are  a  few  neat  writers  in  this  school,  and  two  or  three  have  acquired 
some  knowledge  of  arithmetic.  A  misunderstanding  has  lately  arisen  between  the  teacher  and  some  of 
the  subscribers,  touching  the  conduct  of  the  former,  and  which  threatens  the  breaking  up  of  the  schod. 

The  Pisquid  School  is  still  taught  by  Thomas  Welsh,  and  numbers  30.  From  the  very  irregular  at- 
tendance on  this  school  during  the  past  year,  the  improvement  has  been  but  very  limited;  proofs  notwith- 
standing of  the  attention  of  the  teacher  are  apparent,  who  appears  to  give  general  satisiaction. 

Charlottetown,  Walter  Phelan,  Teacher.  This  School  has  been  recently  opened,  and  as  the  majority 
of  the  pupils  are  in  the  first  stage  of  reading  and  arithmetic,  I  can  only  remark  that  their  proficiency  must 
form  the  subject  of  a  future  Eeport,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  their  improvement  will  be  safisfactory. 

On  the  boundary  of  Charlottetown  Royalty,  a  Sdioo)  was  opened  in  February  last,  under  Archibald 
M'Kenzie,  teadier,  numbering  about  40  scholars.  This  schools  gives  promise  ofmuch  benefit  to  the  Dis- 
trict; a  very  marked  improvement  being  already  dtscetnable  in  its  general  state. 


KING'S  COUNTY. 

Bradenell — John  M'Neill,  Teacher.  The  progress  made  by  the  pupils  of  tliis  6<^ool  has  been  very 
satisfactory  this  year;  a  late  examination  took  place  in  presence  of  several  of  the  Trustees,  and  parents  of 
the  children,  when  all  acquitted  themselves  with  great  credit;  of^er  a  strict  and  minute  examination, 
prizes  were  distributed  to  the  best  scholars,  respectively  in  EngHsh  (grammar,  Gec^raphy,  Arithmetic, 
Reading  and  Writing;  while  the  very  accurate  and  extensive  acquaintance  With  these  branches  displayed, 
byalmost  each  individual  in  the  class,  afforded  the  highest  pleasure  to  the  spectators,  the  difficulty  was  to 
determine  upon  the  most  deserving — and  the  knowledge  of  Arithmetic  shown  by  several  of  those  scholars, 
and  the  rapidity  and  exactness  of  their  mental  calculations,  afibrded  much  gratification  to  all  interested 
in  this  School. 

The  state  of  the  Lot  51  District  School,  Georgetown  Road — tat^ht  by  Nathaniel  H'Laren,  is  also 
deserving  ofmuch  commendation;  the  children  of  this  School  are  surpassed  by  very  few  in  their  correct 
knowledge  of  En^ish  Grammar  and  Arithmetic,  many  too,  and  of  a  very  tender  a^,  read  and  spell  with 
great  propriety.  The  nest  and  clean  appearance  of  the  scholars,  and  their  quiet  and  orderly  behaviour, 
b  particukirly  pleasing.  It  must  be  added,  that  the  improvement  whioh  has  been  made  in  the  writing 
department,  was  also  very  striking,  generally.     Number  attendiag  28,  average. 
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The  Geo^lown  School,  which  was  taught  by  Roderick  Campbell  during  the  past  year,  and  gave  pro- 
mise of  much  usefulnesa,  and  numbering  35  scholars,  has  been  lately  discontinuedj  the  limited  legislatiTe 
allowance,  joined  to  the  utmost  exertions  of  the  Inhabitants,  I  am  informed,  is  still  inadequate  to  the 
maintenance  of  a  respectable  school  in  this  rising  town. 

The  Murray  Harbour  School,  after  a  short  vacancy,  is  now  taught  by  John  M'Neill,  formerly  of  the 
Bay  Fortune  School — no  improvement  to  any  extent  can  be  yet  looked  for  in  this  school,  which  has  been 
but  a  very  little  time  in  operation  under  the  present  Teadier.     Present  at  the  last  examination  32. 

The  Montague  River  School  has  been  also  lately  re-opened  under  the  present  teacher,  Allan  M'Phee. 
This  school  presents  a  very  promising  appearance — consisting  of  35  scholars,  many  of  whom  are  well 
advanced  in  English  Grammar,  Arithmetic  and  Book-keeping,  and  several  read  and  write  correctly. 

Lot  56,  Little  Pond,  Edmund  Shea,  Teacher.  This  school  numbers  37  scholars,  I  found  that  very 
creditable  progress  had  been  made  by  the  scholars  generally  during  the  past  year;  twoboys  particniarly 
displayed  a  very  correct  knowledge  of  English  Grammar;  the  several  classes  road  and  spelled  with  [wo- 
priety — but  in  Writing  and  Arithmetic,  the  same  satisfactory  improvement  was  not  apparent;  this  the 
teacher  stated  to  be  owing  to  the  want  of  implements  and  materials  by  many  of  Uie  children.  A  new 
school-house  has  been  recently  erected  in  a  more  central  situation  in  this  district. 

St.  Peter's  Bay.~— Th<»naB  Barobrick,  Teacher — 25  scholars  attended  on  thb  school,  and  although 
none  are  yet  advanced  beytHid  reading,  writing,  and  the  primary  rules  of  Arithmetic,  the  prepress  w^uch 
tjas  been  made  in  these  branches  since  the  opening  of  the  school  is  very  satisfactory  upon  the  whole. 

The  Savage  Harbour  School  is  still  taught  by  Donald  Scott.  The  prevfdence  of  sickness  in  this  settle- 
uiont  during  a  portion  of  this  year,  operated  as  a  considerable  drawback  upon  the  improvement  of  this 
school — still  the  teacher  appears  to  give  satisfaction  by  his  close  attention  to  his  duties. 

The  School  at  St.  Peter's  has  been  re-opcned  under  Philip  Bambrich,  in  June  last;  it  numbers  40 
scholars,  who  have  already  made  some  progress;  this  school  promises  to  be  of  much  usefulness  in  this 
District;  the  diligence,  and  judicious  method  of  the  teacher  being  hitherto  quite  satisfectory. 

Between  Cardigan  and  Brudnell  Rivers  a  school  has  been  recently  estabhshed,  Donald  Gordon, 
Teacher;  the  state  of  this  School  is  deserving  of  much  commendation — those  scholars  whose  attendance 
had  been  regular  having  made  rapid  pr<^TeBa — number  attending  36. 


PRINCE  COUNTY. 

Lot  7,'  James  H.  Fitzgerald,  Teacher. — ^This,  the  first  school  ever  established  ui  this  District,  was 
opened  last  summer,  and  numbers  30  scholars.  On  visiting  it  about  four  months  after  its  fonnation,  the 
progress  of  the  scholars,  who,  with  few  exceptions  commenced  in  their  first  stage  with  this  teacher,  was 
n»  great  as  could  have  been  expected. 

The  Lot  1 1  School,  is  still  taught  by  Thomas  Key,  and  is  in  useful  operation,  notwithstanding  the 
irregular  attendance  of  many  of  the  children,  which  operates  as  a  great  drawback  upon  the  efficiency  of 
the  teacher;  the  knowledge  of  Arithmetic  displayed  by  a  few  of  the  more  advanced  pupils;  the  rapidity 
and  correctness  of  their  calculations  was  highly  pleasing.  In  writing,  the  improvement  generally  higfily 
fiatisfactory,  and  those  in  the  reading  classes  many  of  them  of  a  lender  age,  acquitted  th«nselveE  with 
credit  to  both  teacher  and  taught. 

Lot  18,  Oyster  Cove. — This  School  has  been  lately  reopened,  Edward  S.  Blanchard  is  the  teacher. 
whose  judicious  method  of  instruction,  and  attention  to  his  chaige,  give  the  utmost  satisfection  to  those 
:ted  with  the  school. 


The  Princetown  Royalty  District  School  continues  to  be  taught  by  Sebastian  Daridson;  at  each  exami- 
nation a  marked  improvement  is  visible  in  the  state  of  this  school;  several  excel  in  their  knowledge  of 
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Engliah  Graannar,  Arithnietic,  Book-keeping,  and  the  reading  clasBes  are  not  only  proficient  in  tbeir 
knowledge  of  the  mechanical  port  of  reading,  but  also  display  an  acquaintance  with  the  meaning  of  what 
is  read. 

The  Lot  16  School,  John  M'Kinnon,  Teacher,  is  still  in  constant  and  useful  operatitHi;  and  nothwitb- 
atanding  the  insular  attendance,  and  want  of  suitable  books — difficulties  which  the  teacher  has  con- 
itantly  to  contend  with — the  state  of  the  school  bears  suffident  testimony  to  the  assiduity  of  the  teacher. 

The  Bedeque  School  is  at  present  vacant  by  the  removal  of  the  teacher,  (Mr.  W.  Nelis)  to  Charlotte- 
town.  It  is  sufficient  to  remark  that  this  school  was  equalled  by  few  in  the  Island  for  the  proficiency  of 
the  Scholars  in  the  most  useful  branches  of  an  English  education.  The  higher  classes  being  remarkable 
for  their  accurate  acquaintance  with  Grammar  and  Arithmetic,  and  all  distinguished  for  their  correct 
enunciation,  and  extensive  knowledge  of  the  signification  of  words;  the  familiar  acquaintance  shown  also 
mtb  the  meaning  of  the  subject  of  reading  was  equally  creditable.  Mr.  Nelis  has  also  been  long  known 
as  a  successful  teacher  of  writing. 

The  Lot  14,  Grand  River  School,  continues  to  be  taught  by  John  Ronayne,  who  continues,  as  far  as  I 
can  ascertain,  to  give  general  satislaction.  A  few  in  this  School  have  acquired  an  extensive  knowledge 
of  Arithmetic,  and  made  during  the  past  year  some  progress  in  reading. 

The  School  at  New  Bideford  is  now  taught  by  Dubois  Smith,  and  although  lately  established,  has 
shewn  proofs  of  very  &ir  improvement,  and  the  teacher  appears  to  be  very  exemplary  in  attention  to  his 
charge. 

At  SL  Eleanor's,  a  large  School  was  established  last  summer,  J.  B.  Newcorob,  teacher.  This  schoc^ 
on  being  visited  soon  after  its  formation,  was  found  to  be  in  active  operation,  and  giving  promise  of  much 
nse&ilness;  on  a  second  visit  a  few  months  thereafter  the  school  was  found  vacant,  and  has  since  (as  I  am 
informed)  been  altogether  closed,  from  what  cause  is  unknown. 

Cape  Traverse,  Donald  M'Kinnon,  Teacher.  This  School  was  established  in  February  last,  and  en 
being  visited  recently  atier,  found  a  class  learning  English  Grammar,  and  several  good  readers,  a  few 
were  also  advanced  in  Arithtnetic. — On  a  subsequent  visit,  from  their  thin  attendance  at  the  day  of 
Examination,  the  improvement  of  the  school  in  the  interval  could  not  be  satisfactorily  ascertained,  A 
neat  and  well  furnished  school  has  been  erected  in  this  settlement — the  school  numbers  30  scholars. 

The  forgoing  summary  shews  a  list  of  43  schools;  since  concluding  my  last  visit  of  those,^I  have  been 
notified  that  other  seven  district  schools  have  been  opened,  making  the  whole  number  of  common  Bchook 
receiving  legislative  md  (exclusive  of  the  six  Acadian)  as  mentioned  above,  50;  in  addition  to  these,  I 
have  ascertained  that  sboat  ten  other  schools  not  established  under  the  Act  are  taught,  and  in  a  few  casea 
by  Teachers  who  have  obtained  licenses,  but  who  from  various  circumstances  are  not  entitled  to  Legida^ 
tive  aid;  these,  with  three  female  Schools  in  Charlottetown,  make  the  total  of  Sixty-nine  Public  Sdbocb 
of  the  Colony,  exclusive  of  the  Central  Academy  and  St.  Andrew's  College. 

Assuming  the  averse  attendance  at  each  school  to  be  forty  Scholars,  it  will  appeti  that  8,840  childfoa 
are  at  present  receiving  the  benefit  of  education  on  the  Island.
